AN ACT Appropriating the sum of twenty-five thousand pesos, Philippine cur- 
rency, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the payment of claims for 
damages sustained by the landowners and residents of the municipalities of 
Mariquina and San Mateo, in the Province of Rizal, on account of the quar- 
antine measures adopted by the Insular GJovemment to protect the water 
supply of the city of Manila from infection with cholera. 

By authority of the United States^ he It enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, in part compensation 
for the service of the municipal government of tne city of Manila 
for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and five, 
(he sum of twenty-five thousand pesos, Philippine currency, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, for the payment of claims for 
damages sustained by the landowners and residents of the munici- 

f)alities of Mariquina and San Mateo, including those made by the 
andowners and residents of the former municipality of Montalban, 
now a barrio of the municipalitv of San Mateo, in the Province of 
Rizal, on account of the quarantine measures adopted by the Insular 
Government to protect the water supply of the city of Manila from 
infection with cholera. The payment of claims as hereby author- 
ized shall be made upon the order of the Municipal Board of the city 
of Manila after due investigation, and the funds hereby appropriated 
shall be disbursed by the disbursing officer of said board. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedv enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Appropriating fifty thousand dollars, in money of the United States, 
for general purposes, to be disbursed by the disbursing agent of the Govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands at Washington, District of Columbia. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifty thou- 
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sand dollars, in money of the United States, to be transferred to the 
disbursing agent of the Government of the Philippine Islands at 
Washington, District of Columbia, and to be by him disbursed for 
the general purposes of the Insular Government. Funds disbursed 
in pursuance of this Act shall be charged by the Auditor for the 
Philippine Islands to the appropriations of the OToper Bureaus, and 
the fund available for the disbursing agent at Washington shall be 
credited with the sums so charged to the several Bureaus, so that 
tl\e fund shall be a reimbursable and permanent one. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedv enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expeaitea in accordance with 
section two oi "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by tho 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred.

AN ACT Annexing the barrio of Eguie, of the municipality of San Isidro, to 
the municipality of Infanta, both in the Province of Pangasinan. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The barrio of Eguia, now a part of the municipality 
of San Isidro, Province of Pangasinan, is hereby annexed to and 
consolidated with the municipality of Infanta, in the same province. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedv enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited, in accordance with 
section two or "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Annexing the barrio of San Gaspar, of the municipality of Santa Lucia, 
to the municipality of Candon, both in the Province of Iloeos Sur.

Section 1. The barrio of San Gaspar, now a part of the munici- 
pality of Santa Lucia, Province of Iloeos Sur, is hereby annexed to 
and consolidated with the municipality of Candon, in the same 
province. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws, passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act sliall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Granting to Juan Bautista Fernandez, of Cebti, a license to construct, 
operate, and maintain a slipway or marine railway on a tract of land situated 
in the barrio of Canghana, in the municipality of Op6n, Province of Cebti. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Juan Bautista Fernandez, of the municipality of Cebii, 
Province of Cebu, his successors and assigns, is hereby granted a 
license to construct, operate, and maintain a slipway or marine rail- 
way for the period oi fifty years, consisting of one or more slips, in 
that portion of the waters lying between the Island of Cebu and the 
Island of Mactan which constitutes the water front of a tract of land 
owned by the said Juan Bautista Fernandez in the barrio of Cang- 
hana, in the municipality of Opon, in the Province of Cebu. 

Sec. 2. Said slipway or marine railway must be constructed accord- 
ing to detailed plans approved in writing bv the Consulting Engineer 
to the Commission, and such plans shall be submitted for such 
approval by the said Fernandez within forty days after the passage 
of this Act. 

Sec. 3. Said slipway or marine railway shall not be put in opera- 
tion or opened for public use until the same has been inspected and a 
permit to operate it and open it for public use shall have been issued 
by the said Consulting Engineer to the said Fernandez. 

Sec. 4. The grantee of this license shall begin the construction of 
said slipway or marine railway within ninety days, and shall fully 
complete said slipway or marine railway and put the same in opera- 
tion for the public convenience within eighteen months after the pas- 
sage of this Act ; and for a failure to begin the work of construction 
within the time limited by this section, or to put said slipwaj or 
marine railway in full operation for the public convenience within 
the time herein prescribed, the license granted by this Act to con- 
struct, maintain, and operate said slipway or marine railway shall be 
forfeited and revoked. 

Sec. 5. The rates to be charged for the use of said slipway or 
marine railway, or for services rendered by said slipway or marine 
railway, shall always be subject to examination and regulation by 
Act of the Commission or other legislative authority of these Islands. 

Sec. 6. The grantee of this license, his lessees, grantees, or successors 
in interest, shall at all times maintain said slipway or marine railway 
in good repair to the satisfaction of the Consulting Engineer to the 
Commission, and in a suitable state of efficiency for the proper carry- 
ing out of the work for which said slipway or marine railway is con- 
structed. The duly authorized agent of the Government of the 
Philippine Islands shall always have the right to enter and examine 
any and all parts of said property at any time, either in person or by 
agent. 

Sec. 7. The grantee of this license, his lessees, grantees, or successors 
in interest, shall pay annually to the Government of the Philippine 
Islands one-half of one per centum per annum of the gross receipts de- 
rived from the operation of said slipway or marine railway from and 
after the date of the acceptance of this license. Said payment shall be 
made on the fifteenth day of January of each and every year for the 
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year preceding, and any accredited officer of the Insular Government 
shall, upon demand, have the right to examine and inspect, the books 
of the grantee, his successors or assies, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the gross receipts of the said slipway or marine railway for any 
year ; but nothing in this section shall be construed to interfere with 
the rights of the municipal, provinicial, or Insular Governments to 
assess taxes upon the land in question or improvements thereon, nor 
shall it affect the right of the Government to assess and collect any 
business or income tax on his business. 

Sec. 8. The license granted herein is subject to amendment, altera- 
tion, or repeal by the Congress of the United States as prgvided in 
section seventy-four of Act of Congress approved July first, nineteen 
hundred and two, entitled "An Act temporarily to provide for the 
administration of the affairs of civil government in the Philippine 
Islands, and for other purposes." 

Sec. 9. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 10. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT RepeaUng those portions of the existing industrial tax law which apply 
to distillers of alcoholic spirits who are actually operating their distilleries. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that : 

Section 1. Paragraph fifty of Tariff Numbered Two of the Indus- 
trial Tax Law in force in the Philippine Islands, which reads as 
follows — 

Pesos. 
"50. Stores for the sale at wholesale or retail of Fi^t SecondThird Fourth 
domestic spirits (see Article 2j of the Reg- class, class, class, class, 
ulations) 300 204 153 107" 

and paragraph four of Tariff Numbered Six of said Industrial Tax 
Law which reads as follows — 

'• 4. Alcohol distilleries using concentrating process : Pesos. 

For each arroba (25 lbs.) of capacity during worl^ing-day (12 
hours) 10" 

are hereby repealed so far as they apply to distillers and alcoholic 
distilleries who or which are now or shall hereafter be distilling alco- 
holic spirits until the first day of January, nineteen hundred and five, 
and so far as they apply to stores which are selling exclusively prod- 
ucts of distilleries which are now in actual operation or shall be in 
actual operation between this date and the first of January, nineteen 
hundred and five. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited m accordance with sec- 
tion two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Com- 
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mission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, 
nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Making additional provisions to tliose contained in Act Numbered One 
hundred and ninety, relating to the exercise of the right of eminent domain 
in cases where the exercise of such power is invoiced by a railroad corporation 
for the purposes of constructing, extending, or operating its line. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. In addition to the method of procedure authorized for 
the exercise of the power of eminent domain by sections two hundred 
and forty-one to two hundred and fifty-three, inclusive, of Act Num- 
bered One hundred and ninety, entitled "An Act providing a Code 
of Procedure in civil actions and special proceeding in the Philippine 
Islands," the procedure in this Act provided may be adopted when- 
ever a railroad corporation seeks to appropriate land for the con- 
struction, extension, or operation of its railroad line. 

Sec. 2. In case a railroad corporation is authorized to occupy any 
part of the public domain for the purpose of construction, extension, 
or operation of its line, it shall occupy only such portions of the public 
domain as are by its charter authorized, and the manner of acquiring 
possession thereof shall be such as is by its charter especially defined. 

Sec. 3. Whenever a railroad corporation is authorized by its char- 
ter, or by general law, to exercise tne power of eminent domain in the 
city of Manila or in any province, ana has not obtained by agreement 
with the owners thereoi the lands necessary for its purposes as 
authorized by law, it may in its complaint, which in eacn case shall 
be instituted in the Court of First Instance of the city of Manila if, 
the land is situated in the city of Manila, or in the Court of First 
Instance of the province where the land is situated, join as defendants 
all persons owning or claiming to own, or occupying, any of the lands 
sought to be condemned, or any interest therein, within the city or 
l)rovince, respectively, showing, so far as practicable, the interest of 
each defendant and stating with certainty the right of condemnation, 
and describing the property sought to be condemned. Process re- 
quiring the defendants to appear in answer to the complaint shall be 
served upon all occupants or the land sought to be condemned, and 
upon the owners and all persons claiming interest therein, so far as 
known. If the title to any lands sought to be condemned appears to 
be in the Insular Government, although the lands are occupied by 

{rivate individuals, or if it is uncertain whether the title is in the 
nsular Government or in private individuals, or if the title is other- 
wise so obscure or doubtful that the company can not with accuracy 
or certainty specify who are the real owners, averment may be made 
by the company in its complaint to that eifect. Process shall be 
served upon residents and nonresidents in the same manner as pro- 
vided therefor in Act Numbered One hundred and ninety, and the 
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rights of minors and persons of unsound mind shall be safeguarded 
in the manner in sucn cases provided in said Act. The court may 
order additional and special notice in any case where such additional 
or special notice is, in its opinion, required. 

Sec. 4. Commissioners appointed m pursuance of such complaint, 
in accordance with section two hundred and forty-three of Act Num- 
bered One hundred and ninety, shall have jurisdiction over all the 
lands included in the complaint, situated within the city of Manila 
or within the province, as the case may be, and shall be governed in 
the performance of their duties by the provisions of sections two hun- 
dred and forty-four and two hundred and forty-five, and the action 
of the court upon the report of the commissioners shall be governed 
by section two hundred and forty-six, of Act Numbered One liundred 
and ninety. 

Sec. 5. In case it shall appear from the pleadings or from the 
report of the commissioners, or the court shall otherwi.se be satisfied 
of^the fact, that the true ownership of the lands sought to be con- 
demned is uncertain and that there are conflicting claims to and di- 
verse interests in any parcel of land sought to oe condemned, the 
court, if satisfied that the real owners of the land have been notified 
and are before the court, shall, upon rendering judgment for condem- 
nation and for payment of the sum or ^ums fixed by the court as just 
compensation for the land taken, order such sum or sums to be paid 
to the clerk of the court for the benefit of the persons who shall ulti- 
mately be adjudged entitled thereto. The sum or sums so awarded 
shall be governed by the rules laid down in section two hundred and 
forty-four of Act Numbered One hundred and ninety. Upon the 

Eayment by the plaintiff to the defendants of compensation as fixed 
y the judgment, or after tender to the defendants of the amount so 
fixed and payment of the costs, or in case the court shall order the 
compensation paid into court in accordance with the provisions of 
this section, the plaintiff shall have the right to enter in and upon 
the land so condemned, and to appropriate the same to the puolic 
use defined in the judgment. In case such payment is made into 
court, the clerk of the court shall be responsible upon his bond for the 
sum so paid and shall be compelled to receive it. The effect of a bill 
of exceptions in such case, the provisions as to costs, as to the fees of 
the commissioners, as to final judgment and its record and effect, as 
to the powers of a guardian, and as to persons not notified of the con- 
demnation proceedings, shall be such as are defined in sections two 
hundred and forty-eight to two hundred and fifty-three, inclusive^ 
of Act Numbered (Dne hundred and ninety. 

Sec. 6. Any party claiming an interest in money paid into court in 
accordance witn the provisions of the preceding section may litigate 
in court his claim thereto, and the court shall apportion the sum so 
paid in among the various claimants thereto as justice shall require, 
and shall award such costs as to it mav seem equitable, but the plain- 
tiff in the condemnation proceedings shall not be a necessary partv to 
the proceedings for the distribution of the sum or sums paid into 
court, nor be answerable for any costs arising from such litigation. 

Sec. 7. The commissioners appointed to investigate and report 
upon damages to be awarded in condemnation proceedings under this 
Act may receive a greater compensation than that fixed by section 
two hundred and fitty, should the court in its order appointing the 
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commissioners fix a greater compensation than that allowed by section 
two hundred and fifty of Act Numbered One hundred and ninety, but 
not to exceed ten pesos per day in all for each commissioner. If 
additional compensation is to be allowed, the sum to be allowed shall 
be fixed in the order of appointment. 

Sec. 8. The court, in its order of appointment, may direct the 
commissioners to report when any particular portion of the lands 
situated within the city of Manila or in any province shall have 
been passed upon by the commissioners, and may render judgments 
upon such partial report, and direct the commissioners to proceed 
with their work as to subsequent portions of the land sought to 
be condemned, and may from time to time so deal with lands sought 
to be condemned, withm the city of Manila or province, as the case 
may be. 

Sec. 9. The proper judge of the Court of First Instance may 
act upon complaints for condemnation of lands under this Act in 
vacation time as well as in term time, and may make appointments 
of commissioners, orders upon the reports or commissioners, and 
judgments of condemnation and for the awarding and apportioning 
of damages, at any time when it is convenient so to do, upon due 
notice to the parties in interest, and may make any orders to ex- 
pedite proceeaings in the same manner and to the same effect as 
though made in regular term time and in court. It shall be the 
duty of the court or jud^ to expedite these proceedings as much as 
the interests of justice will warrant. 

Sec. 10. No judgments entered in pursuance of this Act, appor- 
tioning damages among rival claimants, shall be conclusive as to 
the real ownership of the land affected thereby in proceedings in 
the Court of Land Registration for the purpose of obtaining a 
certificate of title. 

Sec. 11. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is nereby expedited in accordance with 
section two or "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 12. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Providing for the payment of certain sums of money to the present 
Sultan of Sulu and his principal .advisers, and making permanent appropria- 
tion therefor. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sum sufficient to make 
the following annual payments, which shall continue during the 
pleasure of the Commission, from and after March twenty-first, 
ninteen hundred and four: 

To the present Sultan of Sulu, six thousand pesos, Philippine cur- 
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rency; to Hadji Butu, one thousand eight hundred pesos; to Hadji 
Taib, nine hundred p^sos; to Hadji Mahomet, nine hundred pesos; to 
Hadji Abdallah, nine hundred pesos; to Hadji Bandahalla, one 
thousand two hundred pesos; to Datto Joakanain, nine hundred 
pesos ; and to Datto Kalbi, nine hundred pesos. 

Sec. 2. Payment at the rate prescribed in section one hereof shall 
be made to each of the persons therein mentioned from and after 
March twenty-first, nineteen hundred and four, the date upon which 
payments under the so-called Bates Treaty were stopped, to and 
including November thirtieth, nineteen hundred and four, upon the 
first day of December, nineteen hundred and four, and monthly there- 
after on the last day of each month. Payment of the sums herein 
specified shall be made by the treasurer of the Moro Province, and the 
money herein appropriated shall be withdrawn from the Insular 
Treasury upon proper requisition by him and shall be accounted for 
by him as provided by law. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws, ' passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Appropriating the sum of 8ixty-five thousand pesos, Philippine cur- 
rency, or so much thereof as may be necessary, from the Congressional relief, 
fund, to be loaned to the Province of Albay for the construction of wagon' 
roads from Tabaco to Ligao, and from Guinobatan to Joveliar. in said Province. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of so much of the 
three-million-dollar Congressional relief fund as remains unappro- 

friated in the Insular Treasury, the sum of sixty-five thousand pesos, 
'hilippine currency, for the purpose of constructing wagon roads 
from Tabaco to Ligao, and from Guinobatan to Joveliar, in the 
Province of Albay: Provided^ That the provincial board of Albay 
appropriate not less than twenty-five thousand pesos, Philippine cur- 
rency, from the provincial road fund and moneys of the Congres- 
sional relief fund now subject to appropriation by the provincial 
board: And provided further^ That the money hereby appropriated 
shall be accepted by the provincial board of Albay as a loan, to be 
repaid without interest in three equal installments, the first within 
one year, the second within two years, and the third within three 

{rears from the date of the acceptance of the loan. The money so 
oaned shall, when repaid, revert to the Congressional relief funa. 

Sec. 2. The money appropriated in section one of this Act shall be 
paid to the provincial treasurer of the Province of Albay upon the 
production by him to the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands of a 
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certified copy of a resolution of the provincial board of the Province 
of Albay accepting such loan, with the conditions stated in section 
one hereof, and shall be disbursed by the provincial treasurer of 
Albay, unless the Civil Governor shall designate another person to 
act in that capacity, upon giving proper bond. The provincial 
treasurer, or other disbursing officer, as the case may be, shall pay all 
bills for services and material upon presentation of proper vouchers 
approved by the superintendent hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 3. The Secreta^ of Commerce and Police is authorized and 
directed to cause the Warden of Bilibid Prison to furnish sufficient 
convicts to perform the necessary labor for the construction of the 
roads mentioned in section one hereof and to arrange for the neces- 
sary guards : Provided^ That the additional cost of subsistence of con- 
victs while on this work shall be a charge against the appropriation 
hereby made. 

Sec. 4. The Consulting Engineer to the Commission shall have 
general supervision of the road construction herein provided for. 
He shall appoint a superintendent and fix his salary, subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Police. The superin- 
tendent shall have immediate charge of the work of construction ; he 
^:hall appoint his assistants and determine their compensations, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Consulting Engineer to the Commission; 
he shall make detailed monthly reports of the progress of the work, 
including a statement of expenditures made during the preceding 
month, and the purposes thereof, to the Consulting Engineer, who 
j-hall forward the same to the Secretary of Commerce and Police. 

Sec. 5. The employees provided for in section four of this Act 
shall not necessarily be subject to the provisions of the Civil Service 
Act and Acts amendatory thereof, but employees belonging to the 
classified service may be temporarily transferred to the work without 
losing their status in the classified service. 

Sec. 6. The Consulting Engineer to the Commission shall cause 
to be transferred for use on the roads mentioned in section one of this 
Act the necessary tools, supplies, and material, so far as they may be 
available, from those used in the construction of roads heretofore 
appropriated for by Acts of the Commission; and such other tools, 
supplies, and materials as may be required shall be purchased by the 
superintendent, with the approval of the Consulting Engineer to the 
Commission, through the Insular Purchasing Agent as provided by 
law, but the provisions of section one of Act Numbered Two hundred 
and thirty-one, as amended, are hereby made applicable to such 
purchases.

Section 1. There is hereby granted to Ignacio Arnalot, of the 
municipality of Tayabas, Province of Tayabas, his successors and 
assigns, the right, privilege, and authority, for a period of twenty- 
five years from and after the passage of this Act, to divert the waters 
of the Ibiang Munti and Ibiang Malaqui Rivers, situated between 
the municipalities of Lucban and Tayabas, in said province, for the 
purpose of generating electric power and transmitting the same to the 
factory now owned by said Ignacio Arnalot in the municipality of 
Tayabas; to construct, operate, and maintain dams, canals, power 
houses, transmission line, and all other appurtenances connected with 
the utilization of said waters as herein set forth; and to furnish 
electric power to individuals and corporations and to charge and col- 
lect tolls, rates, and comi>ensation therefor: Provided^ That such tolls, 
rates, and compensation shall always l)e subject to regulation by Act 
of the Philippine Commission or the legislative body of the Islands: 
Provided further^ That the water utilized for the purposes of this 
franchise l)e returned to the river in such manner and place as the 
Consulting Engineer to the Commission shall direct. 

Sec. 2. Said grantee shall file his acceptance of the conditions of 
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this franchise with the Secretary of Commerce and Police within 
thirty days from the date hereof, and said power plant, and any 
highway oridges that may become necessary by reason of the instal- 
lation of said plant and its appurtenances, shall be constructed and 
maintained by the grantee of this franchise according to detailed 
plans and specifications approved in writing by the Consulting Engi- 
neer to the Commission, and said plans and specifications shall oe 
submitted by said grantee for such approval within forty days after 
the passage of this Act ; and said grantee shall begin the construction 
of said power plant within ninety days after approval of the plans, 
and shall fully complete and put the same in operation within nfteen 
months after the passage of this Act; and for failure to begin the 
work of construction or to put said power plant into operation within 
the time herein specified, or for failure to keep all parts of said power 
plant and bridges in a good state of repair, to the satisfaction of the 
Consulting En^neer to the Commission, or for discontinuing the 
bona fide operation of said power plant for a period of two vears, the 
franchise granted by this Act shall be forfeited and revoked. 

Sec. 3. Said power plant shall not be put into operation until it 
shall have been auly inspected and a permit to operate the same issued 
by said Consulting Engineer to the Commission, and said grantee 
snail thereafter keep all parts of said power plant and highway 
bridges constructed under the provisions of this Act in a satisfactory 
state of repair. 

Sec. 4. The right to use for municipal purposes from the Rivers 
Ibiang Munti and Ibiang Malaqui the quantity of thirty liters of 
water per second, and as much more as will not materially interfere 
with the operations of the power plant of the grantee, is hereby 
reserved to the municipality of Tayaoas. 

Sec. 5. The electric installations used by the grantee shall be in 
accordance with the general regulations contained in the last edition 
of the National Electric Code as adopted in the United States, and 
the work of construction, operation, and maintenance of said power 
plant shall be subject to inspection and examination by the Consult- 
ing Engineer to the Commission or his authorized agent, who shall at 
all times have the right of access to the plant for such purpose. 

Sec. 6. The grantee of this franchise, his successors and assigns, 
shall pay annually to the Government of the Philippine Islands one 
per centum of the gross receipts derived from the sale of electric 
power or current to individuals and corporations as authorized by 
section one hereof; but nothing in this section shall be construed to 
interfere with the rights of the municipal, provincial, or Insular gov- 
ernments to assess taxes upon the property, real or personal, of the 
grantee, his successors or assigns, nor shall it affect the right of 
the Government to assess and collect any business or income tax on 
his business.

By authority of the United State^^ he it enacted by the Philippine

Section 1. The provincial board of the Province of Leyte is hereby 
authorized to revise and correct any and all erroneous assessments 
and valuations on the assessment lists of the municipalities of said 
province, and to make a correct assessment and state the true valua- 
tion, in money of tlie United States, in each case where protests 
against the present assessment or valuation have been filed or shall 
be filed with the provincial board before the reassessment and revalu- 
ation herein provided for shall have been completed and where it 
is made clear that the assessment or valuation now stated upon the 
assessment lists is erroneous and unjust. The assessment lists, when 
so corrected, shall be as lawful and valid for all purposes as though 
the assessments herein pro^dded had been made by tne board of tax 
revision at the proper time. 

Sec. 2. The reassessments herein provided for shall be completed 
on or before the thirty-first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
five. The reassessment and revaluation of land prescribed by section 
one of this Act shall be made on due notice to the individuals con- 
cerned and to the municipal authorities of the municipality in which 
(he land to be reassessed or revalued is situated, and the municipal 
authorities and all other persons concerned shall be entitled to be 
heard by said provincial board before any reassessment or revaluation 
is made. The action of a majority of the provincial board in the 
making of any reassessment or revaluation in accordance with this 
Act shall be deemed to be the action of the board, and binding, and 
from such action there shall be no appeal. 

Sec. 3. In all cases in which land m any municipality has been as- 
sessed at a sum more than fifty per centum above the valuation fixed 
by the provincial board acting under authority of this Act, said pro- 
vincial board shall reduce such excessive assessment for the* year or 
years in which it was made to the amount of the assessment and true 
valuation fixed by the provincial board, and, upon the order of the 
provincial board, the provincial treasurer shall enter the correspond- 
ing reduction upon the proper records of the province and of the mu- 
nicipality in which the land affected is situated.

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board in accordance with this Act : Provided^ That if the amount of 
taxes due on the reduced assessment has not been paid befote Febru 
ary twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and five, the same procedure 
shall be followed for the collection of taxes on the reduced assessment 
as in other cases of delinquent taxes. 

Sec. 5. In all cases in which land assessed at more than fifty per 
centum above the valuation fixed by the provincial board under the 
provisions of this Act shall have been sold to a third person for fail- 
ure to pay the taxes imposed on such excessive valuation, the delin- 
quent taxpayer, upon redeeming his land by paying to the purchaser 
the amount required by law to be paid, shall be entitled to a credit on 
future land taxes due from him or the amount so expended by him in 
excess of the tax without the penalty imposed on the reduced valua- 
tion. In case the land shall have been purchased by the Government 
for failure to pay taxes on the excessive assessment mentioned in sec-

Section 1. Out of funds not otherwise appropriated, from the 
relief fund of three million dollars, in money of the United States, 
voted by the. Congress of the United States by Act approved March 
third, nineteen hundred and three, there is hereby appropriated for 
the Bureau of Education the sum of three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand pesos, Philippine currency, for the construction of school build- 
ings for intermeaiate and high school instruction and for the teach- 
ing of the useful arts and trades and applied sciences. 

Sec. 2. The location of any building to be constructed out of funds 
appropriated by this Act shall be determined by the General Super- 
intendent of Education, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
Public Instruction. In determining what proportion of the moneys 
appropriated by this Act shall be expendea in any province*, consid- 
eration shall be given to the school conditions and necessities of the 
province, to previous aid received by the province out of insular 
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funds for public school construction, and to the assistance which the 
province or any municipality of the province may be able to furnish 
from its ow n resources. 

Sec. 3. The buildings to be constructed out of this appropriation 
shall be built under the supervision of the division superintendent of 
schools of the province in which such buildings are to be erected, 
subject to the control of the General Superintendent of Education, 
and in accordance with plans and specifications prepared by the 
Bureau of Architecture or the architect of the Bureau of Education, 
approved by said General Superintendent and the Secretary of 
PudHc Instruction. 

Sec. 4. Unless otherwise ordered by the Secretary of Public 
Instruction, contracts for the erection of buildings for the construc- 
tion of which provision is made by this Act shall be let to the 
lowest responsible bidder, after at least ten days' notice of the letting 
published in a newspaper of general circulation of the province or 
municipality where the work is to be done.

Out of the sum now or hereafter appropriated for con- 
tingent expenses of the law department of the city of Manila, the 
juoge of the municipal court of the city of Manila or a judge ox the 
Court of First Instance for the District of Manila, as the case may be, 
may in his discretion allow, in a meritorious case, compensation to 
physicians and surgeons summoned by the Government as expert wit- 
nesses in criminal prosecutions whenever the attendance of such phv- 
sicians and surgeons is necessary in the interests of justice. The

1. The municipality of Lubang shall consist of its present terri- 
tory and that of the municipality of Looc, with the seat of the munici- 
pal government at the barrio of Tilic. 

2. The municipality of Mamburao shall consist of its present terri- 
tory and that of the municipalities of Palauan and Abra de Ylog, 
witn the seat of the municipal government at the present munici- 
palityof Mamburao. 

3. The municipality of Calapan shall consist of its present terri- 
tory and that of the municipality of Puerto Galera^ with the seat of 
the municipal government at the present municipality of Calapan.

5. The municipality of Bulalacao shall consist of its present terri- 
tory and that of the municipalities of Mansalay and Mangarin, with 
the seat of the municipal government at the present municipality of 
Bulalacao. 

6. The municipality of Naujan shall preserve its present bounda- 
ries. 

7. The municipality of Sablayan shall preserve its present bounda- 
ries. 
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8. The municipality of Caluya shall preserve its present boundaries. 

Sec. 2. The present municipal officers of the existing^municipalities 
of Lubang, Mamburao, Calapan, Pinamalayan, and Bulalacao shidl 
continue as the municipal officers of the new municipalities of the 
same name as authorized by this Act until the next re^lar elections 
shall be held for the enlarged municipalities as provided by law:

Whereas the principal naval station in the Philippine Islands is 
situated within the municipality of Cavite, in the Province of Cavite, 
and there are large numbers of American sailors and marines sta- 
tioned at that point, which makes it difficult for the ordinary police 
force of the municipality to maintain peace and order without un- 
fortunate conflict: Now, therefore. 

By (mthority of the Unite d States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
CmnmisHion^ that: 

Section 1. The Civil Governor is hereby authorized to appoint, 
with the advice and consent of the Philippine Commission, a cnief of 
police for the municipality of Cavite, whose duty it shall be to take 
charge and have control of the regularly appointed police force of 
Cavite, to maintain peace and order within the limits of that munic- 
ipality, and to enforce the lawful acts and ordinances of the munic- 
ipal council. He shall receive a salary of not more than four thou- 
sand pesos per annum, payable monthly by the provincial treasurer 
of Cavite out of insular funds. There shall likewise be appointed in 
a similar manner an assistant chief of police for the municipality of 
Cavite, whose duties shall be .similar to those of the chief of police, 
and who shall, in the absence or incapacity of the latter, act m his 
stead. The assistant chief of police shall receive compensation at the 
rate of not more than three thousand two hundred pesos per annum, 
payable monthly by the provincial treasurer of Cavite out of insular 
funds. 
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Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the In- 
sular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sum sufficient to pay the 
salaries of the chief and assistant chief of police of the municipality 
of Cavite, as provided in section one hereoi, during the period from 
January fourth, nineteen hundred and five, to June thirtieth, nine- 
teen hundred and five, both dates inclusive. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two oi "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall be effective as of January fourth, nineteen 
hundred and five.

Section 1. The offices of provincial treasurer and provincial super- 
visor provided for in Act Numbered One hundred and nineteen, 
extendmg the provisions of the Provincial Government Act and of 
the Municipal Code to the Province of Occidental Negros, are hereby 
consolidated, and the office thus formed shall be known as the office 
of the provincial supervisor-treasurer. . 

Sec. 2. The provincial governor, the provincial supervisor-treas- 
urer, and the division superintendent of schools for the province, who 
shall receive no additional compensation for such services, shall con- 
stitute the provincial board of the Province of Occidental Negros. 

Sec. 3. The bond of the provincial supervisor-treasurer of Occi- 
dental Negros shall be forty thousand pesos, Philippine currency, 
subject to increase or diminution by the Insular Treasurer in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Act Numbered Four hundred and sixty- 
four. He shall receive an annual salary of five thousand pesos, Phil- 
ippine currency, payable monthly. His qualifications and duties shall 
be the same as the qualifications and duties of provincial supervisor 
and provincial treasurer as outlined in the Provincial Government 
Act and its amendments, except that the requirement that the pro- 
vincial supervisor shall be a competent civil engineer and surveyor is 
hereby waived.

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Section four of Act Numbered Seven hundred and 
eighty-seven, entitled ''An Act providing for the ormnization and 
government of the Moro Province," is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

" Sec. 4. The Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands, by and 
with the consent of the Philippine Commission, shall appoint, for 
the Moro Province, a governor, attorney, secretary, treasurer, supw- 
intendent of schools, and an engineer. The provincial governor, secre- 
tary, and engineer may Ix* officers of the Army, detailed on request of 
the Philippine Commission by the Commanding Greneral of the Divi- 
sion of tne Philippines to perform the civil unties of such offioers. 
In the event of a vacancy m either of the offices hereinbefore men- 
tioned, it shall be promptly reported to the Civil Governor bv the 
provincial governor. The provincial governor may, until such va- 
cancy is filled, require any provincial officer to perform the duties of 
the vacant office in addition to the regular duties of such provincial 
officer. 

" The provincial governor may, upon the recommendation of the 
legislative council, reduce the council to four members, in which case

" He shall fix, with the approval of the legislative council, a cur- 
riculum for primary, industrial, and secondary schools, varying the 
same for different schools and different localities in accordance with 
the peculiar conditions prevailing therein. He may create principal 
teachers in each district who shall discharge the auties of superm- 
tendents of the district in his absence in addition to their duties as 
teachers. He shall super\'ise the plans for the construction of school- 
houses to be built in the province, whether by the municipalities, the 
district government, or the provincial government, prescribing the 
amount of land required in each case and rules of hygiene to be ob- 
served in connection with the schools. He shall present requisitions 
for proper school supplies to the provincial engineer, and such sup- 
plies shall be purchased as other supplies, through the Insular Pur- 
chasing Agent, whenever proper appropriation has been made or 
proper authority for the purchase has been given by the legislative 
council. 

^^ He shall present to the legislative council an annual estimate and 
requisition for the appropriation of funds necessary for the main- 
tenance of the schools of the province, which estimate shall include 
the cost of repairs and construction. 

" On or before January first or July first of each year he shall make 
a report of his administration for the previous six months to the 

Erovmcial governor and such special reports as may from time to time 
e called for by the governor; he shall forward duplicates of all his 
reports to the provincial governor to the General Superintendent of 
Education in the Islands. In the regular semiannual reports it shall 
be the duty of the superintendent to recommend changes in the school 
law which he deems expedient. He shall exercise general supervision 
over the entire school system of the province and shall prepare and 
promulgate rules for the examination and qualification of the appli- 
cants for the positions of native teachers and for the guidance of 
officers and teachers of the department not inconsistent with the school 
law to be adopted by the legislative council. He shall forward requi- 
sitions for such American teachers as he may need to the General 
Superintendent of Education at Manila, who are to be selected in 
accordance with the civil-service rules made applicable by law to the 
selection of teachers after the first of September, nineteen hundred 
and three. He shall, through such deputy superintendents as he may 
appoint among the American teachers in each district, by regulation 
denne the school districts for each school which he may establish. 
The English language shall be the basis of the public-school instruc- 
tion; Spanish, Moro, or the languages of the locality may be taught. 
He shall discharge such other duties as may be required by the legisla- 
tive council." 
Sec. 4. Section eleven of said Act is hereby amended by strikinc:

out the words " the lieutenant-governor of Dapitan shall receive an 
annual salary of not exceeding two thousand dollars, in United 
States currency, to be fixed by the legislative council " and by making 
the next sentence of said section, after the words so stricken out, to 
read as follows : *' In case an officer of the Army is detailed to perform 
the duties of provincial governor or secretary or provincial engp^neen

The substantive law as thus amended 
and modified shall apply in all civil actions in which each of the par- 
ties is either a Moro or a member of some other non-Christian tribe, 
and in all criminal actions as to such of the accused as are Moros or 
members of some other non-Christian tribe. In all other civil actions 
and in all criminal actions as to accused who are neither Moros nor 
members of some other non-Christian tribe, the substantive criminal 
and civil law of the Philippine Islands shall apply and be in force 
as in other provinces: Prorided, That in civil actions the parties to 
which are in part Moros or members of some other non-Christian 
tribe, and in part Christian Filipinos or Americans or subjects or 
citizens of a foreign country, it shall lie within the discretion of the 
court to apply the substantive law as amended in accordance with the 
provisions of this section, in so far as the interests of such Moros or 
other non-Christians ai*e directlv affected, or the substantive law of 
the Philippine Islands, as the circumstances of each case and the 
interests oi justice may require." 
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(c) Subsection (k) of said section thirteen is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

''(k) To enact laws for the organization and procedure of local 
tribal ward courts to consider and decide minor civil actions in which 
the parties in interest, or any of them, are Moros or members of some 
other non-Christian tribe, and minor criminal actions in which the 
accused, or any of them, are Moros or members of some other non- 
Christian tribe. Tribal ward courts shall, within the limits defined 
in the preceding sentence, have and exercise the jurisdiction now or 
hereafter vested by law in courts of justice of the peace, but the legis- 
lative council may, in its discretion, vest in such courts jurisdiction 
in other actions, civil or criminal, not capital, original jurisdiction 
in which is at present vested in Courts of First Instance. In each dis- 
trict the governor and secretary of the district shall be justices of 
tribal ward courts and there sliall be as many auxiliary justices as 
may be needed. The legislative council shall provide for the appoint- 
ment and compensation of the auxiliary justices, and for the hold- 
ing of such sessions of the court at such times and places throughout 
the district as the efficient administration of justice may render neces- 
sary. An appeal shall lie from every judgment of a tribal ward court 
to the Court of First Instance of the district and on such appeal the 
action shall be tried de novo: Provided^ That the sentences of the 
tribal ward courts from which no appeal is taken to the Court of 
First Instance may be modified or remitted by the provincial gov- 
ernor after a review of the case." 

Sec. 7. Section fifteen of said Act is hereby an'iended by inserting, 
after the words " the office of the district governor " and before the 
words ^' may be filled by proper detail of an Army officer," the words

Sec. 10. Section eighteen of said Act is herebv amended by adding 
at the end thereof the words "After a register of deeds has been 
appointed for the Moro Province the district treasurer shall no 
longer act as a register of property or discharge the duties imposed 
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by law upon such official but may receive at the district capital and 
forward to the register of deeds for the province at Zamboanga, 
where the registry of deeds for the province shall be located, all 
documents relating to lands within his district, but such receipts of 
documents by the district treasurer shall not be deemed a filing or 
remstration thereof." 

Sec. 11. (a) Section twenty of said Act is hereby amended by 
inserting the words " in his opinion " after the words "' disturbances 
of the peace which " and before the words " the Constabulary and 
municipal police are unable." 

(b) Said section twenty is also further amended by striking out 
the words " the military commander of any district or the com- 
mander of the department of Mindanao in any form and under any 
conditions prescribed in the general orders of the Commanding Gren- 
eral of the Division of the Philippines " and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the words " any military officer in command of United States 
troops." 

Sec. 12. Section twenty-one of said Act is hereby amended by 
inserting the words " whenever requested by the provincial or district 
governor " after the words " it shall be the dutv of the assistant 
chief of Constabulary, and of the inspectors and subinspectors, to 
inspect " and before tne words " the local police of municipalities." 

DEC. 13. Section twenty-seven of said Act, as amended by Act 
Numbered Eleven hundred and sixty-four, is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 

" Sec. 27. Justices of the peace in the Moro Province shall not 
have jurisdiction to try civil actions in which the parties, or any 
of them, are Moros or members of some other non-Christian tribe, 
or criminal actions in which the accused or any of them are Moros 
or members of some other non-Christian tribe, nor shall Courts of 
First Instance have original jurisdiction in any action, in which 
original jurisdiction shall have been vested in the tribal ward courts 
by the legislative council in accordance with the provisions of sub- 
section (k) of section thirteen, and the existing laws of the Philip- 
pine Islands are hereby amended accordingly: Provided^ ThB,t the 
Court of First Instance shall have jurisdiction in all habeas corpus 
cases, no matter between whom arising, to take co^izance of the 
petition for the release of any person within its territorial jurisdic- 
tion, to issue process, to hear the evidence, and to discharge the 
prisoner or to remand him to custody in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the chapter on habeas corpus in tlie Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure: And provided further, That justices of the peace may be 
appointed by the Civil Governor, with the advice ana approval of 
the Philippine Commission, for towns or places in the Moro Province 
which have not been organized into municipalities, or which, although 
included within the limits of an organized municipality, are distant 
from or have no convenient means of access to the center of popu- 
lation. The jurisdiction of the justices of the peace for the munici- 
pality in which such town or place is situated and of the justice of the 
peace appointed in pursuance of this proviso, shall be concurrent 
over cases arising within the municipality. The several justices of 
the peace in any district of the Moro Province shall exercise con- 
current jurisdiction over cases arising within the district but without 
the limits of an organized municipality. Actions, civil and criminal, 
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shall be brought before the justice of the peace who is most convenient 
of access to the parties, but the justice of the peace first acquiring 
jurisdiction over any such case shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
over it. It shall be the duty of the justice of the peace to refuse 
jurisdiction of any case where the convenience of the parties mani- 
festly requires it to be brought before another justice of the peace 
having concurrent jurisdiction. In criminal prosecutions and pre- 
liminary investigations before justices of the peace, the costs of the 
proceeding, including the fees of the justice, shall be paid from such 
treasury — provincial, district, or municipal — as the legislative council 
of the Moro Province may by law provide. Such provision shall be 
as nearly analogous to the provisions of law governing that subject 
in other provinces as the circumstances and conditions existing in the 
Moro Province may warrant." 

Sec. 14. Section thirty-one of said Act is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 15. Nothing contained in section one hundred and twenty 
of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine, the Internal 
Revenue Law of Nineteen hundred and four, shall be deemed to 
have repealed Act Numbered Five of the legislative council of the 
Moro Province which provides for the collection, under certain cir- 
cumstances, of a cedula tax among the Moros and non-Christian 
tribes in the Moro Province. 

Sec. 16. Section one hundred and fifty of the Internal Revenue 
Law of Nineteen hundred and four is hereby amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following words : ''And provided further, 
That the amount to be apportioned for the Moro Province and the 
municipalities therein shall accrue to the treasury of the Moro

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AN ACT Making permanent annual appropriations for the payment of interest 
ni)on certificates of indebtedness and bonds issued by the Government of the 
Philippine Islands. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission, that: 

Section 1. There are hereby appropriated, out of the funds of 
the Insular Treasury hereinafter specified, such sums as may bo 
respectively necessary for the following purposes, such appropria- 
tions to be deemed permanent annual appropriations : 

To meet the interest payments upon the various issues of cer- 
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tificates of indebtedness which have been or may be made on behalf 
of the Government of the Philippine Islands by the Secretary of 
War under authority of the Act of Congress approved March second, 
nineteen hundred and three, and of various Acts of the Philippine 
Commission adopted in accordance with said Act of Congress, 
the appropriations for this purpose to be payable from the gold- 
standard lund of the Insular Treasury. 

To meet the interest payments upon the bonds issued in con- 
nection with the purchase of the so-called " friar lands " in pui'suance 
of the provisions of Act Numbered One thousand and tliirty-four 
of the Philippine Commission, the appropriations for this purpose 
to be payable, first, out of the trust fund constituted by section 
twenty-three of Act Numl)ered Eileven hundred and twentv of the 
Philippine Commission for the payment of the principal and interest 
of the said bonds, and, second, in the event that there ai:e not suf- 
fici^it moneys in said trust fund for the payment of any installment 
of interest upon the bonds referred to, then out of any funds in 
the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated: Provided^ That 
such payments from the general funds of the Treasury shall l)e 
reimbursed from the trust fund when sufficient funds have accrued 
to the said trust fund to permit such disbursement. 

To meet the interest payments upon any duly authorized bonds 
issued on account of the Government of the Philippine Islands 
other than those hereinbefore referred to, the appropriations for 
this purpose to be payable out of any funds in the Insular Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expeaited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen himdred. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

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AN ACT Authorizing the lncori>oratloii of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals in the Philippine Islands, defining its |K>wers, and provid- 
ing for its government. 

By autharity of the United Statea^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Anna L. Ide, Kate S. Wright, John L. Qiamberlain, 
William F. Tucker, Mary S. Fergusson, ^N^iasa S. Crossfield, Spencer 
Cosbv, Stealy B. Rossiter, Richard P. Strong, Jose Robles Lahesa. 
Josenna R. de Luzuriaga, and such other i^ersons as may be associ- 
ated with them in conformity with this Act, and their successors, are 
hereby constituted and created a body politic and corporate at hnv, 
under the name and style of " The Philippines Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals." 

As incorporated by this Act, said society shall have the power to 
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add to its organization siicli and as many members as it desires, to 
provide for and choose* such officers as it may deem advisable, and in 
such manner as it may wish, and to remove members as it shall 
provide. 

It shall have the right to sue and be sued, to use a common seal, to 
receive legacies and donations, to conduct social enterprises for the 
purpose of obtaining funds, to levy dues upon its memoers and pro- 
vide for their collection, to hold real and personal estate such as may 
l)e necessary for the accomplishment of tne purposes of the society, 
and to adopt such by-laws for its government as may not be incon- 
sistent with law or this charter. 

Sec. 2. The objects of said society shall be to enforce laws which 
may be in force in relation to cruelty to animals or the protection of 
animals in the Philippine Islands, and generally to do and perform 
all things w^hich may tend in any way to alleviate the suffering of 
animals and promote their welfare. 

Sec. 3. The said society shall be operated under the direction of 
its officers, in accordance with its by-laws, the laws in force, and this 
charter. 

Sec. 4. The said society is authorized to appoint not to exceed five 
agents in the city of Manila, and not to exceed two in each of the 
provinces of the Philippine Islands, who shall have all the power and 
authority of a police omcer to make arrests for violation of the laws 
enacted for the prevention of cruelty to animals and the protection 
of animals, and to serve any process in connection with the execution 
of such laws; and in addition thereto, all the police force of the 
Philippine Islands, wherever organized, shall, as occasion requires, 
assist said society, its members or agents, in the enforcement of all 
such law^s. 

Sec. 5. One-half of all the fines imposed and collected through the 
efforts of said society, its members or its agents, for violations of the 
laws enacted for the prevention of cruelty to animals and for their 
protection, shall belong to said society, and shall be used to promote 
its objects. 

Sec. 6. The principal office of the society shall be kept in the city 
of Manila, and the society shall have full power to locate and estab- 
lish branch offices of the society wherever it may deem advisable in 
the Philippine Islands, such branch offices to be under the supervision 
and control of the principal office. 

Sec. 7. The said society shall make a report of all its transactions 
to the Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands, on or before the first 
day of July of each year, for the year preceding. 

Sec. 8. l^he public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commis- 
sion in the enactment of laws,'' passed September twenty-sixth, nine- 
teen hundred. 

Sec. 0. This act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT So ainendiug Act Numbered Eighty-two, known as the Municipal Code, 
as to authorize provincial boards to order special municipal elections when 
for any reason elections are not held as by said Act provided.

Section 1. Paragraph (6) of section thirteen of Act Numbered 
Eighty-two, known as the Municipal Code, is hereby amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: "If, for any reason, an 
election is not held as by this Act provided, the provincial board may 
order a special election in such municipality/' 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commis- 
sion in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, nine- 
teen hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage, but shall be retro-

Friar Lands Act, by requiring the Chief of tlie Bureau of Public Lands to re- 
cord at length all title deeds and instruments of conveyance appertaining to 
the friar lands before transmitting them to the provincial registers of deeds 
for registration, and making certified copies of such record made by the Chief 
of the Bureau of Public Lands competent evidence in courts of Justice. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine

Section 1. Section six of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and 
twenty, the Friar Lands Act, is hereby amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following words : " But before transmitting the title deeds 
and instruments of conveyance in this section mentioned to the 
register of deeds of each province for registration, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Public Lands shall record all such deeds and instruments 
at length in one or more books to be provided by him for that purpose 
and retained in the Bureau of Public Lands.

regulations shall be deemed to be n registry of vessels within the meaning of 
said title. 

By authority of the United States^ be it en<irted by the Philippine 
Commission, that: 

Section 1. Registers of deeds and provincial treasurers who are 
performing the duties of registers of deeds are hereby authorized and 
directed to perform the duties of commercial registers as defined 
in Title Two of the Code of Commerce: Provided, however, That 
such registers of deeds shall not be required to register vessels or to 
keep a register of vessels as required in said title. 

Sec 2. The documenting, registering, enrolling, and licensing of 
vessels in accordance with the Customs Administrative Act and cus- 
toms rules and regulations shall be deemed to be a registry of vessels 
within the meaning of Title Two of the Code of Commerce, unless 
otherwise provided in said Customs Administrative Act or in said cus- 
toms rules and regulations. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred.

AN ACT Providing for a loan of twenty thousand pesos to the Province of Sor- 

sogon. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted by the Philippine

There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of twenty thou- 
sand pesos, to be loaned to the Province of Sorsogon, and to be ex- 
pended by the provincial board of that province for the general 
purposes of the provincial government. 

Sec 2. The money appropriated in the first section of this Act shall 
be paid to the treasurer of the Province of Sorsomn upon the pro- 
duction by him to the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands of a certi-

AN ACT Authorizing the Mitsui Bussan Kaishn to bring suit against the Gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands, in the Court of First Instance of the city of 
Manila, for the recovery of a sum of money claimed to be due from the Gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands for coal delivered to the Insular Cold Stor- 
age and Ice Plant in April and May. nineteen hundred and four, and prior 
thereto. 



By authority of the United States j be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, a company or corporation 
existing under the laws of Japan, is hereby authorized to institute, in 
the Court of First Instance in the city or Manila, an action against 
the Government of the Philippine Islands for the recovery of such a 
sum as is claimed to be due from the Government of the Philippine 
Islands for coal delivered to the Insular Cold Storage and Ice Plant 
at Manila, in April and May, nineteen hundred and four, and prior 
thereto, and that court is hereby given jurisdiction to trv and oeter- 
mine the merits of such action as fully and as completely as though 
the same was an action between private individuals, and the same 
ri^ht of appeal to the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands shall 
exist as in other civil actions. All claims of the Insular Government 
against the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha for alleged shortages in coal 
delivered shall be litigated and determined in said action either by 
way of deduction of the money value of the alleged shortages from the 
sum claimed or by counterclaim, as may be K)und expedient.

' assessment, to revise and correct, with the approval of the Insular Treasurer, 
the assessment lists of municipalities where it is made clear that the assess- 
ment or valuation stated upon the assessment lists is erroneous and unjust, 
and to provide for the redemption of real estate w-hich has been forfeited to 
municipalities for nonpayment of taxes under the provisions of existing law. 

By authority of the United States ^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. (a) Provincial boards are hereby authorized to revise 
and correct, with the approval of the Insular Treasurer first had, any 
and all erroneous assessments and valuations for the purpose of taxa- 
tion on the assessment lists of the municipalities, and to make a cor- 
rect assessment and state the true valuation in money of the United 
States in each case where a protest shall be filed with the provincial 
board and where it is made clear that the assessment statea upon the 
assessment lists is erroneous and unjust; and the assessment lists 
when so corrected shall be as lawful and valid for all purposes as 
though the assessment had been made by the board of tax revision at 
the proper time. Such reassessment and revaluation shall be made 
on due notice to the individuals concerned and to the municipal 
authorities of the municipality in which the land to be reassessed or 
revalued is situate, and the municipal authorities and all other per- 
sons concerned shall be entitled to be heard by said provincial board 
before any reassessment or revaluation is made.

Whereas in many provinces it has been found impossible to comply 
with the provisions of Act Numbered Seven hundred and seventy- 
four, prohibiting the use upon improved roads of carts with wheels 
having tires less than two and one-half inches in width and with 
wheels rigid with the axles, and of all sledges, owing to the difficulty 
of securing proper cart wheels, and the movement of crops in some 
provinces will therefore be seriously interfered with :

In the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,* and to amend An Act 
approved March eighth, nineteen hundred and two, entitled *An Act tempo- 
rarily to provide revenue for the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,' 
and to amend An Act approved March second, nineteen hundred and three, 
entitled *An Act to establish a standard of value and to provide for a coinage 
system In the Philippine Islands,' and to provide for the more efficient admin- 
istration of civil government In the Philippine Islands, and for other pur- 
poses," approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. In pursuance of the provisions of section two of the Act 
of Congress entitled "An Act to amend an Act approved July first, 
nineteen hundred and two, entitled 'An Act temporarily to provide 
for the administration of the affairs of civil government in the Phil- 
ippine Islwds; wd for other piu-poses/ ana to amend an Act ap- 
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proved March eighth, nineteen hundred and two, entitled 'An Act 
temporarily to provide revenue for the Philippine Islands, and for 
other purposes, and to amend an Act approved March second, nine- 
teen huncfred and three, entitled 'An Act to establish a standard of 
value and to provide for a coinage system in the Philippine Islands,' 
and to provide for the more efficient administration oi civil govern- 
ment in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes," approved 
February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, the Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized to issue, in the name and on behalf of the Govern-

The said 
bonds shall be in registered form in denominations of one thousand 
dollars and ten thousand dollars, in proportions to suit the purchaser 
or purchasers thereof, and shall l^e registered and transferable at the 
oflBce of the Begister of the Treasury Department of the United 
States, Washington, District of Columbia. The said bonds are de- 
clared by section one of said Act of Congress to be exempt from the 
payment of all taxation by the Government of the United States, or 
by the Government of the Philippine Islands or of any political or 
municipal subdivision thereof, or by any State, or by any county, 
municipality, or other municipal subdivision of any ^tate or Terri- 
tory of the United States, or by the District of Columbia, pursuant 
to which Act of Congi-ess and this Act these bonds are issued, which 
facts shall be stated upon their face. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is further authorized to sell said 
bonds on such terms as are favorable to the Government of the 
Philippine Islands: Provided^ That no bond or bonds shall be sold at 
less than their par or face value, and he shall deposit the proceeds of 
such sale or sales with the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, 
an authorized depository of the Government of the Philippine 
Islands, to the credit of the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of War shall report to the Auditor and to the

AN ACT Prohibiting the sale, gift, or other disposal, in the Province of Cavlte, 
to soldiers of the United States Army and sailors and enlisted men of the 
United States Navy and Marine Corps, of any of the so-called native wines or 
liquors. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The sale, gift, or other disposal, in the Province of 
Cavite, to any soldier or the United States Army, Filipino Scouts 
excepted, or to any sailor or enlisted man of the United States NaVy 
or Marine Corps, of any of the so-called native wines or liquors, such 
as " vino," " anisado," and " tuba," is hereby prohibited and declared 
to be unlawful. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of section one of this 
Act shall, upon conviction thereof, be punishable for each oflFense by a 
fine not to exceed two hundred pesos, or by imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws, passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred.

AN ACT Granting to Martin M. Levering a franchise to install, operate, and 
maintain an electric li^'ht, heat, and ijower supply system in the municipality 
of Cebu, Province of Cebu. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby panted to Martin M. Levering, a citi- 
zen of the United States, the right, privilege, and authority, for the 
period of thirty-five years from and after the passage of this Act, to 
erect, construct, maintain, and operate in, along, and over any and all 
streets, thoroughfares, and public places within the boundaries of the 
municipality of Cebu, poles, wires, and all necessary apparatus and 
appurtenances for the transmission and distribution oi electric cur- 
rents for electric power, heat, and light, and for any other purpose 
for which electricity may be used, and to furnish electric power, heat, 
and light within said municipality of Cebu, for municipal, domestic, 
or manufacturing uses and for any other use to which electricity may 
be put, and to charge and collect tolls, rates, and compensation for 
such power, heat, light, and use: Provided^ That such tolls, rates, and 
compensation shall always be subject to regulation by Act of the 
Philippine Commission or its successors. 

Sec. 2. The poles erected by the grantee shall be of such height as 
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to support wires strung thereon at a distance of at least twenty feet 
above the ground, shall not be of such crooked or ungainly appear- 
ance as to disfigure the streets, and shall be placed in accordance with 
a plan which must have been approved by the municipal authorities; 
and said grantee shall supply electric power, heat, and light to any 
applicant for the same within fifteen days after the date ot his appli- 
cation, and, as between such applicant and other like applicants in the 
order of the date of his application up to the limit of the capacity of 
the plant of said grantee, to be determined by the provincial super- 
visor on the application of such person or said grantee; and should 
the demand for electric power, heat, and light at any time increase 
beyond the capacity of the plant of said grantee to supply the same, 
the capacity of said plant shall be increased to meet such demand, if 
the Philippine Commission or its successors shall so direct: Provided^ 
That the point at which the electric power, heat, or light is to be 
suj)plied is not more than eighty meters from the lines or wires 
maintained by said grantee. 

Sec. 3. All apparatus and appurtenances used by the ^antee shall 
be modern and first class in every respect, and said wires shall be 
insulated and carefully connected and fastened so as not to come in 
direct contact with any object through which a " ground " could be 
formed, and shall be stretched so as not to interfere with the fi-ee and 
unobstructed use of said streets and alleys: Provided^ That the 
grantee herein shall, whenever the Philippine Commission or its 
successors may so direct, place said wires in underground pipes or 
conduits at his own expense and without any cost or damage to the 
municipality of Cebu. 

Sec. 4. Whenever it shall be necessary in the erection of said poles 
to take up any portion of the sidewalks or dig up the ground in or 
near the sides or the corners of the streets or thoroughfares, then the 
said grantee shall, after said poles are erected, without delay, replace 
said sidewalk and property in a neat, workmanlike manner and 
remove from said sidewalks, streets, or thoroughfares all rubbish, 
sand, and dirt or other njaterial which may have been placed there, 
taken up, or dug up in the erection or construction of said poles, and 
shall pu^ such sidewalk, street, or thoroughfare in as good a condi- 
tion as it was before it was taken up or disturbed. 

Sec. 5. Whenever any person has obtained permission to use any ol 
the streets of the municipality for the purpose of removing any 
building or in the prosecution of any municipal work or for any other 
cause \vliatsoever, making it necessary to raise or remove any of said 
wires which may obstruct the removal of said building or hinder the 
prosecution of said work, the said grantee, upon forty-eight hours' 
notice from the municipal council oi the municipality of Cebu, shall 
raise or remove any of said wires which may hinder the prosecution 
of such work or obstruct the removal of said building so as to allow 
the free and unobstructed passage of said building and the free and 
unobstructed prosecution of said work. Such notice shall be a duly 
adopted resolution of the municipal council, in writing, and served 
upon said grantee or his duly authorized representative or agent by 
any person competent to be a witness in a civil action; and in case 
of the refusal or failure of said grantee to comply with such notice, 
the municipal president, with the appro\r^l of the municipal council 
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first had, shall raise or remove such wires at the expense of said 
grantee, for the purpose aforesaid. 

Sec. 6. Said grantee contracts and covenants hereby to indem- 
nifj' the said municipality of Cebu for any injury arising from any 
casualty or accident to person or property by reason of the con- 
struction under this franchise or of any neglect or omission to keep 
the said poles and wires in a safe condition, and for all valid claims 
against said municipality for damages caused by said wires or 
electric currents conducted thereby. 

Sec. 7. Said grantee shall file his acceptance of the conditions 
of this franchise with the Secretary of Commerce and Police within 
thirtv days from the date hereof, and shall commence work within 
six months from the date of filing such acceptance, and shall com- 
plete the system and have the same in oj^eration within eighteen 
months from the date such acceptance is filed, and shall thereafter 
maintain a first-class electric light, heat, and power service, and 
in consideration of the franchise hereby granted shall pay quarterly 
into the provincial treasury of Cebu, to lx» divided eciiiaily between 
the municipality of Cebu and the Province of Cebu, one jxt centum 
of the gross earnings of the enterprise during the first ten years, 
and two per centum during the following twenty-five years, of the 
life of this franchise. 

Sec. 8. At the time of filing the acceptance mentioned in the 
last preceding section, the grantee shall deposit in the Insular 
Treasury one thousand pesos, Philippine currency, as an earnest of 
the goo^ faith of his application, and within six months thereafter 
shall deposit in the Insular Treasury the additional sum of nine 
thousand pesos, Philippine curn^ncy. as a guarantee of the faithful 
performance of the conditions mentioned in this section, and in 
case said deposit of nine thousand i>e?os, Philippine currency, is 
not made within six months after the date of filing said .icceptance 
the sum of one thousand jk»sos already deposits shall b.» forfeited 
to the municipality of Cebu. In case, after the deposit of said 
sum of nine thousand i>esos, the work to be done under this franchise 
is not begun within the time sj>ecified, or is not completed within 
the time provided, both said deposits may he forfeited at the option 
of the Governor-General, and be divided equally between the munic- 
ipality of Cebu and the Province of Cebu as liquidated damages 
for the breach of the contract involved in the acceptance of this 
franchise, and this franchise shall Ix^come null and void. In case 
of the fulfillment of the conditions by this section provided, both 
said dei)osits of one thousand and nine thousand ix»so3 shall bo 
retumeu by the Insular Treasurer to the grantei* upon proper cer- 
tificate of the provincial sui)ervi-or of Cebu of the fulfillment of 
said conditions: Provided^ That if work shall be lM?gini by the grantee 
within the time specified the funds deposited may he returned to 
the grantee as the work progresses, in monthlv or quarterly install- 
ments in the discretion of the municipal authorities, in the projwrtion 
which the work done l)ears to tho work to 1h» done: Prortdrd further^ 
That the Insular Treasurer may accept duly executed and siitisfactory 
fidelity bonds of a fidelity company in lieu of the cash deposits by 
this section required. 

Sec. 9. The municipality of Cel)u shall have the privilege, with- 
out compensation, of using the poles n^ ''•^ """antee for the purpose 
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of installing, maintaining, and operating a telephone or fire and 
police alarm system, but the wires of such telephone or fire and 
police alarm system shall be placed and stretched in such manner as 
to cause no interference with or damage to the wires of the electric 
service of the grantee. 

Sec. 10. This franchise is granted with the understanding and 
upon the condition that it shall be subject to amendment, alteration, 
or repeal by the Congress of the United States as provided in sec- 
tion seventy-four of the Act of Congress approved July first, nine- 
teen hundred and two, entitled "An Act temporarily to provide for 
the administration of the affairs of civil government in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and for other purix)ses,-' and that it shall be subject, in 
all respects, to the limitations upon corporations and the granting of 
franchises contained in said Act of Congress, and that all lands or 
rights of use or occupation of lands secured by virtue of this franchise 
shall revert upon its termination to the Insular, provincial, or munici- 
pal government by which such lands were respectively granted. 

Sec. 11. The grantee of this franchise is forbidden to issue stock 
or bonds under this franchise except in exchange for actual casli or 
for property at a fair valuation equal to the par value of the stock 
or bonds so issued. Neither shall said grantee declare any stock or 
bond dividend. 

Sec- 12. The books of the grantee shall always be open to the 
inspection of the provincial treasurer or a deputy designated by him 
for the purpose, and it shall be the duty of the grantee to submit to 
the provincial treasurer quarterly reports in duplicate showing the 
gross receipts and the net receipts for the quarter past and the gen- 
eral condition of the business, one of which shall be forwarded by the 
provincial treasurer to the Insular Auditor, who shall keep the same 
on file. 

Sec. 13. Nothing in this franchise shall be construed to interfere 
with the rights of the municipal, provincial, or Insular Government 
to assess and collect any business or inpome tax upon the business of 
the grantee. 

Sec. 14. The grantee herein may sell, lease, give, grant, convey, or 
assign this franchise and all property and rights acquired thereunder 
to any person, company, or corporation competent to conduct the 
business authorized therebv, but no title to this franchise or to the 
property or rights acquireci thereunder shall pass by sale, lease, gift, 

frant, conveyance, transfer, or assi^ment to the vendee, donee, trans- 
eree, lessee, or assignee, or be enjoyed by him until he shall have 
filed in the office of the Secretary of Commerce and Police an agree- 
ment in writing agreeing to comply with all the terms and conditions 
imposed on the grantee by the franchise and accepting the said fran- 
chise subject to all its existing terms and conditions. 

Sec. 15. The municipal council of the municipality of Cebu, after 
hearing the grantee, shall have the power, with the approval of the 
Governor-General, to declare the forfeiture of this rranchise for 
failure to comply with any of the terms and conditions thereof, unless 
such failure shall have been directly or primarily caused by the act 
of God, the public enemy, or force majeure. Against such declara- 
tion of forfeiture the grantee may apply to any court of competent 
jurisdiction for such rdief as to him may seem proper, but if no such 
application is made within sixty days after the forfeiture has been 
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declared by the municipality and approved by the Governor-General 
the right to apply to the courts shall be considered waived. 

Sec. 16. Wherever in this franchise the term grantee is used, it 
shall be held and understood to stand for and represent Martin M. 
Levering, said grantee, his representatives, successors, and assigns. 

Sec. 17. This public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 18. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

The sum of fifty thousand dollar?, in money of the 
United States, is hereby appropriated, out of the fund of three 
million dollars appropriated by the Congress of the United States 
for the relief of distress in the Philippine Islands, for expenditure 
under the direction of the Goyernor-General, for such purposes and 
in such manner as may from time to time be authoris^ed by resolu- 
tions of the Philippine Commission and in carrying out the intent 
of the Congress or the United States in appropriating the fund 
aforesaid. 
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Sec. 2. The sum of money by this Act appropriated shall be with- 
drawn from the Insular Treasury by requisitions in favor of such 
disbursing officer as the Governor-General may direct, in such allot- 
ments as may from time to time be necessary, and shall be accounted 
for as proviaed by law. 

Sec. 3. The resolutions of the Philippine Conmiission upon which 
the funds herein appropriated shall be expended shall Ix^ printed and 
published in the regular quarterly volume of the laws and resolutions 
of the Commission and in the Official Gazette.

AN ACT Annexing the Provinc^e of Abra to the I*rovinc*e of Iloeos Sur, making 
appropriation for the payment of certain outstanding liabilities of the Prov- 
ince of Abra, and providing for the establishment of civil governments in the 
settlements of non-Christian tribes in the Province of Iloeos Sur. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The territory hitherto comprised in the Province of 
Abra, as organized under Act Numbered Two hundred and six and 
enlarged by Act Numbered Two hundred and ninety-three declaring 
the rancheria of Tubo to be a part of the Province of Abra, is hereby 
annexed to and included in the Province of Iloeos Sur, as organized 
by Act Numbered Two hundred and five, and shall be known as the 
subprovince of Abra. 

Sec. 2. There shall l>e a lieutenant-governor for the subprovince of 
Abra who shall be appointed by the (jovernor-General, with the 
advice and consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall be 
a member of the provincial board of Iloeos Sur and shall reside and 
have his office at the municipality of Bangued. The lieutenant- 
governor of Abra shall receive compensation at the rate of two thou- 
sand four hundred pesos per annum, payable monthly. Subject to 
the supervision of the governor of the Province of Iloeos Sur, the 
lieutenant-governor of Abra shall, with respect to that part of said 
subprovince now organized under the Provincial Government Act 
and the Municipal Code, exercise the powers conferred and perform 
the duties imposed upon the governor of the Province of Iloeos Sur 
l)y Act Numl>ered Two hundred and five, and its amendments. 

Sec. 3. The inhabitants of the territorv herebv annexed to and 
made a part of the Province of Iloeos Sur. except members of non- 
Christian tribes, shall enjoy the same rights and privileges as if said 
province had been originally incorporated in the Province of Iloeos 
Sur; and the municipal officers of the municipalities included in the 
territory so annexed shall, subject to the provisions of section two of 
this Act, have the same relations to the provincial officers of the Prov- 
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ince of Ilocos Sur as are prescribed for the municipal officers of the 
municipalities of said province by the Provincial Government Act 
and by Act Numbered Two hundred and five, and the amendments 
thereof. 

Sec. 4. The government heretofore established for the non- 
Christian residents of the Province of Abra by Acts Numbered Four 
hundred and forty-five and Five hundred and forty-six shall continue 
in effect and is hereby extended to the non-Christian settlements of 
the Province of Ilocos Sur: Provided^ That with respect to the non- 
Christian tribes of the subprovince of Abra and of Ilocos Sur the 
lieutenant-governor of the subprovince of Abra shall exercise the pow- 
ers conferred and perform the duties imposed upon the provincial 
governor of Abra by Act Numbered Four hundred and forty-five, 
entitled '*An Act providing for tlie establishment of civil govern- 
ments in the settlements of the non-Christian tribes of the Province 
of Abra: " Provided further^ That the powers and duties prescribed 
by Act.s Numbered Four hundred and forty-five and Five hundred 
and forty-six for the provincial secretary-treasurer, the provincial 
supervisor, the provincial fiscal, and the provincial board of Abra, 
respectively, shall be conferred upon and discharged by the i)rovincial 
secretary, the provincial treasurer; the provincial supervisor, the pro- 
vincial "fiscal, and the provincial board of Ilocos Sur, resijectively : 
And provided further^ That in case of vacancy in the omce of the 
lieutenant-governor of Abra, or the absence of the lieutenant-governor 
from the Province of Ilocos Sur the governor of Ilocos Sur sliall dis- 
charge the duties of such lieutenant-governor during such vacancy or 
absence. It shall be the duty of the provincial governor of Ilocos 
Sur to attend the annual meeting of the presidents of the several set- 
tlements of non-Christian tribes of the Province of Ilocos Sur and the 
subprovince of Abra which shall l)e held at Bangued in the subprov- 
ince of Abra on the first day of Januarv of each vear and shall be 
presided over by the lieutenant-governor of Abra. 

Sec. 5. All property and assets of the Province of Abra, including 
uncollected taxes, and all contracts and obligations except such as are 
hereinafter specifically referred to as canceled, are hereby transferred 
to the Province of Ilocos Sur. 

Sec. 6. The loans of two thousand dollars and three thousand dol- 
lars. United States currency, respectively, made by the Insular (iov- 
trnment to the Province of Abra, under the provisions of Acts 
Numbered Five hundred and forty-one and Seven hundred and sixty- 
one, are hereby declared canceled, and there is hereby appropriated, 
out of any funds in the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
an amount sufficient to pay any and all salaries and wages which 
may be due to the officers and employees of the Province of Abra up 
to the time of the takingeffect of this Act, the amount due from said 
province to the Insular Purchasing Agent, and all other outstanding 
liabilities of the province except the loan of six thousand pesos made 
by the Insular Government to the Province of Abra from the Con- 
gressional relief fund under the provisions of Act Numbered One 
thousand and seventy-six, for the construction of public schools, 
which shall be assumed by the Province of Ilocos Sur upon the terms 
provided by said Act. 

Sec. 7. Act Numbered Two hundred and six, entitled "An Act 
extending the provisions of the Provincial Government Act and its 
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amendments to the Province o^ Abra," and all other Acts or parts 
of Acts in conflict herewith, are hereby repealed.

Section 1. Section forty of Act Numbered Eighty-two, entitled 
"A general Act for the organization of municipal governments in 
the Philippine Islands," is hereby further amended by adding thereto 
paragrapn (m), as follows: 

"(m) With the approval of the provincial governor, when the 
province or municipality is infested with ladrones or outlaws : 

" 1. To authorize the municipal president to require able-bodied 
male residents of the municipality, between the ages of eighteen 
and fifty years, to assist, for a period not exceeding hve days in any 
one month, in apprehending ladrones, robbers, and other law- 
breakers and suspicious characters, and to act as patrols for the pro- 
tection of tlie municipalitv, not exceeding one day in eacli week. 
The failure, refusal, or neglect of any such able-bodied man to render 
promptly the service thus required shall be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred pesos or by imprisonment for not more than 
three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court : Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall authorize 
the municipal president to rcM]uire such service of officers or men of 
the Army or Navy of the United States, civil employees of the United 
States Government, officers cr employees of the Insular Government, 
or the officers or servants of companies or individuals engaged in the 
business of common carriers on sea or land, or priests, ministers of 
the gospel, physicians, practicantes^ druggists, or practicantes de 
farmacia actually engaged in business, or lawyers when actually 
engaged in court proceedings. 

2. To require each householder of any municipal center or of any 
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barrio of the municipality to make prompt report to the municipal 
president or municipal councilor of the barrio, as the case may be, of 
the name, residence, and description of any person not a resident of 
such municipal center or barrio who may enter the house of such 
householder or receive shelter or accommodations therein. The re- 
port made to the municipal councilor of the barrio shall be trans- 
mitted by such councilor within twenty- four hours after its receipt to 
the municipal president. Any householder failing, neglecting, or re- 
fusing to make prompt report as herein prescribed, and any municipal 
councilor of the barrio who shall fail, refuse, or neglect to transmit 
the householder's report to the municipal president within twenty- 
four hours after its receipt, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred pesos or by imprisonment for not more than three 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court."

AN ACT To encourage and aid the Philippine coastwise trade, to secure the car- 
riage of mails, Government freight and passengers by commercial vessels 
under contract, to effect uniform reasonable rates for the Government and 
public, to increase the safety standards and service of contracting vessels, and 
I'or other purposes. 

By authority of the United States ^ he it enaeted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Secretary of Commerce and Police is hereby author- 
'•ized and directed to publish proposals in the United States and in the 
Philippine Ishinds, asking for bids for the carriage of mails, (lovern- 
ment freight and passengers in the Philippine coastwise trade by ves- 
sels, and, subject to the approval of the Commission, to enter into con- 
tract or contracts therefor, under the following general conditions : 

(a) Instructions to bidders, specifications, and forms of contracts 
shall be placed on file for distribution at tlie Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs, War Department, Washington, and the office of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Police, Manila. 

(6) The contract or contracts shall be for a period of five years, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided. 

{c) Bidders shall agree to extend to the public the same rates at 
which they contract to carry Government freight and passengers, and 
to give the Government as good rates as the lowest offered to the pub- 
lic: Provided^ That in case the contracting parties shall desire to 
lower the rates to the public and not to the Government such action 
may be taken with the previous consent of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Police: Provided always^ That the rates oflfered to the public be 
uniform and nondiscriminating. 
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(d) The successful bidders shall take immediate steps to provide 
such alterations and repairs as will bring their vessels up to the 
standards of safety, sanitation, and comfort prescribed by the con- 
tract or contracts. Blank forms of such proposed contracts shall l>e 
kept on file for the examination of proposed bidders. 

(e) All contracting vessels shall continue to be subject to the gen- 
eral coastwise, navigation, sanitary, and quarantine laws of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

(/) Bidders are invited, in making their bids, to quote rates for 
transportation from wharf to wharf or from warehouse to ware- 
house, and such rates shall be considered in determining which is the 
most advantageous bid. 

(g) Bidders shall be notified that they may submit alternate bids, 
one complying with the instructions and specifications prescribed by 
the Government, and another, or others, offering such modifications 
as may to bidders seem advantageous in regard to term of contract 
or contracts, routes, schedules, size and speed of vessels, but making 
no modifications as to the standards of safety, sanitary arangements, 
and quality of passenger service. The Government shall retain the 
right to accept such bid or bids as may seem to it most advantageous, 
or to reject all bids. 

(A) In case bidders offer better terms than can be otherwise ob- 
tained upon condition that the contract be made for a period exceed- 
ing five years, the Secretary of Commerce and Police, w ith the approval 
of the Commission, is authorized to accept said offer or offers, with a 
proviso in the contract or contracts that the Government may, at any 
time after five years, upon giving due notice to the contracting par- 
ties, terminate the contract or contracts by submitting to arbitration 
the question of any indemnity to the contracting parties for loss sus- 
tained by reason of preparations made for compliance with the 
terms of the contract ; but such arbitration shall be limited to fixing 
the proportionate amount of money lost by reason of the termination 
of the contract or contracts before the expiration of the period exceed- 
ing five years contracted for, and shall not include any " profits lost '' 
or potential earnings. 

(i) The Government shall take precedence in the matter of secur- 
ing accommodations for both passengers and freight by giving to the 
contracting party or his authorized agent a reasonable notice of not 
less than forty-eight hours in advance of the sailing time of the vessel, 
but in cases of public emergency such notice shall not be necessary. 

(j) For the sake of prompt service^ vessels belonging to the Insula i 
Government shall be allowed to transport mails, passengers, and 
freight between points covered by vessels under contract when the 
element of time is important, but provision may be made in the con- 
tract that in such cases an equitable portion of the net proceeds aris- 
ing therefrom shall be turned over to the contracting parties affected 
by such carriage: Provided^ That no payment shall oe made to the 
contracting parties in the case of tours for the purpose of inspection 
or for official duty made by Insular Government officials upon Gov- 
ernment vessels. 

(k) Officers charged with the inspection of vessels under contract 
shall be furnished free transportation, subsistence, and the ordinary 
uccommodations for first-class passengers whenever said officers are 
en^i^ged in duly authorized inspections on said contracting vessels. 
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(l) Civil and military officers and employees traveling on leave, 
ana their immediate families under all circumstances, shall oe granted 
half-rates by contracting vessels. 

Sec. 2. mienever it is provided bv this or any other Act of the 
Philippine Commission or any other law or regulation in the Philip- 
pine Islands that vessels belonging to the Insular Government may 
charge for mails, Government passengers or freight or for public 
passengers or freight, the proposed rates to be charged by such Gov- 
ernment vessels shall be submitted to the Secretary of Commerce and 
Police, who is hereby authorized and directed to certify, as nearly as 
may be practicable, what rates would be charged for the same service 
by vessels under contract with the Government, as hereinbefore au- 
thorized, and the rates so certified shall prevail. 

Sec. 3. The office of Superintendent of Interisland Transportation 
is hereby created at an authorized salary of six thousand pesos per 
annum. The officer shall be appointed by the Governor-General, by 
and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and shall be 
under the supervision and control of the Chief of Coast Guard and 
Transportation. 

The Superintendent of •Interisland Transportation shall keep 
advised of the movements of all vessels of the Government and of the 
contracting parties, publishing from time to time notices of the same. 
He shall record and tabulate data as to rates, schedules, accommoda- 
tions, and so forth, receive all complaints in regard to service, 
inequality of rates, or other failure to comply with the terms of the 
contract, and shall see generally to the enforcement of all provisions 
of the contract or contracts entered into under section one hereof. He 
shall issue either personally or by authorized agent all orders for 
transportation of official passengers and freight on Government and 
contracting vessels, and shall perform such other duties as the Chief 
of Coast Guard and Transportation may direct. 

Sec. 4. All Bureaus or Offices of the Insular Government maintain- 
ing vessels shall keep an accurate account of the passengers and freight 
carried on such vessels for other branches of the Insular Government, 
and settlements for the same shall be made with the Bureau or Office 
performing the service at regular intervals of not less than once in 
six months. 

Sec. 5. All vessels belonging to the Insular Government making 
trips on other than regular schedules, and shall carry the mails free of 
charge, and all Government vessels required to carry the mails shall 
be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of Commerce and Police. 

Sec. 6. Vessels belonging to the Bureau of Coast Guard and Trans- 
portation, running on regular schedules, shall be paid by the Bureau 
of Posts for mail service furnished by said vessels at a rate based upon 
the rate charged by commercial vessels under contract, the exact 
amount of the compensation to be determined by the Secretary of 
Commerce and Police; but the Bureau of Posts may, in part or full 
payment thereof, maintain on board the Coast Guard vessel or vessels 
a postal clerk or clerks for the joint service of the two Bureaus. 

Sec. 7. The Chiefs of all Bureaus or Offices of the Insular Govern- 
ment maintaining or operating vessels are hereby directed to keep the 
Superintendent of Interisland Transportation duly informed of the 
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location, general duties, intended movements, and so forth, of their 
respective vessels, in order that such vessels may be fully utilized. 

All vessels belonging to the Insular Government and 
assigned to Bureaus which have no special inspection officers shall be 
regularly inspected by the official hull and boiler inspectors of the 
Philippine Islands, and shall not be permitted to operate without the 
regular certificates of such inspecting officers. 

For the purposes of maintenance, inspection, and furnishing 
officers and crew, all launches l>elonging to the Insular (jovermnent 
which are assigned temporarily to the provinces or Bureaus and 
Offices of the Insular Government shall l)e under the control of the 
Bureau of Coast (luard and Transportation, and a charge sufficient 
to cover all operating expenses, repairs, wear and tear, and so forth, 
shall be made by the Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and Police. 

Sec. 10. As soon as the Superintendent of Interisland Transporta- 
tion shall have been appointed, so much of Act Numbered One hun- 
dred and ninety-eight of the Philippine Commission as authorizes 
and directs the Insular Purchasing Agent to make contracts with 
interisland vessels for transportation of Government employees shall 
stand repealed, and all other xVcts or parts of Acts, in so far as the 
same are inconsistent with this Act, are hereby repealed.

The office of fiscal for the Province of Oriental Negros 
is hereby abolished. 

The duties imposed by law upon the fiscal for the Province 
of Oriental Negios shall hereafter be performed by the fiscal of the 
Province of Cebu. In view of the additional duties hereby imposed 
upon the fiscal of the Province of Cebu the salary for the fiscal of the 
two provinces shall be two thousand nine hundred dollars. United 
States currency, per annum, but the fiscal shall appoint and shall pay 
for, out of his salary, a deputy fiscal to reside at Dumaguete in the 
Province of Oriental Negros. One thousand eight hundred dollars 
of the salary of the fiscal shall be paid by the Province of Cebu ana 
one thousand one hundred dollars by the Province of Oriental Negros. 
The necessary traveling expenses incurred by the fiscal in going to 
Dumaguete from Cebu and in returning to Cebu in the performance 
of his official duties as fiscal of the Province of Oriental Negros shall 
be paid by the Province of Oriental Negros, and all necessary travel- 
ing expenses for the fiscal or his deputy in the Province of Oriental 
Negros which would by law be paid oy that province in case a regular 
fiscal had been continued in the province as heretofore, shall be paid 
hy the Province of Oriental Negi-os.

AN ACT Reducing the eleven municipalities of the Province of Isabela to nine, 
and providing for the refund to Tonias Gatan cf one thousand five hundred 
pesos donated by him to the municipality of Santo Tomas in said province. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The eleven municipalities of the Province of Isabela 
shall, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, be reduced to 
nine, as follows : 

1. The municipality of Tagle shall consist of the territory of the 
present municipality of Angadanan, with the seat of the municipal 
government at the present barrio of Tagle of said municipality. 

2. The municipality of Cabagan Nuevo shall consist of its present 
territory and that of the municipalities of Santo Tomas and Cabagan 
Viejo, with the seat of the municipal government at the present 
municipality of Cabagan Nuevo: Provided^ That the sum of one 
thousand five hundred pesos donated by Thomas Gatan to the muni- 
cipality of Santo Tomas in consideration of said municipality being 
organized in his honor, shall be returned to said Tomas Gatan, and 
the expenditure of said sum from the general funds of the present 
municipality of Santo Tomas for such purpose is hereby authorized : 
Provided further^ That the school funds now on hand or due to the 
municipality of Santo Tomas shall, after its consolidation with 
Cabagan Nuevo, be expended only within the territory of said muni- 
cipality of Santo Tomas as at present organized: And provided 
further^ That all funds now on hand or due to the present munic- 
ipality of Cabagan Viejo shall be expended only for public improve- 
ments within the territory of the present municipality of Cabagan 
Viejo. 

3. The municipalities of Echagiie, Cauayan, Bamu, Naguilian, Ila- 
gan, Tamauini, and Santa Maria shall preserve their present bound- 
aries. 

Sec. 2. The present municipal officers of the existing municipalities 
of Angadanan and Cabagan Nuevo, shall respectively continue as the 
municipal officers of the new municipalities of Tagle and Cabagan 
Nuevo, as organized by this Act, until the next regular municipal 
elections shall be held as provided by law : Provided^ however^ That 
the municipal councilors of the municipalities annexed to Cabagan 
Nuevo shall continue in office as councilors of the new municipality 
of that name until the next regular election hereinbefore referred to. 
With the exception of the municipal councilors, all other municipal 
officials of the annexed municipalities shall cease to hold office and 
their positions shall be abolishea upon the taking effect of this Act.

AN ACT Authorizing the city of Manila to incur an indebtedness of four million 
dollars, in money of the United States, and to issu^ bonds covering the amount 
of said indebtedness, payable in gold coin of the United States of the present 
standard value, for the purpose cf providing funds to construct sewers in the 
city of Manila and to furnish it with an adequate sewer and drainage system 
and supply of water, pursuant to the provisions of sections seventy, seventy- 
one, seventy-two, and seventy-three of the Act of Congress, approved July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled "An Act temporarily to provide for 
the administration of the affairs of civil government in the Philippine 
Islands, and for other puriK)ses ; " making permanent annual appropriations 
for the creation of a sinking fund for the payment of said bonds and for the 
payment of the interest thereon; establishing under the Municipal Board of 
the city of Manila a department of sewer and waterworks construction, 
and appropriating ten thousand i)osos for the payment of the salaries of the 
officers and employees of said department for the remainder of the present 
fiscal year. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted hy the Philippine 
CommisUon^ that: 

Section 1. In pursuance of the provisions of sections seventy, 
seventy-one, seventy-two, and seventy-three of the Act of Congress, 
approved July first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled "An Act 
temporarily to provide for the administration of the affairs of civil 
government in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes," the 
city of Manila is hereby authorized to incur an indebtedness of four 
million dollars, money of the United States, and the Secretaiy of 
War is hereby authorized to issue, in the name and on behalf or the 
city of Manila, its bonds covering the amount of said indebtedness, 
for the purpose of providing funds to construct sewers in the city 
of Manila and of providing said city with an adequate sewer and 
drainage system and supply of water. The bonds thus authorized 
shall be issued and dated as follows: One miljion dollai's, June first, 
nineteen hundred and five; two million dollars, January second, 
nineteen hundred and seven; one million dollars, January second, 
nineteen hundred and eight; shall bear interest at the rate of four 
per centum per annum, payable quarterly; shall be redeemable at 
the pleasure of the city oi Manila after ten years from date of issue, 
and payable thirty years after date of issue in gold coin of the 
United States of the present standard value. Both principal and 
interest shall be payable at the Treasury of the United States. The 
said bonds shall be in registered form in denominations of one thou- 
sand and ten thousand dollars, in proportions to suit the purchasers 
thereof, and shall be registered and transferable at the onice of the 
Treasury Department of the United States at Washington, District 
of Columbia. The said bonds are declared, by section one of the Act 
of Congress, approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, 
entitled, "An Act to amend an Act, approved July first, nineteen 
hundi'ed and two, entitled 'An Act temporarily to provide for the 
administration of the affairs of civil government in the- Philippine 
Islands, and for other purposes,' and to amend an Act, approved 
March eighth, nineteen hundred and two, entitled 'An Act tempo- 
rarily to ])rovide revenue for the Philippine Islands, and for other 
purposes,' and to amend an Act, approved March second, nineteen 
hundred and three, entitled 'An Act to establish a standard of value 
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and to provide for a coinage system in the Philippine Islands,' and 
to provide for the more efficient administration of civil government 
in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes," to be exempt 
from the payment of all taxation by the Government of the United 
States, or by the Government of the Philippine Islands or of any 
political or municipal subdivision thereof, or by any State, or by any 
county, municipality, or other municipal subdivision of any State or 
Territory of the United States, or by the District of Columbia, pur- 
suant to which Act, as well as to said Act of Congress approved July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, and to this Act these bonds are 
issued ; which facts shall be stated upon their face. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is further authorized to sell said 
bonds on such terms as are most favorable to the city of Manila: 
Provided^ That no bond or bonds shall be sold at less than par or 
face value, and he shall deposit the proceeds of such sale or sales with 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, an authorized depos- 
itory of the Government of the Philippine Islands, to the credit of 
the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 3. The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be by the Treas- 
urer of the Philippine Islands placed to the credit of the " sewer 
and waterworks construction bond issue of the city of Manila," and 
shall only be withdrawn therefrom by appropriation by the Philip- 
pine Commission for the purposes mentioned in this Act. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary of War shall report to the Auditor and to 
the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands and to the Municipal Board 
of the city of Manila the amount of said bonds so issued and sold by 
him, together with the numbers and denominations, and the amount 
realized from such sale or sales thereof, and the same shall be made 
a matter of record in the offices of the Auditor and of the Treasurer 
of the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 5. There are hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for public works and 
permanent improvements of the city of Manila, such sums as may 
be necessary to meet the interest payments upon the bonds issued in 
accordance wnth this Act, such appropriations to be deemed per- 
manent annual appropriations and to continue until said bonds are 
paid. 

Sec. G. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the 
Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for public works and 
permanent improvements of the city of Manila, nineteen thousand 
three hundred and seventy dollars, money of the United States, 
each year until said bonds are paid for each one million dollars of 
bonds issued in accordance with this Act, such appropriations to 
be deemed permanent annual appropriations and to continue until 
said bonds are paid. Said sums so appropriated and the interest 
thereon ^^hall be invested by the Insular Treasurer in such manner 
as the Municipal Board, with the consent of the Secretary of Finance 
and Justice, shall direct, and shall constitute a sinking fund for the 
payment of said bonds. 

Sec. 7. There is hereby created, under the Municipal Board of 
the city of Manila, a Department of Sewer and Waterworks Con- 
struction, which shall be charged with the making of surveys, the 
preparation and completion of plans, and the construction of the 
proposed sewer and water-supply systems of the city of Manila. 
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Sec. 8. There shall be in the Department of Sewer and Water- 
works Construction a chief engineer, who shall receive a salary of 
five thousand four hundred dollars, United States currency, per 
annum; two principal assistant engineers, at four thousand dollars. 
United Siates currency, per annum each; four assistant engineers, 
at two thousand dollars, United States currency, per annum each; 
one assistant engineer, at one thousand eight hundred dollars, 
United States currency, i>er annum; two surveyors, at one thousand 
eight hundred dollars. United States currency, per annum each; 
two draftsmen, at one thousand hix hundred dollars. United States 
currency, per annum each; two assistant draftsmen, at three hun- 
dred and sixty dollars, United States currency, per annum eaxii; 
two levelmen, at one thousand two hundred dollars, United States 
currency, per annum each ; and two rodmen, at nine hundred dollars, 
United States currency, per annum each. The chief engineer and the 
two principal assistant engineers shall be appointed by and be re- 
movable by the Municipal Board ; the other engineers and employees 
by the chief engineer. 

Sec. 9. The personnel enumerated in section eight of this Act 
includes the officers and employees named in section one of Act 
Numbered Twelve hundred and twenty-two, with the exception of 
" one engineer, sewer system, at four thousand five hundrecl dollars 
per annum, with quartei's in kind not to exceed seventy-five dollars 
per month,'' which office is hereby abolished from and after the 
date of the passage of this Act. With this exception the appropria- 
tion made for the officers and employees enumerated in said Act 
Numbered Twelve hundred and twenty-two shall remain in force, 
and there is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the Insular 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for salaries and wages, De- 

Kartment of Sewer and Waterworks Construction of the city of 
[anila, for the remainder of the present fiscal year, as follows: 
One chief engineer, at five thousand tour hundred dollars per annum; 
two principal assistant engineers, at four thousand dollars per annum 
each; two assistant engineers, at two thousand dollars per annum 
each; one surveyor, at one thousand eight hundred dollars per

Bids for the same shall be advertised 
for and the contract shall be awarded to the bidder or bidders whose 
bid or bids shall be deemed most favorable to the city of Manila by 
the Municipal Board, except as hereinafter stated: Provided^ That 
the Municipal Board shall have the power to reject any and all bids, 
and it is hereby authorized to reject the same and proceed as directed 
in subdivision (c), section five, of Act Numbered Twenty-two, en- 
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titled "An Act appropriating one million dollars, in money of the 
United States, for improving the Port of Manila." 

When the Municipal Board shall decide that public exigency re- 
quires the immediate delivery of any article or performance of any 
service, the article or service required may, with the approval of the 
Governor-General, be procured by open purchase or hire at the 
places and in the manner in which articles are usually bought and 
sold or such services engaged between individuals, provided the price 
of such article or service does not in any single instance exceed five 
thousand pesos. The Municipal Board may advertise and contract 
for the doing of the work required either as a whole or in part as it 
may deem most advantageous to the public interests. 

Sec. 11. Except where this Act specifically provides otherwise, or 
is inconsistent with the general rules and regulations contained in 
section five of said Act Numbered Twenty-two, such rules and regu- 
lations shall control in the letting of contracts and the conduct of the 
works herein provided to be done, so far as the same are practicable.

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and returnable to, a court outside of the city of Manila, service 
whereof must be made in the city of Manila, the traveling fees to be 
charged for such service shall be two pesos, and no more, to be paid 
to the city assessor and collector as before provided. The officer 
transmitting the same to the sheriff of the city of Manila shall charge 
and receive no traveling fees for such service in the city of Manila 
or for the return of the process to the court whence it issued.''

" Par. 7. The grantee shall begin the construction of the system

AN ACT Amending the internal revenue law of nineteen hundred and four. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine, en- 
titled " The Internal Revenue Law of Nineteen hundred and four," i« 
hereby amended in the following particulars : 

{a) Paragraph eight of section sixty-eight of said Act is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following words : 

" Every person who sells or offers to sell, for himself or on commis- 
sion, foreign or domestic distilled spirits or wines or fermented 
liquors to other persons for the purpose of resale, shall likewise be 
<leemed to be a wholesale liquor dealer, or wholesale dealer in fer- 
mented liquors, as the case may be, irrespective of the quantities of 
such distilled spirits, wines, or fermented liquors sold at one time." 

(b) Paragraph twelve of section sixty-eight of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

" 12. Every peddler of manufactured tobacco or distilled, manu- 
factured, or fermented liquors, or both, when traveling with more 
than two horses, mules, or other animals, shall pay eighty ]>esos; 
when traveling by boat, or with two horses, mules, or other animals, 
Fhall pay forty pesos ; when traveling with one horse, mule, or other 
animal, shall pay twenty-four pesos; when traveling on foot^or by 

{)ublic conveyance, shall pay sixteen pesos. Every person who, for 
limself or on commission, sells or offers to sell and deliver manufac- 
tured tobacco, snuff, cigars, cigarettes, or distilled, manufactured, 
or fermented liquors, traveling from place to place in the town or 
country, shall be regarded as a peddler and subject to the license tax 
imposed in this paragraph. Every such peddler shall at all times 
have in his possession such license, which lie shall produce upon the 
demand of any internal-revenue officer."

" Sec. 74. There shall be levied and collected on all' distilled spirits 
and manufactured liquors manufactured in the Philippine Islanas for 
domestic sale or consumption a tax of twenty centavos on each liter 
of proof spirits, until January first, nineteen hundred and six, and 
thereafter a tax of twenty-five centavos on each such liter of proof 
spirits, to be paid by the distillery owners or persons having pos- 
session thereof before removal from the distillery or bonded ware- 
house. The tax on such spirits shall be collected on the whole num- 
ber of proof liters, and shall be increased in proportion for anj 
greater strength than the strength of proof spirit as defined in this 
article, and any fractional part of a liter, amounting to a half liter 
or over in a cask or package, shall be taxed as a liter, and any frac- 
tional part of a liter less than half a liter in a cask or package shall 
be exempt from the tax: Provided^ That any package of spirits the 
total contents of which are less than a liter shall be taxed as one liter." ' 

{d) Section eighty-seven of said Act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

" Sec. 87. Persons engaged in the concoction or manufacture of

liauors shall be subject to all the requirements in this Act contained 
relating to distillers in regard to the registration of their establish- 
ments and the execution of bonds, and shall be subject to all of the 
regulations as to the manner of conducting their business and of 
the inspection thereof, the marking and numbering of all the casks 
and receptacles and packages, removal of spirits, payment of taxes, 
returns and reports of operations as are provided in this Act for the 
control of the operations of distillers and prevention of frauds on 
their part, and shall be subject to all the provisions of this Act impos- 
ing penalties, punishments, and forfeitures for noncompliance with 
the law." 

(e) Section eighty-eight of said Act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows :

Section 1. The supervision and direction of the improvements in 
the harbors of Cebu and Iloilo are hereby delegated to the Officer in 
Charge of the Improvement of the Port of Manila, whose office shall 
hereafter be known as the Office of Port Works, and who shall here- 
after be designated as the Officer in Charge of Port Works, and shall 
be under the general supervision of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Police; and all proi)erty, plans, and documents now in the possession 
of the Bureau of Engineering, which were purchased for use in con- 
nection with such work, or which have reterence to the same, shall 
be inventoried and transferred to the Office of Port Works. 

Sec. 2. The Officer in Charge of Port Works shall have charge of 
all surveys and investigations of navigable rivers, harbors, and other 
navigable waters in the Philippine Islands, except such as are by law 
assigned to the Bureau of Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the time 
and services of the various employees now employed in the Office of 
the Improvement of the Port of Manila are hereby made available 
for the general purposes of the Office of Port Works as provided 
herein. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred.

AN ACT Authorizing the Board of Health for the Philippine Islnncla to pro- 
mulgate qnarantine regulations for the government of vessels engaged in the 
coastwise trade of the Philippine Islands. 

Hy authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Board of Health for the Philippine Islands shall, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Interior, make and pro- 
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mulgate quarantine reflations for the government of vessels enter- 
ing all ports of the Philippine Islands, except ports of entry, and fix 
penalties for violations thereof: Provided^ however^ That such pen- 
alties shall in no case exceed a fine of five hundred pesos, Philippine 
currency; such quarantine regulations so made and promulgated 
shall be published at least once in the Official Gazette, and, upon 
such publication, they shall have the force and effect of law, and 
violations thereof may be prosecuted in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws, passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

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AN ACT To amend Act Numbered Three hundred and fifty-five, known as the 
Philippine Customs Administrative Act, l)y declaring all iK)rt8 and places In 
the Philippine Islands oi^en to vessels licensed to engage in the coastwise 
trade, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: ^ 

Section 1. Section one hundred and fiftv-one of Act Numbered 
Three hundred and fifty-five, entitled "An Act to constitute the cus- 
toms service of the Philippine Archipelago and to provide for the 
administration thereof," is nereby amended to read as follows : 

" Sec. 151. All ports and places in the Philippine Islands are 
hereby declared open to vessels regularly licensed to engage in the 
coastwise trade, and no entrance or clearance to or from such ports 
shall be required, except as provided for in sections one hundred and 
thirty-six and one hundred and thirtj^-seven of this Act: Provided^ 
however^ That the Governor-General may by proclamation close any 
ix)rt or place in the Philippine Islands to the coastwise trade, and 
any vessel found entering a place so closed by proclamation of the 
Governor-General shall be subject to a fine of not less than five dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars." , 

Sec. 2. Section one hundred and thirty-six of said Act is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

" Sec. 136. The master of every vessel licensed for carrying on the 
coasting trade shall, previous to the departure of such vessel from a 
port of entry, make out and subscribe duplicate manifests of the 
whole of the cargo on board such vessel, specifying in such manifests 
the marks and numbers of packages, the port of destination, and the 
names of the respective consignees. He shall deliver such manifests 
to the collector or other customs official duly authorized, before whom 
he shall swear to the best of his knowledge and belief that the goods 
therein contained, if foreign, were imported legally and that the 
duties thereon have been paid or secured. Thereupon the said col- 
lector or customs official shall certify the same on the manifests, one of 
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which he shall return to the master with a permit specifying thereon, 
generally, the lading on board such vessel, and authorizing him to 
proceed to his port of destination, retaining the duplicate. 

" If any vessel, Iwing laden, and destined as mentioned in this sec- 
tion, shall depart from a port of entry without the master haWng first 
made out and submitted duplicate manifests of the lading on Tx)ard 
such vessel in the form and manner prescribed herein, such master 
shall be liable to a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars nor 
less than five dollars, or one dollar per net ton, in the discretion of 
the collector: ProridecK howerer^ That the manifests specified in this 
section shall not be required for cargo transported between ports in 
the Philippine Islands which are not ports of entry: And provided 
further^ That all cargo laden on board a vessel at a port in the Phil- 
ippine Islands for transportation to a port of entry shall be mani- 
fested by the master of the vessel as above specified." 

Sec. 3. Section one hundred and thirty-seven of said Act is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

" Sec. 137. The master of every vessel licensed for carrying on 
coasting trade shall, previous to the unlading at a port of entry of 
any part of the cargo of such vessel, deliver to the collector of cus- 
toms or other customs official residing at the port the manifest of the 
cargo for said port of entry. Thereupon the collector of customs or 
other customs official shall grant a permit for unlading a part or the 
whole of such cargo as the master of the vessel may request. 

" If the master of such vessel mentioned in this section shall neg- 
lect or refuse to deliver said manifest at the time and in the manner 
directed, he shall be* liable to a penalty of not more than one hundred 
dollars nor less than five dollars, or one dollar per net ton, in the dis- 
cretion of the collector." 

Sec. 4. Secticm two hundred and eighty-four of said Act is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

" Sec. 284. The following papers shall not be issued, received, 
granted, or in any manner recognized by any customs officer unless

AN ACT Extending the time for tiie payment of tiie cedula and land taxes in 
tlie Province of Cebii for tiie year nineteen liundred and five, and providing 
for a loan of sixty thousand pesos to said province. 

By authority of the United Statey^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Cofnmissionj that : 

Section 1. The period for the payment, without penalty, of the 
cedula tax for the year nineteen hundred and five in the Province of 
Cebu is hereby extended to October thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and five, the provisions of Article XII of the Internal Revenue Law 
of Nineteen hundred and four to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
the time for the payment, without penalty, of the land tax for said 
year in said provnice is hereby extended to November thirtieth, nine- 
teen hundrecl and five. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the Insu- 
lar Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of sixty thousand 
pesos, Philippine currency, to be loaned to the Province oi Cebu and 
to be used by the provincial board of said province in making loans 
to municipalities thereof for expenditure on public works. Said 
amount shall be paid to the provincial treasurer of Cebu upon the 
production by him to the Insular Treasurer of a certified copy of a 
resolution of the provincial board of Cebu accepting such loan and 
agreeing to repay the same, without interest, in four equal annual 
installments due on or before one, two, three, and four years, respec- 
tively, from the date of the acceptance of said loan. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of ''An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred.

By authority of the United Staten^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Attorney-General for the Philippine Islands is 
hereby authorized to institute and prosecute in the proper tribunals, 
from time to time, as occasion may require, civil actions to recover 
the penalties and forfeitures provided by law for the introduction of 
contract laborers into the Philippine Islands in contravention of the 
provisions of the Act of Congress approved March third, nineteen 
hundred and three, entitled "An Act to re^ilate the immigration of 
aliens into the United States." In case penalties and forfeitures are 
recovered in such actions, the proceeds thereof, together with the legal 
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costs collected, shall be paid into the Treasury of the Philippine 
Islands for the general purposes of the Government thereoi. In 
case judgment shall be rendered for the defendants to recover their 
costs, such costs shall be paid out of the Treasury of the Philippine 
Islands. 

Sec. 2. This Act is passed in pursuance of the provisions of section 
six of the Act of Congress approved February sixth, nineteen hundred 
and five, commonly called the " Cooper Law.^' 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with sec- 
tion two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Com- 
mission in the enactment of laws,"' passed September twenty-sixth, 
nineteen hundred.

the making and publishing of an index to the Gazette quarterly instead of 
semiannually as at present, for the further free distribution of the Gazette, 
and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission <f that: 

Section 1. The publication of the laws and resolutions of the Com- 
mission in quarterly volumes is hereby discontinued, and it is hereby 
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directed that all resolutions of the Commission or other official matter 
heretofore ordered publi.^hed in said quarterly volumes shall be pub- 
lished in the Official Gazette. 

Sec. 2. Act Numbered Four hundred and fifty-three, entitled "An 
Act providing for the publication by the Insular Government of an 
Official Gazette under the general direction of the Department of 
Public Instruction," as amended by Acts Numbered Six hundred and 
sixty-four and Nine hundred and seventy-one, is hereby further 
amended as follows: 

(a) By striking out of section two thereof the w'ords " to cause to

in such manner as may from time to time be authorized by resolu- 
tions of the Philippine Commission and in carrying out the intent 
of the Congress oi the United States in appropriating the fund 
aforesaid.

Section two of Act Numl)ered Thirteen hundred and 
twenty-one, entitled ''An Act abolishing the office of fiscal for the 
Province of Oriental Negros and providing that the duties of the 
fiscal for that province shall be performed by the fiscal of the Prov- 
ince of Cebu," IS hereby amendecl to read as follows : 

'' Sec. 2. The duties imposed by law upon the fiscal for the Prov- 
ince of Oriental Negros shall hereafter be |>erformed by the fiscal 
of the Province of Cebu. In view of the additional duties hereby 
imposed upon the fiscal of the Province of Cebu the salary of the 
fiscal of the two provinces shall be two thousand nine hundred dol- 
lars, United States currency, per annum, of which one thousand 
eight hundred dollars shall lx» paid by the Province of Cebu and one 
thousand one hundred dollan^ by the Province of Oriental Negros, 
but the fiscal shall appoint and shall pay for, out of his salary, a 
deputy fiscal for the Province of Oriental Negros who shall not nec- 
e^ssarily be subject to the provisions of the Civil Service Act, and who 
shall assist the fiscal of Cebu in the performance of his official duties 
in the Province of Oriental Negros and also in the Province of Cebu 
when his services are not required for the Province of Oriental 
Negros, and who shall reside at Dumaguete, in the Province of 
Oriental Negros, or at Cebu, in the Province of Cebu, at the discre- 
tion of the fiscal of Cebu. The fiscal of Cebu is hereby authorized, 
when necessary, temporarily to detail from the office of fiscal of the 
Province of Cebu one or more of the subordinate employees of said 
office for duty in the Province of Oriental Negros. The necessary 
traveling expenses of the fiscal and subordinate employees of his 
office in going to Dumaguete from Cebu and in returning to Cebu, 
and while traveling in the Province of Oriental Negros in the per- 
formance of official duties pertaining to said province, shall be paid 
hy the Province of Oriental Negros. The necessary expenses of sub- 
sistence of the fiscal, the deputy fiscal for Oriental Negros should 
his residence be fixed at Cebu, and other employees detailed for tem- 
porary duty in Oriental Negros, while staying at Dumaguete, shall 
be considered subsistence expenses payable by the Province of Ori- 
ental Negros : Provided^ That the provisions of Act Numbered Thir- 
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teen hundred and thirty-four shall be applicable in all cases. Should 
the deputy fiscal reside at Dumaguete the same rule shall apply upon 
his temporary detail to Cebu, the expenses to be paid by the Prov- 
ince of Cebu, which province shall m any event pay his traveling 
expenses between the provinces, irrespective of his place of residence. 
Upon the recommendation of the provincial board of Oriental Negros 
and the approval of the Insular Treasurer said fiscal is hereby 
authorized to appoint a clerk in the office of fiscal at Dumaguete 
whose salary shall be paid from the funds of said Province of 
Oriental Negros."

AN ACT To provide for further improving tlie port of Manila, to authorize the 
construction of an extension to the Luneta in the city of Manila, and to pro- 
vide for the loan of three hundred and fifty thousand pesos to the city of 
Manila to be expended in making such extension. 

AMiereas the contracts made with the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific 
Company, a corporation, for dredging the port of Manila, under Act 
Numoered Twentv-two as amenoed, has been completed, and it is 
necessary to provide for further contracts for a continuance of the 
work on improving the harbor of Manila ; and 

Whereas the said Atlantic, Gflilf and Pacific C!ompany is fully 
equipped to proceed with the work of continuing the improvements 
to Manila Harbor without delays and has offered to make new con- 
tracts for said work upon terms which are considered by the Com- 
mission reasonable : Now, therefore. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Officer in Charge of Port Works is hereby author- 
ized to enter into a contract or contracts with the Atlantic, Gulf and 
Pacific Company for additional improvements to the harbor of 
Manila as follows: 

(a) For the construction of such rock and timber bulkheads or 
sea walls as may be necessary for the making of an extension to the 
Luneta in the city of Manila, which shall be constructed in accordance 
with plans and specifications to be prepared by the Officer in Charge 
of Port Works, which plans and specifications shall be based upon 
the plan referred to in section three of this Act and shall be approved 
by tne Governor-General and the Municipal Board of Manila. The 
rock work necessary in constructing said bulkheads shall be done at 
the price of two pesos and sixtv centavos per ton of rock in place and 
the necessary timber bulkheads shall be constructed at the price of 
twenty pesos per linear foot. 
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{b) For the extension of the so-called east breakwater of the 
Manila Harbor improvements for a distance of one thousand feet into 
the harbor upon such plans and specifications as may be prepared by 
the Officer in Charge of Port Works and approved by the Grovernor- 
General, at the price of two i>esos and sixty centavos per ton of rock 
in place. 

(c) For additional dredging of the harbor of Manila bevond that 

f)reviously authorized and contracted for in the amount or two mil- 
ion cubic yards, at the price of twenty-four centavos per cubic yard 
for material dredged, one million six hundred thousand cubic jards 
thereof, more or less, to be placed by the contracting company inside 
the bulkheads constructed to inclose the Luneta extension above re- 
ferred to and the remainder of such dredged material to be utilized 
in raising the existing area of ground reclaimed under previous con- 
tract with said company. 

Sec. 2. Such contract or contracts shall contain all provisions nec- 
essary, to secure proper performance of the work contemplated by 
section one hereof and shall be signed and duly acknowledged by the 
Officer in Charge of Port Works and the properly authorized repre- 
sentative of the contracting company. The contract or contracts 
shall be made and executed in quadruplicate, one copy to be retained 
by the Officer in Charge of Port Works, one copy eacn to be filed with 
the Governor-General and the Municipal Board of Manila, and the 
fourth copy to be retained by the contracting company. The con- 
tracting company shall give a bond or bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of the work contracted for in such amount as may be 
required bv the Officer in Charge of Port Works, which bond or 
bonds shall be approved by the Governor-General. The contract or 
contracts shall contain a provision by which there shall be retained 
from all partial payments made thereunder at least ten per centum 
of the amount due until the acceptance of the work under contract 
and the final payment therefor, as additional security for the per- 
formance of the contract or contracts. 

Sec. 3. The plan to be followed in the making of the Luneta exten- 
sion referred to in section one shall be that prepared by Architect D. 
H. Burnham, dated January fourteenth, nineteen hundred and five, 
which is now on file in the office of the Philippine Commission, which 
plan is hereby adopted as a general outline for the extension and 
improvement of the Luneta in the city of Manila, with the addition 
of a boulevard eighty meters in width to extend along the bay shore 
from the south wall of said projected Luneta extension to the mouth 
of the Estero de San Antonio Abad. The reclamation from the Bay 
of Manila of the land included in said projected Luneta extension 
and said boulevard is hereby authorized and the land thereby re- 
claimed shall l>e the property of the city of Manila. 

Sec. 4. The city of Manila is hereby authorized to provide for the 
construction, as in the case of other municipal public works, of a 
sea wall to inclose and protect the boulevard referred to and to pro- 
vide for the filling, grading, and other improvement of the same, the 
plans and specifications for the construction of said work, however, 
to be prepared by the Officer in Charge of Port Works and to be 
approved by the Governor-General and the Municipal Board of 
Manila before work is commenced thereon. Appropriations for the 
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construction of said boulevard shall be made when the Municipal 
Board of Manila shall certify to the Commission that the plans and 
specifications therefor are prepared and that municipal funds are 
available for such work. 

Sec. 5. The city of Manila is hereby authorized to set aside a 
tract of the reclaimed land formed by the Luneta extension author- 
ized by this Act at the north end of said tract, not to exceed five hun- 
dred leet by six hundred feet in size, for a hotel site, and to lease the 
same, with the approval of the Governor-General, to a responsible 
person or corporation for a term of not to exceed ninety-nine years. 
Such lease shall be made to the person or corporation who, in the 
opinion of the Municipal Board and the Governor-General, shall 
make the best bid for the same, and who shall agree to construct and 
maintain thereon a hotel the plans and sj^ecifications of which shall 
be approved by the Municipal Board after inspection by an architect 
to be desiOTiated by said Board. 

Sec. 6. The work authorized by paragraphs (6) and (c) of section 
one hereof shall be paid for out ox funds of the Insular Government 
realized by the sale of public improvement bonds under the Act of 
Congress approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, and 
which have heretofore been or may hereafter be appropriated for the 
improvement of the harbor of Manila. The work authorized by 
paragraph (a) of said section shall be paid for out of funds of the 
city of Manila, but the area to be reclaimed by said proposed Luneta 
extension shall be filled, without cost to the city of Manila, with 
material dredged from Manila Bay at the expense of the Insular 
Government. 

Sec. 7. The city of Manila is hereby authorized to borrow from the 
Insular Government, by resolution of the Municipal Board, the sum 
of three hundred and fifty thousand pesos, to be expended in the 
construction of the Luneta extension provided for by paragraph (a) 
of section one hereof. The sum thus borrowed shall be repaid in 
seven equal installments, the first installment to be payable one year 
uftcr the date of the loan, and the remaining payments each year 
thereafter. There is hereby appropriated, out of the funds realized 
by the sale of public improvement bonds, issued under Act Numbered 
Thirteen hundred and one, the sum of three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand pesos, to comply with the provisions of this section, and repay- 
ments made on said loan shall be credited to the fund from wliich 
appropriated. Such funds shall be available for expenditure as an 
appropriation for the city of Manila for the purposes contemplated, 
upon the acceptance by the Municipal Board of said loan, and appro- 
priation is hereby made for said purpose. 

Sec. 8. The OlBcer in Charge of Port Works shall make detailed 
monthly reports of the progress of all work authorized hereunder 
to the Governor-General and shall make similar detailed monthly 
reports to the Municipal Board of Manila as to the progress of the 
work which is paid for from municipal funds, such reports to con- 
tain statements of expenditures made, together with suggestions of 
any modifications which may be shown to l>o advisable during the 
process of the work.

OFFICE OF THE INSULAR PURCHASING AGENT. 

There is hereby made available such portion of the amount hereto- 
fore returned to the general fund under resolution of the Commis- 
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sion of December twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and four, as may 
be necessary to reimburse the appropriation for " Purchase of sup- 
plies " for expenditures for the maintenance of that Office including 
additional hire of lorcha crews, assistant foremen, and emergency 
clerks not later than June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and five, the 
limits provided by Act Numbered Twelve hundred and twenty -five to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and five stablemen, at one hundred 
and twentv pesos, Philippine currency, each per month, hereby au- 
thorized, tor services rendered from September first, nineteen hun- 
dred and four, until not later than March thirty-first, nineteen 
hundred and five: Provided^ That excepting the expenditures au- 
thorized b}^ this paragraph, all expenses of the Office of the Insular 
Purchasing Agent from April first, nineteen hundred and five, of 
whatever character, shall be paid from its appropriation for " Pur- 
chase of supplies:" And provided^ That the expenses so authorized 
shall conform to and not exceed the limits fixed by Act Numbered 
Twelve hundred and twenty-five and succeeding appropriation Acts 
so far as expenditures under the subheads " Salaries and wages " and 
"Contingent expenses" are concerned: Provided^ That tne Gov- 
ernor-General is hereby authorized and directed to fix the rate of 
surcharge beginning July first, nineteen hundred and five, at such 
other percentage of the cost of the supplies laid down in the ware- 
houses of the Insular Purchasing Agent as experience may show to 
be necessary and adequate to cover all the operating expenses of said 
Office, including the expenses of delivery within the city of Manila 
at the premises of the Department, Bureau, or Office, or on board 
ship for forwarding to points in the provinces: And provided fur- 
ther^ That the Insular Purchasing Agent shall settle the accounts 
for land or water transportation for supplies forwarded by him to 
points outside the city of Manila and include the amounts thereof in 
his bill for the supplies, the provisions of Act Numbered Nine hun- 
dred and nine to the contrary notwithstanding: And provided fur- 
ther^ That in his bills for supplies furnished to any Department, 
Bureau, or Office, Insular, provincial, or municipal, the Insular Pur- 
chasing Agent shall charge separately the cost of the supplies laid 
down m his warehouses, and that of delivery, if beyond tne limits 
of the city of Manila, upon the total amount of which he shall calcu- 
late and show as a separate item the amount of the surcharge now 
authorized by law or which may hereafter be fixed by the Governor- 
General as herein provided. 

On and after April first, nineteen hundred and five, all land trans- 
portation theretofore supplied by the Office of the Insular Purchasing 
Agent to other Insular Departments, Bureaus, and Offices shall be 
supplied by hire from the city of Manila, or from private contractors, 
or otherwise, as may be most economical, in the discretion of the 
Governor-General. All existing provisions of law imposing upon the 
Insular Purchasing Agent the duty of supphring land transportation 
to Insular Departments, Bureaus, and Offices, and to the city of 
Manila, are hereby repealed, and this repeal shall be effective as of 
March thirty-first, nineteen hundred and nve. The transfer of trans- 

1)ortation supplies, material, and plant from various Bureaus of the 
[nsular Government to the city of Manila, ordered by the Govemor- 
Greneral and effective April first, nineteen hundred and five, is hereby 
authorized and confirmed, and eighty-five per centuiiti of the original

cost thereof as certified by the Insular Auditor is hereby appropriated 
out of any funds in the Treasury of the Philippine Islands not other- 
wise appropriated, and shall be returned to the general fund for 
account of the Bureaus from which transferred : Provided^ That such 
returned funds shall not be* available for expenditure : And provided. 
That all revenues derived from such transportation shall be depositea 
with the Insular Treasurer as a refund to the appropriation hereby 
created, until the original amount thereof shall have oeen depositea, 
returned to the general fimd of the Treasury, and so credited by the 
Auditor. Thereafter such revenues shall be deposited as a refund as 
may be provided by law.

branding until September thirtieth, nineteen hundred and five. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Section seven of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and 
forty-seven, entitled "An Act regulating the registration, branding, 
conveyance, and slaughter of large cattle, and providing for the dis- 
position, care, custody, and sale of est rays or large cattle captured or 
seized by the Philippines Constabulary or other peace officers, and 
repealing Act Numbered Six hundred and thirty-seven, and so much 
of Act Numbered Eight hundred and seventy-seven as provides for 
the disposition, care, custody, or sale of cattle, carabaos, horses, and 
animals of the bovine family, and all other Acts or parts of Acts 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act," is hereby amended by 
adding at the close or section seven thereof the following sentence: 
" Cattle kept by the Insular Government for breeding purposes need 
not be branded," so that the section shall read : 

" Sec. 7. Large cattle already branded with brand of ownership 
and counterbranded with the brand of the proper municipality need 
not be rebranded, but the owner must register such animals with the 
municipal treasurer and secure the certificate of ownership mentioned 
in section eight unless previously registered under this Act. 

" Cattle imported for immediate slaughter need not be branded or 
registered, but the provisions of section thirty of this Act must be 
complied with. Cattle kept by the Insular Government for breeding 
purposes need not be branded." 

Sec. 2. Section thirty-four of said Act Numbered Eleven hundred 
and forty-seven, as amended by Act Numbered Twelve hundred and 
seventy-seven, is hereby further amended so as to extend the time for 
the registration and branding of large cattle to September thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and five.

AN ACT Prescribing and adopting the arms and a Great Seal of the Govemmeut 
of the Philippine Islands, and providing for the use and custody of the 
Great Seal. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby prescribed and adopted the arms and 
a Great Seal of the Government of the Philippine Islands, of the 
designs hereinafter described : 

Arms: Paleways of thirteen pieces, argent and gules; a chief 
azure; over all the arms of Manila, per fess gules and azure, in 
chief the cattle of Spain or, doors and windows azure, in base a 
sea-lion, argent langued and armed gules, in dexter paw a sword 
hilted or. Crest : The American eagle displayed proper. Beneath, 
a scroll with the words " Philippine Islands " inscribed thereon. 

Sec. 2. The Great Seal shall be circular in form, with the arms as 
described in section one, but without the scroll and the inscription 
thereon, and surrounding the whole a double marginal circle within 
which shall appear the words " Government of the Philippine 
Islands," " United States of America," the two phrases being divided 
by two small five-pointed stars. 

Sec. 3. The Great Seal shall be and remain in the custody of the 
Executive Secretary, and shall be af&xed to or placed upon all com- 
missions signed by the Governor-General, and upon such other 
official documents and papers of the Government oi the Philippine 
Islands as may by law oe provided, and as may be requirea by 
custom in the (fiscretion of the Governor-General. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of affixing or placing the Great Seal, as 
provided in section three of this Act, the colors of the arms shall 
not be considered an essential part thereof, and an impression from 
the engraved seal, according to the design hereinbefore described, on 
any commission or other official document or paper, shall be valid to 
all intents and purposes, whether such colors or a representation of 
such colors be employed or not.

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AN ACT Creating the port of Jurata, on the Island of Cagayan de Jolo, n port 
of entry, and amending section tliree hundred and one of Act Numbered Three 
hundred and fifty-five, as amended. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The port of Jurata, on the Island of Cagayan de Jolo, 
in the Jolo collection district, is hereby created a port of entry. 
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Sec. 2. The following employees are hereby authorized at said 
port : One collector of customs, class seven, who shall act as disburs- 
ing clerk without additional compensation ; one interpreter and clerk, 
Class I; and such number of boatmen at a total expense of not to 
exceed twenty pesos, Philippine currency, per month, as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct of the customs business at said port. 

Sec. 3. Section thi-ee hundred and one of Act Numbered Three 
hundred and fifty-five, entitled ''An Act to constitute the Customs 
Service of the Philij)pine Archipelago and to provide for the admin- 
istration thereof," as amended by Act Numbered Eight hundred and 
ninety-eight, is hereby further amended by inserting, after the word

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AN ACT Authorizing the provincial board of Ilocos Sur to make a loan of a sum 
not exceeding five thousand pesos from provincial funds to the municipality 
of Candon to bo used for nmnlclpal school purposes and in the alteration and 
repair of the old casa presidencia. 

By authority of the United States^ he it endcted hy the Philippine 
Commission., that: 

Section 1. The provincial board of Ilocos Sur is hereby author- 
ized to loan from provincial funds a sum not exceeding five thousand 
pesos to the municipality of Candon, to be used for municipal school 
purposes and in the alteration and repair of the old easa presidencia 
of the municipalitv, one half of the building, when repaired, to be 
used for municipal offices and the other half to be used for school 
purposes until such time as an intermediate school buildinp for the 
municipality shall be provided. Such loan shall l>e repaid to the 
provincial treasury, without interest, within three years from the date 
of the acceptance of the loan or within such other period less than 
three years and in such amounts and at such times as may be fixed by 
the provincial board. 

Sec. 2. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred.

Enacted, July 3, 1905. 
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AN ACT To provide for the granting of a franchise to construct, maintain, and 
operate telephone and telegraph systems, and to carry on other electrical 
transmission business in and bet\%'een the provinces, cities, and municipalities 
of the Island of Luzon. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. There is hereby granted, for a period of fifty years from 
and after the passage of this Act, upon the considerations and condi- 
tions herein contained, to John I. Sabin and Louis Glass and their 
successors or assigns the right and privilege to construct, maintain, 
and operate in the Island of Luzon and in and between the provinces, 
cities, and municipalities thereof a telephone and telegrapli system, 
to carry on the business of transmitting messages and signals by 
means of electricity in and between said provinces, cities, and munici- 
palities, and for the purpose of operating said telephone and tele- 
graph system and of transmitting messages and signals by means of 
electricity to construct telephone and telegraph lines in and between 
said provinces, cities, and municipalities, to construct, maintain, and 
operate and use all apparatus, conduits, and appliances necessary for 
the electrical transmission of messages and signals, to erect poles, 
string wires, build conduits, lay cables, and to construct, maintain, 
and use such other approved and generally accepted means of elec- 
trical conduction in, on, over, or under the public roads, highways, 
lands, bridges, streets, lanes, alleys, avenues, and sidewalks of said 
provinces, cities, and municipalities as may be necessary and best 
adapted to the transmission of messages and signals by means of 
electricity: Provided^ however^ That all poles erected and all con- 
duits constructed or used by the grantees, their successors or assigns, 
shall be located in the places designated by provincial, city, or munic- 
ipal authorities, as the case may be, and poles shall be straight and 
smooth and erected and painted in a good, substantial, and workman- 
like manner to the satisfaction of such authorities, but it shall not 
be obligatory on the grantees, their successors or assigns, to paint 
poles exc(»pt in cities and centers of population of municipalities: 
And provided further^ That said poles shall Ije of such a height and 
the wires or conductors strung or used by said grantees shall be so 
placed and safeguarded as to prevent danger to life or property by 
reason of contact with electric light, power, or street railway wires 
or conductors: And provided further^ That upon reasonable notice 
and by resolution of the j)roj>er Insular, provincial, city, or munici- 
pal authorities, the grantees, their successors or assigns, may be re- 
quired to relocate poles or remove or raise wires or other conductors 
so as to permit the passage of buildings or other structures from one 
place to another, one-half the actual cost of such relocation of poles 
or raising or removal of wires or other conductors to be paid by 
the person at whose instance the building or structure is moved; and, 
at the expense of the grantees, their successors or assigns, to relocate 
conduits, poles, and wires and to raise or remove wires or other con- 
ductors when the public interest so rerj^uires in order to enable Insular, 
al, city, or municipal authorities to prosecute and complete 
lie work. 
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Should the grantees, their successors or assigns, fail, refuse, or 
neglect within a reasonable time to relocate their poles, conduits, or 
wires or other conductors or to raise their wires or other conductors 
when so directed by the proper Insular, provincial, city, or municipal 
authorities, then said authorities may relocate said poles, conduits, 
or wires or other conductors or raise said wires or other conductors 
at the expense of the grantees, their successors or assigns: And pro- 
vided further^ That whenever twenty-five or more pairs of open wires 
or other conductors are carried on one line of poles in any city or 
municipal center, said wires or conductors shall be placed in one cable 
and whenever more than two hundred and fifty pairs of wires or 
other conductors in cables are carried on one line of poles, said 
cables shall be placed underground. 

Sec. 2. For tne purpose of erecting and maintaining poles or other 
supports for said wires or other conductors or for the purpose of lay- 
ing and maintaining underground said wires, cables, or other con- 
ductors, it shall be lawful for the grantees, their successors or assigns, 
under such regulations and orders as may be prescribed by Insular, 

f)rovincial, citj, or municipal authorities, to make excavations and 
ay conduits m any of the public places, lands, roads, highways, 
streets, lanes, alleys, avenues, bridges, or sidewalks in or between the 
said provinces, cities, or municipalities: Provided^ howeiwr^ That 
any public place, road, highway, street, lane, alley, avenue, bridge, or 
sidewalk disturbed, altered, or changed by reason of the erection of 
poles or other supports or the laying underground of wires or other 
conductors shall wherever disturbed, altered, or changed be repaired 
and replaced in a good, substantial, and workmanlike manner by said 
grantees, their successors or assigns, to the satisfaction of the Insular, 
provincial, city, or municipal authorities, as the case may be. Should 
the grantees, their successors or assigns, after reasonable written notice 
from said authorities, fail, refuse, or neglect to repair and replace in a 

food, subtantial, and workmanlike manner to the satisfaction of said 
nsular, provincial, city, or municipal authorities any part of a public 
place, road, highway, street, lane, alley, avenue, bridge, or sidewalk 
altered, changed, or disturbed by said grantees, their successors or as- 
signs, then the Insular, provincial, city, or municipal authorities, as 
the case may be, shall have the right to have the same properly re- 
paired and placed in good order and condition at the cost and expense 
of the grantees^ their successors or assigns. 

Sec. 3. All telegraph and telephone lines and systems for the trans- 
mission of messages and signals by means of electricity owned, main- 
tained, or operated by the grantees, their successors or assigns, shall 
be maintained and operated at all times in a complete, modern, first- 
class style as understood in the United States, and it shall be the fur- 
ther duty of said grantees, their successors or assigns, to modify, im- 
prove, and change such telephone and telegraph system, or svstem for 
the transmission of messages by means of electricity, in such manner 
and to such extent as the progress of science and improvements in the 
method of transmission of messages and signals by means of electric- 
ity may make reasonable and proper. 

Sec. 4. The grantees, their successors or assigns, shall keep a sepa- 
rate account of the gross receipts of the telephone, telegraph, and elec- 
trical transmission business transacted by them in the city of Manila 
and in each of the municipalities of the various jirovinces and shall 
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furnish to the Insular Auditor and the Insular Treasurer a copy of 
such account not later than the thirty-first day of July of each year 
for the twelve months preceding the first day of July. For the pur- 

fose of auditing the accounts so rendered to the Insular Auditor and 
nsular Treasurer all of the books and accounts of the grantees, their 
successors or assigns, shall be subject to the official inspection of the 
Insular Auditor, or his authorized representatives, and m the absence 
of fraud or mistake the audit and approval by the Insular Auditor of 
the accounts so rendered to him and to the Insular Treasurer shall be 
final and conclusive evidence as to the amount of said gross receipts. 

Sec. 5. The grantees, their successors or assigns, shall be liable to 
pay the same taxes on their real estate, buildings, and personal prop- 
erty exclusive of the franchise as other persons or corporations are 
now or hereafter may be required by law to pay. The grantees, their 
successors or assigns, shall further pay to the Insular Treasurer each 
year, within ten daj^s after the audit and approval of the accounts as 
prescribed in section four of this Act, two per centum of all gross 
receipts of the telephone, telegraph, or other electrical transmission 
business transacted under this franchise by the grantees, their suc- 
cessors or assigns, and the said percentage shall be in lieu of all taxes 
on the franchise or earnings thereof. 

Sec. 6. As a guaranty that the franchise has been accepted in good 
faith and that within eighteen months from the date oi the passage 
of this Act, the grantees, or their successors or assigns, will begin the 
business of transmitting messages by telephone and will be fully 
equipped and ready to operate according to the terms of this fran- 
chise one thousand telephones in the city of Manila, the said grantees 
shall deposit at the time of such acceptance, with the Insular Treas- 
urer, fifty thousand pesos or negotiable bonds of the United States 
or other securities, approved by the Governor-Greneral, of the face 
value of fifty thousand pesos: Pronded^ however^ That if the deposit 
is made in money the same shall be deposited at interest in some 
interest-paying bank approved by the Governor-General and all 
interest accruing and due on such deposit shall be collected by the 
Insular Treasurer and paid to the grantees, their successors or 
assigns, on demand : And provided further^ That if the deposit made 
with the Insular Treasurer be negotiable bonds of the United States 
or other interest-bearing securities approved by the Governor-Gen- 
eral, the interest on such bonds or securities shall be collected by the 
Insular Treasurer and paid over to the grantees, their successors 
or assigns, on demand. Should the said grantees, their successors 
or assigns, for any cause other than the act of God, the public enemy, 
usurped or military power, martial law, riot, civil commotion, or 
inevitable cause, fail, refuse, or neglect to begin within eighteen 
months from the date of the passage of this Act, the business of 
transmitting messages by telephone, or fail, refuse, or neglect to be 
fully equipped and ready to operate within eighteen months from the 
date of the passage of this Act one thousand telephones in the citj 
of Manila according to the terms of this franchise, then the deposit 
prescribed by this section to be made with the Insular Treasurer, 
whether in money, bonds, or other securities, shall become the prop- 
erty of the Insular Government as liauidated damages caused to such 
Government by such failure, refusal, or neglect, and thereafter no 
interest on said bonds or other securities deposited shall be paid to 
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the grantees, their successors or assigns. Should the said ^antees, 
their successors or assigns, begin the business of transmitting mes- 
sages by telephone and be ready to operate according to the terms 
of this franchise one thousand telephones in the city of Manila within 
eighteen months from the date oi the passage of this Act, then and 
in that event the deposit prescribed by this section shall be returned 
by the Insular Government to the grantees, their successors or assigns. 

Sec. 7. The books and accounts of the grantees, their successors 
or assigns, shall be subject to official inspection at any and all times 
by the Insular Auditor or his authorized representatives. 

Sec. 8. The rights herein granted shall not be exclusive, and the 
right and power to grant to any corporation, association, or person 
other than the grantees franchises for the telephonic, telegraphic, or 
electrical transmission of messages or signals shall not be impaired 
or affected by the granting of this franchise: Provided^ That the 
poles erected, wires strung, or conduits laid by virtue of any franchise 
for telephone, telegraph, or other electrical transmission of messages 
and signals granted subsequent to this Act shall be so placed as not 
to impair the efficient and effective transmission of messages or 
signals under this franchise: And provided further^ That the gran- 
tees of this franchise may be required by the Philippine Commission 
to remove, relocate, or replace their poles, wires, or conduits, but in 
such case the reasonable cost of the removal, relocation, or replace- 
ment shall be paid by the grantees of the subsequent franchise or 
their successors or assigns to the grantees of this franchise or their 
successors or assigns. 

Sec. 9. The grantees, their successors or assigns, shall hold the 
Insular, provincial, city, and municipal governments harmless from 
all claims, accounts, demands, or actions arising out of accidents or 
injuries, whether to property or to persons, caused by the construction 
or operation of the telephone, telegraph, or other electrical trans- 
mission system of the said grantees, their successors or assigns. 

Sec. 10. The city of Manila and the municipalities in which the 
grantees, their successors or assigns, may establish telephone, tele- 
graph, or any other system of electrical transmission of messages 
and signals shall have the privilege of using, without compensation, 
the poles of the grantees, their successors or assigns, for the purpose 
of installing, maintaining, and operating a fire and police telephone 
alarm system, but the wires of such fire and police telephone alarm 
system shall be so placed, strung, stretched, and insulated as not to 
interfere with the efficient transmission of messages and signals by 
the grantees, their successors or assigns. 

Sec. 11. within ninety days after the date of the passage of this 
Act the grantees shall file with the Executive Secretary of the Philip- 
pine Islands their written acceptance of the franchise granted by 
this Act and of all the terms and conditions thereof, and the grantees 
shall begin the construction of their telephone system in the city of 
Manila within six months from the date of such acceptance and shall 
l>egin the business of transmitting messages by telephone and be 
fully equipped and ready to operate one thousand telephones in said 
city within eighteen months from the date of the passage of this Act 
unless prevented by act of God, the public enemy, usurped or military 
power, martial law, riot, civil commotion, or inevitable cause. 
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The failure, refusal, or neglect to comply with any of the terms 
and conditions required of the grantees, their successors or assigns, 
by this Act, shall subject the franchise to forfeiture unless such fail- 
ure, refusal, or neglect was directly and primarily caused by act of 
Qodj the public enemy, usurped or military power, martial law, riot, 
civil commotion, or inevitable cause. 

Sec. 12. Until the grantees, their successors or assigns, shall have 
in operation four thousand telephones in the city of Manila the rates 
to be charged by the grantees, their successors or assigns, shall not 
exceed the following:

telephone rent free; 

B. Subscribers for telephones other than residence telephones, 
having a party wire, with not exceeding two subscribers on the same 
line and unlimited exchange switching, shall each pay monthlv in 
advance a flat rate of not to exceed nine pesos, or, at the option oi the 
grantees, their successors or assigns, in lieu of such flat rate, not to 
exceed ten centavos per switch, telephone rent freej 

C. Subscribers for telephones other than residence telephones, 
having a party wire, with four or more subscribers on the same line 
and unlimited exchange switching, shall each pay monthly in advance 
a flat rate of not to exceed srx pesos, or, at the option of the grantees, 
their successors or assigns, in lieu of such flat rate, not to exceed ten 
centavos per switch, telephone rent free; 

D. Subscribers, having residence telephones on an individual and 
metallic circuit and imlimited exchange switching, shall pay monthly 
in advance a flat rate of not to exceed ten pesos; 

E. Subscribers, having residence telephones on party wire, with 
two subscribers on the same line and unlimited exchange switching, 
shall each pav monthlv in advance a flat rate of not to exceed seven

pesos; 

F. Subscribers, having residence telephones on party wire, with 
four or more subscribers on the same line and unlimited exchange 
switching, shall each pay monthly in advance a flat rate of not to 
exceed five pesos: Pro ruled ^ That these rates shall only apply within 
the following described limits in the city of Manila : 

Commencing at a point on the shore of Manila Bay, about one 
hundred and fift}' feet distant in a northerly direction from the north 
line of Calle de Moriones, prolonged so as to intersect said shore, 
and running in a straight line from said point to a point about one 
hundred and fifty feet northwe^st of the junction of Calle Zurbaran 
and Calle Feliz, thence in a straight line to a point on the Estero de 
Valencio alK)ut one hundred feet north of Calle de Santa Mesa, 
thence following the center line of said estero to the center line of 
the Pasig River, thence following said center line of the Pasig River

" In cases where the provincial board shall recommend to the 
Governor-General the reinstatement in office of the suspended official 
the board shall have power by resolution to reinstate such suspended 
official pending the determination of the case by the Governor-

" and the provincial board may reinstate such suspended justice 
pending the action of the Governor-General, in the manner provided 
by said section for the reinstatement of municipal officials."

AN ACT Providing: that one fiscal shall i)erform the duties of fiscal for the 
Provinces of La Union and Zanibalcs, reiiealing the provisions of law author- 
izing a separate fiscal for each of said provinces, fixing the salary for the 
fiscal of the two provinces, and making provisions for traveling expenses of 
such fiscal. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The duties of fiscal for the Provinces of La Union and 
Zambales shall hereafter be performed by one fiscal, to be appointed 
by the Governor-Cireneral with the consent of the Commission, whose 
salary shall be three thousand pesos, Philippine currency, j)er annum, 
one thousand eight hun<ln'(| pesos of which shall Ix? paid from the 
treasury of the Province of La Union and one thousand two hundred 
pesos from the treasury of the Province of Zambales. The fiscal for 
the two provinces shall reside at San Fernando, the capital of the 
Province of La Union. Such travelinc; expenses of the fiscal in the 
Province of Tax Union as are authorized by law shall be paid from the 
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treasury of the Province of La Union, and like traveling expenses in 
the Province of Zambales shall be paid from the treasury of that 
province. The necessary expenses in traveling from the capital of 
one province to that of the other in the performance of the duties of 
fiscal shall be borne one-half bv the Province of La Union and one- 
half by the Province of Zambales. The expenses of such clerical 
assistance, if any, as shall be authorized for the fiscal, shall be paid 
one-half by the "Province of La Union and one-half by the Province 
of Zambales. 

Sec. 2. The offices of fiscal of the Province of La Union and that 
of the Province of Zambales, as heretofore authorized by law, are 
hereby abolished, and the fiscal authorized by section one of this Act 
shall have the power, and perform all the duties pertaining to the 
office of fiscal by law in each of said provinces of La Union and 
Zambales. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passa^ of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commis- 
sion in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, nine- 
teen hundred.

AN ACT Providing for the speedy disposition of controversies as to the right 
of administration or possession of churches, convents, cemeteries, and other 
church properties and as to the ownership thereof and title thereto l)y vesting 
In the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands original Jurisdiction to 
decide such controversies, and for other purposes. 

Whereas controversies have arisen between the Roman Catholic 
Apostolic Church on the one hand and the association called " The 
Independent Filipino Church," certain municipalities, and other 
persons on the other hand, as to the right of administration or 
possession of numerous churches, convents, cemeteries, and real and 
personal property used in connection therewith, and as to the owner- 
ship thereof and title thereto; and 

Whereas, if actions involving controversies as to said church prop- 
erty are brought into the Courts of First Instance, great and intermi- 
nable delay by reason of the great number of properties involved and 
the fact that the Courts of First Instance are fully occupied with 
ordinary litigation will result not only in the disposition of the 
actions so brought but also in the disposition of the ordinary litiga- 
tionpending before said courts ; and 

Wnereas frequent and angry controversies have arisen and con- 
tinue to arise in numerous municipalities of the Philippine Islands 
between contending religious organizations, municipalities, and other 
persons as to the right to the possession of said properties, often 
culminating in illegal and forcible seizure thereof and in grave dis- 
turbances of the public peace and order, and it is believed to be in the 
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interests of the Filipino people that such a condition of affairs should 
no longer continue and tnat all controversies of this character should 
be speedily settled in a legal and orderly way; and 

Whereas there are several hospitals, haciendas, and other lands, 
some of which are in the possession of the Government of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, but as to which the Roman Catholic Apostolic Church 
claims the right of administration or ownership, and others of which 
are in the possession of the Roman Catholic Apostolic Church but as 
to which the right of administration or ownership is claimed by the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, and it is also of general impor- 
tance that these controversies should l)e speedily and finally deter- 
mined : Now, therefore. 

By authority of the United Statcfi^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Suj^reme Court of the Philippine Islands is hereby 
given original jurisdiction and constituted the tribunal to hear and 
finally determine all actions which involve controversies between the 
Roman Catholic Apostolic Church and its representatives on the 
one hand and the Independent Filipino Church and its representa- 
tives or any municipality or other person on the other hand, as to the 
title to any and all churches, convents, or cemeteries in the Philippine 
Islands and real and personal property used in connection therewith, 
or as to the ownership, right oi administration, or possession thereof. 

Sec. 2. The Roman Catholic Apostolic Church, the Archbishop of 
Manila, or any bishop of a diocese, or other proper representative of 
the Roman Catholic Apostolic Church or any or all of them claiming 
the right of administration or ownership oi any of the property or 
properties mentioned in the preceding section, or title thereto, posses- 
sion of which property or properties is withheld by the Independent 
Filipino Church or any representative theroef or by any municipality 
or oflier person, may file a petition in the Supreme Court of the 
Philippine Islands, setting forth in a succinct manner the particular 
piece or pieces of property or properties, the title to which, or the 
ownership, right ot administration, or possession of which is claimed 
by the petitioner or petitioners and that the Independent Filipino 
Church or its representatives or any municipality or any other person 
unlawfully withholds from the petitioner or petitioners the adininis- 
t ration or possession of such property or properties or imlawfully 
claims ownership therein or title thereto, and praying that a decree 
be entered giving the administration and possession of such property 
or properties to the petitioner or petitioners and generally enforcing 
his or their rights as they may appear. It shall not be necessary to 
describe in the petition by exact metes and bounds the churches, con- 
vents, or cemeteries so claimed to be withheld, but it shall be sufficient 
to designate them as the church, convent, or cemetery in the munici- 
pality or the barrio of the municipality of the province in which they 
are respectively situate. In all actions in which the Independent 
Filipino Church or any representative thereof is in possession of any 
church, convent, or cemetery, or real or personal property used in 
connection therewith, the Ohispo Maximo or the representative of 
the Independent Filipino Church in possession of the property shall 
be made a party defendant, and in each and every action tne munici- 
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pality in which such church, convent, or cemetery is situate shall 
also be made a party defendant. Upon the filing of the petition a 
summons shall issue in the usual form against the party or parties 
defendant, accompanied by a certified copy or copies of the petition, 
commanding the defendant or defendants and eacn of them to appear 
and answer said petition within forty days after the service oi said 
summons, and the same shall be served upon said defendant or 
defendants as speedily as possible by the officer of the court charged 
with that duty. In case a municipality is named as defendant, serv- 
ice shall be made in the manner prescribed in section numbered three 
hundred and ninety-six of Act Numbered One hundred and ninety. 
The officer who is charged with the duty of serving said summons 
shall immediately endeavor to serve the same upon the party and each 
of the parties defendant as provided in other actions for service of 
summons by said Act Numbered One hundred and ninety. The court 
may, in its discretion, when it is deemed necessary to facilitate serv- 
ice, appoint special officers for that purpose. Where the property in 
controversy is outside of the city of Manila, the summons shall be 
sent by the clerk of the Supreme Court to the governor or sheriff of 
the province in which the property is situate for service, and such 
officer shall be entitled only to the fees which would be allowed were 
the summons returnable in his own province. In case a special officer 
is appointed for the purpose of serving process, the process shall be 
sent or delivered to him by the clerk of the Supreme Court, and he 
shall be allowed the same fees as are hereby authorized for the gov- 
ernor or sheriff. 

Sec. 3. It shall not be nece^ssary to file separate petitions against 
each defendant alleged to be wrongfully in possession of each piece 
of property as above set forth, but all defendants holding several 
and distinct pieces of property in the same province may be em- 
braced in one petition. 

Sec. 4. Within forty days after service of the summons on the 
defendant or defendants, unless further time is given by the court, 
the defendant or defendants served shall file their several answers 
or a joint answer, as they may elect, succinctly stating the facts upon 
which they base their interest and deny the ownership or the right 
of administration or possession or clami of title of the petitioner 
or petitioners, and stating to what use the property claimed or held 
by such defendant or defendants has been put while in the possession 
OI the defendant or defendants and for what j)eriod of time it has 
been so used and whether such property is used or ever has been used 
by the Roman Catholic Apostolic Church as a church, convent, or 
cemetery or in connection therewith, and if so, for what period of 
time. Upon the filing of such answer or answers no further plead- 
ing shall be necessary and the action shall be considered at issue. In 
the event that any defendant fails to file his answer to the petition 
within the time hereby prescribed, the allegations of the petition shall 
be taken as confessed and true as to him, and the court shall at once 
enter a decree directing the return of the personal property and oust- 
ing such defendant from possession of the real property described in 
the petition and held by him and, if requested, shall issue a writ of 
possession in accordance with the decree. WTienever any complaint 
or petition filed in pursuance of this Act is under oath the answer or 
answers to such complaint or petition must also be under oath. The 
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court shall have power and authority to appoint receivers, issue in- 
junctions and other extraordinary process as provided by the Code 
of Civil Procedure. 

Sec. 5. After an action shall be at issue the petitioner or petitioners 
shall have sixty days within which to take evidence in support of 
the averments of their petition, and the defendant or defendants shall 
likewise have sixty days after the time fixed for the taking of the 
petitioner's proof withm w^hich to take evidence to sustain the aver- 
ments of their answer or answers, and thereafter the petitioner or 
petitioners shall have thirty days in which to take evidence in reply. 
In case either the petitioner or petitioners or the defendant or de- 
fendants shall have concluded the taking of evidence before the ex- 
piration of the time allowed herein for concluding the same, they may 
so notifv the opposite parties in writing, and thereupon the time with- 
in whicn the latter are required to take their evidence shall begin to 
run. The court, in order to facilitate the taking of evidence, may ap- 
point such special commissioners as may be necessary to that end, 
and, in its discretion, may appoint the clerk of any Court of First 
Instance as such special commissioner, and such special commissioner 
shall be allowed compensation not to exceed ten pesos per day for his 
services while actually engaged in taking the evidence. Any com- 
missioner thus appointed shall have authority to issue process upon 
the application of either party, to summon witnesses to appear before 
him, and, if necessary, to compel their attendance by issuing attach- 
ments, and to administer oaths. Such commissioner shall make his 
report to the court within thirty days after the taking of evidence 
has been completed by him. 

Sec. 6. The attorneys for the parties litigant, within seven days 
after any action shall be at issue, shall appear before the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands and stipulate, so far as possible, 
what facts may be taken as agreed upon by the parties in interest 
so as to save the necessity of taking evidence, and these stipulations 
shall be reduced to writing and the facts therein agreed upon shall 
be taken and considered as established. At the conclusion of the 
taking of the evidence in any action the same shall be heard by the 
court as speedily as may be, and actions arising under the provisions 
of this Act? shall be given precedence in their hearing over any 
other actions pending in said court. 

Sec. 7. Alter reaching a conclusion upon the issues presented 
in any action the court shall render its aecree accordingly. If it 
find in favor of granting the prayer of the petitioner or petitioners 
in toto^ it shall enter a decree directing the return to the petitioner 
or petitionei*s of the personal property and ousting the defendant or 
defendants from possession of the real property mentioned in the 
petition and awarding possession of such real and personal property 
to the petitioner or petitioners, or such of them as may be entitled 
thereto, and directing a writ of possession to issue against the 
defendant or defendants in the manner and form prescribed by Act 
Numbered One hundred and ninety. If it shall find in favor of the 
defendant or defendants, it shall decree accordingly and direct that 
the petition be dismissed. In the event that the court shall find that 
the petitioner or petitioners or any of them are entitled to some of 
the properties mentioned in the petition and not entitled to others 
mentioned therein, it shall decree in accordance with its finding, 
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granting the prayer of the petitioner or petitioners or any of them 
as to the property or properties to which such peititoner or petition- 
ers or any or them are entitled and decreeing that the defendant or 
defendants or such of them as are wrongfully in possession of the 
personal property return the same to the petitioner or petitioners, 
that the defendant or defendants or such oi them as are wrongfully 
in possession of real property be ousted therefrom and that a writ of 
possession to that enect be issued, and dismissing the petition in ' 
so far as it seeks to recover possession from the defendant or 
defendants or any of them of any property to which none of the 
petitioners is entitled. 

Sec. 8. Whenever any municipality claims to be the owner of any 
church, convent, cemetery, or real or personal property used in con- 
nection therewith which is in the possession or the Roman Catholic 
Apostolic Church or of any bishop or priest or other proper repre- 
sentative thereof, such municipality mav in like manner bring its 
action in the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands against the 
party or parties in possession, making the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop or bishop of the diocese in which the property or properties 
are situate a party defendant thereto, and the same procedure as is 
set forth in the preceding sections of this Act shall be followed and 
the provisions oi this Act shall in all respects apply to such actions : 
Provided^ That no municipality shall institute such suit without first 
submitting its claim of title to the Attorney-General for the Philip- 
pine Islands and receiving his approval to the bringing of such suit : 
And provided further^ That when such approval has been had it shall 
be the duty of the Attorney-General to direct and control the litigation 
when begun, utilizing the services of the provincial fiscal so far as in 
his judgment may be necessary in the preparation and conduct of the 
action: Provided^ however^ That nothing in this Act contained shall 
prohibit the Roman Catholic Apostolic Church, the Independent 
Filipino Church, or any municipality or other person not taking ad- 
vantage of the provisions of this Act from instituting actions in the 
Courts of First Instance, or in the Court of Land Registration, in 
accordance with existing provisions of law, to recover the possession 
and control of churches, convents, cemeteries, or other property. 

Sec. 9. The Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands is also given 
original jurisdiction to hear and determine all actions involving the 
title to any hospital, asylum, charitable institution, or other property 
of any description whatsoever, or the ownership, right of adminis- 
tration or possession thereof which may be brought oy the Govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands against the Roman Catholic Apostolic 
Church or any archbishop, bishop, priest, or other lawful representa- 
tive thereof, or which may be brought by such archbishop, bishop, 
priest, or other lawful representative of the Roman Catholic Apos- 
tolic Church against the Government of the Philippine Islands; and 
the procedure as set forth in the preceding sections hereof shall be 
followed, and the provisions of this Act shall in all respe<its apply 
to such actions. 

Sec. 10. All costs of the several actions begun in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, including compensation to special com- 
missioners, but exclusive of counsel tees, shall be borne by the Gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands, and from time to time, as may be 
necessary, the Philippine Commission shall make appropriation tHere- 
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for as in other cases of obligations against the Government of the 
Philippine Islands, but the costs herein provided to be paid shall 
be those lawfully and necessarily accruing in the Supreme Court of 
the Philippine Islands only. 

Sec. 11. No municipality becoming either a party plaintiff or 
defendant under the provisions of this Act shall appeal from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands to the 
Supreme Court of the United States save upon the approval and by 
the direction of the Attornev-General for the Philippine Islands. 

Sec. 12. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is^ hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 13. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT To authorize the issue of one million five hundred thousand doHars of 
certificates of indebtedness under and by authority of section six of the act 
of Ck)ngre8s, entitled **An Act to establish a standard of value and to provide for 
a coinage system in the Philippine Islands," approved March second, nineteen 
hundred and three, in addition to tlie twelve millions of dollars of certificates 
of the same character already authorized by Acts Numbered Six hundred and 
ninety-six, seven hundred and ninety-two, one thousand and fifty, and eleven 
hundred and ninety-five, all except the last of which issues have bee retired, 
and appropriating the sum of three million dollars in gold coin of the United 
States from the gold-standard fund for the purpose of paying the principal of 
the fourth series of certificates of indebtedness issued pursuant to the provi- 
sions of said Act Numbered Eleven Imndred and ninety-five. 

By anthority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippine 
Cornrrussion^ that: 

Section 1. The Secretary of War is hereby authorized, on behalf 
of the Government of the Philippine Islands, temporarily to issue 
certificates of indebtedness to the extent of one million five hundred 
thousand dollars, in money of the United States, bearing interest at a 
rate not to exceed four per centum annually, payable at periods of 
three months or more, but not later than- one year from the date of 
issue, in denominations of one thousand dollars, in currencv of the 
United States, and redeemable in gold coin of the United States, 
which certificates of indebtedness shall be disposed of by the Secre- 
tary of War at such favorable rate of interest or premium as he may 
be able to secure, the proceeds thereof to be deposited with the Guar- 
anty Trust Company of New York, the authorized depository of the 
Government of the I*hilippine Islands, to the credit of the Treasury 
of the Philippine Islands. These certificates are authorized by and 
shall be issued in accordance with section six of an Act of Congress, 
approved March second, nineteen hundred and three, entitled "An 
Act to establish a standard of value and to provide for a coinage 
system in the Philippine Islands," and the proceeds thereof are to be 
used as provided in said Act.

vide plans for the widening of such streets as may be desirable and 
proper, and to hiy out new streets within the so-called '' burnt area," 
m the municipality of Cebu, Province of Cebu, and to adjust all 
questions of ownership of all land within said burnt area, and to 
make such equitable allotment and adjustment of the land within 
said burnt area as may be necessary and practicable, caused by the 
widening of existing streets, and in the laying out of new streets. 

Sec. 2. The said committee is empowered to acquire title to all 
lands within said area by gift, cession, or transfer from present 
claimants of said lands, and, having secured title to said lands, is 
empowered to make application to the Couii: of Land Registration 
to have the title to all lands within said area registered and con- 
firmed in the name of said conmiittee, pursuant to the provisions of 
Act Numbered Four hundred and ninety-six and the amendments 
thereto. 

After the title to said lands shall have been registered in accord- 
ance with the preceding paragraph, the conuiiittee shall convey title 
to the person or persons or corporations entitled thereto in accord- 
ance with the allotments agreed upon and shown on plan filed with 
application in the Court of Land Registration. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby granted and conveyed to the said committee, 
for the purpose specified, all esteros, streets, alleys, and other prop- 
erty within said burnt area owned by the Insular Government and the 
following-described plat of ground, a portion of which is a part of the 
land to be reclaimed by the harbor improv^ement of Cebu : 

Beginning at the southeast corner of block four, as shown on a map 
indicating the subdivision of the burnt area in the municipality of 
Cebu, which is on file in the office of the supervisor of the Province of 
Cebu, thence south fourteen degrees eleven minutes east a distance of 
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twenty-four meters; thence south seventy-five degrees forty-nine min- 
utes west a distance of two hundred and ninety-four and sixty-five 
thousandths meters; thence north fourteen degrees eleven minutes 
west a distance of twenty-five and sixty-seven thousandths meters; 
thence north seventy-seven degrees twenty-six minutes forty seconds 
east a distance of fifty-one and one hundred and ninety-five thou- 
sandths meters; thence north fifteen degrees seven minutes west a dis- 
tance of twelve and four hundred and one thousandths meters ; thence 
north seventy-five degrees forty-nine minutes east a distance of fifty- 
four and ninety thousandths meters; thence north seventy degrees 
one minute twenty seconds east a distance of thirty-four ana one hun- 
dred and thirty-five thousandths meters; thence north fourteen de- 
grees eleven minutes west a distance of six hundred and eighteen 
thousandths of one meter; thence north seventy-four degrees forty- 
eight minutes ten seconds east a distance of thirty-four and one hun- 
dred and thirty thousandths meters; thence north ten degrees forty - 
five minutes west a distance of six hundred and nineteen thousandths 
of one meter ; thence north seventy-nine degrees twelve minutes thirty 
seconds east a distance of thirty-six and nine hundred and ninety- 
three thousandths meters; thence north seven degrees forty-seven 
minutes fifty seconds west a distance of three and seven hundred and 
eight thousandths meters; thence north eighty-four degrees fifty- 
three minutes fifty seconds east a distance of fifty-three and six thou- 
sandths meters; thence south six degrees thirty-five minutes ten sec- 
onds east a distance of five and one hundred and thirteen thousandths 
meters; thence north eighty-two degrees thirty-seven minutes thirty 
seconds east a distance of thirty-two and two hundred and ninety-six

Sec. 4. The municipality of Cebu is hereby authorized to grant and 
convey to said committee, for the purpose specified, all esteros, streets, 
alleys, and other property owned by said municipality within said 
burnt area, and to accept and authorize the new streets and widening 
of such existing streets as are shown on the map referred to in the 
preceding section. The municipality of Cebu and the committee 
nereby created are each of them authorized and empowered to con- 
demn the lands of private persons or corporations not conveying their 
property to the said committee, and the procedure to be followed in 
such cases of condemnation shall be the same as that provided in the 
Code of Civil Procedure for the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain. 

Sec. 5. The proceedings before the Court of Land Registration 
shall be in the same form and manner as in other cases originating 
in said court under the provisions of Act Numbered Four hundred 
and ninety-six and the amendments thereto: Provided^ however^ 
That the application shall be accompanied by a plan showing defi- 
nitely the different parcels of land conveyed to the committee by the 
present claimants, together with all muniments of title evidencing the 
ownership of the said present claimants, and also a plan showing the 
allotments made by said committee, said plan to show the areas and 
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dimensions of lots and streets shown thereon : A7id provided further^ 
That all fees for registration of title and issuance of certificates of 
title, and assurance lund, which would under ordinary circumstances 
accrue to the benefit of the Insular Government of the Philippine 
Islands, the provincial government of Cebu, the assurance fund, and 
the fee paid the examiner of titles for examination of title shall be 
waived. 

Sec. 6. To defray the expenses of publication and sheriff fees 
to be incurred in the registration of said property, there is hereby 
appropriated, out of any funds in the Insular Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, the sum of two hundred pesos, or as much thereof 
as may be necessary, said funds to be disbursed by the disbursing 
officer of the Bureau of Engineering, upon approval of bills by the 
chairman of said committee. 

Sec. 7. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT To amend sections five and sixteen of Act Numbered One hundred and 
seventy-five, as amended, by providing for the designation of an Acting Chief 
of Philippines Constabulary, by increasing the pay of inspectors, and for 
other purposes. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. Section five of Act Numbered One hundred and 
seventy-five, entitled "An Act providing for the organization and 
government of an Insular Constabulary and for the inspection of 
the municipal police," as amended, is hereby further amended so as 
to provide that in the event of the temporary absence of the Chief of 
Philippines Constabulary, or of his inability from any cause to 
perform the duties of his office, the same shall be performed, during 
such absence or disability by an Assistant Chief of Constabulary to 
be designated by the Governor-General as Acting Chief of Philip- 
pines Constabulary. 

Sec. 2. In addition to the pay provided by law for the Commis- 
sioned officers of the Philippines Constabulary, there shall be allowed 
and paid to each of such officers who is not an officer of the United 
States Army detailed for service with the Constabulary, ten per 
centum of his current annual pay for each term of five years of 
service : Provided^ That no such allowance shall be made to any officer 
within the period of one year after his pay has been increased : Pro- 
vided further^ That the total amount of such increase for length of 
service shall in no case exceed forty per centum of the yearly pay of 
the grade as provided by law : And provided further^ That no officer, 
not a native of the Philippine Islands, shall receive the increase in 
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pay herein provided for until he shall have passed such examination 
m one of the native dialects as may be prescribed by the Chief of 
Philippines Constabulary, and no officer, who is a native of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, shall receive such increase of pay until he has in like 
manner passed a satisfactory examination in the English language. 

Sec. 3. Section sixteen oi said Act, as amended, is hereby further 
amended by providing that the pay of inspectors of the Philippines 
Constabulary shall be as follows: First-class inspectors at an average 
of seventeen hundred dollars per annum^ but not to exceed nineteen 
hundred and fifty dollars; second-class mspectors at an average of 
thirteen hundred dollars per annum, but not to exceed fifteen hundred 
dollars; third-class inspectors at an average of twelve hundred dollars 
per annum, but not to exceed fourteen hundred dollars; and fourth- 
class inspectors at an average of eleven hundred dollars per annum, 
but not to exceed twelve hundred dollars: Provided^ That officers, not 
natives of the Philippine Islands, who prove their ability to speak 
and read one of the local native dialects, shall receive an additional 
compensation of fifty dollars each per annum, and ever^^ officer who 
is a native of the Philippine Islands who is able to speak and read 
the English language shall receive an additional compensation of 
fifty dollars. 

Sec. 4. The term of enlistment in the Philippines Constabulary 
shall be three years, and to each enlisted man ana to each noncommis- 
sioned officer there shall be paid, in addition to his regular pay or 
allowances as provided by law, the sum of one peso per month and 
two pesos per month, respectively, for the second and third enlist- 
ments. 

• Sec. 5. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereb}^ expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commission 
in the enactment of laws, passed September twenty-sixth, nineteen 
himdred.

AVhereas, owing to an unprecedented drought in the Province of 
Cebu during the present year, the crops of that province have suf- 
fered such destruction as to entail great hardship upon the inhabit- 
ants of the province, other than in the municipality of Cebu; and 

Whereas, owing to the delay in the preparation of the plan for 
improving the '' burnt area " in the municipality of Cebu, which has 
been authorized by Act Numbered Thirteen nundred and ninety- 
three, the owners of property included in said " burnt area " have 
been prohibited from improving their property by rebuilding, and 
have oeen thus deprived of the use of same ror a considerable period; 
and 
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Whereas, due to the above reasons, exceptional conditions now pre- 
vail in the Province of Cebu, except in that portion of the munici- 
pality of Cebu outside of said " burnt area," which render the collec- 
tion of the land tax for the year nineteen hundred and five inadvis- 
able: Now, therefore, 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The land tax for the year nineteen hundred and five 
in the Province of Cebu is hereby remitted: Provided, That there 
is excepted from the operation of this Act that portion of the munici- 
pality of Cebu not included in what is known as the "' burnt area," 
upon which excepted portion taxes as now assessed shall be paid and 
collected. 

Sec. 2. In all cases in which the land tax for the year nineteen 
hundred and five has \yeen paid upon property upon which said tax 
is hereby remitted, it shall be the duty of the treasurer of said prov- 
ince to credit the amount of such payment to the persons making 
the payment, and to apply these credits to taxes due for the year 
nineteen hundred and six or some subsequent year. 

Sec. 3. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two oi "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Providing for the organization of provincial governments In all prov- 
inces of the Philippine Islands, otlier than the Moro Province, which are not 
organized under the provisions of the Provincial Government Act Numbered 
Eighty-three, and repealing Acts Numbered Forty-nine, Three hundred and 
thirtj'-seven, Four hundrecl and ten, Four hundred and twenty-two, Four 
hundred and forty-one. Five hundred. Five hundred and sixty-six, and Five 
hundred and sixty-seven, and sections one and two of Act Numbered Seven 
hundred and forty-seven. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted by the Philippine 
Comjnission , that : 

Section 1. A civil provincial gov^ernment is hereby established for 
each province of the Philippine Islands not organized under the Pro- 
vincial Government Act Numbered Eighty-three, except the Moro 
Province. Every provincial government established under this Act 
shall be a body corporate, with power to sue and be sued, to have and 
use a corporate seal, to hold property, real and personal, to make 
contracts for labor and material needed in the construction of duly 
authorized public works, and to incur such other obligations as are 
expressly authorized by law. 

Sec. 2. Except as hereinafter provided, the officers of each provin- 
cial government organized under this Act shall be a provincial gov- 
ernor, a provincial secretary, a provincial treasurer, a provincial 
supervisor, and a provincial fiscal. No person shall be eligible for 
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any of these oflSces who is not either a citizen of the United States, 
a native of the Philippine Islands, a person who has taken the oath 
of allegiance to the United States and served as a member of the 
Army or Navy of the United States and been honorably discharged 
therefrom, or who, not being a subject or citizen of any other power 
or government, may have under or by virtue of the treaty of Paris 
acquired the political rights of ii native of the Philippine Islands, 
or who, having taken the oath of allegiance to the United States, 
shall violate the same. Nonresidence in the province shall not render 
the person appointed to the office ineligible. 

Sec. 3. The provincial officers shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor-General, with the advice and consent of the Philippine Com- 
mission, and shall hold office during his pleasure. They shall reside 
and have their officas at the capital of the province. 

Sec. 4. The provincial secretary, the provincial treasurer, and 
the provincial supervisor shall be selected under the provisions and 
restrictions of the Civil Service Act. The provincial secretary shall 
be able to speak and write the Spanish language, and, after January 
first, nineteen hundred and six, the English language also. Before 
the treasurer shall qualify he shall ^ive a bond to the Insular Gov- 
ernment for the benefit of whom it may concern, with sufficient 
surety, in the amount hereinafter prescribed in sections twenty -three 
to twenty-seven, inclusive, in the case of each province to which 
this Act shall apply; the surety, or sureties, shall be approved by 
the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands. The bond shall be con- 
ditioned to secure the faithnu performance of the duties of the office 
as now or hereafter prescribea by law, and for the accounting for 
all funds coming into his hands as treasurer, or into those of his 
authorized deputies, during his incumbency, and, in case of death or 
removal, until the statement of his accounts by the Auditor for the 
Philippine Islands. His bond shall, after its approval, be filed with 
the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, who shall record the same in 
a book to be kept for the purpose and shall safely keep the same. 
If suit be brought on this bond it shall be no defense to those signing 
the bond that the above requirements for approval have not been 
complied with, if in fact, by virtue of such bondj the provincial 
treasurer has entered upon the discharge of his official duties. 

Sec. 5. Before assuming office each provincial officer shall take and 
subscribe to the following oath or affirmation : 

" I, , having been 

appointed to the office of of the Province 

of , do hereby solemnly swear (or affirm) that 

I will well and truly perform all the duties of said office ; that I will 
faithfully account for all moneys coming into my hands as such 
officer; that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the Government 
of the United States; that I take this oath without anv mental res- 
ervation whatsoever. So help me God. (In case of aMrmation the 
last four words shall be omitted.)" 

The oaths of office may be administered to provincial officers by a 
member of the Commission, the Executive Secretary, the Assistant 
Executive Secretary, the governor of the province, or any United 
States Army officer stationed in the province, by the judge of First 
Instance within whose judicial district the said province fies, by any 
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notary public or justice of the peace, or by any other person duly 
authorized in such case to administer oaths. 

Sec. 6. (a) The provincial governor shall be the chief executive 
officer of the province. He shall report to the Governor-General. 
He shall see that the laws are faithfully executed by all the officers 
in the province; he shall receive the judge of First Instance when he 
enters the province to hold the terms of court therein, and shall pro- 
vide for his protection and entertainment, charging the reasonable 
expenses thereof to the provincial treasury, which shall not exceed 
six pesos, Philippine currency, per day: Provided^ That where the 
governor fails for any cause to make proper provision for the protec- 
tion and entertainment of the judge, a per diem of six pesos, Philip- 
pine currency, shall be allowed from the provincial treasury to tne 
judge in lieu of expenses during the period he is required to be in the 
province for the purpose of holding court. 

{h) He shall attend the Court of First Instance when in session, 
by himself or a deputy, as the chief executive officer of the court and 
province, and shall execute such process as he shall be required to 
execute by law. 

{c) Subject to other provisions of law, he shall have control of the 
local police of the various townships or settlements of the province; 
and ma}^, when the public interests require, temporarily withdraw 
from the township or settlement in which such police are organized 
a part thereof for use in other townships or settlements of the 
province. 

{d) In the event that any provincial Constabulary inspector in 
charge shall find that the officers or men of the township police force 
are inefficient, dishonest, disloyal to the United States, or guilty of 
any violation of law or duty, he shall at once report the same to the 
governor of the province, who shall have power, and it shall be his 
duty, to suspend the accused official, and after due hearing, if he finds 
the official accused to be guilty of the offense or neglect of duty 
charged, he shall dismiss him, and the vacancy thus occasioned shall 
be filled as provided by the provisions of the Township Government 
Act. 

{e) He shall exercise the same powers with regard to the use of the 
Insular police stationed in the province as are now or may hereafter 
be provided by law for governors of provinces organized under Act 
Numbered Eighty-three, entitled " The Provincial Government Act." 

(/) Whenever lawless violence or seditious conspiracy and disturb- 
ance of the public peace shall occur of so formidable a character as to 
be beyond tne power of the local and Insular police of the province 
to suppress, it shall be the duty of the governor to call upon the Gov- 
ernor-General or the military officer commanding the district in 
which the province lies to send troops to suppress the disturbance. 

{g) He shall preside at all meetings of the provincial board here- 
inafter constituted. 

(A) He shall at least once in every six months visit every town- 
ship or settlement in the province; while in the township or settle- 
ment he shall hear all complaints made against the conduct of any 
of its executive officers, and take suitable action thereon. He shall 
have the power to suspend any township official charged with mis- 
conduct in office or disloyalty to the United States, and after proper 
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notice and hearing to remove him and to direct the provincial fiscal 
to bring a criming or civil suit in the public interest against the per- 
son complained of if the charge made involves either civil or criminal 
liabilitv, or to dismiss the complaint and reinstate the person com- 
plained of. 

(i) Between the first and fifteenth of July of each year he shall 
make a report to the Governor-General of the Philippine Islands for 
the fiscal year ending on the thirtieth of June. This report shall em- 
brace all matters pertinent to the administration and progress of the 
provincial government, and contain full information as to the com- 
mercial, economic, financial, industrial, and political conditions of 
the province, in order that the Governor-General and the Philippine 
Commission may be properly informed of the actual existing con- 
ditions during the period covered by the report. Should unex- 
pected events or matters of special importance to the general welfare 
of the province occur subsequent to the date of the regular annual 
report, a supplementary statement may also be filed, not later than 
September fifteenth, in order that complete data may be at hand for 
the use of the Governor-General in suomitting his annual report to 
the Philippine Commission. 

{j) The governor shall, through a jailer and guards to be ap- 

Sointed by him, have custody of all prisoners held awaiting trial or 
uly sentenced to the provincial jail. 

(Ic) He shall make known to the people of his province, by procla- 
mations or communications delivered to the presidents of the several 
townships or settlements, all general laws or governmental orders 
which concern them. 

(l) Upon the organization of any new township or settlement 
within tne province he shall fix the date for the first election in such 
township or settlement. 

(m) He shall be authorized to carry, as a badge of his office, a walk- 
ing stick of white Indian cane, with gold head and a gold cord. 

Sec. 7. The provincial secretary shall attest all the official acts of 
the provincial governor under the seal of the province, and shall 
record all of such acts as are required by law to be recorded. He 
shall be the custodian of the provincial seal. He shall receive from 
the provincial governor and file in his office all reports to the provin- 
cial governor required by law, and shall index the same, and he shall 
generally act as custodian of all provincial records and documents, 
e shall, on demand, furnish certified copies of all public records 
and documents, for which he may charge as personal compensation, 
in addition to his regular salarv, the amount of ten centavos, Philip- 
pine currency, per one hundred words, including the certificate. 

Sec. 8. (a) The provincial treasurer shall be the chief financial 
officer of the province. He shall fix the dav or days during each 
month from January fifteenth to June thirtieth of each year on which 
the people of the several townships may appear before him or his 
deputies to pay their property taxes: Proinaed, That the last day so 
fixed shall be the thirtieth of June of each year. He shall, in person 
or by authorized deputy, supervise the appraisement and assessment 
of real property in all the townships or settlements of the province, 
except where otherwise specially provided. He shall, by himself or 
deputy, collect all taxes imposed upon property or persons in the 
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province either by the townships or settlements of the province, the 
provincial government, or the Central Government of the Islands, 
except fines for the violation of township ordinances, fees for the 
granting of the privilege of fisheries, the issuing of certificates of 
ownership of large cattle and the traiisfer of title to the same, tolls 
from ferries operated by the townships, fees from township stables, 
township pounds, township markets, township slaughterhouses, town- 
ship bath houses, and township cemeteries; which shall be collected 
by the township treasurer in the manner prescribed by ordinance of 
the township council. It shall be his duty to procure a certified copy 
of the tax-assessment list from each township or settlement of tne 
province, and file the same in his office, and to make an alphabetical 
mdex thereof, which list and alphabetical index shall be a public 
record. 

(b) Upon the receipt of the monthlv accounts of each township ho 
shall promptly audit the same and sfiall disallow any expenditures 
not properly authorized, immediately notifying the township treas- 
urer of any expenditures disallowed. 

(c) He shall be the custodian of the funds of the province and shall 

Say no money out of the provincial treasury except upon warrants 
rawn in accordance with law, which shall be attached to his vouch- 
ers for their payment. He shall render an account before the tenth 
of each month to the provincial board of the transactions of his office 
for the preceding month, and shall include, among other things, the 
amount of the cash on hand at the beginning of the month and the 
receipts during the month from every source, the payments during 
the month and on what accounts paid, and the balance on hand at the 
close of the last day of the month. The provincial board shall exam- 
ine such accounts^ and if found correct, snail so certify on the face of 
the accounts. He shall forward a copy of his monthly accounts, so 
approved, to the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, and another to 
the Auditor for the Philippine Islands. The reports or accounts- 
current submitted to the Auditor shall be accompanied by all of their 
supporting vouchers to enable the Auditor to settle and adjust the 
same and certify the balance thereon. Such accounts-current, vouch- 
ers, and paid w-arrants shall be as prescribed by the rules prepared 
under section ten of this Act. The provincial treasurer shall retain 
a copy of his accounts-current and of their supporting vouchers and 
file the same as a permanent record of his office. 

(d) He shall perform the duties of registrar of property pending 
the appointment of such registrar for the province m accordance 
with the provisions of the Land Registration Act. 

Sec. 9. Promptly at the close of business on the last day of each 
month, and at other times if in the opinion of the provincial governor 
it is deemed advisable, a committee consisting of the provincial gov- 
ernor, the provincial supervisor, and the division superintendent of 
schools shall count the cash in the hands of the provincial treasurer. 
If the provincial treasurer is authorized to deposit funds in a desig- 
nated depository he shall keep a true and correct record of all deposits 
made by him therein, and a true and correct list of checks drawn 
against the said depository by him, showing the date and number of 
such checks, the name of the payee, and the purpose for which drawn. 
In counting the cash in the hands of the provincial treasurer the 
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aforesaid committee shall include therein as a separate item the bal- 
ance on deposit in such depository, as shown by the records kept by 
the provincial treasurer. If the provincial treasurer is acting as a 
disbursing officer of Insular funds, the committee aforesaid shall 
count and determine the cash balance on hand of said account under 
each separate designation as disbursing officer of Insular funds in 
the same manner and at the same time as the balance of provincial 
funds is ascertained. The committee aforesaid shall certify in detail 
lo the Auditor for the Philippine Islands and to the Treasurer of 
the Philippine Ishinds the result of each count and verification of 
cash herem provided for, and such certificates shall be signed by each 
member of the committee: Provided^ That in case the division super- 
intendent of schools does not reside at the provincial capital or is 
disqualified for any other reason, a teacher of the public schools at 
the provincial capital, assigned to such duty b^ the division suj)erin- 
tendent, shall be a member of the above committee and shall assist in 
the counting of cash in the provincial treasury and make proper cer- 
tification as herein provided : And provided further^ That in case the 
office of the provincial supervisor is combined with that of pro- 
vincial treasurer or provincial governor the Governor-Greneral snail 
designate a third person to act as a member of said committee. In 
the absence or disability of any member of the aforesaid committee 
two of the said committee shall act and make the verification ; and in 
the absence or disability of two members of the committee it shall be 
the duty of the remaining member to call upon a teacher of the public 
schools at the provincial capital who shall act as a member of said 
committee and make proper certification as provided herein. A 
duplicate of the certificate forwarded to the Insular Auditor and the 
Insular Treasurer shall be spread upon the minutes of the provincial 
board. 

Sec. 10. (a) The Treasurer of the Philippine Islands shall pre- 
scribe the method of keeping the ledgers ana records of the provin- 
cial treasurer, arid shall prepare such rules and regulations relative 
to the administration of the affairs of his office as may be necessary. 
The necessary books and forms shall be furnished to the provincial 
government by the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands at cost 

(6) The Auditor for the Philippine Islands shall prescribe the 
manner in which the provincial treasurer shall render accounts sub- 
mitted to him for settlement, as provided by rule twelve of Act Num- 
bered Ninety, and issue instructions relative to the rendition of such 
accounts, as provided in rules twelve and forty-four of said Act. For 
assistance in the audit of the accounts of the provincial treasurer, the 
Treasurer of the Philippine Islands shall forward to the Auditor for 
the Philippine Islands copies of all resolutions of the provincial board 
approvecl by the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands authorizing the 
apj)ointment of assistants, deputies, and other employees, and fixing 
their salaries. 

{c) The books, accounts, papers, and cash of the provincial treas- 
urer and the township treasurers shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands or his duly 
autnorized agent. At least once in every six months the office of the 
provincial treasurer shall be examined by a traveling examiner of the 
Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, who shall file with the Auditor 
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for the Philippine Islands a complete report covering every exami- 
nation made by him of said office, particularly citing therein each and 
every discrepancy or failure to charge a revenue which may be dis- 
covered, and make such other reports as the Insular Treasurer may 
require. 

(d) In case the examination of the traveling examiner of the 
Treasurer of the Philippine Islands discloses a shortage in the cash 
which should be on hand, it shall be the dutv of the examining 
officer to seize the office and its contents and notify the Treasurer of 
the Philippine Islands and the Auditor for the Philippine Islands 
forthwith. The Treasurer of the Philippine Islands or his deputy 
shall thereupon at once take full possession of the office, the books, 

Sapers, vouchers, and cash of the provincial treasurer, close and ren- 
er his accounts to the date of taking possession, and temporarilv 
continue the public business until action is taken in accordance with 
section twenty of this Act. Upon the seizure of thft office, the sure- 
ties of the defaulting officer shall be at once notified by the Treasurer 
of the Philippine Islands. 

(e) The deputy of the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands placed 
in charge of the office of the provincial treasurer under the provisions 
of this section shall render to the Auditor for the Philippine Islands 
the accounts of such provincial treasurer, and in his name to the date 
of taking possession, if the same are delinquent, together with a copy 
of his report of the examination. Upon receipt of such accounts tne 
Auditor shall examine and audit the same witnout delay. Upon the 
completion of such examination and audit, when a defalcation is 
shown and it is necessary to institute legal proceedings against the 
sureties of the defaulting officer, the Auditor for the Philippine 
Islands shall forward to the Attorney-General a statement of the 
account. Such proceedings shall be brought against the sureties, 
under the direction of the Attorney-General, and in such suit the 
account as stated by the Insular Auditor shall be prima facie evidence 
of the amount due on the bond. 

(/) In case of the decease of the provincial treasurer, the same 
procedure shall be pursued, and upon settlement of his accounts by 
the Insular Auditor the legal representatives of such deceased officer 
shall be furnished with a certified copy of the settlement. 

Sec. 11. (a) The provincial supervisor shall have supervision of 
the construction, repair, and maintenance of the roads, bridges, and 
ferries of the province. He shall also have charge of the construc- 
tion and repair of public buildings and the offices of the provincial 
government, and shall be the custodian thereof under the direction 
of the provincial board. It shall be his duty to see that the roads, 
bridges, and public buildings of the province are kept in proper re- 
pair, and he shall inake monthly reports to the provincial board as 
to the condition of the roads, bridges, and public buildings of the 
province, and shall recommend to the board the repairs and new con- 
struction which are necessary. All contracts for the construction, 
repair, and maintenance of provincial buildings, roads, bridges, or 
ferries shall be let by the provincial supervisor, with the approval of 
the provincial board, and no payment, partial or final, upon any con- 
tract made for such work shall be made except upon the certificate of 
the supervisor that the same is due. Before a contract is let for work 
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it shall be the duty of the supervisor to prepare proper plans and 
specifications and to make an estimate of the cost thereof, and to sub- 
mit the same to the provincial board. Copies of all contracts made 
by the supervisor with the approval of the provincial board shall be 
forwarded by the supervisor to the Auditor for the Philippine Islands 
and to the Consulting Engineer to tiie Commission, and he shall sub- 
mit monthly reports of all engineering work prosecuted during the 
month to the Consulting Engineer to the Commission. 

(b) In preparing plans and s}>ecifications for the construction and 
repair of buildings for secondary schools, to be imdertaken by the 
province as hereinafter provided, the provincial supervisor shall 
consult with the Insular Architect and with the superintendent of the 
school division in which the province is located; and such plans and 
specifications shall be subject to the approval of the latter or of the 
General Superintendent of Education, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Act Numbered Seventy-four, as amended, l^efore the work 
mav be undertaken. 

(c) All stationery and office supplies of every character shall be 
purchased by him, upon the order of the provincial board, for the use 
of the provincial officers. He shall keep a property account, in which 
he shall charge the provincial officers with the furniture or other 
personal property delivered to them and held or used by them for 

Eublic purposes, and shall take receipts for all supplies thus delivered 
y him. 

(d) He shall give bond to the Government of the Philippine 
Islands, for whom it may concern, to secure the proper accounting 
for all money, property, and supplies intrusted to his custody. It 
shall be the duty of the Governor-General to fix the amount of the 
bond, and of the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands to approve the 
same and record and retain it in his custody. In case of a vacancv 
in the office of provincial supervisor, or when, for any reason, such 
officer can not perform his duties, the provincial treasurer shall be 
vested with the power to purchase stationery and office supplies, and 
in making such purchases and delivering the same to the provincial 
officers he shall keep a property account and take receipts required 
of the provincial supervisor by paragraph (c) of this section. 

Sec. 12. The provincial fiscal shall be the attornev and legal ad- 
viser of the provincial government and of each of its officers when 
called upon, and they may require from him written opinions. He 
shall represent the provincial government in all suits brought on its 
behalf or against it in the courts of the province or in the courts of 
any other province: Prorided. That in case the provincial fiscal is 
performing the duties of fiscal for more than one province he shall 
DC disqualified, in controversies between such provinces, to act as 
attorney or legal adviser for either of them, and the Secretary of 
Finance and Justice shall, in accordance with the provisions of Act 
Numbered Eleven hundred and twentv-five, as amended bv Act 
Numbered Eleven hundred and fifty-three, direct the temporary 
detail of a fiscal for the performance of such duties for each prov- 
ince. He shall be the legal adviser of the council and president of 
each township or settlement of the province, and shall upon the re- 
quest of any president or council submit in writing his views upon 
any question properly ari>iiig in the discharge of their public duties. 
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He shall in the courts of the province represent the public in all 
criminal cases, and perform such duties with reference to the insti- 
tution of all criminal prosecution as the Code of Criminal Procedure 
shall require. In cases where the interests of any township or settle- 
ment and of the provincial government are opposed he shall act on 
behalf of the provincial government, and the township or settlement 
shall be obliged to emplov special counsel. The Attorney-Greneral 
shall represent the provincial government, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, in all suits for or against it which shall come into the Supreme 
Court; but if he deems it necessary he may authorize the provincial 
fiscal to assist him in the hearing of the cause before the Supreme 
Court. In suits by the government of one province against the gov- 
ernment of any other province the Attorney-General shall take no 
part, and the provinces engaged in the litigation shall be represented 
m the Supreme Court by their respective provincial fiscals. When 
any criminal case is appealed to the Supreme Court the provincial 
fiscal shall forthwith make a report to the Attorney -General explain- 
ing the question of law and fact appearing therein, and the conclu- 
sions of the court, and, if the Attorney -General directs, the provin- 
cial fiscal shall appear in such case in the Supreme Court on appeal. 
The Attorney-General shall have general supervision of the provin- 
cial fiscal, shall prepare rules for his guidance, and may require 
reports from him as to the condition of the public business in the 
court of his province. The fiscal of the Mountain Judicial District 
and the fiscal of the Fifteenth Judicial District shall be entitled to 
the traveling expenses authorized by section eighteen of Act Num- 
bered Eight hundred and sixty-seven, and the fiscal of the Province 
of Mindoro shall be entitled to the traveling expenses authorized by 
section eleven of Act Numbered Five hundred, the provisions of sec- 
tion fifteen of this Act to the contrary notwithstandmg. 

Sec. 13. The salaries authorized in this Act shall be paid monthly 
so that one-twelfth of the annual salary shall be paid on the last day 
of each calendar month. 

Sec. 14. There shall be such subordinate employees in the office of 
the provincial governor, the provincial secretary, the provincial treas- 
urer, and the provincial supervisor as the provincial board shall 
authorize and the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands approve ; they 
shall be appointed by the provincial governor, the provincial secre- 
tarv, the provincial treasurer, and the provincial supervisor, respect- 
ively, subject to the provisions of the Civil Service Act; and their 
salaries shall be fixed by the provincial board with the approval of 
the Insular Treasurer: Provided^ That the aggregate salaries of such 
officers and employees shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
therefor by the Philippine Commission: And provided further^ That 
the provincial treasurer shall have authority to require a bond from 
each of his deputies in a penal sum not less than the largest amount 
of public funds of every kind such deputy is likely to have in his 
custody at any one time, or may, with the approval of the Insular 
Treasurer first had, employ deputies from whom no bond shall be 
required, other provisions of law to the contrary notwithstanding, 
but the provincial treasurer shall be liable upon his official bond for 
the faithful performance by such deputies of their duties and for the 
accounting for all funds coming into their hands as such deputies. 
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Sec. 15. Provincial officers, their deputies, subordinates,- and other 
employees, shall be allowed the expenses of travel and subsistence 
while necessarily absent from the capital of the province on official 
business as herem provided : 

(a) Actual and necessary cost of transportation, together with a 
per aiem not exceeding two pesos, to be fixed by the provincial board, 
for subsistence, except as olherwiso herein provided. 

(b) Actual and necessary cost of transportation and subsistence 
only, while traveling by boat, when subsistence is rot included in the 
cost of transportation. 

(c) Actual and necessary cost of transportation only, while travel- 
ing by boat, when subsistence is included in the cost of transporta- 
tion. 

(d) A per diem of six pesos, for transportation and subsistence, 
w^hile in the city of Manila. 

(e) The provincial board shall, by resolution, on or before January 
first and July first of each year, fix a tariflf of maximum amount 
which shall Be allowed provincial officers and employees for expense 
of transportation on oflBcial business between the various towns of 
the province, during the ensuing six months, and a copy thereof shall 
be forwarded by the provincial secretary to the Insular Auditor. 

(/) Payment of transportation and subsistence expenses in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this section shall be made from the 
treasury of the province upon the approval of the provincial board. 

Sec. 16. The provincial governor, provincial treasurer, and pro- 
vincial supervisor shall constitute the provincial board. The gov- 
ernor shall be the presiding officer of the board, and the provincial 
secretary shall be its secretary and shall keep its minutes. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the provincial board : 

(a) To provide, by construction or purchase or renting, suitable 
offices for the provincial officers, and a court-house containing a room 
or rooms suitable for the holding of court and for offices for the 
court officers, and a provincial jau in the municipality fixed by law 
as the capital of the province. The provincial building shall first be 
used for the purpose of affording sumcient office room to all the pro- 
vincial officers. If, after supplying this necessary office room, the 
building affords sufficient accommodation for the residence of the 
governor of the province, he may occupy the building for this pur- 
pose. The assignment of rooms for offices and the residence oi the 
governor in the provincial building shall be made by the provincial 
board. 

(b) To furnish a suitable vault or safe to the provincial treas- 
urer, in which he shall keep the provincial or other public funds as 
long as they are in his custody, except as hereinafter provided. 

(c) To order, in its discretion, the construction, repair, or main- 
tenance of roads, bridges, or ferries within the province on the rec- 
ommendation of the provincial supervisor, and to approve or reject 
contracts for such coiistnu'tioii or repair, and the construction or 
repair of provincial buildings let by the provincial supervisor: Pro- 
vided^ That no public improvement, the estimated cost of which ex- 
ceeds one thousand pesos, Philippine currency, shall be directed to 
be made or contract th(»refor approved or funds therefor appropri- 
ated until the provincial board shall have requested through the 
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Executive Secretary investigations, plans, or surveys of such public 
improvement by the Bureau of Engineering: Provided further^ 
That no contract for construction of a road, bridge, or of a public 
building shall be entered into until the provincial treasurer shall 
certify that there is in the provincial treasury a sum sufficient to 
meet the estimated cost of the construction of the improvement 
which may be lawfully devoted to such purpose; and after such 
certificate shall be made and filed and tne contract entered into, 
the provincial treasurer shall treat the sum thus certified as not 
subject to w^arrant except to meet the obligations of the contract. 
All work of repair, construction, or equipment of roads or buildings 
involving a greater cost than one thousand pesos, Philippine cur- 
rency, shall be let to the lowest responsible bidder, after ten days' 
public notice of the letting by advertisement in a paper of general 
circulation in the province, or, if there be no such paper, by a notice 
posted for ton days at the main entrance to the supervisor s office in 
ihe capital of the province. If the provincial board shall regard the 
contract to be let and the work to oe done of sufficient magnitude, 
it may authorize the supervisor, in addition to giving the public 
notices above required, to advertise for bids in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city of Manila. The supervisor is authorized to reject 
any or all bids, and if the bids are too high he may recommend to 
the board that he be allowed to purchase the material and hire the 
labor and himself supervise the work, and the board may then 
authorize such a course. 

(d) To agree, upon the recommendation of the provincial super- 
visor, with the provincial board of any adjoining province, on the 
terms, within the limitations of law, upon which roads forming the 
boundary between the two provinces, and bridges and ferries cross- 
ing streams forming such boundary, shall be constructed, repaired, 
or maintained under the joint control of the two provincial gov- 
ernments. 

{e) To direct, in its discretion, the bringing or defense of suits 
on behalf of the provincial government and to compromise the 
same on the recommendation of the provincial fiscal and the approval 
of the judge of Fii-st Instance for tlie district. 

(/) To order the monthly payment of all salaries provided by 
law, and the payment of all lawfully contracted indebtedness, by 
directing the issue of warrants upon the provincial treasurer. Every 
warrant shall be drawn by the governor and countersigned by the 
secretary, and shall recite the cause and purpose of drawing the 
same, the date of the resolution authorizing U, and the page of the 
minutes of the board's proceedings on which it is recorded. Should 
the provincial treasurer deem any warrant drawn to be for an un- 
lawful or unwarranted purpose, he may suspend payment and refer 
the question to the Auditor for the Philippine Islands, whose de- 
cision shall be mandatory upon him. 

(g) To authorize the provincial treasurer to deposit so much of 
the provincial funds as may not be needed in the near future for pub- 
lic use in a bank of deposit of approved standing in the Islands. All 
interest paid on such deposit shall inure to the benefit of the provin- 
cial treasury, and no funds shall be deposited in the bank by the 
treasurer until there shall be spread upon the minutes of the board 
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a resolution reciting and approving the exact terms of the contract of 
deposit in the bank. The bank shall certify the weekly balances of 
provincial funds held by it to the provincial governor and to the 
Treasurer of the Philippine Islands. . 

(A) To hold regular weekly meetings upon a day to be fixed by 
the board, and special meetings upon the call of the governor. The 
meetings of the board shall be open to the public. 

(i) To authorize the appointment of neceasary subordinate em- 
ployees by the various provincial officers, and to fix the salaries of 
such employees, subject to the approval of the Treasurer of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

U) To adopt rules regulating the hours of employment of the sub- 
ordinates in the various offices, subject to the provisions of the Civil 
Service Law and Rules. 

k) To provide an official seal for the province. 
I) To pass upon every ordinance, resolution, or other act of the 
several township councils of the province, approving the same should 
they deem it satisfactory; should they deem it unsatisfactory they 
shall return it to the council, suggesting suitable amendments; the 
council shall inform them of its action, and they shall then approve 
the ordinance or act as amended, or modify it, as they mav deem nec- 
essary. Should the council of any township fail to fix tlie limits of 
the barrios of the township ; to fix the salaries of duly authorized offi- 
cers and employees ; to make appropriations for lawful and necessary 
township expenditures ; to regulate the sanitation of the township and 
order the removal of nuisances and causes of disease ; to regulate the 
running at large of domestic animals; to adopt suitable measures to 
prevent the spread of disease; to prohibit gambling, opium smoking, 
or the sale of opium for smoking; to provide for the care of the poor, 
the sick, or of orphans; to provide lor the establishment and main- 
tenance of schools for primary instruction; to provide for the con- 
struction and maintenance of necessary waterworks for supplying 
the inhabitants of the township witlf water, and for insuring the 
equitable distribution and use oi water for the purpose of irrigation 
in the township or for other purposes; or, in general, to provide for 
carrying into effect and dischargmg the powers and duties conferred 
on it by law ; or, should it fail to enact such measures as are necessary 
and proper to provide for the health and safety, promote the pros- 
perity, improve the morals, good order, peace, comfort, and con- 
venience of the township and the inhabitants thereof and for the 
protection of the property therein — then the provincial board shall 
issue to the president pf such township suitable written orders for 
securing these ends, and such orders shall have the effect of law, sub- 
ject to disapproval by the Secretary of the Interior. But the con- 
stant aim of the provincial board shall be to aid the people of the 
several townships of the province to acquire the knowledge and expe- 
rience necessary for successful local popular government, and their 
supervision an^ control shall be confined within the narrowest limits 
consistent with the requirements that the powers of government in 
the township shall be honestly and effectively exercised, and that law 
and order and individual fi*eedom shall be maintained. 

(fn) To change the boundaries of existing townships and of town- 
ships hereafter established. 
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(n) To provide, if deemed expedient by the provincial board, by 
construction or purchase or renting, such school building or buildings 
in the province as in the opinion of the board may be necessary, to be 
used for the free secondary instruction of pupils resident in the prov- 
ince, such secondary instruction being understood to include, in addi- 
tion to academic and commercial subjects, manual training, instruc- 
tion in agriculture, and normal-school instruction, and to provide for 
the payment of all expenses of maintaining such public school or 
schools of secondary instruction as may be established in the prov- 
ince; and the schools in their establishment and conduct shall be 
subject to the general supervision of the division superintendents and 
the General Superintendent of Education, in accordance with the 
provisions of Act Numbered Seventy-four: Provided^ That, tempo- 
rarily, and until such time as the Commission shall decide that the 
condition of the finances of the province will justify for the future 
payment of the salaries of teachers and the expense of supplies and 
^uii)ment for secondary schools from the provincial treasury, such 
salaries and expense may be borne by the Insular Government : Pro- 
vided further^ That if for any reason the province is not prepared to 
establish a secondary or high school, the provincial board may pro- 
vide from provincial funds for the payment of the tuition, in a high 
school in any other province or in the city of Manila, of such pupils 
as may wish to enter such high school ana are declared by the proper 
examining authorities of the school which they wish to enter to be 
fitted to receive secondary instruction ; and the principal of the high 
school in question shall, provided the provincial board shall approve 
of the admission of pupils from other provinces, make provision fof 
their accommodation, and when the school to which such pupils are 
admitted is a provincial school the provincial board may authorize 
and direct the provincial treasurer to collect from the province send- 
ing them a reasonable tuition fee for each pupil so admitted. 

{o) To provide and equip for the division superintendent of 
schools the necessary room or rooms for his office and for use in stor- 
ing and distributing supplies. In case any division embraces more 
than one province, such room or rooms and equipment shall be pro- 
vided by the province in which the division superintendent maintains 
his residence. 

(/?) To forward to the Executive Secretary re(}uisitions upon the 
Insular Purchasing Agent for property or supplies made under the 
provisions of Act Numbered One hundred and forty-six, as amended, 
and to accompany the same with a certified copy of a resolution by 
the provincial board or township council making the necessary appro- 
priation to cover the cost and expenses thereof; and, also, when 
notified by the Insular Purchasing Agent that he is ready to make 
the shipment, to forward to him a certificate by the provincial treas- 
urer or township treasurer, as the case may be, showing that there is 
sufficient money in the provincial treasury or township treasury to 
cover the cost and expenses incurred by reason of the requisition, and 
that the money required to make the payment has been set aside by 
the board or council and is reserved lor the purpose. It is hereby 
made the duty of the provincial treasurer or township treasurer to 
issue such certificate, if the facts warrant the issue thereof, upon the 
request of the provincial board or township council. After the mak- 
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ing of an appropriation by the provincial board or township council 
for the purpose above mentioned the money thus set aside shall not be 
withdrawn by the provincial treasurer or township treasurer for any 
other purpose, whether by direction of the provincial board or town- 
ship council or otherwise, under penalty of dismissal of such pro- 
vincial or township treasurer. 

(q) To order, in its discretion, the execution by the supervisor, at 
provincial expense, of such minor surveys and examinations as may 
be necessary to determine the advisability of making public improve- 
ments, either by the provincial government or the Insular Govern- 
ment, within the jurisdiction of the province: Provided^ That no sur- 
vey or examination costing more than one thousand pesos, Philippine 
currency, shall be commenced without the previous approval oi the 
Consulting Engineer to the Commission. 

(r) To mak&loans, when deemed expedient by the provincial board, 
out of provincial funds not otherwise appropriated, to townships of 
the province for the construction or repair of school buildings or for 
other school purposes : Provided^ however^ That the sum so loaned in 
any one fiscal year shall not exceed ten per centum of the gross regu- 
lar income of the province for the previous fiscal year : And provided 
further^ That such loans shall be made payable without interest by 
the townships to the province not later than the end of the succeeding 
fiscal year. 

Sec. 18. When, in its opinion, the inhabitants of any township or 
settlement have advancea sufficiently in civilization and material 
prosperity to make such a course practicable and in the public inter- 
est, the provincial board may by resolution, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior first had : 

(a) Provide that the general exemption of members of non-Chris- 
tian tribes from payment of the poll or cedula personal taxes pre- 
scribed by section one hundred and twenty of the Internal Revenue 
Law of Nineteen hundred and four shall not apply to the inhabitants 
of such township or settlement, but that they shall pay said tax, 
and that the affirmative provisions of sections one hundred and twenty 
to one hundred and twenty-five, inclusive, of said Internal Revenue 
Law shall be applicable to the inhabitants of such township or 
settlement. 

{h) Provided that sections forty-three to ninety, inclusive, of the 
Municipal Coae, as amended, and subsection (i) of section thirteen 
and section seventeen of the Provincial Government Act, relative to 
taxation, shall be applicable to such township or settlement: Pro- 
vided^ That the provincial board shall by resolution fix the date 
before which property owners must comply with the provisions of 
section fifty -one of the Municipal Code ; the date when the board of 
assessors shall meet, take oath of office, organize, and proceed to make 
a list of all the taxable real estate in the township oy barrios; the 
date within which the board of assessors shall complete their valua- 
tion of the real property situated within the township and the period 
within which the annual taxes thus imposed shall be payable auring 
the year within which they become due. 

Sec. 19. (a) There is lierebv imposexi, for the purpose of protect- 
ing, improving, and extending the roads and trails of the province and 
of constructing public works, an annual tax pf two pesos on every

male inhabitant of the province over eighteen years and under sixty 
years of age, except soldiers and sailors of the United States Army 
and Navy, civilian employees of the military branch of the UniteS 
States Government in tne Philippine Islands, consular and diplomatic 
representatives and of officials qf foreign powers in the Philippine 
Islands, paupers, insane persons, and persons serving a sentence of 
more than one year in a public prison. This tax shalibe collected by 
the provincial treasurer and his deputies. It shall be deemed to tie 
delinquent after the first day of February of each year: Provided^ 
That the amount of taxes due and payable for the period from the 
date of this act to the first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
seven, shall be two pesos: And provided further^ That this amount 
shall be due and payable on tne first day of December, nineteen 
hundred and five, and shall become delinquent on the first day of 
January, nineteen hundred and six : And provided further. That per- 
sons liable to pay this tax not residents or the province prior to Feb- 
ruary first of any year, but who enter and reside in the province after 
that date, may pay the tax within thirty days after their arrival in 
the province. 

(b) Any person who becomes delinquent in the payment of this tax 
shall, in lieu of such payment, work for ten days on the roads, trails, 
or public works in the province under the direction of the provincial 
supervisor, either performing such work in person or providing a 
substitute to perform it : Provided, That at any time after he or his 
substitute shall have begun work he may secure release from obliga- 
tion to work by payment of the amount of the tax originally due in 
full. The provincial board shall also fix the period witnin which the 
inhabitants of each township who are delinquent in the payment of 
this tax shall work it out, and the road, trail, or public work upon 
which they shall labor: Provided, That when any delinquent in the 
payment of this tax is obliged to perform work outside the township 
in which he resides he shall be furnished subsistence by the province 
while engaged in such work and during the usual and necessary time 
consumed in going from his home to the place where such work is per- 
formed and in returning from such place to his home: And provided 
further, That he shall he credited with the usual and necessary time 
consumed in traveling from his home to the place where the work is 
performed and returning therefrom as a part of the time required of 
him, such usual and necessary time to be determined by the provincial 
board. Any person delinquent in the payment of this tax who shall 
refuse or fail, either in person or by a substitute furnished by him, to 
work it out within the period fixea by the provincial board, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be pim- 
ished by a fine not exceeding ten pesos or by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing twenty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

(c) When, in the opinion of the provincial board, the inhab- 
itants of any township or settlement have not advanced sufficiently in 
civilization to make the collection of this tax practicable, or m the 
public interest, the board may, by resolution, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior first had, exempt the inhabitants of such 
township or settlement from the payment of this tax. 
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(d) The provincial board is hereby authorized in its discretion to 
expend such amounts as may appear necessary for the purchase of 
rice to be sold at cost to laborers actually at work on the roads and 
bridges of the province. Payments on this account shall be made 
from the road and bridge fund of the province and all money derived 
from sales shall be deposited in the provincial treasury to the credit 
of said fund. 

Sec. 20. (a) Vacancies in provincial offices created by removal, res- 
imation, or death shall be nlled by appointment by the Governor- 
General, with the advice and consent of the Commission, within 
ninety days after the vacancy occurs. 

(6) Should the Governor-General have reason to believe that any 
provincial officer is guilty of disloyalty, dishonesty, oppression, or 
misconduct in office, he may suspend him from the discharge of the 
duties of his office, and, after due notice to the suspended officer, shall 
investigate the cause of suspension and either remove him, with the 
advice and consent of the Commission, from office or reinstate him, as 
the circumstances may require. In case the suspension results in a 
removal, the removed appointee shall not receive any compensation 
from and after the date of his suspension. Should he be reinstated, 
it shall be in the discretion of the Governor-General to direct that 
his compensation, during the period of his suspension, shall be with- 
held, or paid from the provincial treasury. Suspension or removal 
under this section shall not prevent the institution of criminal pro- 
ceedings against the person suspended or removed. 

Every provincial omcer shall be subject to prosecution, in a Court 
of First Instance, for a criminal act committed by him, in the same 
manner as any other person. 

((?) Pending the filnng of a vacancv in a provincial office created by 
removal, resignation, or death, or whenever a provincial officer fails 
to discharge or is disabled from discharging the duties of his office on 
account of sickness, absence, or other cause, or in case of the suspen- 
sion of a provincial officer by the Gk)vemor-General as provided by 
paragraph (b) ot this section, the vacancy thus caused shall be filled 
m the following manner : 

(1) In case the vacancy, absence, or suspension is in the office of 
provincial governor, the provincial secretary shall discharge the du- 
ties of provincial governor during such vacancy, absence, or suspen- 
sion, or until the vacancy shall be filled as directed by law : Provided^ 
however^ That if in the judgment of the Governor-Gfeneral the public 
interest demands, the vacancy thus created may be filled by a person 
to be specially appointed by the Governor-General instead of oy the 
secretary of the province ; and in case such person is not at the time 
of appointment m the service of the Government, his salary shall be 
the same as that of the regular provincial governor and shall be paid 
out of provincial funds. 

Whenever the governor of the province shall leave the capital for a 
temporary absence for the purpose of inspecting the townships of his 
province or for any other purpose, he may, if he thinks the public in- 
terest will be servei thereby, aelegate to the secretary of the province, 
by a proper writing, the power to perform such of his duties as gov- 
ernor as can only conveniently be performed at the capital oi the 
province. Such written delegation shall be spread upon the records 
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of the province to evidence the authority of the secretary to perform 
such acts of the governor as he may be required to perform aiter such 
delegation. 

(2^ In case the vacancy, absence, or suspension is in the office of 
provincial secretary, provincial treasurer, or provincial supervisor, 
the Governor-General shall appoint a person to perform the duties 
of the office during such vacancy or absence or suspension, and, in 
the case of the provincial treasurer and provincial supervisor, shall 
make such provision with respect to the bond of the temporary ap- 
pointee as to him may seem wise. In all cases in which a deputy of 
the Insular Treasurer shall take possession of the office of any pro- 
vincial treasurer because of alleged defalcations in his office, such 
treasurer shall ipso facto be suspended from the performance of his 
functions as a member of the provincial board, ana the deputy placed 
in charge of the office of such provincial treasurer by the Insular 
Treasurer shall, during the time he is in charge of such office, be a 
member of the provincial board with all the powers and duties per- 
taining to the provincial treasurer, and during such time the per diem 
to which such examiner or deputy is entitled under the provisions of 
Act Numbered Three hundred and fifty-eight, as amended, shall be 
paid from the revenues of the province where such service is rendered. 

(3) In case the vacancy, aosence, or suspension is in the office of 
fiscal for the province the judge of First Instance may appoint a 
temporarv fiscal to discharge the duties of the office which the re^lar 
fiscal fails or is unable to perform. The temporary fiscal shall re- 
ceive the same compensation and allowance per day as that provided 
by law for the regular fiscal for the days actually employed, such 
compensation to be paid out of the salary of the regular fiscal or from 
the appropriation for contingent expenses. Bureau of Justice, as the 
Secretary of Finance and Justice shall decide. 

Sec. 21. No provincial official shall leave the province without 
obtaining permission so to do from the Gk)vernor-General. 

Sec. 22. The provincial governor, the provincial secretary, the 
provincial treasurer, the provincial supervisor, and the deputy clerk 
of the Court of First Instance for the province are hereby made 
justices of the peace, ex officio^ with jurisdiction throughout the 
province. All fees collected in the province by any provincial officer 
or deputy clerk of the Court of First Instance as ex oifimo justices of 
the peace shall be accounted for to the provincial treasurer and 
turned into the provincial treasury. Courts of justices of the peace 
may, upon recommendation of the provincial board and with the 
approval of the Secretary of Finance and Justice, be established in 
townships organized unaer the Township Government Act, Num- 
bered Thirteen hundred and ninety-seven, in like manner and with 
like powers, jurisdiction, and duties as courts of justices of the peace 
in municipalities organized under Act Numbered Eighty-two, entitled 
" The Municipal Code." The existing courts of justices of the peace 
in provinces organized under this Act are hereby reco^ized and con- 
tinued and the justices of such courts shall continue m office during 
the pleasure of the Philippine Commission, and the establishment of 
such courts and the appointment of such justices are hereby validated. 

Sec. 23 (a) The Irrovince of Nueva Vizcaya shall consist of the 
territory included within the limits of said province at the time of

the cession of the Philippine Islands to the United States. The cap- 
ital of the province shall be the township of Bayombong. 

(6) The officers of the provincial government shall be a provincial 
governor, at four thousana eight hundred pesos per annum, who diall 
discharge, in addition to his regular duties, the duties hereinbefore 
prescribed for the provincial supervisor; a provincial secretary- 
treasurer, at three thousand pesos per annum, who shall discharge the 
duties hereinbefore prescribed for the provincial secretary and those 
prescribed for the provincial treasurer and who shall give a bond, as 
provided by section four of this Act, in the sum of ten thousand pesos. 
The fiscal for the Mountain Judicial District shall discharge the 
duties hereinbefore prescribed for the provincial fiscal. 

(c) The provincial governor, the provincial secretary-treasurer, 
and the division superintendent of schools for the Province of Nueva 
Vizcaya shall constitute the provincial board. 

Sec. 24. (a) The Province of Lepanto-Bontoc shall consist of the 
territory included within the limits heretofore fixed for this province 
by Act Numbered Four hundred and ten, as amended. The capital 
or the province shall be the township of Cervantes. 

(6) This province shall be divided into three subprovinces, as 
follows : 

(1) The subprovince of Lepanto, which shall consist of the terri- 
tory included within the boundaries fixed for this subprovince by Act 
Numbered Four hundred and ten, as amended. 

(2) The subprovince of Bon toe, which shall consist of the terri- 
tory included within the boundaries fixed for this subprovince by Act 
Numbered Four hundred and ten, as amended. 

(3) The subprovince of Amburayan, which shall consist of the terri- 
tory included within the boundaries fixed for this subprovince by Act 
Numbered Four hundred and ten, as amended. 

(c) The officers of the provincial government shall be a provincial 
governor, at four thousand eight hundred pesos per annum; a secre- 
tary-treasurer, at three thousand two hundred pesos per annum, who 
shall discharge the duties hereinbefore prescribed for the provincial 
secretary and those prescribed for the provincial treasurer, and who 
shall give a bond as provided by section four of this Act in the sum 
of ten thousand pesos ; and a provincial supervisor, at three thousand 
pesos per annum. The fiscal for the Mountain Judicial District shall 
discharge the duties hereinbefore prescribed for the provincial fiscal. 

(d) There shall be a lieutenant-governor for the subprovince of 
Bon toe, at three thousand pesos per annum, who shall reside and 
have his office in the settlement of Bontoc ; and a lieutenant-governor 
for the subprovince of Amburayan, at two thousand four hundred 
pesos per annum, who shall reside and have his office in the settlement 
of Alilem. Subject to the supervision of the provincial governor, 
the lieutenant-governors shall exercise in their respective subprov- 
inces the powers hereinbefore conferred upon the provincial governor. 
They shall be eligible to appointment as deputies of the provincial 
secretary-treasurer, but when so appointed shall receive no additional 
salary. 

(e) The lieutenant-governors shall have power to appoint, in 
accordance with the rules and restrictions of the Civil Service Act 
and the Acts amendatory thereof, such permanent assistants^ clerks, 
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and employees in their offices as may be approved by the provincial 
board. The number and salaries of such employees shall be reported 
by them to the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, who shall have 
tne power to abolish such subordinate offices or reduce salaries; and 
no increase shall be made in the number of such employees or the 
amount of such salaries after having been reduced by the Treasurer 
of the Philippine Islands before his approval of the proposed increase 
shall have been obtained. The salaries of the officers and employees 
provided for in subsections (d) and (^) of this section shall be paid 
from the provincial treasury. 

(/) The lieutenant-governor of Bontoc and the lieutenant-governor 
of Amburayan shall be justices of the peace ex officio^ wnth jurisdic- 
tion throughout their respective subprovinces. 

Sec. 25. {a) The Province of Mindoro shall consist of the Island 
of Mindoro, the Island of Lubang, and the small islands adjacent 
to these islands and not included within the limits of any other 
province. 

{b) The officers of the provincial government of Mindoro shall be 
a provincial governor, at four thousand five hundred pesos per 
annum ; a provincial supervisor-treasurer, at four thousand five hun- 
dred pesos per annum, who shall discharge the duties hereinbefore 
prescribed tor the provincial supervisor and those prescribed for 
the provincial treasurer, and who shall give a bond as provided by 
section four of this Act in the sum of twenty thousand pesos; a 
provincial secretary, at three thousand pesos per annum ; and a pro- 
vincial fiscal, at two thousand eight hundred pesos per annum. 
These officers shall reside and have their offices in the township of 
Calapan, Island of Mindoro, which is hereby made the capital oi the 
province. 

{c) The provincial governor, the provincial supervisor-treasurer, 
and the provincial secretary shall constitute the provincial board. 

Sec. 26. (a) The Province of Palawan shall include the entire 
Island of Palawan, the Islands of Dumaran and Balabac, the Cala- 
mianes Islands, the Cuyos Islands, the Cagayanes Islands, and all 
other islands adjacent to these islands and not included within the 
limits of any other province. 

(6) The capital of the Province of Palawan shall be the township 
of Puerto Princesa on the Island of Palawan: Provided^ however^ 
That until cable communications shall have be^n established between 
Puerto Princesa and Manila, the provincial governor shall have dis- 
cretion to fix the capital of that province either at Cuyo or at Puerto 
Princesa, and to change the place of the capital from one place to the 
other, as the public interests may re(][uire, the change of the capital, if 
made, to be effected by a proclamation of the provincial governor, a 
copy of which shall be forwarded to the Executive Secretary. 

{c) The officers of the provincial government shall be a provincial 
governor, at three thousand two hundred pesos per annum, who shall 
discharge the duties hereinbefore prescribed for the provincial gov- 
ernor and those prescribed for the provincial supervisor; and a pro- 
vincial secretary-treasurer, at three thousand pesos per annum, who 
shall discharge the duties hereinl)efore prescribed for the provincial 
secretary and those prescribed for the provincial treasurer, and who 
shall give a bond as provided by section four of this Act in the sum 
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of ten thousand pesos. The fiscal for the Fifteenth Judicial District 
shall perform the duties prescribed for the provincial fiscal. 

(d) The provincial governor, the provincial secretary-treasurer, 
una the division superintendent of schools for the Province of Pala- 
wan shall constitute the provincial board. 

Sec. 27. (a) The Province of Benguet shall retain the boundaries 
fixed by law at the time of the passa^ of this Act, and the capital of 
the province shall be the township of Baguio. 

(6) The officers of the provincial government of Benguet shall be a 
provincial governor, at three^housand six hundred pesos per annum, 
who shall perform the duties prescribed for the provincial governor 
and those prescribed for the provincial supervisor; a provincial sec- 
retary, at one thousand two hundred pesos per annum ; and a provin- 
cial treasurer, at one thousand six hundred pesos per annum, who 
shall also act as disbursing officer for the Civil Sanitarium, Benguet, 
and who shall receive therefor, from the Civil Sanitarium, eight hun- 
dred pesos per annum, togelheuj^i subsistence and quarters in kind. 
The provincial treasurer sh^^Hk bond as provided by section four 
of thiR Act in the sum of eighteenjAousand pesos. 

(c) The provincial governor, fhe provincial secretary, and the 
provincial treasurer shall constitute the provincial board. 

Sec. 28. The following Acts and all Acts or parts of Acts in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed : 

(a) Act Numbered Forty-nine, entitled "An Act providing for the 
establishment of a civil government for the Province of Benguet." 

(6) Act Numbered Three hundred and thirty-seven, entitfed "An 
Act providing for the organization of a provincial government in 
the Province of Nueva Vizcaya." 

(<?) Act Numbered Four hundred and ten, entitled "An Act pro- 
viding for the organization of a provincial government in the ter- 
ritory comprised in the comandancias of Lepanto, Bontoc, and Am- 
burajan, and the territory lying between Abra, Cagayan, and Bontoc 
not included within the limits of any province, and providing for 
justices of the peace in this territory and in the Province of Nueva 
Viscaya." 

{d) Act Numbered Four hundred and twenty-two, entitled "An 
Act providing for the organization of a provincial government in 
the Province of Paragua, and defining the limits of that province.'' 

{e) Act Numbered Four hundred and forty-one, entitled "An Act 
amending Act Numbered Four hundred and twenty-two, organizing 
a provincial government in the Province of Paragua, so as to pro- 
viae that the duties of fiscal of that province shall be performea by 
the fiscal of the Fourteenth Judicial District."

The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passa^ of the same is hereby expeaited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 32. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

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AN ACT Providing for the establishment of local civil governments In the 
townships in the Provinces of Nueva Vizcaya, Lepanto-Bontoc, Mlndoro, Pala- 
wan, Ilocos Sur, and Benguet, and in other settlements of non-Christian 
tribes in the Philippine Islands not included within the limits of the More 
Province, and repealing Acts Numbered Forty-eight, Three hundred and 
eighty-seven. Four hundred and eleven. Four hundred and forty-five, Five 
hundred and forty-seven. Five hundred and forty-eight. Five hundred and 
forty-nine, Five hundred and fifty, Five hundred and seventy-nine. Seven hun- 
dred and fifty-three, Eight hundred and fifty-five. Eleven hundred and forty- 
five. Twelve hundred and sixty-eight, and sections one to four, inclusive, of 
Act Numbered Eleven hundred and thirteen. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission J that: 

Chapter I. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section 1. (a) All townships in the Provinces of Nueva Vizcaya. 
I^epanto-Bontoc, Mindoro, ana Palawan, and in the subprovince of 
Abra, Province of Ilocos Sur, which have heretofore been organized 
under the provisions of sections one to sixty-seven, inclusive, of Act 
Numbered Three hundred and eighty-seven, entitled "An Act pro- 
viding for the establishment of local civil governments in the town- 
ships and settlements of Nueva Vizcaya,'' B.ixd all townships in the 
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Province of Benguet which have heretofore been organized under 
the provisions of Act Numbered Forty-eight, entitled "An Act pro- 
viding for the establishment of local civil governments in the town- 
ships of the Province of Benguet," shall be recognized as municipal 
corporations and shall be known respectively by the names heretofore 
adopted. Under such names they may sue and be sued, contract and 
be contracted with, acquire and nold real and personal property for 
the general interests of the township, and exercise all the powers 
heremafter conferred upon them. All property and property rights 
vested in any pueblo under its former organization shall continue to 
be vested in the same township after its incorporation under this Act. 

(6) For the purposes of the Internal Revenue Act, Numbered 
Eleven hundred ana eighty-nine, the townships referred to in para- 
graph (a) of this Section, and all townships hereafter or^nized 
under the provisions of sections one to sixty oi this Act, shall be con- 
sidered municipalities. 

Sec. 2. Each of these townships shall be divided into barrios. 
For the purposes of the first election, the barrios as established under 
Spanish sovereignty shall be recognized; but when local civil gov- 
ernment shall have been established in any township this government 
shall readjust the division of the towndiip into barrios, definitely 
fixing the boundaries of these barrios, as hereinafter provided. The 
barrio of the township in which the " tribunal " was formerly situated 
shall be known as the chief barrio. 

Sec. 3. The government of each township established under this 
Act is hereby vested in a president, a vice-president, and a council, 
composed of one representative from each barrio of the township, who 
shall be designated " councilor." 

Sec. 4. There shall be in each township a secretary, a treasurer, and 
such other nonelective officers and employees as the council shall deem 
necessary and provide for and the provincial board shall authorize: 
Provided^ That in townships where the provincial board may deem 
it necessary for purposes of economy, the board may, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Interior, by resolution provide that the 
duties of township secretary and township treasurer shall be per- 
formed by one officer, who shall be known as the township secretary- 
treasurer and who shall be appointed in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed for the township treasurer. 

Sec. 5. The president and vice-president shall be chosen at large by 
the qualified electors of the township; the councilor of each barrio 
shall be chosen by the qualified electors of the barrio. The term of 
office of the president, vice-president, and councilors shall be for two 
years from and after the first Monday in January next after their 
election and until their successors are duly chosen and qualified. . 

Chapter II. 

qualifications of electors — elections. 

Sec. 6. The electors exercising the privilege of choosing elective 
officers shall be male persons eighteen or more years of age who 
have had a legal residence in the township in which they exercise the 
right of suffrage for a period of six months immediately preceding 
the election, and who are not citizens or subjects of any foreign 
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power: Provided^ That officers, soldiers, sailors, or marines of the 
Army or Navy of the United States shall not be considered as having 
acquired legal residence within the meaning of this section by reason 
of their having been stationed in the township for the required six 
months. 

Sec. 7. Each elector shall, before voting, take and subscribe the 
following elector's oath, which shall be administered by a member of 
the board of election judges or by the township secretary. Electors' 
oaths shall be filed with the township secretary :

swear (or affirm) that I am a male resident of the township of

and shall have resided therein for the period of six months next 
preceding the next township election; that at the date of said elec- 
tion I shall be eighteen or more years of age ; that I am not a citizen 
or subject of any foreign power; that I recognize and accept the 
supreme authority of the United States of America and will main- 
tain true faith and allegiance thereto; that I will obey the laws, 
legal orders, and decrees duly promulgated by its authority; and 
that I impose upon myself this obligation voluntarily and without 
mental reservation or purpose of evasion. So help me God. (In 
case of affirmation the words ' So help me God ' should be stricken 
out.)

Sec. 8. The following persons shall be disqualified from voting: 

{a) Any person who is delinquent in the payment of public taxes. 

(6) Any person who has been deprived of the right to vote by the 
sentence of a court of competent jurisdiction since August thirteenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, unless and until acquitted upon 
appeal to a higher court or restored to all civil rights by amnesty or 
pardon. 

{c) Any person who has taken and violated the oath of allegiance 
to the United States. 

{d) Any person who, after April ninth, nineteen hundred and two, 
has been m or shall be in arms m the Philippine Islands against the 
authority or sovereignty of the United States, whether such person 
be an officer, soldier, or civilian. 

{e) Any person who, after April ninth, nineteen hundred and two, 
has made or shall make contribution of money or other valuable 
thing in aid of any person or organization against the authority or 
sovereignty of the United States, or who shall demand or receive such 
contribution from others, or who shall make any contribution to any 
person or organization hostile to or in arms against the authority or 
sovereignty of the United States for the purpose of securing any pro- 
tection, immunity, or benefit, and who has not received the benefit of 
the Amnesty Proclamation. 
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(/) Any person who. after April ninth, nineteen hundred and two, 
has given or in any manner whatsoever shall give aid and comfort to 
any person or organization in the Philippine Islands in oi)position to 
or in arms against the authority or sovereignty of the United States, 
and who has not received the benefit of the Amnesty Proclamation. 
g) Insane or feeble-minded persons. 

^EC. 9. (a) The provincial board shall formulate rules for the 
holding of elections, and shall appoint for each township a board of 
five election judges to preside over the election and report its result. 

(6) Immediately after the close of the election the result of the 
voting shall be canvassed by the board of election judges, a certificate 
of the result of the election shall be prepared in duplicate and sigped 
by the memibers of the board, and this certificate shall be a sufficient 
warrant for those elected to assume their offices unless objections are 
filed as follows: A duplicate containing the additional statement that 
a term of three days is granted in which any resident of the township 
can present to the board, or to the chairman thereof, in writing, such 
objections as he may deem just and legal against those declared 
elected, shall be prepared by the board and posted at the main 
entrance of the township building. 

(c) On the day following the said term of three days a duplicate 
of the election certificate and the objections made, if any, shall be 
sent by the chairman of the board of judges to the provincial board. 
Should the provincial board, upon investigation and after hearing of 
evidence, if necessary, find the election legal, they shall, within seven 
days after the receipt of said documents, direct the newly elected 
officers to qualify and enter upon their duties on the day fixed by 
this Act; but if the provincial board determines that there has been 
an illegality committed in the election of any officer, or that any 
candidate returned is not eligible, they shall so declare in writing, 
with the reason therefor, and shall order a special election to fill the 
vacancy thus occasioned, and shall certify their finding and order 
to the township secretary, who shall spread the same upon the records 
of the council. In determining the legality of the election the 
provincial board shall ignore irregularities or informalities which do 
not prevent the declared result from being the actual will of the 
electors. 

Sec. 10. The provincial governor shall issue to each legally elected 
township officer a certificate of election. 

Sec. 11. Upon the election of a new president and vice-president 
an accounting shall be had between the incoming and the outgoing 
township officers, and every officer of the township shall deliver to 
his successor in office, who shall receipt for the same in duplicate, 
all books,^ records, accounts, moneys, and effects of every description 
in his possession belonging to the township or pertaining to his office, 
except township property in the custody of the township treasurer, 
which shall be turned over to the township treasurer for delivery to 
the incoming officials. One copy of the receipt shall be delivered 
to the retiring officer and the other copy shall be filed with the treas- 
urer. Upon the refusal of the retiring officer to comply with this 
provision he shall be liable for all damages caused thereby and to 
such penalty as may be by law or ordinance prescribed. Upon the 
appointment of a new township treasurer all township property of 
every kind in the possession of the township treasurer shall be trans- 
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ferred to his successor under the supervision of the provincial treas- 
urer. The incoming officials shall inform the provincial fiscal of 
any irregularities in the management of the township funds which 
they may discover. 

Sec. 12. A plurality of votes shall be sufficient to elect. In case 
of a tie vote, the candidates who have received the same number of 
votes shall draw lots for the office in question. The lots shall be 
prepared by the board of election judges, the drawing shall take 
place in their presence, and they shall certify to the fact of the draw- 
ing and to the result in the election returns. 

Chapter III. 

OFFICERS — THEIR QUALIFICATIONS, DUTIES, AND COMPENSATION. 

Sec. 13. A president, vice-president, or councilor shall be a duly 
Qualified elector of the province, and shall have a legal residence 
tnerein for one year prior to the election. 

Sec. 14. A secretary shall be able to read, write, and speak intelli- 
gently a local dialect generally understood in the township, and the 
Spanish or English language. 

Sec. 15. In no case shall there be elected or appointed to a town- 
ship office ecclesiastics; soldiers in active service; persons receiving 
salaries from provincial, departmental, or governmenbil funds; 
those who are delinauent in the payment of public taxes assessed 
after the passage of this Act; or contractors for public works within 
the province. 

Sec. 16. (a) Every person elected or appointed to a township 
office under the provisions of this Act shall, before entering upon the 
duties thereof, take and subscribe before the president or seci'etary 
the following oath of office: Provid^d^ That oaths of office shall be 
administered by members of boards of election judges to officers 
chosen at the first election :

impose upon myself this obligation voluntarily, without mental 
reservation or purpose of evasion; and that I will well and faith- 
fully discharge the duties of the office upon which I am about to 
enter.

(b) Such oaths shall be filed in the office of the secretary. 
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Sec. 17. Every township officer charged with the custody of public 
funds or property shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
execute a bond to the township with two or more sureties, the amount 
of which bond and the sufficiency of which sureties shall be approved 
by the president and by the provincial treasurer in writing indorsed 
thereon, and by the council by a recorded vote. A copy or the bond 
and the approval of the same shall be spread upon the minutes of the 
council. The bond shall be fixed at a penal sum of not less than half 
of the amount of the aggregate revenue which will probably come into 
the custody of such officer during the current year, and shall be con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of the office and 
the payment as required by law of all moneys received by such officer 
for and in behalf of the tow^nship. The bond shall be filed in the 
office of the provincial treasurer, who shall carefully preserve the 
same. Should suit be brought on this bond, it shall be no defense to 
those signing the bond that the above requirements for approval have 
not been complied with, rf in fact, by virtue of such bona, the town- 
fJiip officer had entered upon the discharge of his official duties. 

The requirement that township treasurers shall be bonded may be 
waived by the provincial treasurer in any township where the town- 
ship treasurer is the deputy of the provincial treasurer; but if the 
township treasurer is thus relieved by the provincial treasurer of the 
necessity of giving bond, the latter onicial snail be liable upon his own 
bond for the payment as required by law of all moneys received by 
such township treasurer for and in behalf of the township. 

Sec. 18. (a) The president shall be the chief executive of the town- 
ship. 

(b) He shall cause the ordinances of the township to be executed, 
and shall supervise the discharge of official duties of all subordinates. 

(c) He shall examine and inspect the books, records, and papers, 
of every officer or agent of the township. 

(d) He shall issue orders relating to the police or to public safety, 
and orders for the purpose of avoiding conflagrations, noods, and tiie 
effects of storms or other public calamities. 

(e) He shall draw warrants upon the treasurer for the legitimate 
payments authorized by the council. 

If) He shall assist the provincial treasurer and his deputies in the 
collection of taxes. 

(a) He shall be the presiding officer of a court consisting of him- 
self and two councilors to be chosen as hereinafter provided m section 
thirty-six. The secretary shall be the recording officer of this court, 
which shall hear and adjudge alleged violations of public ordinances, 
upon complaint filed by the direction of the president or by a 
police officer or a private citizen ; and, after due trial, in which the 
accused and his witnesses shall be heard, the president shall, upon 
conviction of the accused by a majority vote of the members of the 
court, impose such punishment, either by admonition or by fine or 
imprisonment, or both such fine and imprisonment, in his discretion, 
as is provided in subsection (q) of section twenty-nine. In case the 
person convicted is unable or imwilling to pay such fine he shall sat- 
isfy its amount by labor upon public works within the township at the 
rate per day to be fixed for each township by the provincial board, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Interior first had ; Provided^ 
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That females shall not be compelled to perform work unsuitable for 
their sex. 

(h) This court shal have no jurisdiction in civil cases, except on 
the application of interested parties and upon their making an affree- 
ment in writing to accept the award of the court, when it may near 
and adjudge any case not involving property exceeding in value the 
sum of two hundred pesos, Philippine currency. The judgment shall 
be awarded by a majority vote of the members of the court and shall be 
recorded by the secretary, and shall be final. 

(i) The members of this court shall receive no compensation for 
their services. 

(j) Whenever it shall come to the knowledge of the president 
that a crime or misdemeanor not within the jurisdiction of the court 
provided for in subsection (g) of this section has been committed 
within the township, the president shall direct the arrest of the 
alleged offender, shall make a preliminary investigation into the 
facts, and, if the ^ilt of the prisoner shall appear probable, shall 
ordering the arresting officer to proceed immediately with the prisoner 
and the president's report of his investigation to the governor of the 
province. 

(k) Fines shall be paid in Philippine currency to the treasurer 
of the township upon the order of the president, and the treasurer 
shall issue a receipt therefor, which shall be countersigned by the 
president, who shall, upon countersigning said receipt, record the 
payment of the fine in the docket prescribed in paragraph (l) of this 
section: Provided^ That if the charge be against a township officer 
or employee for violating his official duty, the president shall have 
jurisdiction to suspend him, pending action on such violation by 
the council ; and, ii a fine is imposed against such officer, it may he 
collected by withholding the requisite amount from such salary as is 
or may thereafter become due to him. 

(I) The president shall keep a docket of the trials held by the 
court provided for in subsection (^), in which shall be recorded in 
a summary manner the name of the defendant, the charge against 
him, and the name of the prosecuting witness, the date of the arrest, 
the date of the trial, the presence or the defendant, and the nature 
of the judgment, together with the fines collected, if any, in accord- 
ance with the judgment. 

(m) The president shall recommend to the council at any time 
such measures connected with the public health, cleanliness, or orna- 
ment of the township, or the improvement of its finances, as he 
shall deem expedient. He shall preside at all meetings of the council 
and shall sign its journal ; but he shall not vote, except in case of a 
tie, when he shall give the casting vote. He shall approve and for- 
ward to the provincial board ordinances adopted by the council, 
unless he shall consider them prejudicial to the public welfare, in 
which case he shall veto them; but the council may pass an ordi- 
nance over the veto of the president by a two-thirds vote of all its 
members, in which case he shall forward it to the provincial board 
for action. 

(n) He shall appoint, by and with the consent of the majority of 
all the members of the council, the township secretary and all non- 
elective officers and employees that may be provided for by law ov 
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by ordinance, with the exception of the township treasurer, and at 
any time, for cause, he may suspend any such officer or employee, 
thus appointed, for a period not exceeding ten days, which suspension 
may be continued for a longer period by tne council ; and, by and with 
the consent of a majority of all the members of the council, he may 
remove any such officer or employee : Provided^ That the appointment 
and removal of the township secretary shall be subject to the approval 
of the provincial board. 

{o) The township treasurer shall be appointed by the provincial 
treasurer, subject to the approval of the provincial b<mrd, and may be 
removed from office by the board for cause. Each township treasurer 
shall render a monthly account of the vouchers covering all his trans- 
actions to the provincial treasurer ,^ and shall submit to the Auditor 
for the Philippine Islands such reports as that officer may require 
of him. All township treasurers holding office at the time oi the pas- 
sage of this Act shall continue to discharge the duties of their respec- 
tive offices until a new appointment has been made under its pro- 
visions. 

{p) The president shall make all nominations at the first meeting 
of the council after his election, except for those offices in which a 
vacancy may occur during his term. In case the council shall reject 
any of the nominations made by him, then it shall be his duty at the 
next regular meeting of the council to submit the names of other per- 
sons for appointment. In case a vacancy accurs in any of the above- 
named offices during the term of office of the president, he shall sub- 
mit a nomination to the council at the first regular meeting after the 
occurrence of the vacancy. 

{q) During the month of May of each year he shall prepare and 
make out in duplicate an annual report, in which he shall set forth 
the most important events which have occurred in the township dur- 
ing the current year. One copy of the report shall be filed m the 
office of the secretary and the other shall be submitted to the council 
and thereafter forwarded to the provincial governor on or before 
the fifteenth day of the following June. 

(r) He is authorized to use, as a symbol of office, a black cylin- 
drical cane, with gold head, gilt ferrule, and silver cord and tassels. 

Sec. 19. The vice-president shall : 

(a) Act as a substitute for the president in case of the absence 
of the latter or his temporary inability to discharge the duties of 
bis office. 

{h) In case of a permanent vacancy in the office of president he 
shfiill fill the post for the unexpired portion of the term; and a new 
vice-president shall be elected by a majority vote of all the members 
of the council. 

{o) He shall be an ex officio member of the council, with all the 
rights of any other member. 

{d) He is authorized to use. as a symbol of office, a black cylindri- 
cal cane, with gold head, gilt lerrule, and black cord and tassels. 

Sec 20. {a) The secretary shall be the clerk of the council, whose 
meetings it shall be his duty to attend. 

(h^ He shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the council and 
of all records and acts of the township. 

{c) He shall countersign and certify to the correctness of all war- 
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rants ordered by the council to be drawn on the treasury of the town- 
ship. 

(d) He shall keep his office in the building where the council meets, 
or at some place convenient thereto, as the council shall direct. 

(e) He shall keep a civil register for the township and shall record 
therein all births, marriages, and deaths, with the respective dates. 
In case of marriages he shall further record the previous residences 
of the contracting parties, the name of the person solemnizing the 
marriaffe, and the names of the witnesses. In case of deaths the cause 
of death shall be recorded when known. Physicians and midwives 
residing within the limits of the township shall immediately forward 
to the secretaiy notification of every birth or death that occurs under 
his or her proiessional observation, together with the necessary infor- 
mation for making the propjer entry in the civil register. Every per- 
son resident withm the limits of the township who is authorized by 
law to celebrate marriages shall immediately forward to the secre- 
tary notification of every marriage which he celebrates, together 
with the necessary data for properly recording said marriage m the 
civil register. All entries in the register shall be made by the sec- 
retary tree of charge, and any failure to forward the information 
hereby required to be forwarded by physicians, midwives, or persons 
authorized by law to perform marriages shall be punishable by a fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than one hundred pesos. 

(/) He shall issue upon demand of any person a certified copy 
of any record within his control, and shall be authorized to charge 
and receive a fee which shall not exceed, for both the writing and 
certificate, ten centavos, Philippine currency, per one hundred 
words. The records shall, during usual business hours, be open to 
inspection by all residents of the township and by all officers of the 
provincial, departmental, and general governments, 

(g) He shall read all communications from the provincial gov- 
ernor to the president and the council at its next regular meeting 
after they are received, unless the matter treated of be urgent, in 
which case the president shall call a special meeting of the council at 
which the communication shall be read. 

(h) Upon request of the president he shall prepare at his dicta- 
tion and for his signature any official communications which the 
president may desire to send, or any documents or reports which the 
president is required to furnish. 

(i) During the first week of every month he shall forward to the 
provincial governor true copies of all records made by him during 
the preceding month. 

(;) He shall each year prepare a list of the persons from whom 
taxes are due, as provided in section fifty-four. 

(k) On or before the thirty-first day of December of each year he 
shall prepare a list of the inhabitants of the township, grouping them 
by barrios and families. This list shall give the name, sex, and 
approximate age of each person, the amount of taxes paid by him 
during the current year, and such other details as the provincial gov- 
ernor shall direct. The fact that a man's name has been enterea on 
this list as an inhabitant of a given township shall not restrict his 
right to transfer his residence to another township. 

(l) He shall forward to the provincial secretary, on or before the 
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fifteenth day of January of each year, a complete copy of the entries 
in the civil register for the township during the year ending on the 
preceding thirty-first day of December, and a true copy of the list 
pro video for in subsection (k) for the same year, and shall certify 
the same as true copies of the original records in his office. 

(m) He shall perform all such other duties as the council may by 
ordinance provide or as may be imposed by general legislation. 

Sec. 21. (a) The township treasurer shall collect all moneys due 
to the township from any source: Provided^ That the taxes imposed 
by Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine shall be collected 
by the provincial treasurer or his deputies, m the manner provided 
in said Act: And provided ftirtker^ That the proiancial treasurer 
may appoint township treasurers as deputies for such purpose : And 
provided further^ That the taxes imposed for the purpose of protect- 
ing roads, in section forty-three, subsection {g)^ of this Act, and taxes 
on real estate and personal property, shall be collected by the provin- 
cial treasurer or his deputies and paid to the township treasurer as 
hereinafter provided. »- 

(6) He shall give to every person paying money into the township 
treasury a receipt therefor, specifying the date and amount of the 
payment and upon what account paid. 

(c) He shall keep a detailed account of all moneys received, and 
shall pay the same out only under authority of an ordinance or reso- 
lution of the council and upon a warrant signed by the president 
and countersigned by the secretary. 

I (d) He shall, on or before the third day of each month, make out 
in triplicate a full and complete statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the preceding month, together with a statement of the cash 
actually on hand in the township treasury. He shall deliver two 
copies to the president, who shall verify them and certify upon the 
face of each to the correctness thereof, and shall then immediately 
cause one copy to be posted at the main entrance of the township 
building and send the other copy to the provincial treasurer. 
• (e) He shall pay all lawful warrants in the order in which they 
shall be presented, and he shall note on the back of each the date of 
such presentation, and, when payment is made, the date of such pay- 
ment: Provided^ That he shall not pay any ^'arrant when there is 
not in the treasury a sufficient amount to meet warrants previousl}* 
presented and not paid, for want of funds. 

(/) He shall have in his office in the township building and shall 
keep in the township safe or strong box, which it shall be the duty 
of the council to provide, all moneys belonging to the township. 
Such moneys shall be kept separate and distinct from his own 
money, nor shall he be permitted to make a profit out of public 
money, nor to lend or otherwise use it, nor to use the same in any 
method not authorized by law. A treasurer violating the foregoing 
restriction shall be dismissed from office, if such violation shall be 
established at a hearing before the provincial treasurer. Such viola- 
tion shall be considered a malversation of funds, to be tried accord- 
ingly under the penal law by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
The provincial treasurer shall report any such violation to the pro- 
vincial fiscal for prosecution. The treasurer may, to prevent the 
accumulation of too large an amount of money in the strong box of 
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the township, when especially authorized by resolution of the coun- 
cil, deposit for safe-keeping with the provincial treasurer such sums 
of money as he will not be obliged to use at once, taking a receipt from 
the provincial treasurer. He shall exhibit this receipt to the council 
at its next meeting, and the secretary shall record the fact of such 
exhibition and the date and amount of the receipt. 

(g) He shall be the custodian of all township property and shall 
keep a record thereof in a suitable book. 

Sec. 22. (a) Each councilor shall inform the people of his barrio 
as to the acts of the council and as to governmental measures which 
directly concern them. He shall serve in the council as the repre- 
sentative of the people of his barrio and shall bring their especial 
needs to the attention of that body. 

(6) He shall promptly inform the president of any unusual or 
untoward event occurrmg in his barrio. 

(c) He shall notify the people of his barjio of the days on which 
they should present themselves to pay taxes, and shall himself be 
present on such occasions to identify them. 

Sec. 23. (a) The president and township secretary shall receive 
such salaries as the council shall fix and the provincial board 
approve ; the salary of the township treasurer shall be fixed by the 
provincial board: Provided, That tne township treasurer may also 
act as a deputy of the provincial treasurer and receive such addi- 
tional compensation therefor, to be paid from provincial funds, as 
the provincial board may fix and the Treasurer of the Philippine 
Islands approve, anything in existing law to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

(6) The salary of the president^ during the period when the 
vice-president shall perform his duties, shall be drawn by the vice- 
president. 

(c) The vice-president, except when serving as president, and 
the councilors shall receive no compensation, their offices being 
honorary. 

(d) No change of salaries by the council shall affect that of an 
officer then elected or incumbent. 

Sec. 24. (a) A person elected by the people to fill a township 
office shall not be permitted to decline the same, but shall qualify 
and discharge the duties thereof, unless before election he shall have 
presented to the judges of election, and established to their satisfac- 
tion, a claim for exemption on the ground : 

(1^ That he has discharged the duties of the same office for two 
previous terms; or 

(2) That he is physically disabled ; or 

(3) That he is more than sixty-five years of age. 

(6) Any person violating the foregoing provision of this section, 
and being convicted thereof in a court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall suffer imprisonment for a term not exceeding six months. 

Sec. 25. A second reelection to any township office is prohibited, 
except after two years. 

Sec. 26. Should any elective township officer become permanently 
incapacitated for the proper discharge of his duties during his term 
of office, through accident or disease, his office may be declared vacant 
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by the vote of a majority of all the members of the council, and his 
successor shall be promptly chosen, also by a majority vote of all tlie 
members. Any elective township officer who has qualified may be 
allowed to resign in the interest of the public service, with the ap- 
proval of the provincial board. 

Sec. 27. The term of office of all officers appointed by the president 
shall be until the end of the term of the president appointing them, 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, unless such 
office is sooner abolished by the provincial board or the officer is 
removed, as provided in this Act. 

Sec. 28. (a) No township officer shall be directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any contract work, cockpits, or other permitted games and 
amusements, or business of the township, or in the purchase of any 
real estate or any other property belonging to the corporation. 

(6) Any officer violating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
a two-thirds vote of all the members of the council, be removed from 
office; and, upon trial and conviction in a court oif competent juris- 
diction, shall be imprisoned for not less than six months and not more 
than two years. 

Chapter IV. 

THE TOWNSHIP COUNCIL. 

Sec. 29. The council shall, bv a majority vote of all its members: 
(a) Fix the salaries of all (fuly authorized employees, except the 
township treasurer and teachers in the public schools, subject to the 
provisions of section twenty-three. 

(6) Fill a pennanent vacancy in the office of vice-president or of 
councilor from among persons having the necessary qualifications. A 
person thus substituted as vice-presiaent or councilor shall serve only 
for the unexpired portion of the term for which his predecessor was 
elected and until his successor shall have been chosen and shall have 
qualified. The provincial governor, with the advice and consent of 
the provincial board, shall fill temporary vacancies in the office of 
vice-president, secretary, or councilor, and, whenever a president, vice- 
president, or councilor is suspended, shall appoint some person to dis- 
charge his duties until he is reinstated or until he is removed and the 
vacancy thus occasioned is filled. 

(c) Make api>ropriations for lawful and necessary expenditures, 
subject to the approval of the provincial board. 

(d) Manage the property oi the township. 

(e) Under the general supervision and control of the provincial 
supervisor, erect all needful buildings for the use of the township 
and construct all necessary trails, roads, streets, and bridges within 
the township, but in case the estimated cost of any building or im- 
provement exceeds one thousand pesos it shall request special plans 
or surveys through the Executive Secretary before appropriating 
funds for such works. 

(/) Provide regulations for the sanitation of the township, and 
order the removal of nuisances and causers of disease. 

(g) Regulate the running at large of domestic animals. 

(h) Adopt such measures to prevent the introduction and spread 
of disease as may from time to time be necessary. 
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{i) Prohibit gambling, opium smoking, or the sale of opium for 
smokinj?. 

j) Establish, regulate, and maintain a police department. 

k) Establish, maintain, and reflate township prisons. 

[l) Establish and maintain primary schools, subject to the ap- 
proval and supervision of the division superintendent. 

(m) Establish a post-office and provide for the collection and de- 
livery of mail; but such reflations must be in harmony with the 
postal service and rules established by the General Government. 

(n) Provide by ordinance for the levy of taxes for township pur- 
poses, within the limitations of law, as hereinafter provided in section 
forty-three. 

(o) License and regulate or prohibit the selling, giving away, or 
disposing in any manner of any intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or 
fermented liquors, at retail in quantities of not more than five gallons, 
except native fermented liquors, and determine the amount to be paia 
for such licenses, subject to such limitations of general law as may 
hereafter be enacted. 

(p) Provide for inspection of weights and measures, and enforce 
the keeping of proper weights and measures by vendors, but without 
the power to exact fees for such inspection. 

{q) Fix penalties for violation of ordinances, but no single pen- 
alty shall exceed a fine of two hundred pesos or imprisonment for six 
months, or both; imprisonment shall be imposed in lieu of unpaid 
fines at the rate of one day's imprisonment tor each peso of the fine. 
An appeal shall lie to the Court of First Instance, next to be held 
within the province, in all cases where the judgment shall be for a 
fine exceeding fifteen pesos or for imprisonment exceeding fifteen 
days; and it shall be the duty of the provincial fiscal to appear for 
and represent the prosecution and the appellant in such appeal cases 
to the end that justice may be done. Pending the appeal the defend- 
ant shall remain in custody unless released upon sufficient bail, in 
accordance with the general provisions of law, to await the judgment 
of the appellate court. 

(r) Make such ordinances and regulations, not repugnant to law, 
as may be necessary to carry into eflPect and discharge the powers 
and duties conferred by this Act, and such as shall seem necessary 
and proper to provide for the health and safety, promote the pros- 
perity, improve the morals, peace, good order, comfort, and con- 
venience of the township and the inhabitants thereof, and for the 
protection of property therein; and enforce obedience thereto with 
such lawful fines or penalties as the council may prescribe under 
provisions of subsection (q) oi this section. 

Sec. 30. (a) The cx)uneil shall prescribe the time and place of 
holding its meetings. Regular meetings shall be held once m everv 
two weeks, and special meetings as often as occasion may demand. 
Any meeting, regular or special, may, in case the amount of business 
shall require, be adjourned from day to day until the business is 
completed. 

(6) The president, or any two members of the council, may call 
a special meeting by giving written notice of it to each member 
of the council, which notice shall be served personally or left at his 
usual place of abode. 
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Sec. 31. The majority of the council elected shall constitute a 
q^uorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn from 
time to time and may compel the attendance of absentees, under 
such penalties as may be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 32. (a) The regular sessions or meetings of the council 
shall be public, and the person presiding has the authority to exact 
from all present due respect and proper deportment, to prevent 
disturbances and disorder, and to order the room cleared of any 
or all present who give reason for such action by improper behavior. 

(6) The council may hold special sessions with closed doors to 
consider and vote upon appointments submitted to it by the president. 

Sec 33. The township council shall determine its own rules of 
procedure, punish its members for disorderly conduct, and, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the members, the council may suspend 
or, subject to the approval of the provincial board, may expel a 
member for cause, electing his successor by a majority vote of all 
the members. 

Sec 34. The council shall keep a journal of its proceedings. The 
ayes and noes shall be taken upon the passage of all ordinances, 
upon all propositions to create any liability against the township, 
and upon any other proposition, upon the request of any member, 
and they shall be entered upon the journal. The afiirmative vote 
of a majority of all the members of the council shall be necessary 
to the passage of any ordinance or other action creating indebted- 
ness; but other measures, except as otherwise specially provided in 
this Act, or by due authority, shall prevail upon the majority vote of 
the members present at any meeting duly called and held. 

Sec 35. (a) Until a time to be hereafter determined by the Insular 
Government, when the township councils of the province shall have 
gained sufficient knowledge and experience properlv to exercise, with- 
out intervention, the powers herein conferred, all resolutions, ordi- 
nances, appointments, and other acts of the council shall be subject 
to the approval of the provincial board, and without such approval 
shall be invalid. 

(6) Every ordinance, resolution, or other act of the council shall 
be transmitted by the township secretary to the provincial board 
immediately after its passage. The provincial board shall either 
approve or disapprove such resolution, ordinance, or other act of 
the council, or amend the same in such manner and to such extent 
as the board may deem to be for the best interests of the township, 
and return the same to the township secretary. In case such act, 
ordinance, or resolution is approved or amended by the provincial 
board and such amendment is accepted by the township council, 
such act, ordinance, or resolution shall be immediately posted at the 
door of the township building for the information of the public, and 
shall take effect ten days after its receipt from the provincial board 
by the township secretary: Provided^ That failure to post the same 
shall not render it invalid. In case it is impracticable, by reason 
of the remoteness or inaccessibility of the township, for such acL 
ordinance, or resolution to be transmitted to the provincial boara 

id returned by the board as herein provided within a reasonable 

, and it is deemed by the board desirable for the provincial 

to pass upon the same at the time of his periooical visit 
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to the township, the board may, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior first had, delegate to the provincial governor, with 
respect to such township, the powers conierred upon the board by 
paragraph (Z) of section seventeen of Act Numbered Thirteen hun- 
dred and ninety-six. 

Sec. 36. At the first regular meeting after the election and quali- 
fication of a new president the council shall pass on his nominations 
to nonelective township offices and shall prescribe the duties of all 
appointed officers and employees, when not determined by the pro- 
A'^isions of this Act. It shall also choose, by a majority vote of all its 
members, two of the councilors to serve with the presiaent as members 
of the court provided for in section eighteen, subsection (g). 

Sec. 37. The council shall definitely fix the limits of the barrios of 
the township, prescribing for them such boundaries that the barrios, 
taken collectively, shall mclude the entire territory of the township. 

Sec. 38. The council may, by a majority vote of all its members: 

(a) Order the suspension or removal at any time, for cause, of any 
nonelective officer or employee other than the township treasurer. 

(6) Make such provisions for the care of the poor, the sick, 
orphans, or those of unsound mind as it may deem necessary. 

(c) Purchase, receive, hold, sell, lease, convey, and dispose of 
property, real and personal, for the benefit of tne township: Pro- 
videdj That the express authorization of the provincial governor 
shall be necessary to alienate or constitute any lien upon any real 
property of the township. 

(d) Employ a lawyer or lawyers, with the approval of the pro- 
vincial board, when necessary, in order to defend the interests of the 
township, but ordinary legal questions shall be submitted to the pro- 
vincial fiscal, who shall answer the same in writing free of charge. 

(e) Provide for the erection of markets, public stables, public 
bathing establishments, wharves, and township cemeteries, and for the 
establishment of ferries, and fix reasonable fees for the use of the 
same. 

(/) Provide for the establishment and maintenance of special and 
professional institutions of learning other than primary schools, and 
charge and collect matriculation and tuition fees from persons who 
attend such institutions. 

(g) Construct and maintain waterworks for the purpose of supply- 
ing the inhabitants of the township with water, and control the use 
of said water within the township and fix uniform and reasonable 
charges for the use of the water supplied by the waterworks con- 
structed and maintained by the township. 

(h) Name streets, avenues, and other public places, or change the 
names thereof. 

(i) License, tax, reffulate, or prohibit the keeping of dogs and 
authorize the killing or the same when at large contrary to ordinance. 

(j) Regulate and permit or prohibit cocknghting and the keeping 
or training of fighting cocks, and close cockpits: Provided^ That 
cockfighting in such cockpit shall take place only on legal holidays 
and during a period not to exceed three^days on the occasion of tne 
celebration of the patron saint's day of the township: Provided 
further^ That in the case of townships which were separate upon the 
date of enactment of Act Numbered Three hundred and eighty-seven, 
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which have been subsequently fused, or which may be fused, the 
township resulting from such fusion having no patron saint, cock- 
fighting in the cockpits of each such originally distinct township 
may take place for a period not to exceed three days on the celebra- 
tion of the patron saint's day of such formerly distinct township: 
And provided further^ That no game of chance be permitted on the 
premises. 

Uc) License public carriages, carts, and hearses kept for hire; 
cai&, restaurants^ hotels, inns, and lodging houses ; and horse races. 

Sec. 39. Questions which may arise relative to the constitution 
or attributes of the township government shall be submitted to the 
provincial fiscal for decision. 

Chapter V. 

TAXATION AND FINANCE. 

Sec. 40. Taxation shall be just, and in each township uniform. 

Sec. 41. {a) Taxes, imposts, and all other revenues of the town- 
ship shall not be leased or farmed by the council, but shall be col- 
lected by the provincial treasurer or his authorized deputies, or by 
the township treasurer, as herein provided. 

{P) When collected, the taxes, imposts^ and other revenues of the 
township shall be turned over by the provincial treasurer or his depu- 
ties, within one month of the date of collection, to the township 
treasurer, together with an itemized statement showing the nature 
of the tax, impost, or other revenue collected, and the respective 
amounts of same : Provided^ That the township treasurer shall, when 
a deputy of the provincial treasurer, collect all taxes in his capacity 
as such deputy, and in that event all Acts or parts of Acts whereby 
certain taxes are prescribed to be collected by the township treasurer 
in his capacity as such shall be inoperative. 

Sec. 42. The revenues of the township shall be devoted exclusively 
to local public purposes. 

Sec. 43. The revenues of the township shall be derived from the 
Internal Revenue Law of Nineteen hunared and four, from the tax 
provided for in section fifty-two of this Act, and from the following 
additional sources only : 

la) Fees for the granting of the privilege of fisheries. 

Ih) Fees for the issuing of certificates of ownership of large cattle 
and of transfer of title in the same. 

Ic) Rents and profits from all propertv belonging to the township; 
tolls from ferries, stables, markets, slaughterhouses, public bath 
houses, and cemeteries belonging to the township. 

{d) Rentals for the privifege of establishing and maintaining the 
same. 

(e) Fees for tuition in institutions of instruction other than 
primary schools founded and maintained solely by the township; 
and for the use of water from waterworks built or maintained by 
the township ; but nothing herein shall require the charging of such 
fees. 

(/) Township fines. 

{g) An annual tax, hereby imposed for the purpose of protecting 
the roads of the township and the province from destruction, of three 
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pesos, Philippine currency, upon each draft cart the wheels of which 
have tires less than two and one-half inches in width, and an annual 
tax of two ^esos, Philippine currency, upon each cart the wheels of 
which are n^id with tne axle to which they are attached, and an 
annual tax of five pesos, Philippine currency, upon each cart having 
both such tires and axles, and an annual tax of three pesos, Philippine 
currency, upon each sledge with runners less than two and one-half 
inches in width, all to be collected by the provincial treasurer in the 
usual manner. One-half of the proceeds of such taxes shaU be paid 
into the township treasury and one-half shall be paid into the pro- 
vincial treasury. 

It shall be tne duty of the provincial board to designate by public 
notice, which shall be posted at the door of the township building or 
presidencia of every township in the province, the roads on which it 
shall be unlawful to use narrow-wheeled carts, carts the axles of which 
are rigid with the wheels, or sledges. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this paragraph by using a cart or sledge of the prohibited 
type after December first, nineteen hundred and three, upon a road 
which has been designated as an improved or well-constructed public 
road by the provincial board, shall be subject to a fine of not to 
exceed one hundred pesos, Philippine currency, for each offense : Pro- 
videdj however^ That the Governor-General may, upon the applica- 
tion of the provincial board, suspend the operation of the prohibitory 
provisions of this paragraph to such extent and for such periods as he 
may deem advisable and in the interest of the province. 

Sec. 44. It shall not be in the power of the council to impose a tax 
in any form whatever upon goods and merchandise carried into the 
township, or out of the same, and any attempt to impose an import or 
export tax upon such goods in the guise of an unreasonable charge for 
wharfage, use of bridges, or otherwise, shall be void. 

Sec. 45. All taxes, licenses, and fees imposed by the council shall be 
fixed by ordinance, and may be changed from year to year as the 
council may deem proper. 

Sec. 46. (a) All licenses and privilege taxes shall be paid before 
the licensee or taxpayer shall begin the ousiness or enjoyment of the 
privilege for which the license or tax is imposed by the ordinance of 
the council. 

(6) All licenses and privilege taxes shall terminate on the thirty- 
first day of May of each year, and anyone beginning a business or 
exercising a privilege upon which a tax is levied by the council after 
the thirty-first day of May shall be required, before beginning such 
business or exercising such privilege, to pay the license or tax K)r the 
part of the year which remains, to and including the thirtv-first day 
of May following, but all licenses and privilege taxes may Ibe paid in 
advance in four quarterly installments, at the election of the licensee. 

(c) An addition to the tax or license, in the nature of a penalty 
amounting to twenty per centum of the original tax or license to be 
collected and accounted for by the provincial treasurer in the same 
manner as the original tax or license, shall be imposed for a failure 
to pay the tax or license when due. 

Sec. 47. It shall be the duty of the provincial treasurer to keep 
a record, open to public inspection, of the names of all persons pay- 
ing licenses or privilege taxes, arranged alphabetically. 
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Sec. 48. Within ten days after the passa^ of the ordinance by 
the council for the payment of licenses or privilege taxes the president 
and treasurer shall prepare a list of the names of the persons whose 
business, if continued, would render them liable to the license or tax, 
and they shall transmit such list at once to the provincial treasurer, 
to enable him more readily to detect persons failing to pay the licenses 
and privilege taxes for which they shall have become liable. 

Sec. 49. The council shall provide that any person conducting a 
business or enjoying a privilege without paying the tax required by 
its ordinances shall be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
after trial and conviction before the township court, as in other cases, 
under the limitations prescribed in subsection (g') of section twenty- 
nine of this Act. 

Chapter VI. 

ASSESSMENT. 

Sec. 50. Every person eighteen or more years of age who owns 
property in the province, or who has within his control any owner 
of property in the province who is less than eighteen years of age, 
shall appear before the president of the township in which such 
property lies between the first and fifteenth days of January of each 
year, and shall declare the value of his property, and the value of 
that of any property owner less than eighteen years of age who is 
within his control: Provided^ That if it shall be inconvenient or 
impossible for him to appear before the president he shaU make a 
sworn declaration in writing as to the value of such property, and 
shall cause this statement to be delivered to the president between 
the dates above fixed. His declaration shall be accepted as true, 
unless the provincial treasurer or some other resident of the province 
shall question its correctness and bring the matter to the attention 
of the provincial governor, in which case the provincial governor, 
the provincial treasurer, and the president of the township m which 
the property lies shall form a board of assessors to determine its 
value. This board shall be empowered to call and examine witnesses, 
and after giving the owner and his witnesses, if any, opportunity to 
be heard, shall fix the value of the property alleged to be incorrectly 
valued. Its decision shall be final. 

Sec. 51. Any property owner who fails to declare the value of his 
property withm the period fixed in section fifty, or that of the prop- 
erty of any resident of the province less than eighteen years of age 
within his control, shall immediately be warned oy the councilor of 
his barrio that, unless he makes his declaration before the thirty- 
first day of January, he will be subject to a fine of fiVe pesos, Philip- 
pine currencv, and, should he fail to make the declaration within the 
period specified, the fine shall be adjudged against him bv the court 
provided for in section eighteen, subsection {g)^ and shall be collected 
oy the treasurer; or, in lieu of the payment thereof, he shall be com- 
pelled to work it out on public works within the township at a rate 
per day to be fixed for each township by the provincial board, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Interior first had. In the event 
of his not making his declaration before January thirty-first, the 
value of his property shall be fixed by the board of assessors provided 
for in section fifty. \ 
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Sec. 52. (a) Every resident of a township organized under sec- 
tions one to sixty, inclusive, of this Act, who is the owner of real or 
personal property to the value of more than two hundred pesos, Phil- 
ippine currency, shall pay as an annual property tax an amount equal 
to one-half of one per centum of the value of such property. 

(6) Every resident of the province who does not own real or per- 
sonal property to the value of two hundred pesos, Philippine cur- 
rency, shall be excused from the payment of any property tax. 

Sec. 53. There shall be exempted from taxation burying grounds, 
churches and their adjacent parsonages or conventos, and lands and 
buildings used exclusively for religious, charitable, scientific, or edu- 
cational purposes, and not for private profit : Provided^ That such 
exemption shall not extend to lands or buildings held for investment, 
though the income therefrom be devoted to religious, charitable, scien- 
tific, or educational purposes; lands, buildings, and improvements 
owned by the United States of America, the Government of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, any departmental or provincial government in said 
Islands, or by the township. 

Sec. 54. On the basis oi the declaration made and of the findings 
of the board of assessors, if any, the secretary shall prepare, on or 
before February fifteenth of each year, a list of the persons from 
whom a property tax is due, with the amount of such tax due from 
each of them. This list shall be kept open to public inspection in his 
office. All persons from whom a property tax is due shall be notified 
by the councilors of their respective barrios to appear before the sec- 
retary and learn the amount of such tax, which shall be stated to them 
verbally by the secretary, if they can not read. 

Chapter VII. 

COLLECTION. 

Sec. 55. Property taxes may be paid between February fifteenth 
and July thirty-first of each year, on a day or days during each month 
to be fixed by the provincial treasurer. 

Sec. 56. All persons who haVe not paid their property taxes in 
full on or before the thirty-first day of July of each year shall be 
deemed delinquent taxpayers, after such delinquency shall have been 
adjudged, upon due notice to the alleged delinquent, by the court 
provided for in section eighteen, subsection (g). If any taxpayer 
shall fail to pay the delinquent taxes adjudged against nim witnin 
twenty-four hours after judgment, he shall be made to satisfy the 
amount due by labor upon public works within the township at a 
rate per day to be fixed by the provincial board, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior first had, either performing such 
work in person or providing a substitute to perform it: Provided^ 
That at any time after he or his substitute shall have begun work 
he may secure release from obligation to work by payment of the 
amount of the tax originally due in full. 

Sec. 57. (a) In case the provincial treasurer shall fail to pay over 
to the township treasurer the amount collected by him, or which 
should have been collected as required by this Act, the township shall 
at once proceed, through the provincial fiscal, by action against the 
provincial treasurer upon his official bond, which by law he shall be 
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required to give before entering upon the duties of his office, to recover 
the amount thus in default. 

(b) At the termination of the period of collection as fixed by this 
Act the provincial treasurer shall return to the council an account of 
those taxes that could not be collected, and such treasurer will not be 
held liable for the uncollected portion unless because of neg:ligence 
or bad faith on his part or on the part of his deputy or deputies. 

(c) The proceedings imder {a) and (b) shall not prevent criminal 
prosecution for such default where the I^enal Code and the circum- 
stances justify it. 

Sec. 58. (a) It shall be the duty of the provincial treasurer to be 
present in tne township himself or by deputy on the dates indicated 
by him for the payment of property taxes. He or his deputy shall 
give receipts for the same showing the date of each payment, the name 
of the person paying it, the amount of each payment, ana on what 
account collected. 

(6) He shall also be present in the township, in person or by 
deputy, for at least two days every quarter during the year, preparea 
to receive payment of all revenues due to the township from any 
source whatever, except fines as provided in section eighteen, subsec- 
tion {k)y fees for the granting oi the privilege of fisheries, the issuing 
of certificates of ownership of large cattle, and of the transfer of title 
to the same, tolls from ferries operated oy the township, fees from 
township stables, township pounds, township markets, township 
slaughterhouses, township bath houses, and township cemeteries; 
license fees for theatrical performances, horse races, circuses, cock- 

Eits and cockfighting, and tne training of fighting cocks ; which shall 
e collected by the township treasurer in the manner prescribed by 
ordinance of the township council: Provided, That in townships 
where the township treasurer has been authorized to act as a deputy 
of the provincial treasurer, all property taxes may be paid to him 
within the period fixed for the payment of such taxes by section 
fifty-six of tnis Act. , 

(c) He shall give notice to the president of the coming of himself 
or deputy one week before the visit of himself or deputy to the town- 
ship, and the president shall cause the same to be posted at the main 
entrance of the township building and to be communicated to the 
people of the several barrios by their respective councilors. 

{d) The township treasurer shall turn over to the provincial treas- 
urer, or his deputy, upon his visit to the township, all revenues col- 
lected subsequent to the last visit of the treasurer or his deputy: 
Provided, That taxes collected by a deputv of the provincial treasurer 
shall not be transferred to himself m his capacitv as a township 
treasurer, but shall be turned over to the provmcial treasurer or his 
deputy specially authorized for that purpose, who shall be other than 
the township treasurer. 

(e) Except in case of seizure or as a measure of safety the town- 
ship share of funds collected shall not be removed from the township, 
but shall be paid over to the township treasurer by the provincial 
treasurer or his specially authorized deputy prior to his departure 
from the township, and shall thereupon become available for appro- 
priation by the township council and not before. 

(/) The books, accounts, papers, and cash of the township treasurer 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of the provincial treas- 
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orer, or his deputy specially authorized for that purpose, and at least 
onoe in every three months the office of each township treasurer shall 
be so examined. In case such an examination discloses a shortage in 
the cash which should be on hand, it shall be the duty of the pro- 
vincial treasurer, or his deputy making the examination, to seize the 
cash, books, accounts, and papers, verifying the amount of cash so 
seized in the presence of at least two township councilors or other 
township officers who shall certify to the correctness of the amount so 
seized. The provincial treasurer shall thereupon suspend from office 
the township treasurer in default, and immediately report the sus- 
pension to the provincial board for its action. The provincial treas- 
urer shall treat the funds so seized as a municipal deposit in his ac- 
counts pending a decision of the matter by the provincial board or the 
appointment of a new township treasurer or an acting township treas- 
urer duly qualified to receive said funds. 

{a) upon seizure of the office, the sureties of the defaulting officer 
shall be at once notified. Upon the completion of the examination 
and audit, when a defalcation is shown and it is necessary to insti- 
tute legal proceedings against the sureties of the defaultinj^ officer, 
the provincial treasurer snail forward to the provincial fiscal a state- 
ment of the account. Proper proceedings shall then be brought 
against the sureties under the direction of the provincial fiscal, and 
in such suit the account as stated by the provincial treasurer shall be 
prima facie evidence of the amount due on the bond. 

Sec. 59. Should any dispute arise as to the boundaries of townships, 
the provincial board shall hear the persons interested and shall decide 
the matter in dispute, and its decision shall be final. 

Sec. 60. All blank forms for the use of the township shall be pre- 
scribed by the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, subject to the 
approval of the Governor-General, and the Treasurer of the Philip- 
pine Islands shall keep a sufficient quantity of such forms on hand 
and shall furnish them to the provincial supervisor upon applica- 
tion, and the provincial supervisor shall apply the same to the town- 
ships of the province. The cost of such purcnases for each township 
shall be treated by the provincial treasurer as a charge against the 
revenues of the township collected by him or his deputies. 

Chapter VIII. 

SIMPLER FORM OF GOVERNMENT FOR SETTLEMENTS OF NON-CHRISTIAN 

TRIBES. 

Sec. 61. Whereas many of the non-Christian inhabitants of the 
Philippine Islands have not progressed sufficiently in civilization to 
make it practicable to bring them under any form of municipal gov- 
ernment, all provincial governors are authorized, subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior, in dealing with such non- 
Christian tribes, or members thereof, to appoint officers for their 
settlements, to fix the designations and badges of office of such offi- 
cers, and to prescribe their powers and duties: Provided^ That the 
powers and duties thus prescribed shall not be in excess of the powers 
conferred upon township officers by this Act. 

Sec. 62. Subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior 
first had, the provincial governor of any province in which non- 
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Christian tribes are found is further authorized, when such a course 
is deemed necessary in the interest of law and order, to direct members 
of such tribes to take up their habitation on sites on unoccupied 

Kublic lands to be selected by him and approved by the provincial 
oard. Members of such tribes who refuse to comply with such 
direction shall upon conviction be imprisoned for a periol not exceed- 
ing sixty days. 

bEC. 63. The provincial board is hereby empowered, subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior, to prescribe the taxes to be 
collected in each of the several settlements organized as provided in 
section sixty-one. Such taxes shall be limited in kind and amount 
to all or any of the taxes authorized in sections eighteen and nineteen 
of Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and ninety-six and in sections 
forty k) forty-nine, inclusive, of this Act. In the event that a cedula 
tax IS imposed by the provincial board upon the inhabitants of any 
settlement the provisions of sections one hundred and twenty to one 
hundred and twenty-five, inclusive, of Act Numbered Eleven hundred 
and eighty-nine shall govern its collection and disposition. 

Sec. 64. The constant aim of provincial governors, provincial 
boards, and of the Secretary of the Interior in exercising the powers 
conferred upon them by this Act shall be to aid the people of the 
several non-Christian tribes to acquire the knowledge and experience 
necessary for successful local popular self-government, and their 
supervision and control over such people shall be exercised to this 
end and to the end that law, order, and individual freedom may be 
maintained. 

Chapter IX. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 65. (a) In each province the presidents of the several town- 
ships organized under the provisions of sections one to sixty, and 
the presidents of the several settlements of the province organized 
under the provisions of sections sixty-one to sixty-four, of this Act, 
shall meet at the capital of the province on such day or days during 
the year that may be fixed by tne provincial board, for the purpose 
of considering measures beneficial to the province and to the pro- 
vincial government, and to make recommendations to the provincial 
board: rrovided^ That in no case shall the number of such con- 
ventions in any province be less than two nor more thail four in 
each year: And provided further^ That before fixing the number 
and dates of such conventions the provincial board shall receive and 
consider the recommendations of the township presidents and 
presidents of the settlements of the province to be made at their 
first convention after the passage of this Act: And provided 
further. That the number and dates of such conventions may be 
changea from time to time in the manner in this section provided 
for fixing such number and dates. The convention shall be called 
together Dy the provincial secretary and shall elect a chairman for 
each session. The provincial secretary shall act as secretary of the 
convention and shall certify its recommendations to the provincial 
board. 

(5) At its first convention during any calendar year the assembly 
of presidents of the townships and settlements organized under tlii 
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provisions of this Act in any province shall have the right to elect 
a popular representative, who shall be chosen by a majority vote of 
all the presiaents present and who may or may not be a resident of 
the province. 

(c) If the residents of the townships and settlements of the 
province shall at any time feel themselves to be seriously aggrieved 
and shall be unable to obtain relief from the provinciial governor, 
it shall be the duty of the popular representative, either m person 
or by written communication, to laj^ their case directly before the 
Secretary of the Interior. All official communications from the 
popular representative to the Secretary of the Interior shall be 
promptly transmitted by the Government officials through whose 
hands they may pass. Should the popular representative desire to 
visit Manila on official business, his journey shall be facilitated by 
all Government officials with whom he may come in contact, rfe 
shall in all cases, except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest at any time when arrest will interfere 
with discharging the duties of his office, and for any communication 
or statement which he may make to the Secretary of the Interior 
he shall not be held to account by any official, whether civil or 
military. Under no circumstances shall the traveling or other 
expenses of the popular representative, or any compensation to him, 
form a charge on the treasuries of the townships or on any one 
of them or on the provincial or Insular treasuries. 

(d) The actual expenses of the presidents of the townships and 
settlements of the province for tne necessary travel from their 
respective townships or settlements to the capital of the province 
for their attendance at such conventions and for their return to their 
respective townships or settlements shall be paid out of the pro- 
vincial treasury by order of the provincial board; but the expenses 
shall not exceed the maximum limitation imposed by law upon the 
traveling expenses of provincial officials. 

Sec. 66. Whenever in his opinion such a course is in the public 
interest, the Secretary of the Interior may direct the organization 
of any settlement or settlements of non-Christians as a township 
under the provisions of sections one to sixty of this Act, or may 
annul the action of any provincial board in organizing any settle- 
ment of non-Christians as a township or in fusing sucn settlement 
with an adjacent municipality organized under the provisions of Act 
Numbered Eighty-two, tne Municipal Code, even though such action 
has been previously approved by him, and may direct the reorganiza- 
tion of such settlement under the provisions of sections sixty-one 
to sixty-four, inclusive, of this Act. 

Sec. 67. 'VVTien in the opinion of a provincial board anv settle- 
ment of members of non-Christian tribes has advanced sufficiently 
to make such a course practicable and desirable it may, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior first had, organize such 
settlement under the provisions of sections one to sixty, inclusive, 
of this Act, and shall fix the geographical limits of each township 
thus organized. 

Sec. 68. When a provincial board is of the opinion that it is prac- 
ticable and expedient to effect the political fusion of a non-Christian 
settlement witn an adjacent municipality organized under the pro- 
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visions of Act Numbered Eighty-two, the Municipal Code, the pro- 
vincial board may, with the approval of the Secretary of the Interior 
first had, declare the offices, if any, created for such settlement 
abolished and the settlement fused with the adjacent municipality 
and its territory added to the territory of such municipality. The 
inhabitants of such non-Christian settlement shall thereupon be 
vested with the same political ri^ts as are the residents of such munic- 
ipality, and the provisions of Act Numbered Eighty-two, the Munic- 
ipal Code, and the Acts amendatory thereof shall apply to them. 

Sec. 69. Whenever a provincial board is of the opinion that a 
settlement of non-Christians within a province has advanced suf- 
ficiently to make its organization under the provisions of the 
Municipal Code desirable and expedient, it shall recommend to the 
Philippine Commission or its successors the passage of a special Act 
providing for such organization. 

Sec. 70. The provisions of sections one to sixty, inclusive, of this 
Act shall apply to the townships of the Provinces of Nueva Vizcaya, 
Ilocos Sur, Lepanto-Bontoc, Benguet^ Mindoro, and Palawan, and the 
provisions of sections sixty-one to sixty-four, inclusive, shall apply 
to all settlements of non-Christian tribes in the Philippine Islanas 
outside the Moro Province and not organized as townships. 

Sec. 71. All governments heretofore established for settlements of 
non-Christian tribes under the provisions of sections sixty-ei^ht to 
seventy-one, inclusive, of Act Numbered Three hundred and eighty- 
seven, entitled "An Act providing for the establishment of local civil 
governments in the townships and settlements of Nueva Vizcaya," are 
hereby recognized and continued in force until such time as they 
shall be modified in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 72. The following Acts, sections and parts of sections, and all 
other Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent witn the provisions of this 
Act, are hereby repealed :

By authoHty of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Comniission^ that: 

Section 1. The provisions of Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and 
ninety-six, known as the " Special Provincial Government Act," and 
Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and ninety-seven, known as the 
•' Township Government Act,'' are hereby declared applicable to the 
Province of Samar whenever in the opinion of the provincial board 
and of the Governor-General the condition of the people as to civiliza- 
tion and capacity for government seem to demand it. The provincial 
board of Samar, by proper resolution to that effect, with the approval 
of the Governor-General, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
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declare that any municipality of the Province of Samar shall be 
converted into a township as provided in said Act Numbered Thirteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, and thereafter the president and council- 
ors of the said municipality shall no longer be under the provisions of 
Act Numbered Eighty-two, known as " The Municipal Code," and 
the amendments thereto, but shall have only the powers and functions 
prescribed by Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and ninety-seven; 
and the provincial governor and the provincial board, as to such 
townships thus created, shall have the powers and functions and 
perform the duties prescribed by said Act Numbered Thirteen hun- 
dred and ninety-six. 

Sec. 2. The provincial board of Samar, with the approval of the 
Governor-General, is also hereby authorized and empowered by proper 
resolution to that eflfect to create, out of portions of existing munici- 
palities or from territory not embraced m any municipality in said 
province, settlements, which shall be organized and governed as pro- 
vided in sections sixty-one to sixty- four, inclusive, of said Act Num- 
bered Thirteen hundred and ninety-seven. The provisions of sections

AN ACT Extending the time for the payment of the eedula tax for the year 
nineteen hundred and five in the Davao district of the Moro Province, the 
municipalities of Talisayan and Oroquieta, Province of Misamis, the township 
of Tubaday, Province of Lepanto-Bontoc, the township of Balabac, Province of 
Palawan, and the subprovince of Abra, Province of Ilocos Sur. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The period for the payment, without penalty, of the 
eedula tax for the year nineteen hundred and five in the Davao dis- 
trict of the Moro Province, the municipalities of Talisayan and Oro- 
quieta, Province of Misamis, the township of Tubaday, Province of 
Lepanto-Bontoc, the township of Balabac, Province of Palawan, and 
the subprovince of Abra, Province of Ilocos Sur, is hereby extended 
so as to provide for a period of thirty days within which said tax 
may be paid without penalty as hereinafter provided, the provisions 
of Article Twelve of the Internal Revenue Law of Nineteen hundred 
and four to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. In the Moro Province the legislative council, and in each of 
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the other provinces heretofore named the provincial board, shall by 
resolution fix and name a period of thiitv days during which the 
residents of the territory heretofore name(f in their respective prov- 
inces may purchase cedulas without penalty, which period of time 
may be any thirty consecutive days after October first, nineteen hun- 
dred and five, and before December thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and five.' 

Sec. 3. Each provincial secretary in the provinces to which this 
extension is applicable shall publish, by posting in public places in 
the affected territory, the period fixed by the provincial board within 
which the residents of said territory may purchase cedulas without 
penalty, and copies of the resolution required by the provisions of 
this Act shall be furnished to the Collector of Internal Revenue, 
the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands, and the Auditor for the 
Philippine Islands prior to making sales of cedulas to residents of 
said territorv as herein provided. 

Sec. 4. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of ''An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred.

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AN ACT Abolishing the offices of proviucial sui^ervisor and supervisor-treasurer 
in the provinces organized under the Pi*ovincial Government Act» providing 
that certain duties heretofore iK?rfornieil by provincial supervisors shall de- 
volve upon the provincial treasurers, and that the division superintendent 
of schools shall be a member of the provincial board, and creating the office 
of district engineer and fixing his powers and duties. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The offices of provincial supervisor and supervisor- 
treasurer, provided for by the Provincial Government Act and the 
Acts organizing various provinces thereunder and Acts amendatory 
thereof, shall be abolished on January first, nineteen hundred and 
six, and the officers now known as supervisor-treasurers shall after 
said date be known as provincial treasurers of their respective 
provinces. 

All the powers, responsibilities, and duties heretofore vested in the 
provincial supervisor shall thereupon be transferred to the provincial 
treasurer, ana shall thereafter be assumed by that officer, except such 
powers, responsibilities, and duties as are hereinafter specified. 

Upon said date the division superintendents of schools for the 
provinces above referred to shall become members of the respective 
provincial boards. Each division superintendent of schools shall, 
subject to the approval of the Governor-General, desi^ate a teacher 
of the public schools resident at the capital of his province, who shall 
act as a member of the provincial board in case of the sickness or 
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absence from the province of such division superintendent and in 
cases in which the latter has not his official residence in the province. 
Neither the division superintendent nor the teacher of pubhc schools 
acting as a member of the provincial board shall receive any addi- 
tional compensation therefor. 

Sec. 2. The provinces organized under the Provincial Government 
Act shall be divided into engineering districts by the Consulting 
Engineer to the Commission, subject to the approval of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Police, which districts may be subsequently re- 
arranged or modified by the Consulting Engineer, with like approval, 
when the public interest so requires. The engineers heretofore desig- 
nated as supervisors shall be transferred to the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, and, together with any regularly appointed civil engineers, shall 
be assigned^ in so far as may be necessary, by the Consulting 
Engineer, subject to the approval of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Police, to the engineering clistricts herein provided for, and when so 
assigned and approved they shall be designated district engineers, 
and shall be placed under bonds in an amount approved by the 
Auditor for the Philippine Islands. The Consulting Engineer shall 
have authority, w ith tne approval of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Police, when the public interest so requires, to change the assignment 
of any district engineer or to assign such engineer to other engineering 
duty. The provincial boards of the provinces comprising the differ- 
ent engineering districts shall be notified of the district organization 
herein provided for and of any subsec^uent changes therein, and of the 
assignment of district engineers to said districts, and their headquar- 
ters in each ^instance. The Consulting Engineer shall designate the 
headquarters of the district engineers, and when such headquarters 
Is the capital of a province, the provincial board of such province 
shall provide, free of charge, suitaole office quarters. 

Sec. 3. It shall l)e the cfuty of the district engineer to prepare a 
comprehensive scheme of roads for all of the provinces and munici- 
palities in his district, which shall be submitted, with his recommen- 
dations, to the provincial and municipal governments interested. 

Sec. 4. The district engineer shall have general supervision over 
the construction, maintenance, and repair of all provincial public 
works in the provinces of the district to which he is assigned which 
exceed in estimated cost the sum of five hundred pesos, and over all 
contracts connected with such works, under regulations which shall 
be prepared by the Consulting Engineer to the Commission and 
approved by the Secretary of Commerce and Police. No contract for 
public works exceeding a cost of five hundred pesos shall be under- 
taken by a provincial board before the plans have been examined and 
approved by the district engineer. Upon request of any provincial 
board in his district, the district engineer shall make investigations 
and surveys of proposed construction or repair of public works, and 
shall submit to said provincial board reports and estimates ox the 
cost of construction or repair of such proposed works with his recom- 
mendations, and he shall, when necessary, prepare plans and specifica- 
tions for such public works as may be required by the provincial 
board. It shall be the duty of the district engineer, by agreement 
with the president of each municipality, to fix the territory within 
which the duty of repairing, constructing, and maintaining roads, 
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brides, and ferries shall fall upon the municipal government and 
that in which Such duty shall fall upon the provincial government, 
and in case of disagreement the issue shall be settled by reference to 
the provincial board, whose decision shall be final. 

Sec. 5. The duties heretofore performed by the provincial super- 
visor in regard to the letting of contracts for provincial public works 
shall, after January first, nineteen hundred and six, h^ performed 
by the provisional treasurer, with the approval of the provincial 
board, but all tenders for contracts for public works costing more 
than five hundred pesos shall be examined by the district engineer 
or his representative and his recommendation obtained before the 
same is signed by the contracting parties. No payments, partial 
or final, shall be made on such contracts without the certificate of 
the district engineer, or that of his duly authorized representative, 
specifying the work accomplished and that such payments are due. 
No contracts shall be entered into before funds equal to the estimated 
cost of such works have been appropriated thereror. 

In case the district engineer shall recommend the rejection of all 
bids, he may be authorized by the provincial board to take charge of 
the work and to prosecute the same in behalf of the province by day 
labor. 

Sec. 6. The provincial boards may undertake public works costing 
less than five hundred pesos, by contract, after proper advertising, or 
by day labor, without the prior examination and recommendation of 
the district engineer: Provided^ That the district engineer shall have 
authority to examine the books and accounts of the provinces in his 
district in so far as they relate to public works. 

Sec. 7. The district engineer shall act in a purely advisory capacity 
to the municipalities. Upon request by any municipal council, it 
shall be his duty to make mvestigations and surveys for the propc^ed 
construction or repair of public works, and to submit to the president 
of the municipalitv reports and estimates of the cost of such construc- 
tion or repair, with his recommendations. 

Upon request of any municipal council, he shall prepare plans and 
specifications for such public works as may be required; and upon 
like request he shall be charged with the supervision of the construc- 
tion or repair of the same. 

Sec. 8. Upon being requested or authorized by any provincial board 
or municipal council to make any investigations or surveys, or pro- 
ceed with the construction or repair of any public works, the district 
engineer shall ^ve his memorandum receipt for such available pro- 
vincial or municipal property as shall be necessary for the prosecu- 
tion of the work to the provincial or municipal officer accountable 
for the property, by whom it shall be issued to said engineer, and he 
shall be responsible on his official bond to return the same to said 
accountable officer or to present to said officer a certificate satisfactory 
to the Insular Auditor that the same has been properly expended or 
accounted for, and he shall have supervision over such provincial or 
municipal employees, tools, supplies, transportation, ana material as 
may be assigned to him for projects authorized by said provincial or 
municipal- governments. 

Such additional supplies, tools, and material as may be necessary 
for the satisfactory completion of authorized works shall be aecoied 
for the district engineer by the proper provincial or municipal ofBoer 
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in the usual manner, and the provincial or municipal government 
authorizing such works shall make appropriations to pay for the 
same. 

The Consulting Engineer to the Commission, whenever he shall 
deem the same to be in the interests of the public service, may place 
at the disposal of the district engineers, upon proper memorandmn 
receipt, property imder his control belonging to the Insular Govern- 
ment, and shall fix a reasonable charge to pay for the necessary 
expenses connected therewith and the wear and tear thereon, and 
said charge shall appear in the statement of the district engineer and 
shall be paid by the provincial or municipal government interested, 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 9. The Consulting Engineer to the Commission shall appoint 
such permanent employees as may be authorized by law or as may be 
required to assist the district engineer in the discharge of his duties, 
or may temporarily assign such additional engineers or other assist- 
ants to any district as may seem to him advisable. The district en- 
fineer shall appoint, subject to the approval of the Consulting 
Ingineer, such temporary employees as may be necessary for the 
prosecution of the authorized surveys, investigations, and construc- 
tions. Such temporary employees snail not necessarily be subject to 
the provisions of the Civil Service Act and Acts amendatory thereof, 
but employees belonging to the classified service may be transferred 
to such work without losing their status in the classified service. 
The salaries of the district engineer and other employees provided 
for in this section shall be paid by the Insular Government from 
funds appropriated for the Bureau of Engineering, except in the case 
of temporary employees engaged in some specific provincial or mu- 
nicipal public work where their salaries and wages are properly pay- 
able from provincial or municipal funds, in which case such salaries 
and wages shall be covered by appropriations of the province or 
municipality, as the case may be. 

Sec. 10. The district engineer and the employees herein provided 
for, when absent from their assigned headquarters traveling on official 
business, shall be allowed a per diem not exceeding four pesos, under 
the provisions of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and twenty-seven. 

Sec. 11. The district engineer shall submit to the Consulting Engi- 
neer to the Commission a statement showing the cost of authorized 
surveys and investigations made by him and of the superintendence 
of construction, repair, and maintenance of public works rendered by 
him for provinces and municipalities, and such cost shall be charge- 
able against the province or municipality for which such projects were 
accomplished, under such rules and regulations as may be jointly pre- 
pared oy the Insular Auditor and the Consulting Engineer : Provided, 
That in no case shall the chargeable cost of the superintendence o:^ 
construction, repair, and maintenance exceed ten per centum of the 
total cost of such works. It shall be the duty or the provincial or 
municipal government incurring charges to make appropriations pro- 
viding for the payment of the same, and moneys so paid shall revert 
to the general lunds in the Insular Treasury. 

Sec. 12. The Consulting Engineer to the Commission, upon the re- 
quest of the provincial board of any province organized under the 
Special Provincial Government Act, and with the approval of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Police, shall assign from the engineering 
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force under his control an engineer to prepare plans and estimates for 
engineering work desired by such provincial board, or to supervise the 
construction of engineering work which has been duly authorized. 
In case of such assignment the provisions of the next preceding sec- 
tion with regard to pajment of the expense of such service shall apply 
to the interested province, municipality, or township. 

Sec. 13. In addition to the duties herein provided for, the district 
engineer shall perform such other lawful duties as may be assigned 
to him from time to time by the Consulting Engineer. 

Sec. 14. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 15. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 16. This Act shall take effect on its passage. 

Enacted, October 4, 1905. 
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AN ACT Repealing Act Numbered Ninety, with the consent of the Secretary of 
War first had, and repealing Act Numbered One hundred and forty-five, and 
providing for a system of money accountability for the Government of the 
Philippine Islands, and repealing all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
therewith. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. This Act shall be known as the " Accounting Act," and 
shall not be considered as amended or repealed in any part by subse- 
quent legislation unless specifically so stated in the amending or 
repealing Act. 

Sec. 2. There shall be an Auditor for the Islands, who shall be 
Chief of the Bureau of Audits, and who shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of War, with the concurrence of the Governor-General and 
the approval of the Philippine Commission. The duty of the Au- 
ditor shall be to receive, examine, and settle all accounts pertaining 
to the revenues and receipts derived under the Insular Government, 
and all expenditures paid therefrom. He shall certify the balances 
and charges due on such accounts to the Division of Bookkeeping in 
his office, and preserve the accounts and vouchers after settlement. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditor to bring to the attention of the 
proper administrative officer expenditures of funds or property 
which, in his opinion, are irregular, unnecessary, excessive, or extrav- 
agant. 

Sec. 3. There shall be a Deputy Auditor for the Islands, to be 
appointed in the same manner as the Auditor. The duty of the 
Deputy Auditor shall be to sign, in the name of the Auditor, such 
official papers as the Auditor may designate, and perform such other 
duties as the Auditor may prescribe. He shall have charge of the 
Bureau of Audits, as Actmg Auditor, in case of the death, resigna- 
tion, sickness, or other absence of the Auditor. 
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Sec. 4. There shall be a chief clerk to the Auditor, to be ap- 
pointed by the Auditor, subject to the provisions of the Philippine 
Civil Service Act, and the chief clerk shall perform such duties as 
may be prescribed by the Auditor. He shall be Acting Deputy 
Auditor during the absence of the Deputy Auditor and when the 
Deputy Auditor by virtue of his office is performing the duties of 
Acting Auditor. In the absence of both Auditor and Deputy 
Auditor he shall take charge of the Bureau of Audits as Acting 
Auditor. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a Treasurer of the Islands, to be appointed 
in the same manner as the Auditor, who shall be Chief of the Bureau 
of the Treasurv. The Treasurer of the Islands shall receive and 
keep all moneys arising from the revenues and receipts of the Islands 
and shall disburse the same only on warrants issued and signed by 
the Auditor, or otherwise in accordance with law. 

Sec. 6. There shall be an Assistant Treasurer of the Islands, to be 
appointed in the same manner as the Auditor. The duties of the 
Assistant Treasurer shall be, under the supervision of the Treasurer, 
to receive and disburse cash in the office of the Treasurer, to have 
charge of the cash room, and to perform such other duties as the 
Treasurer may assign to him. He shall have charge of the Bureau 
of the Treasury in case of the death, resignation, sickness, or other 
absence of the Treasurer. 

Sec. 7. Provision for such other officials, chiefs of division, clerks, 
and employees of the Bureau of Audits and Bureau of the Treasury 
as may oe necessary shall be made by the Commission in general and 
special appropriation Acts, as the public interest may require. 

Sec 8. The Secretary of Finance and Justice is authorized to 
designate, from time to time, either the chief clerk, the paying teller, 
or the receiving teller of the Bureau of the Treasury as Acting 
Assistant Treasurer during the absence of the Assistant Treasurer 
and when the Assistant Treasurer, by virtue of his office, is perform- 
ing the duties of Acting Treasurer. In the absence of both the 
Treasurer and the Assistant Treasurer the employee so designated 
shall take charge of the Bureau as Acting Treasurer. 

Sec 9. The Auditor shall issue and sign all warrants for the pay- 
ments of moneys by the Treasurer, upon requisitions approved by 
the Auditor, and no warrants shall be drawn for the advance of 
moneys except upon requisition therefor made by the proper officer 
having control of the corresponding appropriation. No warrant 
shall be issued for the payment of a balance found due on any 
account, except upon the certificate of the Auditor, upon the settle- 
ment of such accounts, and from an appropriation in accordance 
with law. 

Sec 10. Warrants drawn for making advances of money from 
funds in the Treasurer's hands shall be denominated " accountable 
warrants," and shall be numbered consecutively, a separate series 
being preserved. 

Sec 11. Warrants drawn for the payment of balances due on claims 
and accounts settled and certified by the Auditor shall be denominated 
'' settlement warrants," and shall be numbered consecutively, a sep- 
arate series being preserved. 

Sec 12. All receipts issued by the Treasurer for moneys paid to 
him shall be in duplicate and shall be countersigned by the Auditor. 
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^Vhen so countersigned, one receipt in every case shall be retained in 
the oflSice of the Auditor, and the other shall be delivered or trans- 
mitted by the Auditor to the person by whom the payment was made, 
after the same has been duly registered by the Auditor. 

Sec. 13. The receipts retained by the Auditor will constitute the 
necessary check in his examination and settlement of the Treasurer's 
account of receipts, as the authority for charging the Treasuer with 
moneys received, and such receipts shall be filed in the office of the 
Auditor with the accounts in which credit is given. 

Sec. 14. Warrants paid by the Treasurer w^ith the evidence of pay- 
ment, which shall be the proper indorsement of the payee thereon, 
shall constitute the vouchers upon which the Treasurer shall receive 
credit for payments made by him, in the settlement of his accounts by 
the Auditor, which warrants shall be filed therewith: Provided^ That 
a warrant may be drawn to the Treasurer, for deposit of proceeds to 
the credit of a designated disbursing officer, or for telegraphic trans- 
fer to such disbursing officer, and the Treasurer shall receive credit 
for the payment of said warrant upon evidence of such deposit or 
transfer. 

Sec. 15. The certificates on the settlement of accounts made by the 
Auditor shall be numbered consecutively and filed in the office of the 
Auditor, who shall preserve the same. 

Sec. 16. The Auditor shall prescribe the forms for keeping and ren- 
dering all accounts subject to his examination and settlement, and 
issue all necessary instructions to the officers and agents rendering 
such accounts. 

Sec. 17. There shall be in the Bureau of Audits a division of book- 
keeping, in w^hich shall be kept proper books of entry and ledgers for 
recording the general accounts or the receipts, expenditures, and 
appropriations of the Insular Government and of the provincial gov- 
ernments, and the personal accounts of the officers and agents author- 
ized to collect revenues, receive funds, and to disburse moneys 
advanced by the Treasurer upon warrants as herein provided, or 
otherwise, and of all other accounts or claims allowed and certified 
by the Auditor. 

Sec. 18. Accounts of appropriations shall be kept so as to show 
the balances remaining undrawn and subject to withdrawal at any 
time. Appropriations shall not be confined to fiscal years, but 
shall be available until expended for the purposes for which ap- 
propriated, subject to such restriction as may be specifically imposed 
m tne appropriating Act. The Auditor is authorized and directed 
to transfer at any time from moneys appropriated for a specific 
purpose to the unappropriated general fund any balances standing 
to the credit of a Department, Bureau, or Office when the head oi 
such Department, Bureau, or Office shall certify to the Auditor that 
the work or purpose for which the appropriation was made has been 
completed and that there are no outstanding obligations to be paid 
from such appropriation. The Auditor, for statistical purposes, 
shall separate disbursements by fiscal years, and the date ofme pay- 
ment or a claim shall determine the fiscal year to be charged. 

Sec. 19. The receipts issued by the Treasurer for monejrs paid to 
him, before being countersigned by the Auditor, shall be entered by 
the Division of Bookkeeping in the proper ledgers of general receipts, 
as funds arising, respectively, from customs receipts, postal reoeipte, 
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internal-revenue receipts, miscellaneous receipts, repayments, and 
such other designations as may be required to properly distinguish 
funds otherwise arising or set apart for particular purposes. In 
making such entries from the Treasurer's receipts, the number and 
date or receipt and the name and official designation, if any, of the 
person by whom the deposit was made, shall be noted. Repayments 
to the Treasury for any purpose shall be entered in the accounts 
affected by such repayment. 

Sec. 20. All warrants issued by the Auditor shall be charged 
against the proper appropriation, and in making such debit entries 
the number and date or the warrant and the name and official 
designation, if any, of the person to whom paid, shall be noted. 

Sec. 21. In ledgers for personal accounts all advances of money 
made upon requisitions ana warrants to officers and agents author- 
ized to disburse the same, in accordance w4th appropriations, shall 
be charged to such officers or agents, respectively, on account of the 
service and appropriation for which disbursement is to be made, at 
the time of issuing the warrants for such advances of money. The 
numbers and dates of the respective warrants shall be noted in 
making such debit entries, and for the disbursements made by such 
officers or agents, which may be allowed by the Auditor in the 
settlement of accounts of such disbursements, proper credit shall 
be entered to the respective personal accoimts from the certificates 
of settlement made by the Auditor, the number and dates of the 
respective certificates being noted in making the credit entries. The 
Auditor is authorized to charge back and debit an officer's account 
with the amount of any voucner or item which may not be finally 
allowed by him in the settlement of the officer's account. 

Sec. 22. In like manner the certificates of settlement of individual 
accounts of all kinds made by the Auditor shall be entered in the 
ledgers of personal accounts to the proper individual account, on 
account of the service and appropriation for which the account is 
rendered, the number and date of the Auditor's certificate being 
noted ; and all settlement warrants issued upon certificates of settle- 
ment of accounts made by the Auditor shall oe charged to the proper 
individual account, under the appropriate head, in the ledgers of 
personal accounts, the number and date of the warrant being noted. 

Sec. 23. In making the settlement of each account, and before 
certifying the same, tne Auditor shall require a statement from the 
Division of Bookkeeping setting forth the charges with which said 
officer should be debited during the period comprehended by the 
settlement. The last certified balances on the particular accounts 
shall be verified by the previous certificate of settlement, if any. 
These balances and charges shall be used as the basis of the Auditor's 
settlement of the account before him. 

Sec. 24. Chiefs of Bureaus, subject to approval by the Governor- 
General or by the heads of Departments, as the business may relate, 
are authorized to appoint such number of disbursing officers as may 
be necessary to disburse the moneys appropriated for the various 
Departments, Bureaus, and Offices. Each disbursing officer shall 
give a bond, in a sum to be fixed by the Auditor, for the faithful 
performance of his duties and the accoimting for all moneys which 
may come into his hands by virtue of his office. 

Sec. 25. Every disbursing officer is responsible to the Insular Gov- 
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eminent under his bond for payments made by him, whether such 
payments are made by direction of his superior officers or not, and 
the fact of such direction will not relieve him of responsibility. A 
disbursing officer, in determining the legality of expenditures, must 
act independently of the head of his Bureau or Office, and at his own 
peril, but the disbursing officer may protect himself as provided in 
section thirtv-one. 

Sec. 26. Every bonded officer of the Government, whether coHect- 
ing or disbursing officer, is authorized, to communicate directly with 
the Auditor on any matter relating to his accounts. 

Sec. 27. Payments shall be made only by the disbursing officers, 
duly designated, except in cases of disbursing officers who are un- 
avoidably absent or otherwise disabled, in which case payments may 
be made by officers or clerks specially designated for the purpose 
by the disbursing officer, for whose acts such disbursing officer snail 
be responsible, such disbursements to be made in the name of the 
disbursing officer. 

Sec. 28. It shall be the dutv of every disbursing officer in the 
city of Manila having any public moneys intrusted to him for dis- 
bursement to deposit the same with the Treasurer of the Islands or 
in a depository duly designated, and to draw for the same as may 
be required for payments made by him in pursuance of law. No 
payment shall be made in cash by any disbursing officer in the city 
of Manila where the amount to be paid exceeds the sum of twenty- 
five pesos, Philippine currency, except for salaries and wages. All 
payments to creditors other than for salaries and wages, as stated, 
in the city of Manila, shall be by check upon the designated deposi- 
tory for the disbursing officer, the number and the amount of the 
check so drawn being entered on the voucher covering said payment. 
Payments of salaries and wages may be made in cash, but the dis- 
bursing officer shall draw his check payable to himself for an amount 
not exceeding the amount of any pay roll to be paid by him for any 
month, and he shall state on the cneck so drawn that it is for funas 
with which to pay salaries and wages. No disbursing officer shall 
keep in his personal possession at any time an amount in cash exceed- 
ing his immediate requirements for disbursement, but shall deposit 
allsurplus funds drawn from the Insular Treasury in his designated 
depository until such time as he may be required or directed oy the 
Auditor to deposit the same in the Insular Treasury as repayments 
to the appropriations originally drawn upon: Provided^ That each 
disbursing officer, under such regulations as the Auditor may pre- 
scribe, is authorized to advance, on memorandum receipt, to the head 
of a Bureau or Office reasonable sums, te be approved by the Auditor, 
for the purpose of enabling such head of a Bureau or Office to make 
immediate payments of minor bills presented or obligations incurred. 
In such cases the payee's memorandum receipts or receipted bills cov- 
ering these minor payments shall be presented to the disbui'sing officer 
at convenient intervals and be included, when practicable, in one 
reimbursement voucher. Each head of a Bureau or Office shall be 
responsible to the disbursing officer, under the provisions of section 
forty-three of this Act, for a proper accounting, either by cash or by 
evidence of proper disbursement, for all sums advanced as herein 
provided. 
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When a disbursing officer becomes separated from the service 
through removal, resignation, or death, and in the settlement of his 
accounts it becomes necessary to transfer funds from his disbursing 
account to the General Treasury, it shall be the duty of the Treas- 
urer of the Philippine Islands, or a designated depository, upon 
the request of the Auditor for the Philippine Islands, to charge 
the disbursing officer's account in the sum to be deposited in the 
Treasury, and to deposit the same therein as requested by the 
Auditor; and the written request of the Auditor for such action shall 
be sufficient authority for the Treasurer or the designated depository 
to make such deductions and deposits. 

Sec. 29. Except as hereinatter provided, accounts of disburse- 
ments shall be rendered monthly and transmitted to the Auditor 
within ten days after the expiration of the month to which they 
pertain, by the officers and agents authorized to make disbursements, 
in which said officers or agents shall charge themselves with all 
moneys advanced to them, respectively, by the Treasurer and from 
all other sources, and take credit for the disbursements made by 
them, supported by proper vouchers, consecutively numbered. An 
abstract or such voucliers shall be transmitted with an acount when 
required by the Auditor. 

Sec. 30. Any officer or agent whose duty it is to collect and receive 
moneys arising from the revenues of the Insular Government, or 
moneys accruing to the same, of whatever kind, and to make disburse- 
ments of such moneys for any purpose, who shall fail to render com- 
plete accounts of such receipts and disbursements to the Auditor, or 
to transmit the same within ten days after the expiration of the 
month to which they pertain, or shall neglect to render the same when 
requested to do so, shall be subject to such penalties as may be pre- 
scribed by law, and the Auditor may request the Secretary oi Finance 
and Justice to direct prosecution hereunder, and under Act Numbered 
Seven hundred and forty-nine, in any case which in his judgment 
may seem to require such action. 

Sec. 31. A disbursing officer or the head of any Department, 
Bureau, or Office may apply for, and the Auditor shall render, his 
decision upon any question involving a payment about to be made by 
them or under them, which decision, when rendered, shall govern the 
Auditor when passing upon the account containing said disbursement. 

Sec. 32. Except as herein provided, the officers or agents authorized 
to receive and collect moneys arising from the revenues of the Insular 
Government, and receipts, of whatever kind, shall be required to pay 
the full amounts received and collected by them, respectively, to the 
Treasurer of the Islands, and to render to the Auditor monthly ac- 
counts therefor within ten days after the expiration of the month to 
which they pertain, in such form as may be required by him. 

Sec. 33. In the rendition of accounts of Insular revenues, officers 
or agents shall charge themselves with all revenues received and col- 
lected during the period covered by the account, and take credit for 
the amounts paid to the Insular Treasurer as shown by the duplicate 
leceipts in their possession and countersigned by the Auditor, the 
number and date of such receipts being noted in the entries of amounts 
paid to the Treasurer. These duplicate receipts will be retained by 
the officer or agent claiming credit therefor. 
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Sec. 34. In the audit of such Insular revenue accounts the Auditor 
shall compare and check the Treasurer's receipts on file in his office 
with the corresponding entries in the account of the oflBcer or agent, 
as rendered. 

Sec. 35. All revenue accounts shall be rendered and kept separately 
under the appropriate funds and heads of accounts to wnich the col- 
lections respectively pertain. 

Sec. 86. In all cases where an Insular or provincial officer or 
emplOTee shall receive or have custody of money in the discharge of 
his official duties, he shall give bond to the Government of the Philip- 
pine Islands, for whom it may concern, to secure the proper account- 
ing of the same and the payment thereof in accordance with law, 
umess he be a Regular Army or Navy officer of the United States 
detailed for the duty, in which case no bond shall be required. It 
shall be the duty of the Auditor to fix the amount of sucn bond, to 
approve the same, and to retain it in his custody. 

Sec. 37. Requisitions for advances from funds in the hands of the 
Treasurer for paying necessary and proper expjenses chargeable to 
the Insular (jovernment shall be made from time to time by the 
respective officers or agents authorized to disburse the same, in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Auditor, and pursuant to appropri- 
ations made. 

Sec. 38. Such requisitions shall contain an itemized estimate of the 
amounts required for disbursement under the several heads of appro- 
priation, and no accountable warrant shall be drawn for an amount 
exceeding the requirements for one month: Provided^ That the Audi- 
tor may, in his discretion, allow a requisition for a greater amount, 
when, in his opinion, the convenience of the service requires such 
action. 

Sec. 39. Each requisition when signed by the head of a Bureau, or 
officer having control of the appropriation, shall be forwarded to the 
Auditor, ^^en allowed by him, and so indorsed upon the reouisi- 
tion over his official signature, the proper warrant may be issuea for 
the amount allowed. 

Sec. 40. If at any time before a warrant shall have been issued 
any fact shall come to the Auditor which in his judgment affords 
sufticient grounds for disapproving an advance of money asked for, 
he is authorized to withhold the issuance of the warrant. In such 
case the head of the Bureau, or officer having control of the appro- 

Sriation, may appeal in writing to the Governor-General, whose 
ecision shall be final, if there is an appropriation from which said 
warrant may be paid. If there is no appropriation, the decision of 
the Auditor shall be final. 

Sec. 41. Claims of officers or agents whose duty it is to collect or 
account for public moneys, for losses of funds in transit, by fire, 
burglary, or other unavoidable casualty, shall be submitted to the 
Auditor within one month after such loss occurs, with all the evidence 
in the case. If the Auditor shall find that the said funds were prop- 
erly in the hands of such officer or agent, or properly remitted^ and 
that the loss resulted through no fault of said officer or agent, h^ nuty, 
with the written consent of the Governor-General, credit the aooount 
of such officer or agent with the amount of the loss: Provided^ That in 
no case shall a credit in excess of two thousand pesos be given in this 
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manner. Claims for losses in excess of two thousand pesos shall be 
submitted through the Auditor and Governor-General to the Commis- 
sion for relief through legislative enactment. 

The officer shall be liable for all losses, resulting from any cause, 
except an act of God or the public enemy, unless relieved therefrom 
as herein provided. 

Sec. 42. The Auditor may, with the written consent of the 
Governor-General, mitigate, remit, remove, compromise, release, or 
discharge any liability, in whole or in part, to tne Philippine Gov- 
ernment, or a provincial government, in any matter before him, when, 
in his judgment, the interests of the Government seem to require it, 
except in cases provided for in the next preceding section and subject 
to such further restrictions as may be provided by law. 

Sec. 43. The Auditor shall supervise the collection of all debts 
found to be due the Government in connection with his settlement 
and adjustment of accounts, through the usual civil and judicial 
channels, and request the Secretary of Finance and Justice to direct 
the institution of any legal proceeding necessary to enforce the 
payment of such debts and the restitution of all amounts found to 
be due said Government in settlements made by him, and he may 
direct the proper disbursing officer to withhold from any officer, 
agent, or employee of the Government, who is indebted to the Gov- 
ernment, any amount which may be due or which may become due 
to such officer, agent, or employee who fails to pay such indebtedness 
on demand. Indebtedness to the Government shall be construed to 
mean indebtedness to the Insular Government, to a provincial gov- 
ernment, or to the city of Manila. 

Sec. 44. Upon the separation from the service of any officer, money 
due him by the Government for salary, leave, or any other reason 
?hall first be applied to settle any indebtedness of such officer to the 
Insular or to any provincial or municipal government. 

Sec. 45. ^Vhenever any person accountable for public money neg- 
lects or refuses to pay into the Treasury, when rec^uired to do so, 
the sum or balance certified to be due upon the ad]ustment of his 
account, the Auditor shall request the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice to direct the institution of suit against the officer and his 
sureties for the recovery of the same, with interest at six per centum 
per annum from the (Jate of the Auditor's written demand until it 
shall be paid into the Treasury. 

Sec. 46. The Governor-Cjeneral may designate banking institutions 
in the Philippine Islands as depositories oi the Government thereof 
upon their filing with him satisfactory evidence of their financial 
responsibility and such security as he shall require and approve. 
Such institutions may deposit their securities with the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department, Washington, District of 
Columbia, in the event of which, if found satisfactory by the Sec- 
retary of War, he may approve the same, and designate such institu- 
tions as depositories of the Government of the Philippine Islands 
and advise the Governor-General that such banking institutions have 
made deposits of bonds or other securities as surety for the deposit 
of funds of the Government of the Philippine Islands, stating the 
amount of such bonds or securities so deposited; and that he has 
approved the same. 
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The Secretary of War may designate banking institutions in the 
United States as depositories of the Government of the Philippine 
Islands, after they have filed in the Bureau of Insular Affairs or the 
War Department, Washington, District of Columbia, suflBcient evi- 
dence of their sound financial condition and deposited bonds of the 
United States or of the Government of the Philippine Islands or 
other security satisfactory to the Secretary of War in such amounts 
as may be designated by him; and no banking institution shall be 
designated a depository of the Government of the Philippine Islands 
until the foregoing conditions have been complied with. 

Sec. 47. Disbursing officers shall deposit funds placed in their 
hands for disbursement pursuant to appropriations only in such 
depositories in the Philippine Islands as may be designated accord- 
ing to the next preceding section. ^Vhen payment is made by check, 
its number shall be noted on the voucher to which it pertains. Such 
depositories shall report to the Auditor at the close of each quarter, 
or oftener if he shall require it, the balance to the credit of all dis- 
bursing officers as shown by their records. In every case where two 
years have elapsed since the rendition and settlement of the final 
account of a disbursing officer and there remains a balance in any 
depository to the credit of such disbursing officer, by reason of the 
nonpresentation of checks or otherwise, the Auditor shall require the 
said depository to deposit the said balance with the Treasurer of the 
Islands, to be carried by the Auditor to a permanent appropriation 
for " outstanding liabilities." No disbursing officer's check shall be 
paid after two years from the date of its issue. 

Sec. 48. AMienever any original check is lost, stolen, or destroyed, 
disbursing officers or agents of the Government are authorized after 
the expiration of three months, and within two years from the date of 
such check, to issue a duplicate check, and the Treasurer or designated 
depositories of the Government are directed to pay such duplicate 
checks, under such regulations in regard to their issue and payment, 
and upon the execution of such bonds, with surety to indemnify the 
Government, as the Auditor and Treasurer shall jointly prescribe: 
Provided^ That upon satisfactory evidence that the check has been 
destroyed or never reached the payee, the above-mentioned period of 
three months may be waived. 

Sec. 40. In case the disbursing officer or agent by whom such lost, 
destroyed, or stolen original check was issued is dead, or no longer in 
the service of the Philippine Islands, it shall be the duty of the Au- 
ditor to direct the Treasurer, or proper depository, to transfer from 
the balance to the credit of such disbursing officer or agent to the 
account of " outstanding liabilities " the amount of such lost, de- 
stroyed, or stolen check and to state an account in favor of the owner 
of the original check for the amount thereof. 

Sec. 50. The Treasurer and designated depositories shall, at the' 
close of business on everv thirtieth day of June, report to the Auditor 
the condition of every official account standing on their books, stating 
the name of each depositor, with his official designation, the total 
amount remaining on deposit to his credit, and the dates, respectively, 
of the last credit and the last debit made to each account; and each 
disbursing officer or agent shall make a like return of all checks issued 
by him, and which may have been outstanding and unpaid for two 
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years or more, stating fully in such report the name of the payee, for 
what purpose each check was given, the depository on which drawn, 
the number of the voucher received therefor, the date, number, and 
amount for which it was drawn, and, when known, the residence of 
the payee. 

Sec. 51. Whenever a disbursing oflBcer or agent shall cease to act in 
that capacity, he shall submit to tne Auditor a statement of the public 
funds to his credit in any depository,* and he shall submit a list of 
checks with names of the payees and amounts which he has drawn 
against the same which are still outstanding and unpaid. 

Sec. 52. Any balance in any depository to the account of any dis- 
bursing officer which shall not have been increased by any new deposit 
thereto, or decreased by any check drawn thereon for the space of one 
year, shall be covered into the Treasury to the credit of " outstanding 
liabilities." The amount of such balance so transferred may be cred- 
ited by the Auditor to the officer in whose name it had stood on the 
books of the depository, if it appears that he is entitled to such credit. 

Sec. 53. All claims arising on account of outstanding liabilities, as 
aforesaid, shall be filed with the Auditor, with the evidence pertaining 
thereto. If the Auditor shall find that such claim is valid, and un- 
paid, he shall certify the amount due and issue a settlement warrant 
on said certificate, which warrant shall be paid by the Treasurer out 
of the fund accruing on account of outstanding habilities. 

Sec. 54. Transfers of funds from one disbursing officer to another 
shall be made only upon the authority of the Auditor given in ad- 
vance. When there is a change in disbursing officers, the outgoing 
officer shall render an account in full showing the disposition of his 
unexpended balance, w hether transferred to his successor in accord- 
ance with the provisions herein contained, or deposited with the 
Treasurer of the Islands. When an officer gives a new bond, he shall 
render an account in full, and satisfactorily account for all funds due 
under his previous bond. 

Sec. 55. Postmasters shall be deemed disbursing officers and shall 
be authorized to pay, under proper advance allowances or authority 
of the Director of Posts, subject to such regulations as the Auditor 
may require, the expenses of their respective offices, including salary 
of postmaster, necessary disbursements for clerk hire, rent, light, 
and other incidental items, including authorized mail transportation 
and other necessary service, from the receipts of their respective 
offices. The postmaster shall render correct vouchers for every such 
expenditure, such vouchers to indicate on the face thereof the date 
such allowances were made by the Director of Posts, which vouchers 
shall be submitted to the Auditor with the account-current in which 
credit therefor is taken. No disbursement shall be allowed by the 
Auditor in the account of any postmaster which is not in accordance 
with an appropriation. 

Sec. 56. Postmasters at minor post-offices shall be required to 
deposit all surplus postal funds in their hands at the close of each 
month with a depository to be designated by the Director of Posts, 
which shall be a larger post-office, convenience of location being 
considered. In case the receipts of any post-office arc insufficient 
to meet its authorized expenditures, such deficiency may be met by 
a transfer draft of the Auditor upon the post-office receiving such 
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deposits of surplus postal funds. Depository post-oflSces shall deposit 
their surplus receipts with the Treasurer of the Islands as revenues 
arising in the Bureau of Posts. 

Sec. 57. Deficiencies, if any, in the revenues of the postal service, 
as provided by appropriation, shall l>c disbursed upon requisition 
of a properly bonded officer authorized to receive and disburse funds, 
which requisition shall be approved and allowed by the Auditor 
and warrant issued therefor. 

Sec. 58. Postal accoiuits of postmasters shall be rendered quar- 
terly and shall be transmitted to the Auditor within ten days after 
the expiration of the quarter to which they pertain. 

Sec. 59. The receipts of revenues by postmasters and disburse- 
ments therefrom shall be covered simultaneously into, and with- 
drawn under proper appropriations from, the Treasury of the 
Islands, by receipt and warrant, sipied by the Treasurer and the 
Auditor, respectively, notice thereof being given forthwith to the 
Director of Posts. 

Sec. 60. As soon after the close of each fiscal vear as the accounts 
of said year may be examined and adjusted, the Auditor shall sub- 
mit to the Governor-General, the Philippine Commission, and the 
Secretary of War an annual report of the fiscal concerns of the Gov- 
ernment, showing the receipts and disbursements of the various 
Departments and Bureaus of the Insular Government and of the 
various provinces, and make such other reports as may be required 
of him by tlie Governor-General, the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice, the Philippine Commission, or the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 61. The Auditor shall, at the time of settlement, send an 
official notification in writing to each j^erson whose accounts have 
been settled in whole or in part, stating the cash balances found 
due thereon and certified and the charges or differences arising on 
such settlement by reason of disallowances, charges, or suspensions 
made by the Auditor, or from other causes, which statement of 
charges or differences shall be properly itemized. The reasons for a 
disallowance, charge, or suspension of credit shall in all cases be 
stated. A charge or suspension which shall not be satisfactorily 
explained within ninety days after the deposit in the mails of notice 
to the officer concerned of such charge or suspension shall become a 
disallowance, unless the Auditor shall, in writing, extend the time 
for answer bevond ninetv davs. 

Sec. 62. The Auditor, on account of fraud, collusion, error in calcu- 
lation, or newly discovered material evidence, or when in his judg- 
ment the interests of the Government may seem to require it, is 
authorized, within three years after original settlement, to reopen 
any account previously settled by him, or by a district auditor, and, 
after written notice to the person involved and after a reasonable 
time for the reply or appearance of said person, to certify thereon 
a new balance. 

Sec. 63. Information of all orders of the Government, through- its 
officers or agents, which may originate a claim or in any manner 
affect the settlement of any account, shall be transmitted to the Audi- 
tor by the officer issuing said order, under such regulations as the 
Auditor mav prescribe. 

Sec. 64. Every contract under which a payment may be made shall 
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be submitted to the Auditor with the account to which such payment 
pertains. In the case of deeds to property purchased by the Govern- 
ment, the Auditor shall require an official certificate by the Court of 
Land Registration or other evidence satisfactory to the Governor- 
General that the title is in the Government. 

Sec. 65. The Auditor shall keep the accounts of the money-order 
business separately and in such manner as to show the number and 
amount of money orders issued at each post-office, the number and 
amount paid, and the fees received. The Auditor shall certify quar- 
terly the receipts as tees from the sale of money orders, and upon 
Nsuch certification the fees so collected shall be transferred to postal 
funds and taken up as postal receipts. Losses of money-order funds 
in transit, by fire, burglary, or other unavoidable casualty, if credit 
be allowed therefor, shall be deducted from the fees collected befo.j 
the quarterly transfer of such fees as postal receipts. 

Sec. 66. Money-order accounts shall be rendered as often as re- 
quired by the Auditor. Transfers of money from postal receipts to 
money-order funds or vice versa may he made by the postmaster, 
under such regulations as the Auditor may prescribe, when his 
receipts from the sale of money orders are insufficient to pay the 
orders drawn upon his office, or when the postal revenues are insuffi- 
cient to meet immediately the authorized expenditures of his office. 

Sec. 67. The jurisdiction of the Auditor for the Islands over 
accounts, and all vouchers pertaining thereto, shall be exclusive. 
His decisions shall be final and conclusive upon the executive branches 
of the (jovernment, except that appeals therefrom may be taken 
by the party ag^ieved or tlie head of the Department concerned, 
within one year, m the manner hereinafter prescribed. The Auditor 
shall, except as hereinafter provided, have like authority as that 
conferred by law upon the several Auditors of the United States 
and the Comptroller of the United States Treasury, and is authorized 
to communicate directly with any person having claims before him 
for settlement, or with any Department, officer, or person having 
official relations with his office. 

Sec. 68. \Mien suit is brought in any case of delinquency of a reve- 
nue officer, or other person accountable for public money, a tran- 
script from the books and proceedings of the Auditor, certified by 
him under his seal, shall be admitted as evidence, and the court try- 
ing the cause shall be authorized to grant judgment and award exe- 
cution accordingly. All copies of bonds, contracts, or other papers 
relating to, or connected with, the settlement of any account between 
the Philippine Government and an individual, when certified by the 
Auditor under his seal to be true copies of the originals oh file in 
his office, may be annexed to such transcripts, and shall have equal 
validity and be entitled to the same degree of credit which would 
be due to the original papers if produced and authenticated in court: 
Provided,, That where suit is brought upon a bond or other instru- 
ment, and the answer of the defendant denies the execution of the 
same, and the defendant makes his motion to the court for the pro- 
duction of the same, verifying such answer and motion by his oath, 
the court may take the same into consideration, and, if it appears to 
be necessary for the attainment of justice, may require the produc- 
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tion of the original bond, contract, or other paper specified in such 
affidavit. 

Sec. 69. Upon the trial of any complaijut or information against 
any person for misappropriation of public moneys, it shall be suffi- 
cient evidence, for the purpose of showing a balance against such 
person, to produce a transcript from the books and proceemngs of the 
Auditor, as provided by the preceding section, and a showing of any 
balance against such person shall be prima facie evidence of the mis- 
appropriation of the funds unaccounted for. 

Sec. 70. The Auditor shall forward to the Secretary of War, not 
later than ten days after the expiration of each month, a full and 
complete report of all moneys received by the Treasurer of the 
Islands during the preceding month, as shown by the entries made 
from the Treasurer s receipts retained in the Auditor's Office, a 
statement of all advances of moneys made on warrants during the 
preceding month, and such statement of disbursements and expendi- 
tures au£ted during the preceding month as may be required by the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 71. The official title of the Auditor, to be affixed to his official 
signature, shall be '^ Auditor for the Philippine Islands," and the offi- 
cial title of the Deputy Auditor shall be '' Deputy Auditor for the 
Philippine Islands:" Provided^ That for the sake of brevity the 
words "Auditor " and " Deputy Auditor " may be used where the full 
title of the office otherwise appears on the document or paper requir- 
ing signature, and that as a distinctive title the words •' Insular 
Auditor " may be used. 

Sec. 72. The Auditor shall have and keep an official seal, upon 
which shall be engraved the following design : " Office, Auditor for 
the Philippine Isdands, official seal." The Auditor shall affix his 
official seal to each warrant issued by him and to all copies or 
transcripts of papers in his office which he may be required to certify. 

Sec. 73. The Treasurer of the Islands shall receive and safely 
keep all moneys arising from the revenues of the Islands, and receipts 
from whatever source derived, and shall keep a properly detailed 
account thereof in permanent books of record, in which such revenues 
and all receipts shall be entered, with the name of the agents, officers, 
and persons from whom received and the dates of receipt. 

Sec. 74. All moneys received by the Treasurer shall be credited to 
the account of the particular fund to which it pertains, whether 
general revenue, revenues of the city of Manila, trust funds, or 
otherwise, but the particular class of receipt, as referred to in section 
nineteen, shall be stated on the face of each receipt, in order that 
deposits may be identified by the Auditor. 

Sec. 75. The accounts of the Treasurer shall be kept in Philippine 
currency: Provided^ That so long as Mexican, Spanish-Filipino, or 
other foreign currencies are received at the TSreasury they shall bo 
accounted for separately. 

Sec. 76. The Treasurer shall issue receipts in duplicate for all 
moneys received by him, which shall be numbered consecutively, and 
diall bear the date upon which the deposit was actually made and 
show from whom and on what account received. 

Sec. 77. All receipts, original and duplicate, issued by the Treas- 
urer, except for moneys received in his capacity as depositaiji as 
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mentioned in section eighty- four, shall be registered and counter- 
signed by the Auditor for the Islands, without which they shall be 
invalid, and for this purpose the Treasurer shall, immediately upon 
issuing receipts in duplicate, transmit both receipts to the Auditor. 

Sec. 78. All moneys derived as revenues of the Islands and accru- 
ing to the Insular Government shall be paid to the Treasurer in full, 
without any deduction, except as otherwise provided in this Act. 

Sec. 79. Where a revenue derived under the laws of the Philippine 
Islands accrues in part to the Insular Government and in part to the 
provincial governments or municipalities, the Auditor may direct, 
under regulations to be prescribed by him, the proper separation of 
such funds by the officer whose duty it is to collect the same, and re- 
quire the portion which accrues to the Insular Government to be de- 
posited in the Insular Treasury and that portioji which accrues to the 
provincial governments and the municipalities of the provinces to be 
deposited in the proper provincial treasury, except as provided in 
section eighty, and all provisions of law in conflict with this section 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 80. In the case of collections arising under the Internal Reve- 
nue Law, the per centum of such collections, exclusive of the proceeds 
of cedula and municipal licenses, which by law accrues to the Insular 
Government, shall be deposited in the Insular Treasury as internal 
revenue, and the per centum which accrues to the provinces or to the 
city of Manila shall be deposited as ^' refundable internal revenue," 
subject to refund to the provinces and municipalities as provided by 
law. 

Sec. 81. All revenues accruing to the Moro Province shall be depos- 
ited directly in the treasury of the province and not in the Insular 
Treasury, and all disbursements which are required to be made from 
funds of the Moro Province shall be made directly from such funds, 
under appropriations of the legislative council, and section three of 
Act Numbered Eight hundred and thirty-three is hereby repealed. 
This section is not to be construed as removing the collectors of cus- 
toms in the Moro Province from the administrative jurisdiction of 
the Collector of Customs of the Islands. 

Sec. 82. Needful advances from the moneys in the hands of the 
Treasurer shall be made to the proper officer authorized to disburse 
the same upon warrants issued m accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. No payment shall be made by the Treasurer from funds 
subject to appropriation, except upon a warrant issued and signed by 
the Auditor, and all warrants drawn upon the Treasurer shall be 
debited upon the books of his office to the moneys in his hands under 
the particular fund from which payment is to be made. 

Sec. 83. The Treasurer shall render monthly accounts of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of his office and submit the same to the 
Auditor for examination and settlement not later than ten days after 
the expiration of each month. In rendering such accounts the Treas- 
urer shall charge himself with all moneys received during the period 
covered by the account, and shall credit himself with all moneys paid 
upon warrants, which warrants shall be filed with his accounts sub- 
mitted to the Auditor. 

Sec. 84. All funds received by the Treasurer as depositary of funds 
of disbursing officers, as trust funds, and otherwise than as lunds sub- 
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ject to appropriation, shall be accounted for like funds of disbursing 
officers, in such form and manner as the Auditor may prescribe. 

Sec. 85. The Treasurer shall forward to the Secretary of War, not 
later than ten days after the expiration of each month, such report, 
duly certified, as may be required by the latter, of moneys received, 
together with a statement of disbursements made. 

Sec. 80. The official title of the Treasurer, to be affixed to his official 
signature, shall be -' Treasurer of the Philippine Islands." 

Sec. 87. The Treasurer shall give bond, to be approved by the 
Philippine Commission, for the faithful performance of the auties 
of his office, in such amount as shall from time to time be fixed by the 
Philippine Commission. 

Sec. 88. The Assistant Treasurer shall likewise give a bond, to be 
approved by the Philippine Commission, for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of the office, in such amount as shall be fixed by the 
Philippine Commission. 

Sec. 89. The Governor-General, through his authorized agent or 
agents, shall make, as often as by him deemed advisable, an examina- 
tion of the books and accounts of the Auditor and Treasurer, and a 
comparison of the results shown by the same, and also an examination 
and count of moneys in the hands of the Treasurer, and submit his 
report thereon to the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 90. WTierever the term " appropriation " is used in this Act, 
the appropriations made by the Philippine Commission, or other legis- 
lative body in the Philippine Islands authorized by the Congress of 
the United States of America, are referred to. 

Sec. 91. All accounts of the Treasurer of the Islands, and of the 
various officers and agents authorized to collect the revenues, receive 
monevs, and make disbursements, and all other accounts subject to 
examination and settlement bv the Auditor, shall be with the " Gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands," and all balances certified by the 
xVuditor shall be certified as due to or from said Government, as the 
case may be: Provided^ That in settlements of provincial or munici- 
pal accounts such settlements shall be made with the particular prov- 
ince or municipality to which the account pertains. 

Sec. 92. Any person aggrieved by the action or decision of the 
Auditor in the settlement or his account or claim may witljin one year 
take an appeal in writing to the Governor-General, which appeal 
shall specifically set forth the particular action of the Auditor to 
which exception is taken, with the reason and authoritieis relied on 
for reversing such decision. If the Governor-General shall confirm 
the action of the Auditor, he shall so indorse the appeal and transmit 
it to the Auditor, and the action shall thereupon be final and con- 
clusive. Should the Governor-General fail to sustain the action of 
the Auditor, he shall forthwith transmit his grounds of disapproval 
to the Secretary of War, together with the appeal and the papers 
necessary to a proper understanding of the matter. The decision of 
the Secretarv of War in such case shall be final and conclusive. 

Sec. 93. All laws or part of laws providing for traveling examin- 
ers, inspectors, special agents, or for other persons engaged in the 
examination of accounts, under whatever designation, in any Depart- 
ment, Bureau, or Office, except that of the Auditor, are hereby re- 
pealed. The Auditor shall have jurisdiction over all examinations of 
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accounts in the offices of the various officers or agents collecting or dis- 
bursing funcTs of the Insular Government and of the provincial gov- 
ernments as provided in this Act, and shall have control over all 
officers or employees that mav be provided for by law to make such 
office or field examinations oi accounts, and all provisions of law in 
conflict with this section are hereby repealed: Provid^d^ That the 
Auditor is authorized to employ his examiners or agents in making 
such administrative investigations for the benefit or other Bureaus 
and Offices as such Bureaus and Offices may reasonably request. 

Se(\ 94. The foregoing sections, except as otherwise specified, shall 
l)e construed as applying to accounts or the Insular Government and 
the city of Manila, but sections forty-one, forty-two, forty-three, 
forty-four, forty-five, forty-six, forty-seven, forty-eight, forty-nine, 
fifty-one, fifty-two, and fifty-three, respectively, shall be held to apply 
also to provincial officers and accounts. Sections sixty-one, sixty-two, 
sixty-three, sixty-four, sixty-eight, and sixty-nine shall be held to 
apply to provincial officers and accounts, substituting for the word 
''Auditor the words " district auditor " whenever the same appears. 

Sec. 95. There shall be in the office of the Insular Auditor a 
chief district auditor, whose duties shall be to supervise, under the 
direction of the Insular Auditor, the work of the district auditors 
referred to in the next succeeding section so far as the jurisdiction 
of the Insular Auditor shall extend, and perform such other duties 
hs the latter may assign to him. He shall receive such salary as 
may be fixed by the appropriating Acts, and shall be subject to all 
other provisions of existing law relative to appointments. 

Sec. 9G. There shall be maintained, under the jurisdiction of 
the Insular Auditor, a corps consisting of such number of district 
auditors as may be provided for by law, and at such salaries as may 
be fixed in the appropriating Acts. Each district auditor shall 
receive, examine, and settle the accounts of the provincial treasurers 
or other officers collecting and disbursing provincial funds within 
the district assigned to him, and shall likewise examine and settle 
all accounts of provincial property within his district. He shall 
be the examiner or agent of the Insular Auditor within his district, 
as provided in section ninety-three, and shall make such examina- 
tions of the Insular money or property accounts, and render reports 
thereon, as the Insular Auditor may direct. The chief district au- 
ditor and the various district auditors shall be appointed by the 
Insular auditor, subject to the approval of the Secretary of Finance 
and Justice, and the Insular Auditor, for cause, may with like ap- 
1)1*0 val remove or suspend without pay any district auditor. 

Sec. 97. Each district auditor shall have original and exclusive 
jurisdiction over the settlement of the provincial accounts within his 
district, except as otherwise provided in this Act. 

Sec. 98. With the exception of the city of Manila, the Philippine 
Islands shall be divided into as many districts, consisting of one or 
more provinces, as may be fixed by the Insular Auditor. A district 
ijuditor shall be assigned to each district by the Insular Auditor: 
Provided^ That the Insular Auditor may, if necessities require it, 
change the composition of the districts from time to time or assign 
one district auditor to two or more districts, and he may withdraw 
any of the district auditors as the exigencies of the service may 
demand, or transfer them to other assignments. 
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Sec. 99. It shall be the duty of the provincial board of each prov- 
ince to furnish the district auditor with suitable office space in the 
provincial building and with the necessary office supplies, furniture, 
and janitor service, the adequacy of all which the Insular Auditor 
shall determine. In the event of a failure of a province to supply 
such office space and service, the district auditor may, with the prior 
approval of the Insular Auditor, himself provide such necessities, 
and the cost thereof shall be a proper charge against the funds of 
the province concerned. 

Sec. 100. The headquarters of each district auditor shall be at 
a place in his district to be established by the Insular Auditor, and 
while absent from such headquarters on official business he shall be 
entitled to such per diem, and the actual and necessary cost of 
transportation, as may be provided by law. 

Sec 101. Each district auditor shall certify the balances arising 
in the accounts settled by him to the Insular Auditor and to the 
proper provincial treasurer, in such form as the Insular Auditor 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 102. A district auditor shall be ineligible for appointment 
as a provincial treasurer of any province within his district, except 
temporarily under the provisions of section sixteen and twenty-one 
of Act Numbered Eighty-three, as amended, until one year shall 
have elapsed after he shall cease to be the auditor for the district 
in which the province is located. 

Sec 103. In the execution of their duties the chief district 
auditor and the district auditors are authorized to summon wit- 
nesses, administer oaths, and to take evidence, and in the pur- 
suance of these provisions may issue subpoenas and enforce the 
attendance of witnesses in the manner provided in the case of pro- 
vincial fiscals in section two of act Numbered Three hundred and 
two. 

Sec 104. The provincial treasurer, or other officer disbursing or 
collecting provincial funds, or a district auditor may apply for, and 
the Insular Auditor shall render, his decision upon any matter affect- 
ing the settlement of a provincial account, and such decision shall 
govern the district auditor in passing upon the account involved. 

Sec 105. Every decision by a district auditor making an original 
construction or modifying an original construction of a statute, shall 
be forthwith reported to the Insular Auditor, and items in any 
account affected oy such decision shall be suspended and credit for 

Sayment thereof withheld until the Insular Auditor shall approve, 
isapprove, or modify such' decision and certify his action to the 
district auditor. 

Sec lot). Any person aggrieved by the action or a decision of a 
district auditor in the settlement of an account may within one year 
appeal in writing to the Insular Auditor, whose decision shall be finaU 
except that a further appeal may be taken by the person aggrieved 
to the Governor-General, whose decision shall be final and conclusive 
upon all concerned. In all cases of appeal all papers in the case 
shall be transmitted to the Insular Auditor for action or reference to 
the Governor-General, as the case may be. 

Sec 107. The Insular Auditor may revise, on his own motion, 
any settlement made by a district auditor and certify a new balance 
thereon, which balance shall be final and conclusive upon all parties. 
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except that a party aggrieved may appeal as provided in section 
ninety-two of this Act. The Insular Auditor may require any pro- 
vincial account or accounts, and accompanying vouchers, to be for- 
warded to him for the purpose of such revision. 

Sec. 108. The customs collection accounts of the Moro Province 
shall be examined and settled by the Insular Auditor, who shall 
certify his settlement to the district auditor assigned to the Moro 
Province. 

Sec. 109. A^Tien any officer of the Insular Government dies or 
absconds it shall be the duty of the district auditor within the dis- 
trict to take charge of the cash and property of such officer at once, 
make an inventory thereof in the presence of one or more disin- 
terested witnesses, and to notify the Insular Auditor forthwith, and 
forward as soon thereafter as possible a duly signed and witnessed 
copy of the inventory taken. The district auditor shall retain pos- 
session of such money and property until a duly designated successor 
or acting officer arrives, whereupon he shall turn over to the person 
duly designated such money and property, and take proper receipts 
therefor. The district auditor shall render on behalf of the deceased 
or absconding officer his final accounts and take credit therein for the 
money or property receipted for by the successor. 

Sec. 110. Acts Numbered Ninety and One hundred and forty-five 
of the Philippine Commission and all amendments thereto are hereby 
repealed ; and all other Acts of the Philippine Commission or parts 
thereof which are in conflict with this Act are likewise hereby 
n^pealed: Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to affect existing appointments made under Act Numbered 
Ninety nor to require the rebonding of officials or employees except 
where the Philippine Commission or the Auditor shall so require. 

Sec. 111. The public good requiring the speedj^ enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of " An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 112. This Act, so far as it relates to methods of settling 
Insular accounts in the office of the Insular Auditor, shall take 
effect beginning with the accounts rendered for the month of July, 
nineteen hundred and five. In all other respects it shall take effect 
ten days after its passage: Provided^ That all provisions relating to 
the examination and settlement of provincial accounts shall become 
effective only as rapidly as its operations can be extended over the 
various provinces and municipalities affected by it, and not before 
the accounts in any province have been brought to a current date by 
field examiners. Its complete establishment within the territory 
specified in section ninety-eight shall be accomplished not later than 
June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six. 

Enacted, October 10, 1905. 
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AX ACT Removing iiieiul»erx of non-Christian tribes in the Province of La Union 
from tlie jurisclirtion of officials of s;nd jirovince. and i>laeing them under the 
jurisdiction of officials of the Provinces of Benguet and I^epanto-Bontoc. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Com m isxion , that : 

Section 1. The non-Christian inhabitants of the Province of La 
Union are hereby removed from the jurisdiction of the provincial and 
municipal authorities of said province. 

Sec. 2. The non-Christian inhabitants of the Province of La Union 
who reside south of the branch or fork of the Baroro River known as 
the Cabassitan River, including the inhabitants of the settlement of 
San Ramon, shall be under the jurisdiction of the governor and pro- 
vincial board of the Province of Benguet, and witli respect to these

Sec. 4. The j)ublic good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commis- 
sion in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, nine- 
teen hundred.

By authority of the United States, he it en/ieted hy the Philippine 
Comjnission, that : 

Section 1. Provincial treasurers, under the direction of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Public Lands, and pursuant to section fifty-two of 
the Act of Congress approved July first, nineteen hundred and two, 
entitled ''An Act temporarily to provide for the administration of the 
affairs of civil government in the Philippine Islands, and for other 
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purposes," shall perform the duties of local land officers in their 
respective provinces. Each province shall constitute a land district. 

Sec. 2. The Chief of the Bureau of Public Lands is hereby author- 
ized to make such rules and regulations, subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior, as may \ye necessary and proper for the 
purpose of carrying the provisions of this Act into lull force and 
effect. 

Sec. 8. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this bill, 
the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with section 
two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the Commis- 
sion in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty-sixth, 
nineteen hundred.

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AN ACT Abolisliing the Court of Customs Appeals and transferring the powers 
Hi 1(1 duties of that court to the Court of Fii*st Instanc'e for the city of Manila. 

Bj/ authority of the United States^ he it enacted hy the Philippine 
Commission^ that: 

Section 1. The Court of Customs Appeals, as established by the 
Philippine Customs Administrative Act and by Act Numbered Eight 
hundred and sixtv-four, entitled "An Act to amend Act Numbered 
Three hundred and fifty-five, known as the ' Philippine Customs Ad- 
ministrative Act,' by changing the membership of the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals, providing for appeals in criminal causes and for 
certificates of appeal in other customs cases where there is a division 
of opinion between the judges of the court, and specifying powers of 
collectors of customs in cases of fine and forfeiture, and for other 
purposes," together with all official positions provided and authorized 
by said Acts, is hereby abolished, and the duties and powers of said 
Court of Customs Appeals are hereby transferred to the Court of 
First Instance for the city of Manila, subject to the modifications 
hereinafter stated, which Court of First Instance is hereby given 
jurisdiction over all matters whereof the Court of Customs Appeals 
now has jurisdiction by existing law, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Appeals from the decisions of the Collector of Customs for 
the Philippine Islands authorized by section two hundred and eighty- 
seven of the Philippine Customs Administrative Act, as modified by 
Act Numbered Eignt hundred and sixty-four, shall be taken in the 
manner provided in said section two hundred and eighty-seven, as 
amended, and within the times there limited, to the Court of First 
Instance for the city of Manila, instead of to the Court of Customs 
Appeals; and the Collector of Customs for the Philippine Islands, 
upon the taking of such appeal, shall forthwith certify and transmit 
to the clerk of the Court of First Instance for the city of Manila such 
notice of appeal, together with the entry, invoices, and exhibits, and 
all other papers connected therewith, and his decision thereon. The 
Court of First Instance for the city of Manila shall proceed, upon 
notice to the appealing party and to the Attorney -General, to examine 
the case submitted. Either party shall have the same right of excep- 
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tions to any ruling of the Court of First Instance for the city of 
Manila and of rehearing by the Supreme Court on any such appeal 
in the same manner as pertains to parties to all other civil actions 
pending in the Courts of First Instance. That portion of said sec- 
tion two hundred and eighty-seven of the Philippine Customs Ad- 
ministrative Act, as amended by Act Numbered Light hundred and 
sixty-four, which authorizes the Secretary of Finance and Justice to 
certify that in his opinion any decision of the Collector of Customs 
for the Philippine Islands ought to be revised by the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals, is hereby so modified that such certificate shall direct 
the decision to be revised by the Court of First Instance for the city 
of Manila, instead of by the Court of Customs Appeals, and in case 
of making such certificate and order the Collector of Customs- for the 
Philippine Islands shall certify and transmit his decision, together 
with tne entry, invoices, exhibits, and all other papers connected 
therewith, to the clerk of the Court of First Instance for the city of 
Manila, and that court shall, upon notice to the Attorney-General 
and to all parties interested, reexamine and determine the case as 
above provided, subject to the right of exception by either party as 
above provided. 

Sec. 3. Section two hundred and eighty-eight of the Philippine 
Customs Administrative Act, as amended by Act Numbered Eight 
hundred and sixty-four, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

" Sec. 288. The evidence taken before either the collector of customs 
or the Collector of Customs for the Philippine Islands, may, if com- 
petent, be used before said Court of First Instance for the city of 
Manila, and said court may receive further evidence pertinent to the 
issue, make general rules governing the proceedings before it, allow 
costs to the Government or to the adverse party, in the discretion of 
the court, upon the same basis as costs are allowed in other civil 
actions pending in Courts of First Instance, and may determine all 
questions arising in the appeal, including the question as to whether 
any duty, exaction, or fee can lawfully be imposed. The remedy by 
appeal to the Court of First Instance for the City of Manila is ex- 
clusive upon all questions relating to the customs duties, or the 
administration thereof under this Act. No right of action shall 
exist on the part of the owner, importer, exporter, or consignee to 
recover back any duties, fees, or exactions by him or them paid, except 
by means of appeal in accordance with the provisions of said section 
two hundred and eighty-seven, as amended. In case any appeal is 
carried to the Supreme Court of the Islands, upon exceptions, that 
court shall thereupon proceed to examine the case and render such 
judgments and issue such orders as it renders and issues in other 
cases pending in the Courts of First Instance. The decisions of the 
Court of First Instance for the city of Manila not carried to the 
Supreme Court upon bills of exception, shall be final and binding, 
as likewise shall be all decisions of the Supreme Court upon such 
appeals carried to it by virtue of the provisions of this Act 

Sec. 4. The Court oi First Instance for the city of Manila and the 
Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands shall have and exercise in 
the customs appeal cases all the powers which those courts have and 
exercise in otner civil actions pending therein.

Islands shall exercise and perform in customs appeal cases all the 
powers and duties which such officials and employees are required 
to perform by law in other civil actions pending in said courts, with- 
out additional compensation. 

The Court of First Instance for the city of Manila shall 
likewise have jurisdiction of all criminal prosecutions be^n by virtue 
of the provisions of the Philippine Customs Administrative Act 
and under the immigration laws of the Philippine Islands, including 
the Act of Congress approved March third, nineteen hundred ana 
three, entitled "An Act to regulate the immigration of aliens into 
the United States," the Chinese Exclusion Acts, and under the cus- 
toms and navigation laws, and its procedure in such cases shall be 
the same as in other criminal cases in the Courts of First Instance, 
and in all such criminal prosecutions the same rights of appeal to 
the Supreme Court, by exception or otherwise, shall exist as exists 
in other criminal cases pending in the Courts of First Instance : Pro- 
vided,, however^ That the Courts of First Instance in the several 
provinces shall have jurisdiction over criminal prosecutions men- 
tioned in this section for offenses committed within such provinces 
in the same manner as the Court of First Instance for the city of 
Manila has jurisdiction over criminal prosecutions for such offenses 
committed within the city of Manila, and the procedure in such 
criminal cases in the Courts of First Instance in the provinces and 
rights of appeal to the Supreme Court shall be the same as in other 
criminal prosecutions pending in such courts. 

Sec. 6. The provisions contained in section three hundred and thir- 
teen of the Philippine Customs Administrative Act, as amended by 
section five of Act Numbered Eight hundred and sixty-four, are 
hereby continued in full force and effect, except so far as said section 
requires the filing in the Court of Customs Appeals of a record of all 
proceedings by the collector of customs or the Collector of Customs 
for the Philippine Islands, and of a petition reciting the facts, asking 
the judgment of the court upon the issue of fine or penalty or confis- 
cation or forfeiture, and praying, upon judgment, for a public sale 
of the seized property, after due advertisement, to satisfy the judg- 
ment, which record and petition shall hereafter be filed in the Court 
of First Instance for the city of Manila instead of in the Court of 
Customs Appeals, and the Court of First Instance for the city of 
Manila is given power to do all the things which the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals was heretofore authorized to do by virtue of said section 
three hundred and thirteen, as amended. The procedure in such 
cases shall be in all respects as provided in said section three hundred 
and thirteen, as amenaed.

All suits, appeals, or criminal prosecutions pending in the 
Court of Customs Appeals at the time this Act goes into effect shall 
l3e tried by the Court of First Instance for the city of Manila, and it 
is hereby made the duty of the Honorable Felix M. Roxas, late judge 
of the Court of Customs Appeals, forthwith to transmit to the clerk

Sine Customs Administrative Act, as amended by Act Numbered 
light hundred and sixty-four, the Supreme Court, instead of issuing 
a mandate to the Court of Customs Appeals to enter a judgment 
in accordance with its decision, shall renaer judgment in the prem- 
ises, and direct the Collector of Customs for the Philippine Islands 
in accordance with its judgment. Should the Secretary of Finance 
and Justice hereafter certiiy that the public interests require a reex- 
amination by the Supreme Court of questions that have been deter-

AX ACT Appropriating the sum of one hundred and ten thousand dollars, in 
money of the United States, from the fund of three million dollars appropri- 
ated l)y tlie Congress of the United States for the relief of distress in the 
Philippine Islands, for exi)enditure under the direction of the Governor- 
General upon resolutions of the Philippine Commission. 

By authority of the United States^ he it enacted by the Philippbie 
C Commission , that: 

Section 1. The sum of one hundred and ten thousand dollars, in 
money of the United States, is hereby appropriated, out of the fund 
of three million dollars appropriated b}r the Congress of the United 
States for the relief of distress in the PHilippine Islands, for expendi- 
ture under the direction of the Governor-General, for such purposes 
and in such manner as may from time to time be authorized by reso- 
lutions of the Philippine Commission and in carrying out the intent 
of the Congress or the United States in appropriating the fund 
aforesaid. 

Sec 2. The sum of money by this Act appropriated shall be with- 
drawn from the Insular Treasury by requisitions in favor of such 
disbursing officer as the Governor-General may direct, in such allot- 
ments as may from time to time be necessary, and shall be accounted 
for as provided by law. 

Sec 3. The resolutions of the Philippine Commission upon which 
the funds herein appropriated shall be expended shall be published 
in the Official Gazette. 

Sec 4. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of "An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws," passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec 5. This Act shall take effect on its passage. 

Enacted, October 19, 1905. 
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AN ACT Abolishing certain bureans of the Insular Government, reducing the 
number of bureaus by consoiiduting certain bureaus with others, prescribing 
the duties of the various biu'eaus and certain ofticlals thereof, fixing the sal- 
aries of chiefs and assistant chiefs of bureaus and certain other officials 
thereof, reorganizing the Departments of the Interior, Commerce and Police, 
Finance and Justice, and Public Instruction, assigning certain bureaus to the 
immediate and direct executive control of the Governor-General, and for other 
puiposes. 

By authority of the United States^ be it enacted by the Philippine 

Cornmissio7i^ that : 

Section 1. The short title of this Act shall be " The Reorganiza- 
tion Act." 

Sec 2. The Bureaus of the Insular Government shall consist of 
the Executive Bureau, Bureau of Civil Service, Bureau of Health, 
Bureau of Lands, Bureau of Science, Bureau of Agriculture, Bureau 
of Forestry, Bureau of Quarantine Service, Weather Bureau, Bureau 
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of Constabulary, Bureau of Public Works, Bureau of Navigation, 
Bureau of Posts, Bureau of Port Works, Bureau of Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, Bureau of Justice, Bureau of Audits, Bureau of Cus- 
toms, Bureau of Internal Revenue, Bureau of the Treasury, Bureau 
of Education, Bureau of Supply, Bureau of Prisons, Bureau of 
Printing, and Bureau of Cold Storage. 

Sec. 3. (a) The Executive Bureau shall have one chief and two 
assistant chiefs who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, 
by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall 
be known respectively as the Executive Secretary, the Assistant 
Executive Secretary, and the Second Assistant Executive Secretary. 
The Executive Secretary shall perform the duties now imposed upon 
him by laws in force and such other duties as may be required of him 
by this Act. The Assistant Executive Secretary shall perform the 
duties of the Executive Secretary during the absence or disability of 
the latter and such other duties as may be required of him by the 
Executive Secretary. The Second Assistant Executive Secretary 
shall perform the duties of the Assistant Executive Secretary during 
the absence or disability of the latter and such other duties as may be 
required of him by the Executive Secretary. The salary of the 
Executive Secretary shall be fifteen thousand pesos, that of the 
Assistant Executive Secretary nine thousand pesos, and that of the 
Second Assistant Executive Secretary seven thousand pesos, per 
annum. 

(b) The Bureau of Archives, and the Bureau of Patents, Copy- 
rights, and Trade-Marks are hereby abolished as Bureaus and are con- 
stituted a division of the Executive Bureau to be known as the Divi- 
sion of Archives, Patents^ Copyrights, and Trade-Marks, by which the 
duties and services required of the Bureau of Archives and of the 
Bureau of Patents, Copyrights, and Trade-Marks and of the Chief of 
said Bureaus, by laws in force at the time of the passage of this Act, 
shall be performed under the general supervision and control of the 
Executive Secretary. 

(c) All existing provisions of law in regard to the Official Gazette 
are hereby repealea, except in so far as concerns authority for the 
publication thereof. The Official Gazette shall hereafter be published 
by the Executive Bureau and shall contain such matter as has hereto- 
fore been authorized by law or as may hereafter be designated by the 
Philippine Commission, by resolution, from time to time. The print- 
ing, sale, and distribution of the Gazette shall be performed by the 
Director of Printing, as hereinafter provided. 

(d) The Executive Bureau shall exercise general supervision over 
the offices of all provincial treasurers and 3iall prepare such rules 
and regulations relative to the administration of the affairs of their 
offices as may be necessary, anything in existing laws, or in Act Num- 
bered Eighty-three of the Philippine Commission or its amendments, 
to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided^ however^ That the duty 
of auditing the accounts of the provincial treasurers, of prescribing 
the system and methods of bookkeeping to be followed by them, ana 
of examining their offices, books and accoimts shall be performed by 
the Bureau of Audits. 

{e) The revision and correction by provincial boards of any erro- 
neous assessments and valuations for the purposes of taxation and 
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the making of corrected assessments and the statement of true valua- 
tions, as provided by Act Numbered Twelve hundred and ninety- 
eight, shall be subject to the approval of the Executive Secretary, 
instead of that of the Insular Treasurer as provided in said Act. 

(/) Appointments of assistants, clerks, and other employees, 
required by the public interest for the officers of provincial govern- 
ors, treasurers, secretaries, and fiscals and of all other provincial 
officials, shall be subject to the approval of the Executive Secretary, 
instead of that of the Insular Treasurer as provided by existing laws. 

{(/) It shall be the duty of the Executive Bureau, upon request, 
to make translations into the English or Spanish languages or 
native dialects of any important document necessary for the public 
service: Provided^ That all translations required by the courts shall 
be made as now by translators employed for that purpose. 

(h) The office of reporter of decisions of the Supreme Court is 
hereby abolished, and the Philippine Reports, containing the im- 
portant decisions of the Supreme Uourt, shall hereafter be compiled 
and published by the Executive Bureau from copies of the decisions 
to be furnished with synopses and syllabi by the judges of the court. 

Except as above provided, the duties and services prescribed by 
law for the reporter of the decisions of the Supreme Court shall be 
performed by the Executive Secretary. 

(i) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Executive Bureau, 
in addition to the duties and services required by this section, shall 
perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by law. 

Sec. 4. The Bureau of Civil Service shall have one chief and two 
assistant chiefs who shall be appointed by the Governor-Greneral, bv 
and with the consent of the Fhilippine Commission, and who shall 
be known respectively as the Director of Ci\al Service and the 
Assistant Directors oi Civil Service. Unless otherwise provided by 
this Act, the Director of Civil Service shall perform the duties now 
imposed by law on the Philippine Civil Service Board and on the 
Chairman of the Philippine Civil Service Board, and such other 
duties as may be required of him by this Act. The Assistant Direct- 
ors of Civil Service shall perform such duties as may be required of 
them by the Director of Civil Service. The Assistant Director of 
Civil Service designated by the Governor-General shall perform the 
duties of the Director of Civil Service during the absence or dis- 
ability of the latter. The salary of the Director of Civil Service 
shall oe eight thousand pesos and that of each of the Assistant Direct- 
ors of Civil Service six thousand pesos per annum: Provided^ how- 
ever^ That the incumbent of the omce of Director of Civil Service at 
the time of the passage of this Act shall be entitled to receive during 
his incumbency the salary now prescribed by law for the Chairman 
of the Philippine Civil Service Board. 

The Bureau of Civil Service shall perform the duties and render 
the services now prescribed by law for the Philippine Civil Service 
Board, except as herein proviaed. 

Sec. 5. (a) The Bureau of Health shall have one chief and one 
assistant chief, who shall be known respectively as the Director of 
Health and the Assistant Director of Health, and shall be appointed 
by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of the Philippine 
Commission. The Director of Health shall be a duly qualified phy- 
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sician who has taken a doctor's or licentiate's degree in medicine, 
from a reputable medical school, and the Assistant Director of 
Health shall be a similarly qualified physician. The salary of the 
Director of Health shall be twelve thousand pesos per annum, and 
the salary of the Assistant Director of Health shall be seven thou- 
sand five hundred pesos per annum. 

Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Director of Health 
shall perform or direct the performance of the duties now imposed 
by laws in force on the Commissioner of Public Health, and on the 
Board of Health, or by any member or employee thereof. The Assist- 
ant Director of Health shall perform the duties of Director of 
Health during the absence or disability of the latter, and such other 
duties as may be required of him by the Director of Health. The 
Director of Health, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior, may revoke or modify any order, regulation, by-law, or 
ordinance of a local board of health, or of any municipality except 
the city of Manila, concerning any matter which in his judgment 
affects the public health. 

(b) The Philippine Civil Hospital and the Civil Sanitarium, 
Baguio, Benguet, are hereby abolished as separate Bureaus and are 
merged with the Bureau of Health as divisions thereof. The Di- 
rector of Health shall perform, or cause to be performed, the duties, 
and shall render, or cause to be rendered, the services required oi 
the Philippine Civil Hospital and of the Civil Sanitarium, Baguio, 
Benguet, and of the respective attending physicians and surgeons 
thereof, by laws and executive orders in force at the time or the 
passage ot this Act. 

(c) The Bureau of Health is charged with the duty of caring 
for the health of the prisoners of Bilibid Prison, and said Bureau 
i^all have control and supervision of the sanitation of all Insular 
prisons and penal settlements, and shall exercise a supervisory con- 
trol over the sanitation of all provincial and municipal prisons, and 
the officers in charge of said prisons and settlements shall comply 
with and caused to be executed all sanitary orders, and put into force 
all sanitary regulations issued by the Director of Health. In case 
of dispute between the Director of Prisons and the Director of 
Health as to any order of the Director of Health, or as to any sani- 
tary rule or regulation prescribed by the Bureau of Health, the rule 
or regulation shall be submitted to the Governor-Greneral, whose 
decision thereon shall be final. 

(d) The Veterinary Division of the Board of Health is hereby 
transferred to the Bureau of Agriculture, but the Director of Agri- 
culture shall cause to be made for the Director of Health such 
examination of meat, milk, and other animal products, or of 
animals, as may be deemed necessary by the Director of Health to 
safeguard the public health against dangerous diseases which may 
be communicated to man by animals, or by means of animal products. 

(e) The Board of Health for the Philippine Islands created by 
Act Numbered One hundred and fifty-seven, as amended, is hereby 
abolished, and the duties and services required of said Board of 
Health by laws and regulations in force at the time of the passage 
of this Act shall devolve upon the Director of Health, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act 
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Sec. 6. The Bureau of Lands shall have one chief and one assist- 
ant chief, who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, by and 
with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall be 
known respectively as the Director of Lands and the Assistant 
Director of Lands. The Director of Lands shall perform the duties 
now imposed by laws in force on the Chief of the Bureau of Public 
Lands and such other duties as may be required of him by this 
Act. The Assistant Director of Lands shall perform the duties of 
the Director of Lands during the absence or disability of the latter, 
and such other duties as may be required of him by the Director 
of Lands. The salary of the Director of Lands shall be twelve 
thousand pesos and that of the Assistant Director of Lands seven 
thousand five hundred pesos per annum. 

Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Lands, in 
addition to the duties and services required by this section, shall 
perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by law 
for the Bureau of Public Lands. 

Sec. 7. (a) The Bureau of Science shall have one chief who shall 
be appointed by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of 
the Philippine Commission, and who shall be known as the Director 
of the Bureau of Science. Unless otherwise prescribed by this Act 
he shall perform the duties now imposed by laws in force on the 
Superintendent of Government Laboratories, and such other duties 
as may be required by this Act. The salary of the Director of the 
Bureau of Science shall be twelve thousand pesos per annum. There 
shall be a chief of the Biological Laboratory in the Bureau of Science 
to be appointed by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of 
the Philippine 'Commission. The salary of the chief of the Bio^ 
logical Laboratory shall be ten thousand pesos per annum. 

(i) The Mining Bureau is hereby abolished as a separate Bureau 
and is constituted a division in the Bureau of Science, to be known 
as the Division of Mines. The Division of Mines, under the general 
supervision and control of the Bureau of Science, shall perform the 
duties and render the services heretofore required of the Mining 
Bureau by laws in force at the time of the pasvsage of this Act. 

({') For all supplies furnished by the Bureau of Science to any 
Department, Bureau, or Office or official of the Insular Government, 
or to any provincial or municipal government or official thereof, 
payment ot the actual cost of producing or securing the supplies 
furnished shall be made by the Department, Bureau, Office, or gov- 
ernment to which such supplies are furnished, out of funds duly 
appropriation and available tor the purpose. The Bureau of Science 
may sell to the public the publications of the Bureau, natural-history 
specimens, vaccme virus, serums, prophylactics, and supplies not pro- 
curable in the markets of Manila, and may perform analyses and 
make examinations and investigations for provincial and municipal 
governments and for the public. The price of such supplies, publi- 
cations, analyses, and examinations shall be fixed by the Director 
of the Bureau of Science, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior. The moneys received by the Bureau of Science for 
supplies furnished to any Department, Bureau, or Office of the Gov- 
ernment, or for supplies, publications, analyses, or examinations 
furnished to a provincial or municipal govermnent or to the public 
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shall be deposited with the Insular Treasurer and shall be considered 
as repayments to the appropriation for the Bureau of Science and 
shall be so credited on the books of the Auditor. 

(d) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of 
Science, In addition to the duties and services required by this section, 
shall perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by 
law for the Bureau of Government Laboratories. 

(e) Section seven of Act Numbered One hundred and fifty-six is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. (a) The Bureau of Agriculture shall have one chief and 
one assistant chief, who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, 
by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall 
be known respectively as the Director of Agriculture and the Assist- 
ant Director of Agriculture. The Director of Agriculture shall per- 
form the duties now imposed by laws in force on the Chief of the 
Bureau of Agriculture, and such other duties as may be required of 
him by this Act as Director of Agriculture. The Assistant Director 
of xVgriculture shall perform the duties of the Director of Agri- 
culture during the absence or disability of the latter, and such other 
duties as mav be required of him by the Director of Agriculture. 
The salary of the Director of Agriculture shall be ten thousand pesos 
and that of the Assistant Director of Agriculture six thousana five 
hundred pesos per annum. 

(6) The veterinary division transferred by the provisions of para- 
graph (d) of section five of this Act from the Bureau of Health to 
the Bureau of Agriculture is hereby constituted a part of a Division 
of Animal Industry hereby created in the Bureau of Agriculture, 
and the duties and ser\4ces now required of the veterinary division 
of the Bureau of Health by laws and regulations in force at the time 
of the passage of this Act, shall be performed by the Division of Ani- 
mal Industry of the Bureau of Agriculture under the general super- 
vision and control of the Director of Agriculture. 

(6*) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Agricul- 
ture, in addition to the duties and services required by this section, 
shall perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by 
law for the Bureau of Agriculture. 

Sec. 9. (a) The Bureau of Forestry shall have one chief, who shall 
be appointed by the Governor-Cieneral, bv and with the consent of 
the Philippine Commission, and who shall be known as the Director 
of Forestry. The Director of Forestry shall perform the duties 
now imposed by laws in force on the Chief of the Bureau of Forestry, 
and such other duties as may be required of him by this Act as 
Director of Forestry. The salary of the Director of Forestry shall 
be eight thousand pesos per annum. 

(6) For the period of five years from the date of the passage of this 
Act, any resident of the Philippine Islands may cut or take, or hire 
cut or taken, for himself from the public forests, without license and 
free of charge, such timber, other than timber of the first group, 
and such firewood, resins, other forest products, and stone or eartn, 
as he may require for housebuilding, fencing, boatbuilding, or other 
personal use of himself or his family. Timber thus cut without 
license shall not be sold nor shall it l>e exported from the province 
where cut. 
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Dealers in forest products, stone, or earth taken from the public 
forests shall pay the charges prescribed in Article XIV of Act Num- 
bered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine, entitled " The Internal Rev- 
enue Law of Nineteen hundred and four " on all such products taken 
by them. Every person, firm, or company whose business it is to sell 
timber or other forest products, stone, or earth, shall be regarded as a 
dealer in such products within the meaning of this Act. 

(e) The functions heretofore performed by employees of the 
Bureau of Forestry and by presidents of municipalities or settle- 
ments, in measuring and manifesting timber or other forest prod- 
ucts, stone, or earth taken from the public forests, in fixing the Gov- 
ernment charges to be paid thereon, and in collecting delinquent taxe,s 
thereon, shall be discharged hereafter by employees of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue under such rules and regulations as the Director 
of Internal Revenue may prescribe and the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice approve. 

(d) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of For- 
estry, in addition to the duties and services required by this section, 
shall perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by 
law for the Bureau of Forestry. 

Sec. 10. The Bureau of Quarantine Service, administered under 
the direction of the United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service, shall have such officers, perform such duties, and render 
such services as may be now or hereafter prescribed by law for the 
Quarantine Service. 

Sec. 11. (a) The Weather Bureau shall have one chief, three 
assistant chiefs, and one corresponding secretary, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of the 
Philippine Commission, and who shall be known respectively as the 
Director of the Weather Bureau, the Assistant Directors of the 
Weather Bureau, and the Secretary of the Weather Bureau. The 
Director of the Weather Bureau shall perform the duties now 
imposed by laws in force on the Director of the Philippine Weather 
Bureau. The Assistant Directors of the Weather Bureau fehall each 
perform such duties, scientific or administrative, as the Director shall 
assign to him, and, during the absence or disability of the Director, 
one of them, designated by the Director, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior, shall perform the duties of the Director of 
the Weather Bureau. The Secretary of the Weather Bureau shall 
assist the Director thereof in his official correspondence, shall have 
charge of the library, shall superintend the mailing department, and 
perform such other duties, scientific or administrative, as the Director 
may assign to him. The salary of the Director of the Weather Bu- 
reau shall be five thousand pesos, that of each of the Assistant Direct- 
ors three thousand six hundred pesos, and that of the Secretary two 
thousand eight hundred pesos, per annum. 

(b) The Weather Bureau shall perform the duties and render the 
services now prescribed by law for the Philippine Weather Bureau. 

Sec. 12. (a) The Bureau of Constabulary shall have one chief and 
such assistant chiefs as may be allowed bj^ the appropriation Acts. 
The chief and assistant chiefs shall be appointed by the Governor- 
General, by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission. The 
Chief of Constabulary shall be known as the Director of Constab- 
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ulary, and the assistant chiefs as Assistant Directors of Constabulary. 
One of the Assistant Directors shall be the Chief Supply OflScer of 
Constabula^. The Director of Constabulary and* the Assistant Di- 
rectors of Constabulary shall respectively perform the duties now 
imposed by laws in force upon the chief ana assistant chiefs of Con- 
stabulary, and such other duties a^ may be required of them by 
this Act. 

Whenever an officer of the United States Army is detailed for 
service as Chief of Constabulary, he shall be known as the Director 
of Constabulary and shall be entitled to the rank, pay, and allow- 
' ances of a brigadier-general in the United States Arinv, and when- 
ever officers or the United States Army are detailed for service as 
assistant chiefs of Constabulary they shall be known as Assistant 
Directors of Constabulary, and each shall be entitled to the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a colonel in the United States Armv: Pro- 
viaed, however^ That when an officer of the United States Army is 
detailed for service as Director of Constabulary, he shall be entitled 
to receive as pay from the Insular Government only the difference 
between the pay and allowances of a brigadier-general and the pay 
and allowances of his grade in the United States Army at the time 
of his detail: And provided further^ That officers oi the United 
States Army detailed for service as Assistant Directors shall each 
be entitled to receive as pay from the Insular Government only the 
difference between the pay and allowances of a colonel ana the 
pay and allowances of his grade in the United States Army at the 
time of his detail. 

(6) The Constabulary commissary depot and wholesale and retail 
supply store in the city of Manila are hereby transferred to the 
Bureau of Supply. 

{c) The telegraph division of the Bureau of Philippines Con- 
staoulary is hereby transferred to the Bureau of Posts, effective 
January first, nineteen hundred and six. Officers and civilian em- 
ployees of the telegraph division, and men enlisted in the Constabu- 
lary for the purposes of the telegraph division, shall be transferred to 
the Bureau of Posts as officers or employees of the latter Bureau, 
with no change of status with respect to Acts Numbered Five, 
Twenty-five, and One thousand and forty, except as to officers or 
inspectors. 

{d) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Con- 
stabulary shall perform the duties and render the services now 
prescribed by law for the Bureau of Philippines Constabulary. 

Sec. 13. {a) The Bureau of Public Works shall have one chief and 
one assistant chief, who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, 
by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall 
be known respectively as the Director of Public Works and the 
Assistant Director of Public Works. The Director of Public Works 
shall peform the duties now imposed by laws in force on the Con- 
sulting Engineer to the Commission and such other duties as may be 
required of him by this Act. The Assistant Director of Public 
Works shall perform the duties of the Director of Public Works 
during the absence or disability of the latter, and such other duties 
as may be required of him by the Director of Public Works. The 
salary of the Director of Public Works shall be twelve thousand pesos 
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and that of the Assistant Director of Public Works seven thousand 
five hundred pesos per annum. 

(b) The Bureau of Architecture and Construction of Public Build- 
ings is hereby abolished as a separate Bureau and is constituted a 
division of the Bureau of Public Works, to be known as the Division 
of Building Construction and Repair. Under the general supervi- 
sion and control of the Bureau of Public Works, the Division of 
Building Construction and Repair shall perform the duties and 
render the services required of the Bureau of Architecture and Con- 
struction of Public Buildings by laws in force at the time of the 
passage of this Act, and such other duties and services as may be 
prescribed by the Director of Public Works. 

(c) The Director of Public Works shall maintain and repair all 
Insular buildings, shall be the custodian of all vacant Insular build- 
ings, and of such others as may be designated by the Governor- 
General, and shall be charged with the duty of determining the 
assignment of quarters to Insular bureaus in the public buildings. 

(d) The Benffuet Road and Benguet Improvements shall here- 
after be under tne supervision and control oi the Bureau of Public 
Works. 

(e) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Public 
Works, in addition to the duties ana services required by this section, 
shall perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by 
law for the Bureau of Engineering. 

Sec. 14. (a) The Bureau of Navigation shall have one chief and 
one assistant chief, who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, 
by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who 
shall be known respectively as the Director of Navigation and the 
Assistant Director of Navigation. The Director of Navigation shall 
perform the duties now imposed by laws in force upon the Chief of 
the Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation and such other duties 
as may be required by this Act. The Assistant Director of Naviga- 
tion shall perform the duties of the Director of Navigation during 
the absence or disability of the latter and such other duties as may be 
required of him by the Director of Navigation. The salary of the 
Director of Navigation shall be ten thousand pesos and that of the 
Assistant Director of Navigation six thousand five hundred pesos per 
annum. 

(h) The Bureau of Navigation shall furnish, upon proper requisi- 
tion, to municipalities, provinces, and to Bureaus and Offices of the 
Insular Government, such water transportation as may be required 
by the public interest, and the municipality, province, or the Bureau 
or Office of the Insular Government receivmg such transportation 
may be recjuired to pay therefor a reasonable charge to be fixed by 
the Bureau of Navigation, by and with the approval of the Secretary 
of Commerce and Police. All launches, dredges, floating derricks, 
water transportation, and other similar property of the Insular 
(jovernment, by whatever Bureau operatecl and controlled, shall be 
maintained un^er the supervision of the Bureau of Navigation and 
repaired by or under the supervision of said Bureau. The reason- 
able cost ot maintaining and repairing all launches and water trans- 
portation, not assigned to the Bureau of Navigation, and retained, 
operated, or controlled by any province or Bureau, shall be paid by 
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such province or Bureau to the Bureau of Navigation out of funds 
duly appropriated for the purpose. In case of dispute, the reason- 
ableness of the charge shall be determined by the Governor-Gteneral. 

(c) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, in addition to the duties and services required by this section, 
shall perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by 
law for the Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation. 

Sec. 15. (a) The Bureau of Posts shall have one chief, one assist- 
ant chief, and tw^o superintendents of divisions, who shall be known 
respectively as the Director of Posts, Assistant Director of Posts, 
Superintendent Postal Division, Bureau of Posts, and Superintend- 
ent Telegraph Division, Bureau of Posts, each of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of 
the Philippine Commission. The salary of the Director of Posts 
shall be twelve thousand pesos per annum, that of the Assistant Di- 
rector of Posts, seven thousand five hundred pesos per annum, that 
of the Superintendent Postal Division, Bureau of Posts, six thou- 
sand five hundred pesos per annum, and that of the Superintendent 
Telegraph Division, Bureau of Posts, six thousand pesos per annum : 
Provided^ however^ That if the present superintendent of the tele- 
graph division of the Constabulary be appointed to the office last 
named he shall receive the compensation provided by the terms of 
his special contract with the Insular Government. 

(b) The Bureau of Posts shall have exclusive jurisdiction and 
control of all mail and postal business within the maritime jurisdic- 
tion of the Philippine Islands, and of all telegraph and telephone 
lines and service transferred to it by section twelve of this Act, and 
of all other telegraph or telephone lines and service that may here- 
after come under tne jurisdiction or control of the Government of 
the Philippine Islands. 

(c) It snail be the duty of the Director of Posts, subject to the 
executive control of the Secretary of Commerce and Police: 

1. To establish and to discontinue post-offices and telegraph and 
telephone offices; 

2. To instruct all persons in the postal, telegraph, and telephone 
service with reference to their duties; 

3. To decide on the forms of all official papers except as to accounts ; 

4. To control, according to law and subject to settlement of the 
Insular Auditor, all expenses incident to the service of the Bureau 
of Posts ; 

5. To prescribe regulations not inconsistent with law for the 
government of his Bureau, the conduct of its officers, clerks, and 
employees, the distribution and performance of its business, and 
the custody, use, and preservation of the records, papers, and prop- 
erty pertaining to it ; 

6. To supermtend generally the business of the Bureau of Posts^ 
and to execute all laws relative to the postal service within the mari- 
time jurisdiction of the Philippine Islands, and relative to all tele- 

Sraph and telephone service under the jurisdiction or control of the 
ovemment or the Philippine Islands; 

7. To keep the seal adopted for his Bureau, which shall be affixed 
to all appointments of p>ostmasters and others, and used to authen- 
ticate all transcripts and copies which may be required from his 
Bureau; and 
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8. To perform such other dutlos as are now, or may hereafter be, 
required oy law or executive order. 

{d) It shall be the duty of the Assistant Director of Posts to 
exercise general supervision of such business of the Bureau of Posts, 
in the name of himself or the Director of Posts, as the latter may 
direct, and to perform such other duties as the Director of Posts 
shall require, and he shall also in case of the death, resignation, 
absence, or sickness of the Director of Posts, unless otherwise directed 
by the Secretary of Commerce and Police, perform the duties of the 
Director of Posts until a successor is appointed, or such absence or 
sickness shall cease. 

(e) The Duties of the Superintendent Postal Division, Bureau 
of Posts, shall be such as the Director of Posts may require, and he 
shall also in case of the death, resignation, absence, or sickness of 
both the Director of Posts and the Assistant Director of Posts, unless 
otherwise directed by the Secretary of Commerce and Police, per- 
form the duties of the Director of Posts until a successor is appointed, 
or such absence or sickneas shall cease. 

(/) The Superintendent Telegraph Division, Bureau of Posts, 
shall perform such duties as the Director of Posts may require. 

(o) Act Numbered one hundred and seventy-nine is hereby re- 
pealed, and hereafter all postal, telegraph, or telephone service of 
every nature and kind rendered by the Bureau of Posts to Depart- 
ments, Bureaus, oflScials, clerks, or employees of the Insular, provin- 
cial, or municipal governments in their official capacity, shall be paid 
for at the regular rates established for similar services to private 
persons, out of funds duly appropriated for the purpose. The pro- 
visions of this paragraph shall be effective on and after January 
first, nineteen hundred and six. 

Sec. 16. (a) The Bureau of Port Works shall have one chief, who 
Fhall be appointed by the Governor-General, by and with the consent 
of the Philippine Commission, and who shall be known as the Direc- 
tor of Port Works. The Director of Port Works shall perform the 
duties now imposed by law on the Officer in Charge of Port Works 
and such other duties as may be required of him by this Act. 

(b) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Port 
Works shall perform the duties and render the services now pre- 
scribed by law for the Office of Port Works. 

Sec. 17. The Bureau of Coast and Geodetic Survey, administered 
under the direction of the Coast and Geodetic Survev of the United 
States, Department of Commerce and Labor, shall have such officers, 
perform such duties, and render such services as may be now or 
hereafter prescribed by law for the Bureau of Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. 

Sec. 18. (a) The Bureau of Justice shall have one chief, two 
assistant chiefs, and eleven assistant attorneys, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor-General, by and with the consent of the Philippine 
Commission, and who shall be known respectively as the Attorney- 
General, the Solicitor-General, the Assistant Attorney-General, and 
assistant attorneys. Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the 
Attorney-General shall perform the duties now imposed upon him by 
laws in force, and such other duties as may be required of him by this 
Act ; the Solicitor-General shall perform the duties of the Attorney- 
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Grenaral during the absence or disability of the latter, and shall per- 
form the duties now imposed on him by laws in force ; the Assistant 
Attorney-General shall perform the duties required of him by the 
Attorney-General; and the assistant attorneys shall perform the 
duties and render the services required by Act Numbered Thirteen 
hundred and thirteen, and such other duties as mav be required of 
them by the Attorney-General. The salary of the Attorney-General 
shall be twelve thousand pesos, that of the Solicitor-General eleven 
thousand pesos, and that or the Assistant Attorney-General nine thou- 
sand pesos, per annum. The salaries of the assistant attorneys shall 
be fixed by the Governor-General, with the approval of the Philippine 
Commission: Provided^ however^ That the incumbent of the office of 
Attorney-General at the time of the passage of this Act shall be enti- 
tled to receive during his incumbency the salary now prescribed by 
law for the office of Attorney-General : And provided further^ That 
no assistant attorney shall receive a salary of more than six thousand 
pesos per annum. 

(6) The Attorney-General shall perform the duties and render 
the services prescribed for the Insular Treasurer by Act Numbered 
Two hundred and ninety, as amended, and an official bond shall be 
required of the Attorney-General for the faithful performance of the 
duties hereby imposed. 

Whenever any civilian employee, who is a citizen of the United 
States, in the service of the Insular Government of the Philippine 
Islands, or any branch thereof, shall die in that service, leaving real 
property or real and personal property in the Philippine Islands, the 
entire vahie of which does not exceed one thousand five hiindi*ed 
pesos, and no regular administration in accordance with tlu^ provi- 
sions of the Code of Civil Procedure shall have been had, the Attor- 
ney-General is authorized, and it is hereby made his duty, to take 
possession of the estate of such deceased person, to make a complete 
inventory thereof, to file the same with the Auditor, and as to such 
estates to perform all the duties prescribed and render the services 
required by Act Numbered IVo hundred and ninety of the Treas- 
urer of the Philippine Islands as to estates of deceased civilian 
employees no part of which is real property, and to settle the estates 
of deceased civilian employees of which real estate is a part in the 
s<ame manner as the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands now settles 
estates of deceased civilian employees of which real estate is not a 
part. If the Attorney-General shall find it to be for the best 
interests of the parties entitled to the estate of any deceased civilian 
employee to convert into cash the whole or any part thereof, he is 
hereby authorized to make sale of the whole or anj' part of the real 
or personal property of such estate, at public auction or private sale, 
as he shall determine to be most advantageous to the estate. Any 
sale of real or personal property of the estate of any deceased civilian 
employee of the Philippine Government made by the Attorney- 
General by virtue of this Act shall convey to the purchaser all the 
right, title, and interest of the deceased in such property at the time 
of his death. In case any personal property of the deceased is not 
converted into cash, upon receiving proper receipts for the same, 
he shall deliver or cause to l>e delivered such personal property to 
the person or persons whom he shall adjudge to be lawfully entitled 
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thereto. In case no sale is made of the real property of any deceased 
civilian employee the Attorney-General shall convey such real estate 
to the persons whom he shall adjudge to be lawfully entitled thereto 
and shall recite in the conveyance that said real estate is conveyed to 
such persons under and by virtue of this Act. 

In case the Attorney-General shall have performed the duties re- 
quired by this section and the duties required of the Treasurer of the 
Philippine Islands by section one of Act Numbered Two hundred 
and ninety, and shall have paid over to the persons whom he has 
adjudged to be entitled thereto all sums of money due from the funds 
of said estate, and shall have transferred to the persons lawfully 
entitled thereto any real property of said estate remaining unsold, 
puch estate shall be deemed to be lawfully settled, and the Attorney- 
General shall not be accountable to any other person for the estate so 
administered by him: Provided^ however^ That nothing in this Act 
contained shall prohibit the lawful heirs of any person, whose estate 
has been settled in accordance with the provisions of this Act, from 
bringing ^it in any court having jurisdiction of the subject-matter, 
and of the parties, against the persons who have received the estate 
by virtue oi the provisions of this section and from recovering the 
same from such persons upon proof that the estate has been delivered 
to persons not entitled to the same. 

{c) Unless otherwise provided by this Act the Bureau of Justice, 
in addition to the duties and services required by this section, shall 
perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by law 
for the Attorney-General and the office of the Attorney-General. 

Sec. 19. (a) The Bureau of Audits shall have one chief and one 
assistant chief, who shall be known respectively as the Auditor for . 
the Philippine Islands and the Deputy Auditor for the Philippine 
Islands, but who may also be designated by the short title of " In- 
sular Auditor " and " Deputy Insular Auditor," respectively. The 
Insular Auditor and the Deputy Insular Auditor shall be appointed 
by the Secretary of War, with the concurrence of the Governor-Gen- 
eral and the approval of the Philippine Commission. The Insular 
Auditor shall perform the duties and render the services required of 
the Auditor for the Philippine Islands by Act Numbered Fourteen 
hundred and two, known as '" The Accounting Act." 

The Deputy Insular Auditor shall perform the duties of the In- 
sular Auditor during the absence or disability of the latter, and such 
other duties as may be required of him by the Insular Auditor. The 
salary of the Insular Auditor shall be twelve thousand pesos, and 
that of the Deputy Insular Auditor seven thousand five hundred 
pesos per annum: Provided^ however^ That the incumbents of the 
office of Auditor for the Philippine Islands and Deputy Auditor 
for the Philippine Islands at the time of the passage of this Act 
shall respectively receive, during their incumbency of the offices of 
Insular Auditor and Deputy Insular Auditor, the salaries now 
prescribed by law for the Auditor for the Philippine Islands and 
the Deputy Auditor for the Philippine Islands. 

{h) The Bureau of Audits shall perform the duties and render 
the services required of the office of the Auditor for the Philippine 
Islands by Act Numbered Fourteen hundred and two, known as 
'' The Accounting Act."

Sec. 20. (a) The Bureau of Customs shall have one chief, one 
assistant chief, one special deputy collector of customs, and one 
surveyor of customs, who shall be appointed by the Govemor-

and who shall be known respectively as the Insular Collector of 
Customs, the Insular Deputy Collector of Customs, the Insular Spe- 
cial Deputy Collector of Customs, and the Insular Surveyor of Cus- 
toms. The Insular Collector of Customs shall perform the duties 
now imposed by laws in force upon the Collector of Customs for the 
Philippine Islands, otherwise known as the Insular Collector, and 
such other duties as may be required of him by this Act ; the Insular 
Deputy Collector of Customs shall perform the duties of the Insular 
Collector of Customs during the absence or disability of the latter,

Sec. 21. (a) The Bureau of Internal Revenue shall have one chief 
and one assistant chief, who shall be appointed by the Governor- 
(jeneral, by and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and 
who shall be known respectively as the Collector of Internal Revenue 
and the Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue. The Collector of 
Internal Revenue shall perform the duties now imposed on him by 
law, and, after January first, nineteen hundred ana six, he shall be 
ex oificio City Assessor and Collector of the citv of Manila. The 
salary of the Collector of Internal Revenue shall be ten thousand 
pesos, and that of the Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue eight 
thousand five hundred pesos per annum. 

(6) The office of the City Assessor and Collector of the city of

Sec. 22. (a) The Bureau of the Treasury shall have one chief and 
one assistant chief, who shall be known respectively as the Treasurer 
of the Philippine Islands and the Assistant Treasurer of the Philip- 
pine Islands, but who may be designated by the short title of " Insu- 
lar Treasurer " and "Assistant Insular Treasurer," respectively. The 
Insular Treasurer and Assistant Insular Treasurer shall be appointed 
by the Secretary of War. with the concurrence of the Governor- 
General and the approval of the Philippine Commission. Unless 
otherwise provided by this Act, the Insular Treasurer shall perform 
the duties now imposed by laws in force on the Treasurer of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and such other duties as may be required of him by 
this Act.

Act, shall respectively receive during their incumbency of the offices 
of Insular Treasurer and Assistant Insular Treasurer the salaries 
now prescribed by law for the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands 
and the Assistant Treasurer of the Philippine Islands. 

{!)) The general supervision and control of the offices of provin- 
cial treasurers and the duty of preparing rules and regulations rela- 
tive to the administration of the affairs of their offices heretofore 
exercised by the Insular Treasurer are hereby transferred to the 
Executive feureau, except as provided in Act Numbered Fourteen 
hundred and two. The revision and correction by provincial boards 
of any erroneous assessments and valuations for the purposes of taxa- 
tion, and the making of corrected assessments and the statement of 
true valuations as provided by Act Numbered Twelve hundred and 
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ninety-eight, shall be subject to the approval of the Executive Secre- 
tary instead of that of the Insular Treasurer, as provided in said Act.

Education. Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Director of 
Education shall perform the duties now imposed by laws in force 
upon the General Superintendent of Education, and such other du- 
ties as may be reauired of him by this Act. The Assistant Director 
of Education shall perform the duties of the Director of Education 
during the absence or disability of the latter, and such other duties 
as may be required of him by the Director of Education. The Second 
Assistant Director of Education shall perform such duties as may be 
required of him by the Director of Education.

The As-sistant Purchasing Agent 
shall perform the duties of the Purchasing Agent during the absence 
or disability of the latter, and such other duties as may be required 
of him by the Purchasing Agent.

That all food stuffs and toilet articles required by the Con- 
stabulary for sale in the provincial branch civil supply stores shall be 
secured by the Bureau of Constabulary from the Bureau of Supply 
upon timely requisition, and the Bureau of Constabulary shall accept 
delivery, without surcharge, of all such supplies from the Purchasing 
Agent in the city of Manila, all transportation from the warehouses 
of the Bureau of Supply to be at cost of the Bureau of Constabulary: 
And provided further^ That the Secretary of Public Instruction shall 
discontinue the supply store in the city of Manila as soon as in his 
judgment such action may properly be taken, the provisions of exist- 
ing laws to the contrary notwithstanding.

Sec. 25. (^a) The Bureau of Prisons shall have one chief and one 
assistant chief, who shall be appointed by the Govemor-Greneral, by 
and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall 
be known respectively as the Director of Prisons and Assistant Di- 
rector of Prisons. The Director of Prisons shall perform the duties 
now imposed by law on the Warden of Bilibid Prison, and such other 
duties as may be required of him by this Act as chief of the Bureau 
of Prisons. The Assistant Director of Prisons shall perform the 
duties of the Director of Prisons during the absence or disability of 
of the latter, and such other duties as may be required of him by the 
Director of Prisons. The salary of the Director of Prisons shall be 
seven thousand five hundred pesos and that of the Assistant Director 
of Prisons six thousand pesos per annum, with their quarters in 
Bilibid Prison and such services of prisoners as may be allowed by the 
Secretary of Public Instruction. 

(b) All Insular and provincial prisoners are hereby placed under 
the general jurisdiction, supervision, direction, and control of the 
Bureau of Prisons, and it shall be the duty of the Director of Prisons 
to make such regulations and prescribe such rules, by and with the 
approval of the Secretary of Public Instruction, as may best promote 
discipline in all Insular and provincial prisons and penal settlements 
and best secure the reformation and safe custody of Insular and pro- 
vincial prisoners. 

(c) The city of Manila and any provinces sending prisoners to 
Bilibid Prison for detention of confinement, shall pay to the Bureau 
of Prisons the actual cost of guarding, maintenance, and supervision 
of such prisoners, which cost shall be calculated by taking the total 
expenses, deducting therefrom the profits arising from manufactures 
conducted by them, and obtaining an average net cost per capita, 
which shall determine the amount to be charged to the provinces aud 
to the city of Manila: Provided^ That, as soon as practicable, a sepa- 
rate set of books shall be kept for each of the authorized penal settle- 
ments and each province shall be charged for such of its prisoners as 
may be detainea there the net cost per capita. shown by tne books of 
the settlement. 

(rf) Unless otherwise provided by this Act, the Bureau of Prisons, 
in addition to the duties and services required by this section, shall 
perform the duties and render the services now prescribed by law for 
the Bureau of Prisons and for Bilibid Prison. 

(e) The Governor-General shall have power and is hereby author- 
ized to designate Insular prisons and to establish penal settlements. 
The Director of Prisons shall, when directed by the Governor- 
Greneral, transfer prisoners confined at Bilibid Prison either to pris- 
ons designated by the Governor-General as Insular prisons, or to 
penal settlements established by order of the Governor-General, or 
from such prisons or penal settlements to Bilibid Prison, as the public 
interest may require. 

Sec. 26. (a) The Bureau of Printing shall have one chief and one 
assistant chief, who shall be appointecTby the Governor-General, by 
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and with the consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall 
be known rasjpectively as the Director of Printing and the Assistant 
Director of Printing. The Director of Printing shall perform the 
duties now imposed on the Public Printer by laws in force and such 
other duties as may be required of him by this Act. The Assistant 
Director of Printing shall perform the duties of the Director of 
Printing during the absence or disability of the latter and such other 
duties as may be required of him by the Director of Printing. The 
salary of the Director of Printing shall be nine thousand pesos and 
that of the Assistant Director of Printing six thousand pesos per 
annum. 

(b) For the purpose of securing uniformity of blank forms for 
the same general purposes, and for the purpose of reducing the cost 
of printing, it shall be the duty of the Director of Printing to exam- 
ine carefully all requisitions for printing of blank forms and to make 
such suggestions to the requiring office as will secure the uniformity 
desired and such reduction in the cost of production as may be con- 
sistent with good workmanship and the good of the service. Requi- 
sitions by any Bureau or Office for apparently unnecessary printing, 
or for printing which is believed to be unnecessarily costly, shall be 
especially called to the attention of the Governor-General, or to that 
of the Secretary of the Executive Department to the jurisdiction of 
which such Bureau or Office is subject. 

(c) For all services rendered and for all supplies furnished by 
the Bureau of Printing to any Department, Bureau, Office, or official 
of the Insular Government, or to anv provincial or municipal gov- 
ernment or official thereof, payment of the cost of the service rendered 
or of producing the supplies furnished shall be made, by the Depart- 
ment, Bureau, Office, or official to which or for whom such service is 
rendered, or supplies are furnished. All moneys received by the 
Bureau of Printmg for services rendered or supplies or printing 
furnished shall be deposited with the Insular Treasurer and shall be 
considered as repayments to the appropriation for the Bureau of 
Printing and shall be so credited on the books of the Auditor. 

(d) The Official Gazette and all other publications of the Insular 
Government shall hereafter be distributed by the Bureau of Printing,

Sec. 27. {a) The Bureau of Cold Storage shall have one chief, 
who shall be appointed by the Governor-General, by and with the 
consent of the Philippine Commission, and who shall be known as 
the Director of Cold Storage. The Director of Cold Storage shall 
perform the duties now imposed on the Superintendent of the Insular 
Cold Storage and Ice Plant by laws in force, and such other duties 
as may be nereafter provided for him by law. The salary of the 
Director of Cold Storage shall be seven thousand two hundred pesos 
per annum. 

(6) -The Bureau of Cold Storage shall perform the duties and 
render the services now prescribed by law for the Bureau of the Insu- 
lar Cold Storage and Ice Plant. 

Sec. 28. The Governor-General shall have under his executive con- 
trol and supervision the Executive Bureau and the Bureau of Civil 
Service. 

Sec. 29. The Department of the Interior shall have under its execu- 
tive control and supervision the Bureau of Health, the Bureau of 
Lands, the Bureau of Science, the Bureau of Agriculture, the Bureau 
of .ForestiT, the Bureau of Quarantine Service, and the Weather 
Bureau. It shall have general supervision of non-Christian tribes, 
except those of the Moro Province, and of fisheries. 

Sec. 30. The Department of Commerce and Police shall have under 
its executive control and supervision the Bureau of Constabulary, 
the Bureau of Public Works, the Bureau of Navigation, the Bureau 
of Posts, the Bureau of Port Works, and the Bureau of Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. It shall have general supervision of all corpora- 
tions, except banking corporations. 

Sec. 31. The Department of Finance and Justice shall have under 
its executive control and supervision the Bureau of Justice, the Bureau 
of Audits, the Bureau of Customs, the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
the Bureau of Insular Treasury, and the city of Manila. It shall 
have general supervision of banks, banking, coinage, and currency. 

Sec. 32. The Department of Public Instruction shall have under its 
executive control and supervision the Bureau of Education, the 
Bureau of Supply, the Bureau of Prisons, the Bureau of Printing, 
and the Bureau of Cold Storage. It shall have general supervision 
of libraries and of public charities not under the supervision of the 
Secretary of the Interior at the time of the passage of this Act, and of 
museums. 

Sec. 33. The Governor-General and the Secretaries of Executive 
Departments shall perform the duties and render the services now 
required of them by laws in force: Provided^ however^ That the 
Governor-General, or the Secretary of the Department to whose exec- 
utive control and supervision any Bureau or Division of a Bureau 
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has been transferred by this Act, shall perform the duties and render 
the services required by existing laws of the Govemor-Greneral or of 
the Secretary of the Department from whose executive control and 
supervision such Bureau or Division has been transferred. 

Sec. 34. The Secretaries of the Departments described in the fore- 
going sections shall exercise the executive control therein conferred, 
under the general supervision of the Governor-General. The execu- 
tive control vested by law in the Central Government over provincial 
and municipal governments, except the city of Manila, shall be 
exercised directly by the Governor-General through the Execittive 
Secretary. 

Sec. 35. The officers and subordinates of each department shall 
consist of the Secretary of the Department and such clerks, employees, 
and other assistants as may be allowed by appropriation Acts. The 
official correspondence of the head of each Department shall be 
recorded in the Executive Bureau. 

Sec. 36. All officers appointed by the Governor-General, by and 
with the consent of the Philippine Commission, are hereby empow- 
ered to administer all oaths required and authorized by law, without 
compensation, but they shall not be required to administer oaths 
except in matters of official business in which no fees are chargeable 
by law. 

Sec. 37. In case no other provision shall he made by law for filling 
temporarily the position of chief of a Bureau, it shall be the duty of 
the head oi the Department to designate a suitable officer or employee 
to perform such duty temporarily. 

Sec. 38. The cost of official cablegrams sent by any Bureau or 
Office of the Insular Government or any provincial or municipal 
government shall be charged against the appropriation or funds of 
the Bureau or Office, or the provincial or municipal government 
requesting such service. 

Sfx'. 31). An officer of the United States Army or Navy, when 
detailed to perform the duties of any office created or provided in 
this Act, shall receive in lieu of the salarv authorized for said office 
the difference between the pay actually received by him from the 
Army or Navy during said detail and the amount of said salary: 
Prorided^ That the per diems heretofore authorized to be paid Army 
and Navy officers now performing such civil duties shall be con- 
tinued during the period of their respective details. 

Sec. 40. In addition to the officials specially allowed by this Act 
to the various Bureaus, provision for such other officials, clerks, and 
employees of said Bureaus as may be necessary, and for the salaries 
and wages to be paid to them, shall l>e made in appropriation Acts 
as the public interests may require. All annual salaries shall be 
paid in equal monthly installments. 

Sec. 41. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict or inconsistent with 
the provision of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 42. The public good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
the provisions of section two of "An Act prescribing the order of 
procedure by the Commission in the enactment of laws," passed 
September twenty-sixth, nineteen hundred. 
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Sec. 43. This Act shall take effect on November first, nineteen 
hundred and five: Provided^ That chiefs of Bureaus and Offices are 
authorized to continue officers and employees in service under the 
provisions of appropriation Acts as extended by Act Numbered 
Thirteen hundred and fifty-eight, pending the enactment of the ap- 
propriation Acts for the fiscal year nineteen hundred and six.

RETURN OF THE DEPOSIT — ONE MORE SHIPMENT OF 400 CARABAOS. 

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, October 5, 1904.] 

The committee on purchase and sale of carabaos, to which was re- 
ferred the matter of ascertaining upon what terms Messrs. Keylock & 
Pratt would cancel the contract heretofore made with them for the 
furnishing of carabaos to the insular government, reported that the 
contractors were unwilling to accept the committee's offer of 7,600 
Shanghai dollars as a consideration for the cancellation of the con- 
tract. Mr. Keylock stated that his firm had incurred a loss of 20,000 
Shanghai dollars, represented by an overdraft on the bank, and that 
he thought that sum should be made good by the government, in view 
of the lact that the contractors had been making a profit since April 
last and expected to recoup themselves for all losses before the expira- 
tion of the contract. The attention of Mr. Kejrlock was called to the 
fact that his calculation was based on expectations and that the com- 
mittee could not entertain the proposition of recommending the pay- 
ment of any such sum as that aemanded by him for the cancellation. 
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After considerable discussion of the matter, Mr. Keylock finally 
agreed to accept 12,250 Shanghai dollars and to cancel the contract, 
provided the cash deposit made by the contractors for the faithful 
carrying out of the contract were returned to them and that the gov- 
ernment would accept in accordance with the terms of the contract 
one more shipment, not to exceed 400 animals, which number it was 
stated had already been purchased for the government. 

In view of the heavy losses caused to tne government by disease 
among the animals after arrival, and in view of the facts set out in 
the committee's report to the Commission on September 1, 1904, the 
committee recommended that one more shipment, not to exceed 400 
animals, be accepted in accordance with the terms of the contract;

Keylock & Pratt in consideration of the cancellation of the contract 
heretofore entered into with them for the furnishing of carabaos to 
the government.

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, January 17, 1905.] 

Whereas it appears that on May 17, 1902, Assistant Surgeon Turn- 
bull, of the U. S. Army, who, by virtue of General Orders, No. 66, 
issued March 25, 1902, was in charge of the sanitatioji in Calabanga, 
Ambos Camarines, directed the l^urning of a house in which a cholera 
patient had just died, with the unfortunate result that the flames 
were communicated to other houses in the neighborhood, sixteen of 
which were burned to the ground ; and 

Whereas a military board of survey has absolved Mr. Tumbull 
from personal responsibility and it is not probable, therefore, that in 
view of this finding of the board of survey the United States Govern- 
ment would consider any claim for damages; Now, therefore, 

Be it resolved^ That the civil governor be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to expend, from the funds appropriated by act No. 797; from the 
Congressional relief fund the sum of ^=12,000 in full satisfaction 
of the claims which have arisen out of this fire, the money to be trans- 
ferred by him to the treasurer of the province of Ambos Camarines 
with directions to make payments therefrom in accordance with the 
following schedules, and to receive receipts from the persons to whom 
payments ai-e made in full of all claims of indemnity against the 
Government :

RELIEF FOR SUFFERERS FROM THE FIRE AT SAN MATEO, RIZAL. 
[Extract from minutes of proceedings, February 15, 1005.] 

Resolved^ That the ffovernor-general be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to expend, out of tne funds appropriated by act No. 797 from the 
Congressional relief fund, a sum of not to exceed ?'1,000 Philippine 
currency, for the purchase of rice, salmon, or other food supplies for 
the purpose of relieving distress caused by a fire occurring in San 
Mateo, province of Rizal^ on the 12tTi of February, 1905, as a result 
of whicn the governor of Rizel states about 225 inhabitants of said 
municipality have been rendered indigent, the said P=1,000 to be also 
available for the purpose of reimbursing the military authorities 
for assistance rendered to said inhabitants immediately following the 
fire referred to; the furnishing of the relief hereby authorized to be 
made in such manner as the governor-general may direct. 



EXPENSES OF CARE AND MAINTENANCE QF GOVERNMENT CARABQAS. 
[Extract from minutes of proceedings, February 16, 1905.] 

Whereas the moneys set apart by resolution of the Commission for 
the care and maintenance of government carabaos have been ex- 
pended; and 

Whereas it appears that the sum of 1P8,755.07 has been expended 
for the care of carabaos without resolution of the Commission from

Resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to expend, from the funds appropriated by act No. 797 from the 
Congressional relief fund, the sum of ^20,000 for the payment of 
expenses already incurred or which may hereafter be incurred for 
the care and maintenance of government carabaos. 
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DIVHR8ION OF FUND BY BATAAN PROVINCE FOR FEEDING NEGRITOi. 

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, February 20, 1905.] 

The president presented a communication from the provincial 
board of Bataan for authority to divert a portion of the amount 
voted to the province from the Congressional relief fund for the 
completion of bridges by resolution of the Commissioner of October 4, 
1904, for use in reeding Negritos who were unable to live in the 
mountains because of the presence of ladrones and who would be of 
valuable assistance in huntmg ladrones by acting as guides. 
After consideration by the Commission, on motion, it was 
Resolved^ That the provincial board of Bataan be, and is hereby, 
authorized to divert such sum as may be necessary from the amount 
voted to the province of Bataan from the Congressional relief fund 
by resolution of October 4, 1904, in feeding Negritos who for fear of 
the ladrones have been driven from their accustomed haunts in the 
mountains and are unable to gain a living in the lowlands. 



SERUM LABORATORY EXPENSES. 
[Extract from minutes of proceedlnjgps, December 13, 1904.] 

Resolved^ That the governor-general is hereby authorized to ex- 
pend from the fund of $50,000 appropriated from the Congres- 
sional relief fund by act No. 1305 the sum of ^1G,725 for the payment 
of the following expenses of the serum laboratory from April 1, 1905, 
to June 30, 1905 : 

Feed for cattle, calves, and horses ; purchase of cattle ; purchase of 
calves; salaries and wages of one veterinarian of class 6 and of nine 
employees, at ?^5 per month; chemicals and supplies; and 
transportation. 



Number of Filipino Students Increased for the Fiscal Year 1906. 

[Kxtract from inlnutos of proceedings, December 13, 1904.] 

Whereas it appears that owing to the late departure for the United 
States of 28 oi the authorized government students the sum of 
f*=r20,000 appropriated by act No. 1225 will be more than suffi- 
cient to cover the actual and necessary cost of education and main- 
tenance, including traveling expenses, of the 140 students provided for 
in said act for the fiscal year 1905; and 

Whereas there are now in the hands of the secretary of public 
instruction the names of three young men who are eligible and 
desirous of receiving appointments as government students: Now, 
therefore, 

Be it resolved. That the number of Filipino students who may be 
sent to the United States, in accordance with the provisions of act No. 
854, during the fiscal year 1905 for education at the expense of the 
Philippine government is hereby changed from 40 to 43, and the 
actual and necessary cost of education and maintenance, including 
traveling expenses, shall be borne from the sum of ^=120,000 appro- 
priated by act No. 1225 for the expense of government students in tiie 
United States for the fiscal year 1905. . 
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Baguio Town-Site Reservation. 

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, December 31, ld04.] 

Whereas the secretary of the interior has presented to the Com- 
mission a eonmiunication stating that he regards it in the public 
interest that a town site be established at Baguio, in the province of 
Benguet, and stating further that under his direction a survey has 
been made of the exterior boundaries of the land which it is con- 
sidered advisable to reserve or acquire for a town site at Baguio, a 
plat of which survey has been approved by the chief of the Bureau 
of public lands and has been forwarded to the Commission with said 
communication, the boimdaries indicated on said plat being as 
follows : 

Beginning at a point markM ** A " on the plan, which point is at the inter- 
section of the streams of the Iresan River and the creek which is tributary to 
it from the north ; thence along the center of the Iresan River and the creek 
and ravine that runs to the pass over the limestone mountain to a point marked 
** B " in the ravine, which point is situated on a line running S. 58** W. from 
a rock on the top of the mountain ; thence N. 58** E. 5,950 feet through the 
above-mentioned rock to the point ** C," which is located on a ridge running 
south from the main mountain and at the head of the brook ; thence by said 
brook in an easterly direction to its Junction with the Trinidad River ; thence 
along the Trinidad River and its main tributary, the Colechunkard River, to 
a point near its source marked '* D," which point is situated on a line running 
N. 38** W. from a stake on the top of a conical ledge located to the northeast of 
the barrio of Pakdal ; thence S. 38** 30' E. 2,850 feet to a pine tree situated 
at the top of the ridge and on the south side of the trail to Bua ; thence south 
to the spring that Is one of the sources of the Iplt River and along the creek 
and the Iplt River to a point marked " E," which is situated on a line running 
N. 64** 50* E. from a tree located on the west side of a conical hill north of the 
barrio of Cumachung; thence S. 64** 50' W. through the said tree and up the 
side of the mountain 8,180 feet to a pine tree situated about 100 feet N. 86** 
B. from the top of the ridge which runs from the United States military 
reservation at Laoacon ; thence S. 86** W. 3,120 feet to a pine stump situated 
about 600 feet east of the old Benguet road location; thence N. 74** 50' W. 
8,600 feet to a point on the ridge running south from Baguio to the barrio of 
Plas and marked by a pine pole; thence N. 54** 5' W. 6,280 feet to a rock 
situated on the ridge that runs south from Mount Mlrador; thence N. 70** 15' 
W. 5,050 feet to a point on the southwest side of the limestone mountain that 
Is marked by a hard- wood pole ; thence N. 57** 30' W. 4,720 feet to a hard- wood 
tree on the top of a small hill on the southwest side of the limestone mountain :

^ Be it resolved, That in accordance with the provisions of section 
38 of act No. 926, known as the " public-land act," the Commission 
hereby approves the recommendations of the secretary of the interior 
and reserves the land included in the boimdaries aforesaid as shown 
on said plat: Provided, however, That the terms of this resolution 
shall not be construed to apply to or affect the land included within 
said boundaries which has oeen reserved for military purposes by 
order of the President of the United States of October 10, 1903 ; and 

Be it further resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the 
chief of the bureau of public lands for his action, in accordance with 
the public-land act. 
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Repayment of Loan to Zambales Province Postponed. 

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, January 23, 1905.] 

Whereas the Commission on May 22, 1901, passed act No. IM, 
authorizing a loan of $2,500 United States currency to the province 
of Zambales, to be repaid, without interest, December 31, 1902; and 
on January 13, 1903, passed act No, 594, postponing the date of re- 
payment of said loan until December 31, 1903; and on October 27, 
1903, passed act No. 963, authorizing a loan of l^bfiOO to said province 
of Zambales, payable in two equal annual installments, within one and 
two years from the date of the acceptance by the province of the loan, 
and providing that the time of payment of the loan previously made 
should be extended so that one-half should become due at the same 
time as the first installment of the loan authorized by said act No. 963, 
and the remainder should be due at the same time as the second 
installments; and 

Whereas the provincial board of Zambales, by resolution of Decem- 
ber 9, 1904, has petitioned the Commission to postpone the date of 
repayment of the ^10,000 owed by the province for another year: 
Now, therefore, 

Be it resolved^ That the dates of repayment to the insular govern- 
ment of the ?=10,000, loans made to the province of Zambales oy acts 
No. 134 and 963, are hereby extended for one year. 



Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend the Sum of $500 
FOR the Relief of the Widow of Tomas Testa. Late PREsmENT 
OF Meycauayan, Bulacan, 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Commission of March 6, 1905.] 

The president presented a petition from Bafaela Dalmacio, widow 
of Tomas Testa, late president of the municipality of Meycauayan, 
in the province of Bulacan, stating that her husband, who had always 
been a zealous supporter of the American government in the Philipr 
pine Islands, was captured and assassinated bv ladrones in October, 
1902, and that by his death the petitioner and three young children 
were left entirely unprovided for, and have since been in a destitute 
condition. It appearing that said Tomas Testa was murdered while 
in the discharge of his official duties because of the efficient adminis- 
tration of his office and his loyalty to the United States, and that his 
death has left his widow and three small children in needy circum- 
stances : Now, therefore, be it 

Rfsolred^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to expend, from the funds appropriated by act No, 1305, from 
the Congressional relief fund the sum of $500 in money of the 
United States, to be placed in the hands of the treasurer of the prov- 
ince of Bulacan and by him to be paid at once to the said Rafaela 
Dalmacio. 
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Authorizing the Gtovernor-Gbneral to Direct the Auditor to 
Transfer ^15,000 to the Credit of the Bureau of Agricul- 
ture. 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Commission of March 13, 1905.] 

Whereas the bureau of agriculture has been required to make ex- 
traordinary expenditures from its appropriations for the purchase, 
care, and distribution of farm animals, implements, and supplies, for 
the purposes contemplated by the act of Congress approved by the 
President March 3, 1903, appropriating $3,000,000 for the relief of 
distress in the Philippine Islands, with the result that there will not 
be sufficient appropriated funds available to meet the authorized fixed 
charges of the bureau for the remainder of the fiscal year 1905 : Now, 
therefore. 

Be it resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to direct the auditor for the Philippine Islands to trans- 
fer, from funds appropriated from the Congressional relief fund by 
act No. 1305, to the credit of the appropriation " Contingent expenses, 
bureau of agriculture, 1905," the sum of ?=15,000, on account of pur- 
chase, care, and distribution of farm animals, farm implements, and 
supplies, this sum being in lieu of reimbursement for expenditures 
heretofore made and that may be hereafter made prior to July 1, 1905, 
for the purposes indicated, and that the construction of necessary 
shelter for the care of such animals at the various stations shall b!e 
considered a proper charge against these funds. 



Extending the Time of Payment upon a Certain Loan to the 

Province of Capiz. 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Commission, March 15, 1905.] 

Whereas under the provisions of act No. 805 the insular govern- 
ment loaned the sum or $7,500 United States currency to the province 
of Capiz, for the general expenses of the provincial government, such 
sum to be repaid without interest in three annual payments, one- 
third on or before one year from the date of acceptance of the loan, 
one- third on or before two years from said date, and one-third on or

Resolved^ That the number of Filipino students to be sent to the 
United States, in accordance with the provisions of act No. 854, dur- 
ing the fiscal jear 1906, for education at the expense of the Philippine 
government, is hereby fixed at 40. 



Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend ?=628.18 to Reim- 
burse the Province of Cavite for Money Disbursed for the Care 
AND Maintenance of Government Carabaos. 

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, April 19, 1905.] 

Whereas it has been the practice to pay for the care and mainte- 
nance of carabaos shipped to the provinces for sale under the provi- 
sions of act No. 828 out of the moneys received from the sale of the 
animals; and 

AVhereas it appears that none of the animals shipped to the prov- 
ince of Cavite were sold, but all except one died; ana 

Whereas the treasurer of the province of Cavite paid for the care 
and maintenance of these animals up to the time of death the sum 
of ^628.18 from provincial funds; and 

Whereas the auditor has suspended the amount so paid as not 
being a proper charge against pro\dncial funds: On motion. 

Resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to expend, from the $500,000 appropriated by act No. 797, out 
of the Congressional relief fund for expenditure under the direction 
of the governor-general for such purposes and in such manner as 
may from time to time be authorized by resolution of the Philippine 
Commission, the sum of W128.18, and to direct the insular purchasinjg 
agent to reimburse the province of Cavite in said sum expended by it 
for the care and maintenance of government carabaos consigned to 
the province for sale under the provisions of act No. 828.

[Extract from minutes of proceedings, April 27, 1005.] 

Resolved^ That the governor-general be authorized to expend, from 
the funds appropriated by act No. 1305 from the Congressional 
reUef fund, the sum of ?'1,000 for the purchase of food supplies 
for the relief of the inhabitants of the municipality of Naguilian, 
province of La Union, who are in want by reason of the fire which 
o^urred in said municipality on April 24, 1905. 



Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend ^15,000 for Relief 

OF Distress in Samar, 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Philippine Commission of June 12, 1005.] 

Whereas the peaceable inhabitants of certain portions of the prov- 
ince of Samar nave suffered greatly by reason of recent depredations 
of outlaws and pula janes, and have had their crops destroyed and 
their houses burned, and tnat as a result of such depredations and the 
exposure resulting therefrom many of such peaceable citizens have 
sunered from illness which has prevented them from improving their 
condition : Now, therefore. 

Be it resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to expend, from the appropriation made from the Con- 
gressional relief fund by act No. 1305, the sum of P15,000, to be used 
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in the purchase of food stuffs and medicines for distribution to peace- 
able inhabitants of the province of Samar who are in need of the same 
as a result of the depredations referred to, such distribution to be 
made by the provincial governor of Samar. 



Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend ^=86,756.53 to 
Reimburse Insular Purchasing Agent for Moneys Expended 
FOR Purchase, etc., of Farm Animals. 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Philippine Commission of June 13, 1905.1 

Whereas under the direction of the Commission the insular pur- 
chasing agent has purchased and delivered farm animals, including 
burros, cattle, horses, and swine, as contemplated by the act of Con- 

•ess approved March 3, 1903, which appropriated the sum of 

1,000,000, to be expended under the direction and in the discretion of 
the Philippine government for the relief of distress in the Philippine 
Islands; and 

Whereas sufficient appropriations have not been made heretofore 
from the Congressional relief fund to reimburse the insular purchas- 
ing agent for the expenditures incident and necessary to such pur- 
chases and deliveries: Now, therefore. 

Be is resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to expend, from the funds appropriated from the Con- 
gressional relief fund, the sum of ^86,756.53, or so much thereof as 
the auditor shall find to be necessary wholly to reimburse the insular 
purchasing agent's appropriation for " purchase of supplies " on 
account of the purchase, care, and delivery of said live stock, ^=49,275 
of said sum to be paid from the funds appropriated by act No. 1305, 
and the balance of ^'37,481. 53, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to be paid from the funds appropriated by act No. 1350. 



Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend ?^0,000 for the 

Relief of Distress in Bohol, 

[Excerpt from minutes of the l*hlllpplne Commission of June 16, 1905.] 

Whereas the provincial board of Bohol certifies that, due to a pro- 
longed and severe drought in that province, there exists great pov- 
erty, hunger, and distress among the inhabitants thereof, and that 13 
municipalities of the province have requested that rice be furnished 
them for the relief of the people and have promised to repay the 
value of the said rice within one year; and 

Whereas the provincial board of Bohol has requested that there be 
furnished to that province G,000 piculs, more or less, of rice, to be 
purchased from the Congressional relief fund, and which the pro- 
vincial board will distribute to the municipalities needing the same, 
and the value of which will be repaid to the insular government 
within one year from the date of its receipt : Now, therefore, 

Be it resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to expend, from the appropriation made from the Con- 
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gressional relief fund by act No. 1350, a sum not exceeding ?^0,000 
for the relief of distress in the province of Bohol. Not exceeding 
^18,000 of said sum shall be used m the purchase of rice for the relief 
of the inhabitants of the province of Bohol, said rice to be delivered 
to the provincial board of Bohol and the value thereof to be con- 
sidered as a loan to that province, to be repaid without interest within 
one year from the date of the receipt or said rice. Two thousand 
pesos of said ^=20,000 shall also be transferred to the provincial board 
of Bohol in cash, which shall be available only for the purchase of 
materials needed in the construction of public works, said sum to be 
also considered as a loan repayable without interest within one year 
from the date of its receipt. The provincial board of Bohol is 
hereby authorized to distribute the saia rice and funds to the munici- 
palities needing the same, the value thereof to be considered as loans 
to the municipalities payable to the provincial board within one year. 
The rice so distributed shall be expended for labor and materials in 
the construction of public works, and in case of extreme suffering 
and destitution, when such action is necessary to relieve starving peo- 
ple, may be gratuitously distributed, any such gratuitous distribu- 
tion, however, to have the specific approval of the provincial board 
in each instance ; and 

Be it further resolved^ That it be suggested to the governor-general 
that the consulting engineer to the Commission be directed to proceed 
to the province of Bohol with a view to supervising the distribution 
and proper expenditure and utilization of tne rice above referred to. 



Authorizing the Gtovernor-General to Expend 1P8,670 for Cer- 
tain Expenses Connected with the Serum Laboratory. 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Philippine Commission of June 23, 1905.] 

Whereas, by resolution of the Commission of February 27, 1906, 
the governor-general was authorized to expend, from the funds ap- 
propriated by act No. 1305 from the Congressional relief fund, the 
sum of ?=16,725 Philippine currency for the payment of certain 
expenses of the serum laboratory from April 1, 1905, to June 30, 
1905 ; and 

Whereas it is necessary to make further provision for the expenses 
of the serum laboratory referred to from July 1, 1905 : Now, therefore. 

Be it resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to expend, from the fund of $35,000 appropriated from 
the Congressional relief fund by act No. 1350, the sum of ?=8,670 
Philippine currency, for the payment of the following expenses of 
the serum laboratory from July 1, 1905, to August 31, 1905: 

Feed for cattle, calves, and horses; purchase of cattle; purchase 
of calves; salaries and wages of one veterinarian of class 6, and of 
nine employees at ^5 per month each; chemicals and supplies; and 
transportation. 
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Authorizing the Gtovernor-General to Divert ^0,000 to the 
Province of Cavitb, to be used in the Relief of Distress. 

[Excerpt from minutes of the Philippine Commission of June 28, 1905.1 

Whereas a telegram has been received from Governor Shanks, of 
Cavite, stating that some of the roads of that province over which 
troops engaged in operations against ladrones must be supplied are 
in bad condition and becoming impassable, and that the province 
has no funds with which to repair them; and 

Whereas such repairs would cost less now than ordinarily because 
the military would assist with transportation, and besides which the 
work would give employment to many people who* need means of 
earning their daily subsistence, it having been reported from Mara- 
gondong that there is some suffering among a part of the people of 
that municipality, mostly among the old and infirm and children; 
and 

Whereas ^20,000 Philippine currency are requested by Governor 
Shanks, to put the roads into fair condition and to relieve distress at 
points where the same exists ; and 

Whereas, of the expenditure of $100,000, authorized to be made 
from the funds appropriated under act No. 797 by resolution of the 
Commission of September 24, 1903, for the purchase of rice and 
expenses incidental thereto, a portion has been unused and such part 
thereof may be diverted to the construction of roads in the province 
of Cavite as is desired : Now, therefore. 

Be it resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to divert, from the sum of $100,000, authorized to be 
expended by resolution of September 24, 1903, for the purchase of 
rice and incidental charges, the sum of ?^0,000 Philippine cur- 
rency, and to direct the expenditure of said sum by the provincial 
board of Cavite and where necessary in the purchase of rice for dis- 
tribution for the relief of sick ancf infirm people in that province, 
such expenditure to be made by the provincial governor of Cavite 
upon resolution of the provincial board in each instance. 



Directing that a Certain Unexpended Balance of Funds Allot- 
ted TO THE Board of Health for Veterinary Work be Made 
Available for Expenditure without Regard to Fiscal Years. 

[Excerpt from mlnuteB of the Philippine Commission of July 10, 1905.1 

Commissioner Worcester brought to the attention of the Commis- 
sion a request by the commissioner of public health that the unex- 
pended balance of funds allotted to the board of health for veterinary 
work during the fiscal year 1905 by Commission resolutions of Feb- 
ruary 26, 1904, and July 27, 1904, be made available until expended, 
and estimating that such unexpended balance would be sufficient to 
run the veterinary division as at present constituted up to December 
31, 1903. 
After consideration by the Commission, it was, on motion — 
Resolved^ That the unexpended balance of funds allotted to the 
board of health for veterinary work by Commission resolutions of 
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February 26, 1904, and July 27, 1904, be, and is hereby, made avail- 
able for expenditure without regard to fiscal years for the purposes 
specified in the resolutions originally making such funds available. 



Authorizing the Gtovernor-General to Expend ?250 to Reim- 
burse THE Province of Romblon for Certain Expenditures. 

[Extract from the minutes of the Philippine Commission of July 24, 1905.] 

The president presented to the (Commission a telegram from the 
province of Romblon statins that the members of the locust board 
m that province had advised him that the inhabitants of the island 
of Corcuera had no food and it was impossible to get them to work ; 
that the island was nearly depleted by cholera in 1903 and lately 
had been ravaged by smallpox. Request was made that the pro- 
vincial board of Romblon be authorized to expend from the Con- 
gressional relief fund a sum not exceeding ^50 in the purchase 
of rice, to be used in pay for locusts exterminated. The governor- 
general stated that, it being an urgent matter, he had taken the 
responsibility of committing the Commission to making the appro- 
priation of ?^50 from the Congressional relief fund for the purpose 
requested. 

After consideration by the Commission, it was, on motion — 
Resolved^ That the action of the governor-general in authorizing 
the provincial board of Romblon to expend ?250 for the purchase 
of rice to pay for locusts exterminated in that province, which 
expenditure would be reimbursed by resolution of the Commission 
from the Congressional relief fund^ is hereby confirmed by the Com- 
mission and the governor-general is authorized to expend from the 
appropriation made by act No. 1350, from the Congressional relief 
fund, the sum of ?^50 to reimburse the provincial board of Romblon 
for such expenditure. 



Directing that Certain Unexpended Balances of Appropria- 
tions Be Transferred to the Province of Nueva Vizcaya, and 
Authorizing the Governor-General to Expend the Additional 
Sum of ^3,000 for the Repair and Maintenance of the Padre 

ViLLAVERDE TrAIL. 

[Excerpt from the minutes of the Philippine Commission of July 27, 1905.] 

Resolved^ That all unexpended balances now remaining to the 
credit of appropriations heretofore made from the Congressional 
relief fund by acts Nos. 920 and 1083 for the construction and repair 
of the Padre Juan Villa verde trail from Bayombong, Nueva Vizcaya, 
to San Nicholas, Pangasnian, be, and the same are hereby, transferred 
to the road funds of the province of Nueva Vizcaya for expenditure 
in the repair and maintenance of said trail, the provisions of said 
acts Nos. 920 and 1083 to the contrary notwithstanding, and the 
auditor for the Philippine Islands is authorized and directed to 
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honor requisition of said province for such unexpended balances; 
and that the committee on appropriations is hereby directed to in- 
clude provision in the next appropriation bill confirming this action. 
And he it further resolved^ That the governor-general is hereby 
authorized to expend from the appropriation made by act No. 1350, 
from the (Congressional relief fund, the sum of ?^,000 for the pur- 
poses of repair and maintenance by the provincial board of Nueva 
Vizcaya of the Padre Juan Villaverde trail, said 1P3,000 to be trans- 
ferred, to the secretary-treasurer of Nueva Vizcaya and disbursed 
by him for the purposes contemplated, upon order of the provincial 
board of that province. 



Authorizing the Expenditure of ?^,000 from the Congres- 
sional Relief Fund for the Relief of Native School-teachers 

OF BOHOL. 

[Extract from minutes of the Philippine Commission of September 14, 1905.] 

Resolved^ That the governor-general be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to direct the expenditure of ?^,000 from the funds appropriated 
by act No. 797 from the Congressional relief fund, such expenditure 
to be made under the direction of the general superintendent of 
education, subject to the approval of the secretary of public instruc- 
tion, for the relief of native school-teachers of the public schools of 
the province of Bohol and in the maintenance of the public schools of 
said province during the present period of depression therein. 



Authorizing the Expenditure of ?=6,000 for the Relief of Dis- 
tress IN Samar. 

[Extract from the minutes of the Philippine Commission of September 20, 1905.] 

The president presented a telegram from Governor Curry, of the 
province of Samar, forwarded through the collector of customs at 
Cebu, advising of the wreck oi the coast-guard cutter Leyte on the 
coast of Samar during the severe storm, and that all the towns on the 
north and east coasts of Samar have been entirelv or partially de- 
stroyed, many lives lost, and the people, suffering from lack of food. 
Request was made for the purchase by the government of 1,000 sacks 
of rice to be distributed among the inhabitants of the towns affected. 
On motion, 

Resolned^ That the governor-general is hereby authorized to expend, 
from the funds appropriated by act No. 797 from the Congressional 
relief fund, the sum of not to exceed ?=6,000 for the purchase of 1,000 
sacks of rice for the relief of the inhabitants of the municipalities 
of Samar, devastated by the recent storm which swept over that and 
other provinces, such rice to be distributed by or under the direction 
of the provincial governor of Samar and in such manner as may be 
specified by him.
